HIS diſcourſe has a title to your Pa- 
tronage,as Youare the Patron of thoſe 
two Churches, which are the particu- 

lar Subject of it. But I have more expreſs rea- 
ſon to offer up theſe Collections into Your 
hands, becauſe You are the Heir of that Pa- 
tron, to whoſe favour I owed this Benefice, 
and have Your ſelf not only protected my 
Function, and defended my Rights: but out 
of your own property have augmented my 
{mall Revenues; and by your generous Con- 
tribution have ſupported me 1n the great la- 
bour and expence of gathering together theſe 


Materials, and digeſting themin this method. 
As 
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As to the performance, I am under no con- 
cern to vindicate tit from the {lights and ridi- 
cules that may be caſt upon 1t by idle witty 
People, who think all Hiſtory to be Scraps, 
and all Antiquity to be Ruſt & Rubbiſh. I 
lay This ew; Next to the immediate diſ- 
charge of m my Ofhce, I know not, how 
in any courle of ſtudies I could have better 
ſerved my Patron, my People, and my Suc- 
ceſlors; than by preſerving the Memoirs of 
this Pariſh and the adjacent Parts, which be- 
fore lay remote from common notice, and in 


few years had been buried in unſearchable | 


Oblivion. If the preſent Age be too much 
immers'd in Cares or Pleaſures,” to take any 
Reliſh, or tomake any Ule of theſe diſcove- 
ries; I then appeal to Poſterity : for I believe, 
the times will come, when Perſons of better 
inclination will ariſe, who will be glad to 
find any Colletion of this nature; and will 
be ready to ſupply the Defects, and carry on 
the Continuation of it. 

I doubt, there 1s but one argument againſt 
ſach Hiſtorical Attempts. That is, Men have 
degenerated from the Piety,and Integrity; and 
Induſtry of their Fore-fathers, and therefore 
do not love to be upbraided with the memory 
of them; and lead ſuch a vitious, at leaſt ſuch 
a uſeleſs 
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2 uſeleſs Life, that they deſire no other mer- 
cy from after Ages, but Silence and Oblivion: 
and therefore muſt fear and hate that ſort of 
Learning, which may hereafter call them 
Fools, and other proper Names. So that An- 
tiquity has indeed the like Enemies with Re- 
ligion, Thoſe deſpiſe it, whoare ſenſible they 


* livecontrary to the Rules and the Examples 


of it. : 
Whereas, Men would have ſome appetite 
to the notice of antient Things and Perſons, 
if they had a Spirit to improve the Arts, and 
imitate the Vertues of their good old An- 
ceſtors. And they would delight to read any 
account of former Ages, if they could them- 
{elves hope to make any good figure in future 
Story. 

This, Sir, makes me confident, that who- 
ever are fond to be ignorant of paſt Times; 
vet your Family, and all the long Deſcen- 
dants trom it, will ever prize Antiquities, and 
lovea faithful relation of any matters of Fa&t. 
For will not Your Poſterity rejoice, to find 
upon Record the good and laudable Deeds 
of their Predeceflors? Will it not divertthem 
toread, How the firſt Baronetof their Name 
raisd a beautiful and regular Seat at .4mner /- 


den? How he kept there a Hoſpitable and 


well 
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well governed Houſe,and by his Prudence and 
Charity, reform'd a rude and licentious peo- 
ple? How He reſcued the Patronage of this 


Church from the hands of One, hoo prin- 
ciples betrayed Him into no affection for it? 


| How hetwice conferr'd the ſame Church with 


ao regard to intereſt or importunity ? How, 


out of his own proper ſoil He enlarged the ' 


bounds of the Church-yard: and made a like 
addition to the adjoining garden of the Vicar? 
How by his Countenance and kind Endea- 


vours, He recovered an Eſtate (before em- 


bezled) to the proper pious ule of ſupporting 
and adorning the Pariſh Church? How He 
was pleasd to accept a ſhare in that new 
Truſt, and what a conſcience he made in the 
diſcharge of it? How juſt He was to the in- 
tereſt and the honour of his other Church at 
Burcefter* How He filld it with an Incum- 
bent of exemplary goodnels, and ſerviceable 
Learning? And how He made it a greater 
Beauty of Holyneſs, by giving a very noble 
Service- of Communion-Plate, and all other 
decent Ornaments for the Lord's Table, and 
the Pulpit?

PREFACE. 


AM only concern'd to let the Reader prepare him ſell wa ſome ſhort 
Account # the occaſion and the rye # theſe Hi Collettions. 
The occaſion was this, Upon the death of Me. Owen Jones, 21. 
May 1685. 1 was preſented to Church of Ambroſden, by the Worthy 
Patron the late Sir William Glynne Baronet ; and found ſome diſturbance m 
the Pariſh, about the manner of expending and accounting for the annual 
profits of certain Lands and Tenements allotted to Pious uſes. 1 was ſoon 
ſenſible, my duty oblig.d me to reconcile all differences; and was more 
eſpecially mclin 1 to conſult the inter nereſt of my Church, and to ſecure the firm 
title, = = os al of Sober yg A PETS / 

With theſe t tr, T applied my ſelf to the two proper ates 0 
ſuch a A hon Dioceſan, = ; ak They Bo —_—_ _ - 
neon, that the Q Church and People were pv" 0 os 
aſſiſtance to promote a Regulation of. that abuſe. In order to "abc, They 

oind me to make a more diligent ſearch into the _ of 
Fat: and-to draw up a ſhort State of the Caſe, that 
Fully drſcover the Corruption, and oi eaſily proceed to ſome + o-- 
on this, with difficulty I obtam'd a her fs rag wry $4, 
in the Church Cheſt Cheſt, 2 tmade thi Mralhs hem, Sept. 26.1685. 

There be Lands and Tenements within I of Blackthorn in the 
Pariſh of Ambroſden, commonly call d by the name of The Church Houſes, 
and The Church Land, now in the occupation of Robert George and 
other Tenants, at the yearly rent of 14, 12, recetvd and e by the - 
Church-Wardens, with conſent of ſome Feoffees, The time of this donation, 
and the name of the Benefaftor are unknown. There 15 a dark, k tradition 
that the {« aid Eftate was bequeathed by the laſt Will 0 Li & a certain Inhabi- 
tant of this Pariſh. But upon ſearch in the Reg CR yogi 
a Predeceſſor in Ys Church, no ſuch Inſtrument 7, be 
fſibly, the donation might be as ancient as ors allotment of rw e = 
zo the Pariſh Prieſt ; when at the dedication of the ch, Yo rg of 
the foil mu , offer ſuch a portion of ground to the maintenance of a re- 
feaing Praeſt,, and ſuch another Ping to the reparr and ſupport of his new 
founded urch, hee by ſuc renment, he might comply with 


the old cuſtom of For 3-4 the Tie a OMation, and the appropriating 
at firſt a tourth, as afterward a third _ to the reparation o 


Churches. 
However, 
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However, the ſettlement of this Eſtate to ſuch uſes, was provd to be 
emmemorial and ancient, by reference made to a Deed bearing date, 
M, CCC. XXXVI. wherem was a mention of thoſe Lands as belonging to the 
peculiar uſes of the ſaid Church, and excepted from the endowment of the 
Vicar. A copy of which Deed was produced in a Tryal before the Commil- 
fioners for Charitable Uſes, zn x2. Jac. I. 1 confeſs, I have ſeen no ſuch 
Original or Tranſcript: But if they mean the form of Ordination of the Vi- 
carage of Ambroſden, which bears the like date 1336. then the Cottage 
there- excepted from the endowment of the Vicar, yielding the annual rent 
of vr. 11", and reſervd to the Reftor and Bonhommes of Aſherugge, can- 
not be underſtood of this Eſtate, but was a part of the Church Glebe detained 
from the Vicar, and reſervd (as it now belongs) to the Appropriator. 

But leaving the original donation undetermin'd : It ts certain the ſaid 
Lands were quietly enjoy d, and the profits honeſtly employ d to the publick 
uſes of the Church, till the year 1568, 10. Queen Eliz. when Hugh Coun- 
cell and Robert Piſter procur 4 a Precept from the Queen to hold an 
Inquiſition at Thame Com. Oxon. on Decemb. 12. wn claim of the ſaid 
Eſtate at Blackthorn, as eſcheated to the Crown ( under the title of Con- 
cealed Lands) becauſe given and employ d to ſuperſtitious uſes, and ſo 
forfeited to the Crown by an AF 1. Edw. 1. cap. 14. This Inquiſition was 
fo haſtily and corruptly return'd, that the verdift was, that the ſaid Lands 
were im ſeiſon of the Queen, from whom a grant by Letters Patent was 
made to the ſaid informers Hugh Councell and Robert Piſter, in conſ- 
aeration of ſixteen pounds, the annual rent being at that time twenty 
marks, 

= theſe fraudulent Purchaſers could never gain poſſeſſion ; for 1imme- 
aately upon complaint made in a Petition of the Inhabitants to the Queen s 
Majeſtie, the Inquiſition was adeclar d to be falſe, and the conveyance 
vo:d, When the Purchaſers were thus condemn d, they ſtill kept up a pre- 
tended Title, and by ſeveral mediate conveyances, in the 1oth. year of Kzng 
James I. the ſaid Lands were claimd by Thomas Bowler, Richard 
Stanton, Judith Hern, Thomas Croſs, and William Haws; ſome of 
which being in poſſeſſion as Tenants of the Eſtate, pretended to the ſole right 
and property of it, and for two years forcibly detain d and dented all rent, 
and acknowledgement for it, Therefore.in 12. Jac. 1. 1614. the Pariſh10- 
ers and Others, obtaind a Commiſſion for charitable Uſes, mn purſu- 
ance of an Af 43. Eliz; cap. 4. to be beld in the City of Oxford, by John 
Lord Biſhop of Oxon. Sir Michacl Dormer, Sir George Tipping 
Anghts, Anthony Blinkoe Doftor of Laws, Chancellor of the Dioceſe, &c. 
This cauſe was brought before the lia Commuſſuners, who after a full 
hearing, decreed an ejeftment of the Intruders, and adjudg d them to pa 
for the mediate Rents thirty pounds, and ten pe for waſte made by 
the cutting down ſome Elms on the premiſes, and ſo reſettled the Lands - 

the 
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the former uſes of the Church, appointing a certain number of Feoffees, with 
authority to nominate ſucceſſive perſons to the ſame continued truſt, 

But the falſe Claimers _ da from this Decree of the Commuſſioners to 
the Court of Chancery, where, after aulatory and expenſive proceedings, a 
Decree was at laſt obtained, 14. June, 10. Car. I. confirming the precedent 
Order of Commuſſioners, and aijanulling all other claims and pretenſions. 
This long depending ſuit was ſo chargeable to the Pariſhioners, that for 
ther ſatisfattion, the new Feoffees leaſed out the Lands at a moderate corn 
Rent, taking a fine of fourty pounds, which was equally diſtributed to re- 
zmburſe the Defendants charges. And when that Leaſe expured, the Lands 
were farm d out for near the full Rent in money, recero d by the Church- 
Wardens, and accounted for every year at Eaſter. But by the miqutty 
of the late times, and the combination of ſome Church and Pariſh Officers, 
theſe two abuſes have ſhamefully a m, 

1, The profits of this Eſtate, which were at firſt deſaned, and have been 
ſimce declar d for the ſole benefit of the Church, have been converted to ſe- 
eral other uſes: As, to finding the Communion bread and wine ; defraying 
the charges of Eccleſiaſtical Viſitations ; helping in thereparr of bridges, and 
amendment of high-ways ; contributing to ſufferers recommended by Letters 
Patent ; rewarding the Ringers upon publick Feſtrvals ; and other accidental 
occaſions, which ſhould have been rather ſeru d by impoſed rates, or by v0- 
luntary contributtons.. So as what ts properly a Church ſtock, 7s now per- 
verted into a Pariſh ſtock ; and when appropriated to ſacred, 1s now proſtt- 
tuted to profane and common uſes. 

2. Whereas the Fund ariſing from the ſaid Lands and Tenements ought 
to be repoſited in a Church cheſt, formerly provided for that purpoſe, and 
thence to be taken out, and disburſt with the order or full conſent of the Fe- 
offees : This reaſonable prattice 1s now laid afide ; the Church-Wardens alone 
recezve the rents, and divide the mony :n proportion to the Townſhiþs or 
Hamlets of the ſaid Pariſh, taking two parts of the dividend for Black- 
thorn, one for Arncott, and one for Amerſden : which ſums the reſpettve 
' Church-Wardens keep in their ſeveral hands, and account at Eaſter for thoſe 
ſeparate ſhares, with colluſion and great diſorder. 

{t 1s therefore thought neceſſary, for the honour of God and the intereſt of 
the Church, that the profits ſhould be applied to the alone proper uſe of ſup- 
porting and adorning the Pariſh Church. And that the 1ſſuing rents ſhould 
be ſafely repoſited in a common cheſt, to be expended by the care of the Church- 
Wardens, at the direftion of the Feoffees, 

This abſtratt I delivered to the right Reverend John Fell Lord Bſbop of 
Oxford, who for Prety, Fuſtice, and Charity, and eſpecially for patront- 
z;ng his Clergy, and defending the rights of the Church, was ( at leaſt) 
equal to the primitive examples of Chriſtian Prelates. Fits Lordſhip con- 
Julting the peace of the Pariſh, drew up with his own hand, A torm of Re- 

| b 2 oulation, 
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lation, to be ſubſeribd by the Feoffees, and praftiſed without further 
Sek But th ed to Ar with an yd; of propoſals, and call d 
#heir "own perverſeneſs an old caftom, which was not-to be broken. Upon 
which contempt, his Lordſhip after a ſecond ineffettual Admontion, com- 
me to have recourſe to the Commiſſioners for charitable uſes : 
to whom I made _— at their firſt Seſſion in the Gild Hall within the 
Cty of Oxford, and after _=_—_ hearings, the Court were ſo well convinced 
of the abuſes and injuries done to the Church, that on Wedneſday, March r. 
1682. they declared their opunton agreeable to the verdift of a Fury, to diſ- 
ſolve the preſent Fi t, to conſtitute a new Truſt in more faithful hands, 
and to oblige the Church-Wardens for ſeven years laſt paſt, to refund the 
ſeveral ſums of mony, which they had not employed to the uſe and ſervice of 
the Church, This judgement of the Court Wl, been fully executed, but that 
before the next Seſſions, Sir William Glynne Baronet, in pure tenderneſs 
and charity, interceded with the chief Commuſſioners to remit all penalty for 
paſt miſcarriages, and only to prevent the like abuſes for the future, Ac- 
cordingly in compliance co bis generous requeſt, at the next Seſſuns, Weadneſ- 
day Apr. 20. 1685. My. Fuſtice Holloway declar d the 1 ement of the 
Court, to diſſolve the late Feoffment, and to conſtitute new "Truſtees," for df- 
Þoſal of the profits to the ſole uſes of the Church : and tm concluſion did ob- 

, have enquired more narrowly into the paſt miſcarriage, 
which would have fallen heavy upon ſome of the late Church-Wardens ; 
that an Honourable Perſon had interceded for them. 

Thu was the occaſion which firſt engaged me in enquiries and ſearches 
after Papers and Records, which might any way relate to my Church and 
Pariſh. When T had once _ to be thus. inquiſttve, the ſlow diſceveries 
which 1 gradually made, did not ſo much ſatisfie my mind, as they did in- 
cite 3t to more —_ defires. So that drverting from my ordinary 
courſe of ſtudies, I fell to ſearch for private Papers and publick Evidences, 
fo examine Chartularies and other Manuſcripts, and by / to run over 
all printed Volumes, which I thought might afford any manner of GP 
of this Pariſh, and the adjacent parts of the Country. Had I propes'd t 
ALntzquities of this whole County, I ſhould perhaps have ſooner gathered up 
fufficrent materials for it. But confining my ſelf to ſuch a narrow circut, 
f often read much to very little purp he And when I applied my ſelf to 
#hofe Courts of Record, where I thought ſuch remains were moſt likel to be 
found,” T felt the exaflion for ſearching and tranſcribing to be ſo great, anal 
percew'd the Notes to be ſo inperſe that I began to want Sakey and 
courag? to go on. At leaft I became ſenſible, that Ondertakings of this 
nature ſbould be encouraged and ſupported by ſeveral hands, as the cauſe of 
a Community Fans be manag d by a publick Fund, And I well know, thoſe 
Gentlemen whoſe Seats or Eſtates lay within the compaſs of my "fe", would 
bave readily contributed to any juſt propoſals made to them, But m—__ 
ſomewhat 
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ſomewhat more ſuitable to my Profeſſion and my temper, if I could thus 
ſerve the Country without wages : and therefore ( except the voluntary hand- 
neſs of my Patron) 1 never asked or recerved any other gratuitie, than the 
pleaſure of doing good for its own ſake. Thus was my defyn. 

As to the method : 1 propoſed to make it as obvious and regular, as ſuch 
arſjomted matter would allow, Where 1 wanted authorittes, I reſolud my 
conjeftures ſhould be ſhort and modeſt. Therefore 1 paſt haſtily over the 
unknown ſtate of theſe parts under the prumuttve Britains ; but look t more 
narrowly for ſome ootſteps of the Romans : and perhaps have made ſome 
diſcoveries hen Marches, therr Garriſons, Coins, Ways, 
which may give dtverſion to the Engliſh Reader; and may 
light to the ſenſe of Greek and Latine Writers. I went on to # 
if the Saxons, and to their times of diſorder and confuſion. Where I thi 
T1 have done juſtice to the memory of ſome ſons places : have better 
ſettled the bounds of the Mercian and Welt-Saxon Azngdoms : have 
fixed the Seſſion of certam Councils and Synods of that Age : and have re- 
conciled ſome accounts of time, which our Authors had confounded and 
miſtaken. I went thro all the revolutions of Danes and Saxons with the 
fame regard to curioſity and truth: and ſeem to have hit upon ſeveral things, 
which had eſcaped the obſervation of common Writers. | 

When I came to the Norman Conqueſt, I found the ſubjeft matter more 
copious, and the authorities more expreſs : and therefore thought it conve- 
ment to proceed by way of Annals, that I might keep to the exatt Periods 
of - and Aion, which are the ſoul of Hiſtory, and the Criterion of all 
Truth. In this part of the performance, 1 have endeavoured to be very 
accurate in the deſcent of Families, and the conveyance of Eſftates. I have 
correfled a great many tradztional errors, have gathered up conſider 
rable materials, when any diligent and Judicious Perſon ſhall undertake to 
improve the Hiſtory of the Baronage of England. Z have traced many 
temporary Uſages and local cuſtoms, many feudal Services and particular 
Tenures, many other ancient Rites and Manners, not unſerviceable to thoſe 
Gentlemen, who would know the reaſon and original of what they are to call 
the Common Law. 

T have been more eſpecially curious im tranſmitting all thoſe Charters 
and Authentick Deeds, which were pertinent to my Subjeft, and lay auf- 
perſed in obſcure and diſtant places : And have thereby pre ed ome 
thouſands of Charts and Muniments , which are ready for the hands of 
thoſe, who ſhall colleft and publiſh ſome other Valumes of a Monaſticon An- 
glicanum, a work that above any other will :luſtrate and adorn the Anti» 
quities of this Church and Nation. And further, as occaſion offered, I have 
made ſome digreſſions into the ſearch of a few F n_y Subjefts, an Conſe. 
cration to Religious uſes, Appropriation of Tathes, Inſtitution of Churchez, 
Dependance of Chappels, Office of Rural Deans, and ſuch like. Argus 
| ments, 
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ments, wherein I was moſt deſirous to ſatisfie my ſelf, and to inform the 
World. 

When I had brought down the ſeries of Afairs to the end of the reign of 
Hen, VI. I found the Volume growing mcapable to hold the remaming mat- 
ter, unleſs I had contrafted it into a compaſs too narrow for the projetted 
aeſpn. So that T broke off at the year 1460. but have carefully preſery d 
all the other Memoirs, and ſhall endeavour to adjuſt them in ſuch a method, 
as that I may hereafter give them to the Publick, m a Second Part; or ra- 
ther may leave them to my Succeſſor in the Church of Ambroſden, to whom 
1 ſhall deſire my Executors to deltver all ſuch Papers and Materials, as 1 
leave collettied for that purpoſe. 

There was one — communicated to me by my very worthy Friend 
Arr. Blackwell, B.D. which (tho of modern age and no great authority) um- 
medaately relating to theſe parts, I thought good, with conſent of the owner, 
to join as an Appendix to this work , under the title of The Hiſtory ol 
of All-cheſter near Birceſter in Oxfordlhire, &c. wrote in the Year 
I622, 

While I w1s running over the ſheets from the Preſs, I met with a 
great many terms and phraſes, which would create trouble to a curious 
Reader, and if unexplam d, would leave ſeveral Writs and Deeds obſcure 
and uſeleſs. To obviate this danger, I made an Alphabet of thoſe obſolete 
words and forms of ſpeech, to ſhew in ſhort the ſenſe and application of 
them: wherein, by pointing at the Original of our Engliſh tongue, with the 
ſeveral innovations and corruptions in it, and gromg new light to ſome an- 
cient Cuſtoms, Laws, and Manners, I have left matter to be applied by ſome 
more able Pen to the noble uſes of improving the excellent Gloſſary of Sir 
Henry Spelman, which would be a work of anfinite ſervice, and of equal 
honour to this Nation. A new Edition might be made more copious and 
exatt from ſome of the Author s own Manuſcripts, from ſome Volumes fimce 
publiſhed, and from many Records fince recovered from duſt and darkneſs. 
It is a labour that requires an expert induſtrious patient Hand, I wiſh I 
might recommend it to the leiſure of my fmgular Friend Mr. Edmund 
Gibſon, a Maſter of thoſe ſtudies, and of much other uſeful knowledge. 
Some perſons may imagzne, that the large Latine Gloſſary of Du Freſne 
z5 ſo comprehenſroe of all antiquated woras and phraſes, as to ſuperſede any 
Additions and Improvements to the Archeology of Spelman : But with all 
deference to the indefatigable pains and great fidelity of that Noble Lord ; 
1 dare affirm, that m all the old terms which were of more peculiar uſe in 
this Iſland, He has barely tranſcrib'd, or, what us worſe, abridged the ex- 
plications of Spelman. It is excuſe enough, that He was a Foreigner ; for m- 
deed, none but a Native can perfettly underſtand the Idioms of any Tongue, 
or the cuſtoms of any Country. Therefore the elder Voſlius wiſely dtclar d, 


Satius eſſe edi Gloſlaria ab unoquoque Gentis ſux Scriptore, quia Is 
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facilius certiuſque quid e ſue nationis genio proficiſcatur, perſpiciet. 
(Prafat. ad Lib. de vitus Sermon.) And the Learned Du Freſne,. after 
his immenſe labour, confeſſed, Optandum efle ut in fingulis Nationibus 
prodeant Viri Do&t:, qui Lingue ſux Idiomata, vim eorum, notio- 
nem, origines, ſed & deſuetas, & pridem obſoletas voces ad amuflim 
inyeſtigent explicentque, (Prefat. ad Gloſs. Lat. p. xx.) _ 

And indeed, there is no greater Argument, why the Antiquities of En- 
oland ſhould be more and more ulluſtrated, than this : to corrett the miſtakes, 
and reconcile the contradittions of foreign Writers, Why ſhould Pabebro- 
chius conjefure, we had no Charters, or other written Inſtruments of convey- 
ance in the time of Bede? Then Bede himſelf does mention the hereditary 
right of Monaſteries to ſome territories by Reyal Eaditts, and priviledges of 
the Religious, confirm d by the ſubſcription of Biſhops, Abbats, and Secular 
Powers, Why ſhould Du Freine aſſert, that after the Norman Conqueſt 
there were no Deeds of donation by Kings or private Subjetts in the Saxon 
Idiome; but all in the French or in the Latine Tongue and Letter > When 
for three or four reigns after the Conqueſt, there be found ſeveral Charters 
and other publick Acts im the Saxon character and language, Why ſhould 
the French Editors of Eadmer, ſtumble upon Balzum ejuique Exſcripto- 
rem Lelandum? When nothing more ridiculous than to make Leland the 
tranſcriber of Bale : They might as well have made Bale the Tranſcriber 
of Pits. Why ſhould Picard mm his late Annotations upon Anſelm, betray 
his own ignorance, and leave his Author under the cenſure of miſtake > An- 
ſelm in one of his Epiſtles, (1. 3. Ep. go.) being then at Lions an his return 
from Rome, An. 110g. excuſed himſelf for not commg into England, be- 
cauſe he could not attend at Court, and Crown the King before his ſubmiſ- 
fron tothe Pope. The Annotator wonders at this expreſſion, and takes pains 
to prove, that the King had been ſolemnly crowned froe years before, Where- 
ns if He had known any thing of the Engliſh Court, Fe muſt needs have 
known the cuſtom of that Age. Open Court and common Councils held at the 
three principal Feſtroals, Chriſtmaſs, Eaſter aud Whatſuntide : when 7t 
was one ceremonte to have the Crown put upon the King s head by the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury. 1t were endleſs to recount the abſurd and groſs er- 
rors committed in the relation of Englilh Afazrs, by vaſe Authors, who 
medale with a Province not ther own, T1 only point at theſe few, to ſhew 
the neceſſity of having all our Antiquity and Hiſtory explained and improved 
by Scholars of our own Nation, and not betray our Land to the evil and falfe 
report of ſtrangers. 

And truly, I cannot but congratulate the preſent Age, that a Genius to 
our National Antiquities, ſeems now to invigorate a great many Lovers of 
their Country, from wioſe Attempts and Advances in this kind of knowledge, 
the World may expett much puvlick ſervice. Particularly, from my indu- 


ſtrious and pudicious Friend Mr, Thomas Tanner, who may do great honour 
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to his native County of Wilts. when he has perfefted the great and good 
deſen of publiſhing and improving that too long concealed Treaſure, Opus 
Johannis Leland1 de Scriptoribus Britannicis. 

Any Writer without the countenance of Friends, 1s like a Poet without a 
Patron, cold and heavy. But Antiquities expoſe the lovers of them to ſo 
much labour and expence, that they, above all other ſtudies, do want a ſup- 
port and reward from Men of Wealth and Honour. And indeed, They have 
met of late with ſome favour and encouragement, to helþ to bear their fois, 
and to excite their progreſs. In Oxtord, they have been eſpecially promoted 
by the Reverend Dr. Charlett Maſter of Univerſity College, to whom 
thu Work and the Author of it, are very much obliged. 

1 am ſenſible, there be ſome, who ſheht and ah this fort of Learning, 
and repreſent it to be a dry barren Monkiſh ſtudie, 1 leave ſuch to ther 
dear enjoyments of ignorance and eaſe, But T1 dare aſſure any w_ and 
fober Man, that Hittorical Antiquities, eſpecially a ſearch ito the no- 
tices of our own Nation, do deſerve and will reward the pains of any En- 

1h ſtudent : will make him underſtand the ſtate of former Ages, the con- 

ztution of Governments, the fundamental reaſons 0 mn and Law, the 
riſe and ſucceſſion of Doftrines and Opinions, the origina w ancient, and the 


compoſition of modern tongues, the tenures of property, the maxims of Polic 
hos of Religion, the chavalter: of Vi ES Vice, and indeed Ns Na 
ture of Mankind, 7 w/o the excellent parts of many other Writers were 
not ſpent upon more frivolous Arguments, where ſl 

controverting quibbles, they ſerve only to weaken 
therwiſe were pardonable) to expoſe one another.

The moſt diligent enquirer might break off with the ſame 
complaint, which the wiſe G:/das made, in prefacing his zealous 
Epiſtle, That :f any written memorrs were ever ”y they have been burnt 
at home, or carried away into foreign lands *, Yet I conſider, that in all 
ſearches for the riſe and original of things, there is room for conje- 
Eure, betore there is allowance for matter of fa&. Therefore I ſhall 
ftep back, and gueſs at ſome things, which I do not pretend to 
ert. From the date of the x rms dg know my authorities to be

at Annals, But till then, I ſhall looſely diſcourſe in general of 
theſe parts, thro the great Epoch's of this Nation, the time of the 
Britains, the Romans, the Saxons, the Danes, and the Saxons reftor'd. 


CHAP. I. 
RRIT LING 


Profeſs not to determine, whether among theſe our true Ance- 
ſtors, the fite of theſe pariſhes had any 'Inhabitants, much leſs 
the names of places, which it now retains. Poſſibly theſe parts had 
not the honour of ruin'd Troy, of being converted into corn fields; 
but lay in primitive nature, an uncultivated deſert. Whether ww 
| A Inai- 
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Tndigene kept always here in the navel of the Land, as Ceſar reports 
their pretences *, or whether no manſion tall foreigners arrivd; and 
thoſe whether Scythe, or (Celts, Germans, Gauls, or Spaniards, the 
three Nations, from which Tacztus * thought us deriy d, according to 
the nigher poſition of our coaſts to thoſe Countries, are beyond 
all knowledge to reſolve. This only 1s agreed, that thoſe people 
which Dzo call'd Bodunni, and the Romans Dobunz, dwelt within the 
Tra&, that now makes up moſt part of this County, - and that of 
Gloceſter : and the circuit of theſe North-caſt parts was call d Dobu- 
nt Dofu *, from the fat and fertile ſoil. In the dechning part- at leaſt 
of this dark age, there were at no great diſtznce ſome Br:tz/h Towns, 
that muſt occaſion this adjacent Country to be the better imhabited, 
From the account which Ceſar + and Srabe 7 give, ſome look upon 
all Britzh Cities preceding the Roman 1nval.on, to have been rather 
neceftitous- and moying ſtations, than any fixt Architecture of 
Walls and Houſes. But however rude their Military encampments 
were, it is probable their more publick reſort and abode was in places 
of artificial, tho: leſs regular ſtrength and beauty. For-even Ceſar 
allows them the ſame way of building with the Gauls 5, Why ſhould 
not the twenty eight Brito Cities mention d by Gzldas, and enu- 
merated by Nennus, and their number encreaft by Huntmmgdon, &c. 
have their foundation in the pure Brzt:/h a;ze, tho their 1mprove- 
ment might be owing to the Ryman arts? If ſuch immenſe ruines 
are now viſible, which the moſt learned do believe the remains of 
Heathen Br:tzþ Temples; how can we think them ignorant in their 
own accommodations, when they were ſo pompous in providing 
for their gods? Among ſuch original Brat: Carrs, there was Carr- 
Draithon which Hunt.. makes Cair-Draiton, which I durſt not aſcribe 
to-either of thoſe two pariſhes in this County, which ſtill retain that 
name, tho no Antiquaries can find better where to place it. But the 
Cair-Dauri of Huntingdon which Alfred of Beverley calls Cair-Dorim, 
and Beaa, Coitas Dorcima ; 18 by all interpreted Dorcheſter, the City 
of waters, in Leland's word Hyaropolts. Carr-Gretholin, Grethlin, or 
Wetheling, which Hum. Lhuyd atligns to Warwick, might perhaps be 
more aptly fixt at Watlington in this County, which, without confi- 
dering the affinity of name, did ſeem to a late diligent Surveyor, 
to have. been an old Britzſh City 7. Henley is likewiſe taken for a 
moſt ancient Brtzſh Town, from Hen old and Lhey a place, which 
Camaen * and Dr. Flot 5 ſuppole to be the head Town of the people 


call'd 
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call'd Ancalites, who ſubmitted to Ceſar. The fortifications on Long- 
Witenham-hill, are by Leland ' thought to be the marks of the Brit:h 
Smnodunum. Not to recount the diſputes of the anfiquity of Oxford, 
whether Cazr-Mempric and Carr-Vortegern be Monkilh fancies, whe- 
ther the [ren of Gidas his ftudics be miſtaken for hen or Ruyd- 
Yehen the pretended ancient name of this place ; whether this and 
more be truth or pretence, let men ot leiſure ſatishe themſelves from 
copious Authors *. It is enough at prelent to inter, that long before 
the viſit of the Romans, theſe parts were known and peopled, which 
may pals into the more eafie conjecture, 1t we reflect on the pieces 
of mony dug up at Wood-Eaton, 1676. one of which had CUNO 
on the one fide, - and on the revers CAMU, denoting it to be 
coin'd by Cunobelin a King in Britain, under the reign of Auguſtus at 
Camulodunum, now Maldon in Efſex 3. There was another dug up at 
Little-Milton, preſum'd to be the coin of Praſutagus King of the 
Tcem +. Nor is it ſo. probable, theſe coins were dropt in after ages, 
as nearer to the time of their ſtamp, when current among the Brztfh 
Inhabitants, populous in theſe parts. But I haſten to be reliey d from 
the dangers of ignorance and error. 


CHAP. II. 
ROMANS. 


Efar, in his firſt expedition upon this Ifland, was no doubt con- 
fin'd to the Eaſtern parts of Kent. And in his ſecond deſcent, 

he is generally ſupposd to have made no great progreſs, becauſe 
his own Itinerary deſcribes no far advancing marches, and becauſe 
Dio, Tacitus, Lucan, Horace, &c. refle& upon this as an imperteCt at- 
tempt. Hence Camden was the firſt of our writers who dard to bring 
Ceſar as far as Coway-ſtakes, nigh Oatlands in Surry, where the Roman 
army paſst the Thames 7, But without the vanity of aſſuming ho- 
nour to theſe parts, I think it next to certain that Ceſar came in to 
the limits of this County, and brought his forces croſs the Thames 
at Walmgford, The Author who confirms me in this opinion 1s the 
judicious Mr. Somner *, who ſuggeſts to me ſeveral of thoſe argu- 
ments, which 1 would briefly deliver. Firſt, Comms the Atrebatian was 
ſent over by' Ceſar to diſpole the Britams to ſubjeftion, as a man of 
great authority among them, whoſe intereſt mult lye chietly among 
thoſe Britarns, who were in effe&t his own country-men, who inha- 
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bited that part of the Iſland, which is now call d Barkſbzre: which 
Comzus at his firſt arcival was impriſon'd by the Bretazns, but on Ceſar s 
firſt victory was Teleas'd, and upon retreat of the Romans, was left 
behind as an agent of Ceſar, when he ſpent his time no doubt my 
his old friends the Atrebatiz, and might inform Ceſar that he h 

prepar'd him an eaſie reception in, thoſe parts. In the next Sum- 
mer's expedition,this encourag d Ceſar to march higher into the Coun- 
try, where the intereſt of Comms might facilitate his conquelts ; this 
might bring him to the Atrebatzz in Berks, and to one of their chief 
ſtations in Walingford, which is much the more probable, becauſe 
after this paſſage o're the Thames, King Caſſibelan ſent this Comzs as a 
mediator to Ceſar, which was the more proper, if the Conqueror 
was in thoſe parts, for which the Ambaſſadour was moſt concern'd. 
Secondly, after Ceſar had croſt the Thames, the people who ſubmitted 
themſelves do ſeem to prove, that his preſence and his conqueſts ex- 
tended hither. For upon the yielding of the Trimobantes or men of 
Maeadleſex, they were the inhabitants about this middle of the land, 
who followed their example: among them the Bzbrosz in the hun- 
dred of Bray, com. Berks, the Segontzace: who had their Carr Segont 
now Slceſter in Hampſhire: and the Ancalites who were the next 
neighbours to Walmgford on the other fide of the river, and had 
their head Town at Henly in this County. Thirdly, this tradition of 
Ceſar's coming over at Walimgford, was current in the time of King 
Alfred, who giving a Saxon interpretation of the hiſtory of Oroſmus, 
makes this expreſs Comment on Ceſar s warrs in Britam, that his 
third battle was by the rrver Thames, nigh a ſhallow called Wallingford *, 
Whigh authority of ſo ancient a native writer, ought to weigh 
much with Enmiſb Antiquaries. Fourthly, tho Ceſar did intend and 
did poflibly attempt a patlage at that place, where the Coway Stakes 
were by the Brztarns pitcht down on the bank, and at the bottom of 
the river : yet the Romans could not ford it over at this place, be- 
cauſe of the ſtrategem which gall d their foot, and made them retreat 
to find out a more paſſable part of the river, as is plain from Orofrus, 
who is herein followed by the venerable Bede, who ſpeaking of thoſe 
{takes, obſery's, that the. Romans when they found them, were forc't 
to avoid them, &c. So as declining this difficulty, they might well 
march higher up the river, and croſs it at or near Walngford, and 
on the other fide encountred the forces of Caſſielan, and put them to 
flight. Fifthly, Gu/zelmus Piftavienſis was inform'd of this tradition, 
who writing the aCts of his Patron Wilkam the Conquerour, draws 


the parallel between him and Ceſar, and endeayouring to ſhew how 
much 
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much greater ſucceſs attended the Duke, than ever waited on the 
Roman General, he gives this inſtance, When CES ak came to the rt- 
ver THAMES to force a paſſage into the Dommon of CASSIBELAN, 
his enemzes oppoſed him on the other fide, (0 as the ROM AN ſouldzers paſ 
over with loſs and danger. But when the NoxMan Duke came into the 
ſame Country, the Princes and the people came there to meet him, and his 
forces had a free and open paſſage croſs the rrver *, Which mult allude to 
the Town of Walingford, tor there it was that Stigand Arch-bilhop 
and other Grandees, made their application to him, and there he 
paſt the Thames, came to Oxford, took his road to Berkamſted, and 
thence to London *. Farther, the very name of this Fown. is no light 
argument of this matter, for Atonine calls it Calleva, and from Pto- 
lomy it is rendred Callena, Camden reſtores it Gallena, and from Hum. 
Lhuyd would have it a Brw:ſþ name Gual-Hen, Vallum Antiquum. 
Yet I ſee no reaſon why it may not be ſupposd a Reman appellation, 
or at leaſt by the Britains impos'd in memory of the Gauls here paſ- 
fing the Thames, and defeating the forces of Caſſibelan: eſpecially 
when the Saxons changed the name into Fuallengapopo and Pallen- 
Fafop; their addition of ford implying it to have been a fordable 
paſſage croſs the ſtream. Why may not Walngford be Gallorum tranſs- 
tus, as well as the ancient Nant-Gallum, the Saxon Walbroke be ſo call'd 
from the paſſage and defeat of Levius Gallus Collegue of Alettus, An. 
294 3. Laſtly, the eminence of this place during the government of 
the Romans in this Ifle, may add weight to the tormer reaſons. It is 
not unlikely that Coms of Arras or Artois betore his miſſion by Ce- 
far, had been King of the Atrebatiz in Britain, and had his principal 
City upon this bank of the Thames, calld Gallena Atrebatium, the 
Metropolis of thoſe people. For the Britazns ſeizing and iwpriſoning 
him at firſt arrival, ſeems too great a rudeneſs even tor barbarous peo- 
ple to have been guilty of, it they had not lookt upon him as a de- 
ferter, rather than a legate. Or however, if he did not bear that pre- 
cedent relation to our Britiſh Atrebatiz, yet having been made King 
of the Atrebates in Gaul during, his ſervice in hoſt wars, it is likely 
he apply d himſelf to the ſame people in this Ifland, and by their 
information and afhiſtance might conduct Ceſar thro their Country,, 
to the moſt paſſable part of the Thames. And if he were not their 
original Prince, yet upon this conqueſt, he was appointed their 
King by Ceſar: which is evident by two ſeveral coins tound in theſe 
parts, and repreſented by Camden *, one of Gold, that exhibits on 
the one ſide a horſeman arm'd, and. inſcribd REX; on the revers,, 
COM.

COM. which that Author interprets COMIUS King of the 4- 
trebatu: the other of Silver with a Creſcent and this inſcription, 
REX CALLE; andon the revers a Vulture or other bird. He 
conjectures that CALLE mignt allude to the City Callena or Gal- 
lena, Walinsford ; and the accurate Mr. Burten reters RE X to Comms 
King of the Atrebati ", It was certainly a place of great figure and 
reſort, while the Rqman arms prevail d, and 1s mention'd at leaſt four 
times in the Itinerary of Anton;nus as a public itation: and Camden, 
upon frequent view of the place, do's impute the remains of fortifi- 
cation to the labour of the Komans *. "Theſe ſeveral conjeturcs may 
ariſe to as much proot, as any matter of fact not expreſly recorded 
15 capable of, at ſo great a diſtance of time, Let all abound in their 
own ſenſe; I am my ſelf ſatisfhed by theſe reafons, that IValingford 
was the place where Ceſar croft the Thames, and came into the bor- 
ders at leaſt of this County, on which I would not have infiſted, if 
any of our Antiquarigs had beiore apply'd themſelves to the reſo- 
lation of 1t. 

Having thus adyanc't the opinion of Ceſar's acceſs to this County, 
I ſhall now keep to theſe North-ealt parts, the confines of my 1n- 
tended ſubject. And here, fince the plaineſt tokens of the abode and 
dominion of the Romans were either Forts and Gariſons eltabliſh't 
by them, or Cons repoſited, or High-ways made, or Cuſtoms re- 
maining; it 1s eafie to diſcover all theſe marks of Roman antiquity, 
and thence to infer, that theſe adjacent parts were full of Men and 
action, under thoſe Maſters of the World, 


CHAP. 1. 
ROMAN GARISONS. 
RA 


ho HE next Ryman expedition into Britazn, was under the com- 

3 mandof Avulzs Plautins, ſent hither by the Emperour C. audzus, 
about the fourty fourth year from our Saviour's birth. Has firſt vi- 
&ory over Cataratacus and Togodumnus fons of Cunobelin, was in theſe 
parts, as appears from the conſequence of it : for upon the flight of 
theſe Britt Princes, that part of the Bodunn: or Dobuni, who were 
ſubject to the Catucllanz, ſubmitted to the Conquerors, and receiv'd 
Gariſons to ſecure their fidelity 3. Theſe Bodunn: were the people of 
Gloceſter and Oxfordſhires, thought to be ſo call d from the Brit:fþ 
Bodu or Bodun deep, (from whence poſſiblv Bod'cott of a deep ſituation 
in this County) as by other Authors call d Dobunz,from the like Britz:fh 
word

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word. Dwfn now ſignifies deep in the Welſh tongue. The Catu- 
ellani were the Inhabitants of Buckingham, Beaford and Hertfordſnres. 
SO as the Bodunn which, becauſe neareſt to the Catuellan;, were in 
ſibjection to them, mult be the people of the North-ealt parts of 
this County, adjoining to that of Bucks. This 1s the more apparent 
from the progreſs of the Romans: ior atter their leaving a gariſon to 
awe the Bodunni, they march't toward a river, on the other fide of 
which the Britazns were encampt, ſuppoſing the enemy could not 
paſs the waters to them : but Plautms {ending over the Germans, who 
were usd to rapid ſtreams, ſurpriz d the Britains, wounded their 
Chariot-horſes, and put them to a difordred flight. This aCtion 
ſcems to have been on thele banks of the river 0zs, at or near Buck- 
nzham, it being plain that Plautms had purſued the Britams hither 
Eaſt-ward, and after this defeat, and a ſecond unſuccelstull rally, 
they ſtill retir'd to the more Eaſtern parts, till they came toward the 
mouth of the river Thames. After another victory over the Britazns, 
and the death of Togodumnus, Plautius thought fit to purſue a flying 
enemy no farther, but invited- the Emperour to come himlelt, and 
reap the glories of a triumph, having firſt plac't ſufhcient gariſons 
in thoſe places, which he had already ſubdued; ſome of which ga- 
riſons mult be fixt here in the North-ecaſt borders of the Bodunn:, and 
the adjacent parts of the Catuellanz. 

By long ages and the filence of Hiſtorians, places ase as much ſub- 
je&'to death, as the men who refided in them. 1.ought not to guels, 
where theſe gariſons were fixt without ſome authority, or fair pre- 
ſumption for it. The injuſtice 1s as great to ſet up new, as to remove 
the ancient landmarks. Grenceſter on the edge of Gloceſterſhire, ſeems. 
to have been as well the firſt as the greateſt of the Koman ſtations, 
which the Pritams had before made a place of ſtrength and con- 
fluence. This Cormnizm is by Ptolomy recorded as the Metropolis or 
chiet City of the Dobunt ', and was after call'd Cormmwm Dobunorum =. 
But the preſumption is very fair, that another of theſe gariſons of 
Plautius was at Alceſter, adjoining to Ambroſaen, lying as the frontier 
of the Bodun: and Catuellant, and from whence the army of Plautins 
might agreeably purſue the Britams to Buckingham, or the adjacent 
banks of the Ouſe. CF this ſtation that (till retains the name of Al- 
cheſter, Camden was content to obſerve this only, that the name did 
denote the antiquirv of it, the Saxons having calld it ca c a-re;, 
becauſe before their rival, it had been an ancient military ſtation. 
But others have fnce thought, there 1s ſome reaſon and ſome au- 

thorit y 
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thority to attribute this garriſon to the Roman Alleftus, ſuppoſing it 
Allefti Caſtrum, An opinion ingeniouſly deliver d, and with much 
ſhew of truth, by a modern Author, in a ſhort diſcourſe An. 1622, 
which begins with this account of the antiquity of that place *, All- 
cheſter, All-cair, or Cair-alle&t, was a wall 4 Town, that ſtood in the 
North-eaſt part of Oxtordſhire, part of that Country, which before the 
drwiſon of Shires, was called Dobuni Dofu, becauſe of the deepneſs and 
fatneſs thereaf : built, as may be colletted from many probabilitzes, (beſides 
the firſt ſyllable of his name) by Caius AlleQtus, one of the thirty tyrants, 
who by ſlaying his dear friend and Emperour Caraufius, obtam d the ſole 
government of Britain, -------AlleCtus 7s or title of Emperour,as may 
appear by his braſs mony ſtill extant, for his better defence as well againſt 
Caraufius whilſt he livd, as alſo againſt Conitantine then coming n, 
had built and fortified the walled Town of All-cheſter 2n the heart of the 
Land, that if he were put to the worſt at the Sea-ſide, yet he might have 
where to reinforce himſelf in the main Land, and having advertiſement of 
Conſtantius his comme, near at hand by Sea, haſtned to the South-ſeas 
near the Iſle of Wight to wntercept his landing, leaving the firſt ſyllable of 
his name in Allsford, Allington, Allingham, for h:s way and paſſage 
as well as in All-cheſter for his reſidence. But Conſtantius having gam d 
the benefit of a miſty foggy time, landed his men, put them in good order, 
and hike a valiant reſolute Captain, burnt up his Ships, that neither the ene- 
my might be ſtrengthened by his veſſels, nor his vaſſals have any hopes to 
. ſave themſelves by flight; and ſo before Alletus had any certain intelligence 
where he was, gave Alle&tus that ambitious bloody tyrant, a ſet b by 
the Sea-ſide, and put him to a ſhameful flight, whom Aſclepiodotus flew 
ſhortly after ; but where except it were at a plain called Allesfield now 
Ellsfield, between All-chefter and the City of Oxford, which cometh near 
to his name, and importeth a battle fought, I cannot nor will not determine, 
--—--[z the forefront of All-cheſter, Alle@tus for his better defence, built 
@ ſconce or watch-tower, the ruines or rudders whereof ſtill appear in a 
þlat of Meadow ground, now the ſoil of Thomas Moyle Eſq; but formerly 
of a Knight of the name of Maund ; where in our days has been digged 
much Roman mony, brick and tile, and pavement of curious and wroug 
tile, of the bigneſs of ſix-pence, being delicately laid there. Before 1/, was 
ſome inward hollow place which the Romans call 4 Tyſlanicum, the Coun- 
try people call it ſtill very properly Rully or Rulla, yet without any know- 
ledge - what # — Rulla is a yrored. of —_ Io 
cometh of Ruo to ruſh, that as Aries was a kind of engne to batter down 
4h walls

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walls withal: ſo alſo the engme Rulla was broad-headed like a plough ſtaff, 
which thereupon ts called Rullum, and ſeem'd to beat off the enemies from 
the walls thereof. The engme therem kept, groing name to the Tower. ----- 
The ground where Allchetter ſtood was neither too fat to make 1t foul, nur 
too lean to make it barren, but reaſonably fertile, well meadowed about t, 
and waſht with a ſweet little current of water, that floweth out of two little 
heads ariſing ſome three or four mules off. ----- For Allcheſter there 1s not 
one ſtone left upon another ; what hapned to Troy, hapned to at. As it ſtood 
in Plough-hunared, ſo rs 1t all ploughed over, and corn doth grow where 1t 
ſtood, as in this rhyme, 

In Oxfordſhire by Grayen-hill wood, 

Stood Allcheſter ſo farr and good, 

Alle&us walls are brought full low, 

Ihere once they ſtood now corn doth grow. 
----=» AlleCtus flew his Emperour and friend Caraufius, not by ſecret 
prattiſes, but by open battel at a place ſome two mules diſtant from the 
walls of Allcheſter, call d after his name; and the field fought there Ca- 
rausfield now Cavers-field. ----- The entrenched ſconce of Carauſfius hzs 
camp where it lay, ſtill appears im the plain upon — What 
this writer can mean by the word 'Ty/lanicum, I apprehend not, nor 
can I be informd. All I can fay is this, in tranſcribing quotations 
we muſt keep to the very words, tho we do not mes them. 

This relation 1s credible, tho by the defect of hiſtories there 1s no 

authority, but inference and conje&ture. The ſtory of Carauſus and 
Alleftus in ſhort 1s this. The guard of our Sea-coafts from the in- 
feſtation of Northern Pirats, was by the Romans committed to a 
ſtanding Admiral, under the title of Comes Littorts Saxonice per Bri- 
tanmam, He was Guardian or Warden of the Ports, and the diſpo- 
ſition of gariſons under this officer has given great afliſtance to the 
ancient Topography of this Iſle *. Which command about the third 
year of Diocleſian, was on petition of Carauſms a native of Britazn or 
treland, given to ham. Who took this opportunity of infinuating to 
his Country-men, that if they would receive him for their King, he 
would expel their foreign maſters, and Teſtore their native liberty. 
Upon this proſpe& he was admitted to the Government of this 
Ifle, and renounct all tribute and ſubjeCtion to the Roman ſtate : who 
reſenting this defeCtion ſent over Baſfanus ; but Carauſms by aſſiſtance 
of the Scots and Pitts kill'd him, and defeated his forces *: maintain- 
ing his ſupreme power for ſeven years, when about the year 292.

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he was ſlain by Allefus ; and tho many Hiſtorians hint at this as a 
private and treacherous murder, yet 1s 1t more likely, as the Author 
© of the MS conjectures, that it was by a decifive battle. For even one 
of our beſt Hiſtorians, does repreſent Allettus delegated by the Re- 
man Senate, and coming over hither with an army, and ſucceeding 
Carauſms {lain in open fight '; this Brztih hiſtories atteſt *, From which 
action Caversfield, ſometime Carausfield, now corruptly Caſefield, might 
be as well denominated, as the river Carun from the ſame perſon *, on 
the banks whereof Carauſs in repairing the wall of Severus, built a 
round houſe, of which the reliques are now ſaid to be known by the 
name of Arthur's oven, and Fulms Hoff. Alleftus after three years reign 
was conquer'd, and {lain by Aſclepodotus, An. 294. or 295. Nor do All 
cheſter and Ellsfield only bear alluſion to his name, but his Coins or 
Medals which in other parts are very rare, have been ſo often found 
in this part of the Country, that it is an argument he had here his 
frequent marches, if not his fixed ſtations. 

Before I pals from the preſumd original which this unknown Au- 
thor gives to Alceſter, 1 ought to inform poſterity, that this MS is 
now in the cuſtody of my worthy friend Mr. Samuel Blackwell B. D. 
late Vicar of Burceſter, and now Reftor of Brampton in the County 
of Northampton. It had been in the hands of Dr. Plot , before he 
publiſh't his Natural Hiſtory of this County. I have met (ſays he) 
with ſome notes in a MS now by me, that ſays, it was the ſeat of AlleCtus 
the Emperour, ----- AlleC&tus was ſlain (as this author will have it) at Ells- 
field near Oxon. ---- For the credit of this relation, it having no founda- 
tron in the Roman feary, T ſhall leave it to the Readers judgement. Yet 
1 ſhall add thus much for its reputation, that the Roman military ways are 
very agreeable to 1t +, 


CHAP. 1V. 
ROMAN COINS. 


Nother obvious proof of places frequented by the Romans, 1s 

4 the digging up, or caſually finding, medals and other rel1ques 
of that age and Nation. For wherever thoſe victorious Lords did 
ſpread themſelves, they muſt either by deſign or accident, leave 
thoſe marks behind them, ſo as it has been juſtly made an argument 
for the negative, to diſprove any part inhabited by the Romans, if 
none of their [Antiquities could be there found. Thus the vaſt 
woody tract call d by the Britazns Cord-Andred, beginning in Kent 
| and

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and running thro Suſſex into Hampſhzre, ſecurd all that large extent 
from being viſited by the Ryman: and therefore Mr, Lambert obſerves, 
that no monuments of antiquity are to be met with in the Weald 
of Kent or Suſſex '. The ſame reflection may be made upon our 
Chiltern-hills, upon our Bernwood foreſt, and upon all thoſe parts of 
England, which were of old uncultivated woods and deſerts, But 
all along their own high ways and open ſtations, they left much 
greater quantities of this hidden treaſure, than has been ever yet diſ- 
covered: for it was not only accidentally dropt, but induſtriouſly ſe- 
cur'd before they fought, and when at laſt they deſerted the Iſland, 
they buricd their mony in hopes of an opportunity to return and 
raiſe it up. Of theſe remains, Leland mentions very many Reman 
coins found at Dorcheſter *. Dr. Plot reports, that about fourteen 
years before his writing the Natural Hiſtory of this County, there 
were ſeveral Roman urns and coins took up in Drunſhill, formerly a 
part of the foreſt of Stow-wood 3. And among other places, where the 
like curioſities are found, he mentions theſe neighbouring pariſhes, 
Stratton- Audley, Fringford, and Tuſmore. But there 1s no one part of 
this County, wherein ſuch abundance of this treaſure has been found, 
as in the adjoining fite of Alceſter, of which many inſtances are 
given in the Manuſcript hiſtory of that place. In the year of grace 1616. 
an earthen pott full of braſs mony bearing the ſtamp, name and pifture, 
ſome of Carauſius, ſome of Alle&tus, was found under the root of a tree 
mn Steeple-Claydon pariſh by the great pond there, im the woods of the 
worthy Knight Sir Thomas Chaloner, Chamberlain to the hopeful beam of 
Great Britain Prince Henry, while he lwv'd: which may ſeem inſtead of 
many Authors to give credit to my Hiſtory. For ne 97 to be hid there, 
what time they went to the field there hard by, and the hiders being either 
put to the flight or killed; 1t ſo-continued till 1t was found by Sir Thomas 
hs Woodward William Richardſon. Sr Thomas Chaloner taking me 
the com to be inform d of the mſcription what it meant, T found that the 
one coin had this inſcription on the right fide, IMP. CARAUS.P. F. 
AUG. which I interpret thus, Imperator Caraufius Pins Felix Augu- 
ſtas. And the other comhad TMP. C. ALLECT.P. F. AUG. which 
1 likewiſe thus interpret, Imperator Caius AlleCtus Pins Felix Augnſtus: 
both Emperour s pittures being on the right fide coronated laureate, and on 
the other fide, both comms had the pitture of Pallas, with an olive leaf in her 
right hand, reaching it out in token of peace offered : and a ſhear in her left 
hand, that if peace were refuſed, then wars ſhould enſue : and has in Hiero- 
glyphucal manner on the ſame ſide of the coin, importing each Emperour s 

2 name 
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name in his own coin. ---- In the midſt of that ploughed field Allcheſter, 
which ſtull retaineth that name, tho the City be gone, one Fynmore @ huſ- 
bandman of Wendlebury ploughing very deep, lighted upon a rough round 
ſtone, which being digg d out was found to be hollowed within, and ſeam'd 
and cemented together, and being opened, there was nothing found there but 
a green glaſs of ſome three quarters full of aſhes, cloſe ſtopped up with 
lead over the mouth, which warranted it to be the urna or burnt aſhes of 
ſome great man, moſt ike Carauſius flamm hard by. -—- One George 
. Maund of Cheſterton aforeſaid, took me a prece of mony there found, (1. e. 
in the field where Allcheſter ſtood) bearing the prtture and name of Con- 
ſtantine, who was ſecond from AlleCtus, on the right fide thereof was this 
ſcription, CONSTANTIUS AUGUSTUS, and on the other 
fide the pourtraifture of a caſtle, the Sun and Stars m chief about, and 
ſome word by the ſide of the caſtle, im my judgement it was GALL1- 
TAS, zt # the arms at this day of the caſtle of Walingford. Moſt likely 
the inſcription was GALL.....ITAS, tor GALLENA CIV - 
T AS, the City of Walmgford. For Nummary Authors obſerve, that 
a Caſtle or wall'd City was the pourtraicture of a Reman Colony or 
Garifon : and what 'comes neareſt to this _ there 1s a coin of 
—_— bearing a Caſtle with a Star and Creſcent, which is made 
to be the infignia of Byzantium *, —- Another piece of braſs mony bear- 
ing the name and ſtamp of DOMICIAN AUG. GERMAN. 
was found in Allcheſter by the ſame Gentleman at the ſame time, which, 
together with a piece of the mouth of the glaſs, wherein the urna or burnt 
ho were kept, he ſent me this year 1622. -- In the plain plat of meadow 
ground adjoining to Allcheſter, n our days have been ogg d up much Ro- 
man mony, brick and tile, and pavement of curious wrought tile of the big- 
neſs of fax-pence, being delicately laid there. Thus far the writer of that 
MS. The pavement laſt mention d, does argue this place to have 
been the Tent or Station of Alef#us, or ſome other ſupreme Gene- 
ral. Dr. Plot * ſpeaks of this pavement (under the charaCter of the 
moſt eminent of Roman antiquittes) made of ſmall bricks or tiles not much 
bigger than dice, with which they pav'd the place, where they ſet the Pre- 
torzum or Generals Tent, as Suetonius 3 menttons of Julius Ceſar. If of 
ſmall ſquare marbles, they were call d Lithoſtrata: If of _ or tales, 
pavimenta teſlellata, or opus mufivum. Of both ſorts he found ſe- 
veral plongh'd up about Great-Tew, Steeple- Aſton, &c. in this County; 
and concludes, they muſt argue ſome Roman Generals did here encamp, 
ether in time of Agricola Lieutenant of Veſpaſian, or at leaſt of Paulinus 


that defeated Boadicea, Some of theſe pretty curioſities are by that 
worthy 
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worthy colle&tor of them repoſited in the Mufe. Aſbmol. Leland 
reports that King Edward the firſt, in the cighth year of his reign, 
brought out of France ſome Porphyrie marble, with which he adorn'd 
the ſepulchre of his Father at Weſtminſter: and from the broken 
pieces of it were madea teſſelated pavement in the ſame place ', 

Dr. Plot ſpeaks of ſeveral earthen = found im theſe cody for 
the uſe of urns, ſome of lamps, ſome of lacrymatories, and others for veſſels 
of oyl and aromatic quors. And what 1s of more immediate concern, 
he relates, that zn the parſe of Wendlebury @ great ſquare ſtone hol- 
lowed round in the middle, dug FA in or near the old City of Allcheſter, 
which there was ſet a glaſs bottle fitted to it, containing nothing but ſome- 
what hike aſhes, and cover d over above with another flat pot, This urn 
he ſaw at a houſe in the Town, where it was usd for a hogg-trough, 
but the glaſs had been broken long before, nor could he get any 
certain deſcription of it. 

This area or fite of Alcheſter has been for many ages an arable 
part of the common field of Wendlebury: ſo as the teeth of time and 


' of the plough may be thought to have conſum'd all the Roman re- 


liques: yet by walking o're the ground, I find it eafie to colle&t 
many fragments of brick, tile, urns, veſſels, and other materials, all 
of Roman make, and enough to diſtinguiſh this from any adjacent 
ſoil. Great variety and plenty of Ryman mony, of ſuch eſpecially 
as is dated from the decline of that Empire, has been within few 
years gathered and diſpers'd. The largeſt colkeEtion is ſaid to have 
been in the hands of Mr. Lee the Proprietor of Bzgnel farm in the 
pariſh of Burceſter : who in his voyage from the Weſt-Indies was car- 
ried priſoner into Frafice, and died in that Kingdom. The late 
Rector of Wendlebury, Mr. Bond, was by his Pariſhoners furniſh't with 
a conſiderable number of them. And within a few years wherein I 
have apply'd my ſelf to ſome enquiry, I have bought up more than 
one hundred ſeveral pieces, moſt of which have been found by the 
children of Wendlebury in following the plough, or by turning the 
clods of earth. They call them” Alceſter-com, and are proud of re- 
ceiving more paſlable mony for them. The moſt remarkable of thoſe 
im my cuſtody, ſhall be repreſented in a table. 

There be footſteps ill remaining of this gariſon at Mlceſter, in 
the names of the two neighbouring villages Cheſterton and Wendlebury : 
of which the former lies contiguous to the ſite of the old City, and 
ſeems to have ſprung up from the aſhes of it, preſerving the memo- 


rial and the name ot caſtrum or ceſtre. The other, tho' a {mall village, 
has 
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has ſwallow'd up the City, and keeps the fite of it within its own 
bounds, on the Eaſt part of the common field. This Wendlebury ſeems 
to derive its name from the Yandals, who might haye their ftation 
in this place. For theſe Northern people being of Gothic original, 
came out of Srythia, and ſettled on the coaſts of the Baltic ſea to- 
ward Germany. They were employcd as Auxiltaries to the Romans 
in thedecay of that Empire, and being call d Vandals, from the word 
Vandalen to wander, this ſtation of theirs might be call'd Yandalburg, or 
(according to the promiſcuous uſe of Y and W) Wandalburg, and the 
termination of Burg pafling into —_— this place,in Doomſday-book Wan- 
desberie,might with eaſe and ſoftneſs corrupt into Wendelbury.This con- 
jecture appears the better grounded, . when we confider that Zofemus * 
reports the Yanaals were ſent as ſtipendiary Souldiers into: Britain 
by Probus the Emperour, whoſe coins have been here found. Ger- 
vaſe of Tilbury mentions an old intrenchment in Cambridgeſhire call'd 
Vandelsburg, becauſe a work or fortification of the Vandals. The 
ſame place is by [ngu{phus call'd Wendlimgburough, and Wendlyngburgh *, 
which anſwers exaCtly to the preſent pariſh, 


CHAP. V. 
ROMAN HIG HW AYS. 


A Third reaſon to infer the acquaintance of the Romans with any 
place, 1s, when any of their high-ways did lead thro it. And 
tho this indeed be no immediate proof, fince a long tract of any 
road may extend thro deſert and unpeopled places; yet when this 
is ſtrengthened by the two former arguments, it imports the greater 
likelyhood, that the Romans ſhould ſettle moſt upon their own roads, 
to be in places of better defence and greater reſort. For it 1s the 
tracing out theſe port ways, that has enabled our later Antiquaries 
to eſtabliſh the fite of Roman Forts and Stations in this Iſle, which 
for want of this advertence had been miſerably diſplac't and con- 
founded. | 
From hence we may preſume the Romans had a familiar notice of 
this Country, becauſe one of their more eminent and chief ways led 
thro the pariſh of Ambroſacn; and ſome other of their leſſer ſtreets 
were nigh adjoining. Moſt of our modern writers have rejeCted, 
as a legendary tale, the account of four main roads, drawn out as 
it were to meaſure and divide the land by the Britzfh King Molmu- 
tus Dunwallo,” or by his ſon Belimus, In the ſeven Molmutian laws re- 
| cited

cited by Mr. Sclden *, the ſecond relates to high-ways ; but theſe laws 
ſcem invented rather than preſerv'd. So that moſt are now perſuaded 
theſe four principal ways were each a Roman labour, done for the 
conveniencies of march and conveyance : and ſome aflert the begin- 
ner of them to have been the fam'd Aerzcola *, and that their con- 
tinuation and improvement were an exerciſe, both to the captiv'd 
Britains and to the Reman Souldiers. But no more of this, becauſe 
other writers have made it a Common place, to which I would not pro- 
ſtitute a Readers patience. 

An accurate obſerver thought it once a new diſcovery, that one 
of theſe prime ſtrate call'd Ihenild or Ickenild ſtreet, =” thro this 
County, entring at Chinnor and paſling over the Thames at Goring, 
and ſtill —_—_— its old name at many places, as /kenzld, Ichnil, Ack- 
nil, Hackney, &c 3. But the ſame ingenious Author ſeems to retract 
this opinion. Whether that in Staffordſhire be the true Ickenild ſtreet, 
or that in Oxforſhire _ conſideration. That in Oxfordſhire ſeems 
to have been ſo call d, becauſe it tends toward the Iceni of Norfolk, &c. 
This of Staffordſhire becauſe made thro the County of the other Iceni, 1 
look upon this of Staffordſhire the more remarkable of the two, and ſo to 
be that Ickenild ſtreet, which is uſually reckoned one of the four baſilical 
or great ways in England, and not that in Oxford + Ours however 
was one of the Roman ways, tho none of the four by eminence ſo 
call'd. But I enquire the leſs into it, becauſe its courſe did not di- 
realy touch upon theſe parts. One of theſe chief ancient ways was. 
called Ernie, which tho Fen. Hunt. would have to lead from 
North to South, yet others have moſt juſtly aflign'd its courſe from 
Weſt to Eaſt 7 : beginning at St. Davids in Wales, and ſo direfting 
not to Southampton as ſome pretend, but to London, and ſo to the - 
Eaſtern ſhoars of Kent. This Erming-ſtreet 1s. thought the ſame which 
was fince, and is now call d Akeman-ſtreet-way, a road pointing Eaſt - 
and Weſt, upon which on the Southſide was cloſe adjoining the an- 
cient City of Alſcheſter. The MS. hiſtory of that place aflerts it thus... 
Allcheſter ſtandeth in the very heart of Akeman-ſtreet-way, one of the 
four great ways that parteth the land of Britain. Our Chronicles generally 
call it Ermyn-ſtreet of the Britiſh word Armyinth, becauſe 2t crofſeth 
mountains and wayleſs places for the better direttion for Travellers. Thoſe 
that call it Akeman-ſtreet-way, ſay, that it took its name from them that. 
being full of ach and aheing, made it ther way to the hot baths in Somer- 
{etſhire for eaſe of their pains, The preſent name of Akeman-ſtreet is 
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juſtly here deriv'd from its paſſage to Bath, which City by ſeveral of 


the old writers is call'd Acamannum ', And the other derivation here 
given of Erming-ſtreet, ſeems more natural than what Mr. Se/den *, and 
trom him Mr. Burton 3 would affix to it. Ermingſtreet (ſay they) be- 
ing of Engliſh Idiom, ſeems to have had its name from Ipmunrull, 7 that 
ſenification whereby tt interprets an untverſal pillar worſhip t for Mercury 
preſident of ways. Mr. Camden was miſ-intormd in the tract of this 
way, and made to believe that Akeman-ſtreet was the military way 
which led from Walimgford to Banbury, of which ſome remains ap- 
pear'd in Otmoore *, This he reſolv'd into the oral tradition of the com- 
mon people, which indeed does ſtill continue among the borderers on 
Otmoore, who now call the pav'd way which croſles their deep marſh by 
the name of Akeman-ſtreet, tho its courſe be indeed as dire&ly op- 
poſite, as North and South to Eaſt and Weſt, and did either terminate 
at Allcheſter, or there cut the Akeman-ſtreet, and continued on to 
Banbury, And the Country people could have no other reaſon for 
this falſe appellation, but only that the greater adjoining road to 
Acmanceſtre having been alway ſo call d, they came thence to attri- 
bute the like name to any other way, that was of the like make 
and nſe, and ſeem'd a branch of the former. Dr. Plot was the firſt 
writer who reſtord the true direftions of Akeman-ſtreet, in which 
he was inſtrued by the current tradition, and by many viſible 
marks. * The true Akeman-ſtreet, or as ſome call it Akeham-ſtreet, and 
others Akerman-ſtreet, enters this County at a village called Blackthorn, 
whence it paſſes on without any raiſed bank, cloſe by Allcheſter as far as 
Cheſterton, as deſcribed by the ſhaded or pointed lines in the map : whence 
et goes to Kirtlington Towns end, and ſo over the rtver Cherwell near 
Tackley, and thence im a ſtraight me to Woodſtock-Park, which it en- 
zers near Wotton-gate, and paſſes out again at Mapleton-well near 
Stunsfield-ſtile, whence 2t holds on again as far as Stunsfield, and all 
this may on a raiſed bank, as deſcribed in the map by two parallel lines ; 
where breakeng off, (but ſtill keeping 1ts name) 1t goes on over the Evenlode 
Zo Wilcot, and ſo to Ramſden; a little beyond which village, at a place 
called Witty-green, 1t may be ſeen again for a little way ; but from thence 
to Aſtally, over Aſtall-bridge, and ſo thro the fields tl :t comes to Brod- 
COD 2t zs ſcarce viſible, but there t 1s as plain again as any where 
Jo olding a ſtraight courſe into Gloceſterſhire, and ſo towards the Bath 
the old Akemanceſter. I need add no more to this accurate deſcripti- 
on, but I would define its more particular courſe thro the pariſh of 
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Ambroſaen, and the parts contiguous to it. This way comes down 
from the hill in Tuchwic ——_ in the common road from Azlesbury 
to Burceſter, and paſling over that merſhy vale, which gave name to 
the neighbouring Town of Mer/þ, it leaves there ſome tracks of a 
ſtony ridge now viſible and uſetul, and croſſes the rivulet at a place 
call'd Worden-pool or Stean-ford, from that paſlage pitcht or payd 
with ſtones, where it enters upon the County of Oxford, and the 
pariſh of Ambroſden, and continuing on near the North-eaſt 
corner of Blackthorn-green by the pond, it there leaves ſome 
other tokens of bank and ſtone, and ſo aſcends to Blackthorn- 
hill formerly Windmill-hill, whence it ran in the preſent Bzceſter road, 
till in Wrechwic-green, which was the common field of the Mannor of 
WWrechroych, it turns to the left hand, and in the ſecond ground (as 
now divided) it exrends by the North-fide of Gravenhull-wood, in and 
near the way that now leads to Wenalebury, and paſſing the brook 
at the fordable place call'd Langford, it bears cloſe to the North-fide 
of Allcheſter field, and ſo to Cheſterton, &c. 

The City of Allcheſter having had for long time a fixed gariſon 
of Roman forces, did occafion many other publick ways, leading to 
other of their ſtations, of which the moſt apparent 1s that belles 
mentioned over Ottmore, which the Country people perſwaded Mr. 
Camaen to take for the true —_— It is thus corre&ted and 
deſcribed by Dr. Plot *. There ſeems alſo to have been caſt up another Ro- 
man-way between the old City of Allcheſter in the pariſh of Wendlebury, 
and the city of Calleva, whereof there zs part to be ſeen at this day run- 
ning quite croſs Otmoor, and coming out of the moor under Beckley-park- 
wall, which 'tis plain has been youry , (as indeed it had need) by the ſtones 
yet found upon and about the ridge, and no where elſe on the Moor. From 
Beckley zt paſſes on to, and may be plainly ſeen in the wood near Stockers, 
where cutting the London road to Worceſter, it goes plainly through the 
feelds to Stafford-grove, and thence over Bayards watering place, toward 
Heddington Quarry-pits, leaving Shot-over-hill on the left hand, and 
the Pits on the right. --— At the foot of Shot-over-hill t enters Magda- 
lene College coppices, over the Eaſtern part of Bullington-green, as 
gather by its pornting, for it 1s not to be ſeen there, it havin; been ploughed 
down as well in the green as fields thereabouts, as may be ſeen by # x marks 
of the ride, and furrow yet remaining upon it : whence I gueſs it paſſes 
on towards the two Baldens, and ſo for Walingford, 'going over the rwver 
at Benſon, alias Benfington, where it may be ſeen agamm running Weſt 
of the Church ; and is there call d by the name of Medlers-bank. The ſame 
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diligent and well inform'd obſerver ſpeaks of ſeveral other branches 
of Koman way, One going out of the main road about the pariſh of Beck- 
ley, and paſſmg more Weſtward thro Stow-wood, and more particularly 
thro the grounds call aPrincipal, where the way us to be ſeen entire and per- 
feet, having formerly been pav d, as appears Co aitch cut thro the bank, 
where the ſtones lie arch-wiſe, &c, ſo leading to Oxford. Another fuch Ro- 
man way ſeems deſonedly made for a paſſage immedzately from Allcheſter 
to Oxford, whereof there is a part ſtll remaining about Noke, &c. And 
out of Akemanſtreet there are ſeveral branches ; two near Kirklington, 
one at the Townſend, which tho preſently diſcontinued, yet points quſt upon 
the Port-way running Eaſt of North-brook, the two Heyfords, Som- 
merton, and Souldern, for fixx miles together ; and another that by its 
pointing ſeems to have come out of Akemanſtreet, nearer the place where 
it paſſes the river Cherwell, croſſing the Port-way, and running at the 
broadeſt place, ſcarce a mule diſtant | An zt, as far as Fritwell, where on 
the North-fide of the Town it inclines toward the Port-way, as if it join d 
with it again ſomewhere about Souldern, &c. 

Beſide theſe and other branches mention'd by this Author, there 
appears to have been two other roads leading dire&tly from Al- 
cheſter, one decl.ning from the old Akemanſtreet at Cheſterton, and 
paſſing thro Mzdleton-ſtony, where there 1s a Barrow or large hillock 
caſt up, that ſeems one of the Roman Tumul: or Sepulcers, thence fall- 
ing into Wattle-bank or Aveſaitch, it might lead to Banbury, as 1s the 


tradition of the Inhabitants near Allcheſter, and ſo on to Warwick the / 


Roman Preſidum, Another of theſe ſtreets turn'd from Akemanſtreet 
on the Eaſt-fide of the brook, thro the grounds call d Langford, cut- 
ting the lane which leads to Bzceſter on the South-fide of Candle- 
meadow, and thence paſling thro the lower end of Dunkens-ground, 
where upon the late digging of a pond has appear d the plaineſt e- 
vidence of a pav'd way, 1o paſſing thro Lanton went on to Stratton, 
ſo call d becauſe plac't on a Roman ſtreet, and where Roman coin has 
been diſcover'd, thence proceeding to Buckingham, and to the old 
Lattodorum, Stony-Stratford. 


CHAP. IV. 
ROMAN CUSTOMS. 


May offer one more argument for the converſation of the Rs- 
mans 1n theſe parts, that they have left here one of their cuſto- 
mary exerciſes called Quzntan, tho generally corrupted into Quzntal ; 
by the French term'd Quintarne, by the old Eng/:/h, Quintane and Whin- 
tane; which ſportive cuſtom 1s ſtill retain'd 1n our village of Black- 
thorn, thro which lay the Reman way, where there 1s ſeldom ny 
public 
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public wedding without this diverſion on the common green, with 
much ſolemnity and mirth. The ingenious Dr, Plot among the an- 
cient cuſtoms ſtill retained here, when aboliſht and quite loſt in moſt 
other Counties, reckons this Running at the Quinten, Quintain, or 
Quintel, ſo called from the Latin [Quintus] becauſe, ſays Minſhew, zz 
1s one of the ancient Sports uſed every ff year amongſt the Olym plan 
games, rather perhaps becauſe ut was the laſt of the TWa5>, or the Quin- 
que certamina gymnalſtica, uſed on the fifth or laſt day of the Olympicks. 
How the manner of it was then 1 - not find, pros ve it 15 thus. 

rſt ſet a þo endicularly into the ground, and then place a ſlender 
bg als a Ar top of tt on a ſpindle, with a board nailed to tt on 
one end, and a bag of ſand on the other ; againſt this board they anciently 
rod with ſpears ; now, as 1 ſawit at Deddington m this County, only with 
ſtrong ſtaves, which violently bringing about the bag of ſand, rf they make 
not good fheed away, it ſtrikes them on the = and ſhoulders, and ſome- 
times perhaps knocks them from therr horſes ; the great deſpn of this ſport 
being to try the agulity both of horſe and man, and to break the board, 
which whoever do s, 1s for that tume accounted Princeps juventutis. For 
whom heretofore there was ſome reward allways appointed. Eotempore 
(ſays Matthew Paris *) juvenes Londinenſes,ftatuto Payone pro bravio, 
ad ſtadium quod Quintena vulgariter dicitur, viresproprias & equorum 
curſus ſunt experti, Where 1t ſeems the Kings ſervants poſes them 
were ſorely beaten, for which upon complaint, the King fined the City. 
Whence one may gather that it was once a tryal of Man-hood between two 
partzes ; ſince that, a conteſt among ſt friends who ſhould wear the gay gar=- 
land; but now only in requeſt at Marriages, and ſet up in the way for 
young men to ride at as they carry home the Bride, he that breaks the 
board being counted the beſt Man *. ---- I muſt beg leave to acquaint the 
Reader, that ſmce the printing the 21.5 of it, I have found the Quintan 
amongſt the Roman exerciſes, (which yet p_ they might borrow from 
the Greeks) by the name of Quintana, ſo call d by reaſon the Romans in 
therr tents made firſt four ways in manner of a Croſs, to which adding a 
fifth on one ſide, tt was called Quintana 3. In this way they fot up a great 
poſt about fix foot high, ſuatable to the ſtature of a Man, and this the Ro- 
man ſouldiers were wont to afſail with all inſtruments of war, as if t 
wexe indeed a real enemy ; learning upon this by the aſſiſtance of the Cam- 
pidoCtores, how to place their blows aright. And this they otherwiſe called 
excrcitium ad Palum, and ſometimes Palaria, the form whgreof may be 
ſeen im Vulturius *%, Which praftiſe being in uſe during their government 
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here, in all lthelyhood has been retain d among us ever ſince, being only 
tranſlated im times of peace, from a multtary to a ſportive marriage ex- 
ercaſe *, 

To this agreeable deſcription of the Quintan, becauſe no other 
Authors have made it their particular enquiry, I ſhall farther add. 
Matthew Weſtminſter tranſcribd this account of the Quzntan from 
Matthew Paris; but in the common Edition of his Flores Hiſtor. it 
is ad Quindenam inſtead of ad Quintenam *, by which error Readers 
have miſtaken it for a term of days inſtead of a ſolemn ſport. Dr. Watts 
in his Gloſſary gave an apt explication of it, a ludicrous and fportrve 
way of tilting, or running. on horfbck at ſome mark hung up on high move- 
able and turning round, which while the riders ſtrike at with lances, unleſs 
they ride quickly off, the verſatile beam ſtrikes upon their ſhoulders 3. Sir 
Henry Spelman trom being himſelf a ſpectator of it, reports, a pzece 
of board fixt at one end of a turning beam, and a bag of ſand at the other, 
by which means, ſtriking at the board whirls round the bag, and endangers 
the ſtriker +. As far as I am yet inform'd, I find this ſport 1s now con- 
tinued 1n no part of the Country, but where-the Roman ways did 
run, or where ſome Roman Gariſons had been plac't, which laſt ho- 
nour does ſeem to belong to Deddington, where Dr. Plot obleryd the 
celebration of it. For tho this learned Author does acknowledec, 
that after long ſearch he could find nothing of Deddington, till about the 
reign of King Edward the ſecond 5. When he takes the old Caſtle to be the 
very place, no queſtion, to which Aymer de Valence Earl of Pembroke, 
brought Piers de Gaveſton 5,&c. Yet in one of thoſe elaborate volumes of 
the Baronage of Eng/and;to which he do's acknowledge himſelt behold- 
ing for the account of theſe things 7, I find that in the tenth of Rzchard 
the firſt, Warine ſor of Warine Fitzgerold, gave one hundred marks for the 
ferſm of” the Mannor of Deddington :n Com. Oxon. as his mother had at 


five ſeams or quarters of bread corn out of the ſaid Mannor of Hey- 
ford, to make Tas or conſecrated bread: which gift was aſlented to 
Dy the ſaid Warme her ſon ?. This Mannor of Deddzngton had then a 
Caſtle fortified in it, which ſoon after belong'd to Wido de Droa, 
whoſe poſſeflions King Fohr ſeis'd into his hands, and in the fixth of 


his reign ſent a precept to the Sherive of Oxfordſhire, to reſtore with- 
out 
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out delay all his lands and Chattels, except the Caſtle of Deddington, which 
the King would keep in his own hands '. But I defignd no ſuch digre(- 
fion here; the antiquity and conveyance of Dedaington will hereafter 
fall to a more proper place. me - 

I return to the ſport of Quintan; which in the Chriſtian expedi- 
tions to the Holy-land was an exerciſe of the ſouldiers when they 
lay in their camp, therr tents being beautified with ſeveral ſorts of orna- 
ments, ſome poſts were fixed im the | p- on the top of which were = 
faſtned to a turning beam, on which they praftts d on horſeback the ſport of 
Quintan *. When Gzrraldus Cambrenſis return'd from Pars in the year 
1180. paſling thro Artois in Flanders, he came in Whitſun-week to 
Arras, where a great tumult hapned on this occaſion; Philip Earl of 
Flanders 2n this Ji chief City, in the Market-place had a Quintan erefed, 
to wit, a ſtrong beam hung upon a poſt, where the ſtouteſt young men on 
horſes tryed their ſtrength by breakang their lances, or ſtriking thro the 
ſhield on the end of the beam 3, Du Freſne recites 1t as a cuſtom in the 
Town of Mexzers in Champazrne, that the Millers of that place were 
bound oncein a year to ſtrike three blows at the Quzntan, as a feat 
of activity +4 Here in England it was ſometime a ſport upon the 
water, as well as on the land; being thus repreſented by William 
Fitz-Stephen Monk of Canterbury, who wrote a ſhort Latin deſcription 
of the City of London, in the reign of Henry the ſecond. Jn Eaſter 
boly-days they have a ſort of naval battles, a ſhield is hung upon a maſt fixt 
mn the middle of the river, for which a boat without oars 1s to be carried 
down to it by the force of the ſtream, aud at the head of the boat ſtands a 
young man ready to fri at the ſhield with his lance, if he break his lance 
and keep his y far an e 2s then a vittor; but if he be 'repuls d without 
breaking his lance by a full blow, he then falls into the water, and the boat 
& drove down by the tide ; but to prevent his drowning, there be two other 
boats on each fide the beam to take up the perſon ; upon the bridge, wharfs, 
and penthouſes, ſtand great numbers to fee and laugh at this atverſion 5. 
This ſeems to be the fame ſport which was afterward calld Arietum 
levatio,l ſuppoſe ſo call'd, becauſe ſuch manner of violent ſtriking, did 
ſeem to reſemble the Ryman ways of playing their battering rams: or 
elſe becauſe the fhield or board upon the ſtriking end, might be made 
in faſhion of a ram's head, or becauſe they faſtned the horns of a ram 
on the returning end to make the blow more comical. None of our 
Gloſlographers have explain'd this term, tho 'tis evident it was a cu- 


ſtomary Eng/z/h ſport, and often forbid by Eccleſiaſtical authority. In 
the 
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the year 1233. among the Articles of Inquiſition dire&ted to tht Arch- 
deacons in this Diocelſs of Lincoln, one enquiry was to be, An alrcubz ele- 
ventur arietes;vel fiant ſcotalla, &c. And in the conſtitutions of that great 
preſerver of Church diſcipline Biſhop Groſthead, it was commanded 
that in every Church ſhould be publiſht a prohibition, ne quiſquam 
levet arietes ſuper rotas, vel altos ludos ſtatuat, in quibus decertatur pro 
bravo, nec hujuſmods ludis quiſquam interſit *" The tame words are re- 
peated in the Provincial ſtatutes of Walter Bilkop of Durham, n. 
1255. Wherein the deſcription and alluſion ſeem to determine it 
the ſame, or a very like ſport with the Quintan. It is certain, this 
diverting cxerciſe was usd in different manner, at different times 
and places: and the preſent uſe of this manly recreation in the vil- 
lage of Blackthorn, does a little vary from the cuſtomary method of 
other places: for here they ſetup a roll, or that inſtrument of agri- 
culture which is drawn to ſmooth and break the clods of the 
earth, whither cut round or oftangular, which latter form Dr. Plot 
obſerves, as peculiar to theſe parts about Bupeeffer *, and at the erect 
end they hang a ſtrong rafter board, which turns upon the ſpindle 
of the roll, to one endof this moving beam or balance, they naul a 
{lab or broader piece of thick board, and at the other end they hang 
a leathern bag or ſatchel of gravel or rubbiſh of equal potſe, which 
flies round, and {mites the inexpert rider. 

As we may plainly trace the Romans, 1o is it poſſible that Chriſti- 
anity was here planted among the remaining Brztams, who at laſt 
were molt populous, where Koman Gariſons lay neareſt to protect 
them. One of our Hiſtorians founds a long ftory on a Chriſtian 
Church and Patron of it, within the County of Oxford, above one 
hundred and fifty years before the coming of Avuſtine the Monk 3. 
And by better authority we after find, that one of the moſt fatal 
miſchiefs occaſion'd by the incurſion of the Angles, was the perſecu- 
tion of the Bratzh Converts in theſe parts. For when the Angel: 
took poſleſſiion of Mercia, wherever they preyail'd, the Brits Chri- 
ſtians were martyrd or expelld + That our Religion flouriſh't 
early in theſe parts, does appear from the Saints who were here bu- 
ried, and whoſe ſhrines did long invite the ignorant and ſuperſti- 
tious: of whom there was St. Brenwold at Bampton, St. Hycrith a vir- 
gin at Cheſelhamptos, and St. Donanverdh at Beckley *. 

Before 1 paſs from the Romans in theſe parts, I would farther in- 
form the World, that in the beginning of March 1693. in Aengſfor: 
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feld within the pariſh of Aſfon-Rgwant, at the bottom of a ſmall 
ſtream call'd Colebrook, about a furlong from the lower branch of the 
Thenild-ſtreet way, was taken up a large earthen pot in which were 
contained, 1.-a Roman urn that would hold the quantity of two 
quarts, narrow at the mouth, which was ſtopt with lead, and fill'd 
with pieces of bones, entire at the taking up, and broke in yain 
hopes of treaſure in 1t: repreſented by the Figure 4 2. A ſmaller 
urn or lacrymatorie unſtopt and empty, as Figurd B. 3, A little 

t or veſſel of finer earth, containing about one quarter of a pint, 
which ſeems to have been filld with aromatic liquor, of which a 
ſtrong ſcent does till remain, as in the Figure C. 4. A patine of 
curious red-earth about fix inches Diameter, with this inſcription 
croſs the centre, SEXTVS FE. the Potters name, repreſented D. 
the three laſt of which are now in my cuſtody. 
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S to the time of the Saxons coming in, the edition of Beaz by 

Chifletius, and moſt other printed copies, place it in the year 
409. Mr. Camden is confident it was before Ar. 449. But Mr. Whee- 
lock's Saxon Bede aſſigns the very year 449. which ſeems abundantly 
prov'd the right date by a very learned writer '. Tho theſe uſurpers 
of our Country were ſwallowed up in the ſame common name of 
Saxons, yet they were three different forts of people, Saxons, Futer, 
and Angles, of which the latter took poſlefhon of this mid-land 
Country, and were the moſt noble of all the intruding party, not 
only as under King Ezbert they gave name to the whole united King- 
dom, but as our Anceſtors were always proud of the appellation of 
Angles, when their enemies in contempt call d them Safſons, 

The poor remaining Brztazns ſtrugled for their liberty, and the 
beſt defender of it was the perſon, who moſt likely gave name to the 
pariſh of Ambroſden, Aurelius Ambroſins, whom Guldas makes of Ro- 
man extratt, and to have ſurowd his Royal murdered Parents *. Some 
of our other Hiſtorians report hum the fon of Conſtantine King of 
Britain, by a Roman Lady, born about 435. and educated by Gurthe- 
line Arch-biſhop of London: who being forc't to retire to Aremorica, 
was thence recall d by the oppreſſed Bretams, and defeating the Sax- 
ons under the conduct of Fengrft at Wipped-fleet mn Kent, he march't 
to York, thence to Wincheſter, Saltsbury, &c. to encourage and recruit 
the Britazns, Now in this circuit of trayels, it is probable he en- 
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campt nigh thoſe places which the Romans had gariſon'd and made 
populous: ſo as Allcheſter being- lately deſerted by the Romans, and 
polleſt as a tenable Fort by the Brutams; Ambroſus may be well 
ſuppos'd to have viſited this place, and to have encampt his marching 


army on the rifing plain, where Ambroſden now ſtands: and by this

incampment, or {ome other ation, might leave his name to it: the 
termination being Britiſh and Roman, Ambroſdun and Ambroſdunum, 
Dun being the Britsſh final ſyllable to thoſe places which were fi- 
tuate on a hill or an aſcent: and the Romans letting their proper 
names be adapted to the Brztz/h, made theſe names end in D 

which Dun the Eng/zſþ converted into Don, as Meldon, Ambroſadon, &c. 
This 1s but farmite yet the more credible, becauſe the ſame Ambro- 
ſus gave a like name to Ambrosburg or Ambrosberie, or Amesbury in 
Wiltſhire: which in the primitive age of Engh/b writers was call'd 
Urbs Ambroſe ', (whatever tales ſome Monks have told, and made 
it long before Pagus Ambrt *) and might be denominated from ſome 
victory here obtain'd, or his Coronation, or burial, or Monument 
after his death, or memorial by himſelf ere&ted in honour to the 
{laughter'd Britams, making the pariſh to be call d Ambroſus Vicus 3, 
and Stonehenge, Ambroſu monumentum *, and .Ambroſrus Mons. And tho 
many labour to give a different account of that ſtupendous ſtru- 
_ Ra none |< denied but that Ambroſms had a relation to 
TRAT PIACE. 

There be other places of like ſound, and poflibly of like alluſion 
to the camps or ſeats of action of this victorious Prince. A pariſh 
in Worceſterſhire, tho corruptly call'd Ombreſly, is truly Ambreſley or 
Ambreſloy, as in a donation of lands by Egwyn Biſhop of Worceſter, 
to the Monaſtery of Eveſham in that County *, In a Royal Charter 
to the Church of Ely, there be lands given in Amerdene or Amerſ- 
den 5, which is likewiſe call'd Amberdene in a donation to the Abby 
of Tilly in Eſſex 7. T am not fond of remote and uncertain deriva- 
tions, and give the Reader leave upon any better grounds, to reject 
what I guels the primitive name of” Anireſden, Ambroſu Dunum. 

In this part of the Country, the Br:tarns did long reſiſt the en- 
croaching Saxons, After the Kingdom of the Weſt Saxons was efta- 
bliſh'd m the perſons of Cerazc and Cynric, An. 519 *, they made ſe- 
veral attempts to enlarge their Conquelſts in theſe parts, and after 
the death of Cerdzc, An. 534. Cynric had a greater progreſs to his 
arms, and from 551. for- five following years, gave ſcyeral defeats 

to 
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to our mid-land Britains, who in the year 556. united all their 
ſtrength, and at Beranbyriyz now Banbury in this County, they fought 
with King Cynric and Ceawlm his fon, to regain the honour they had 
loſt in five preceding years; where they were ſo numerous as to di- 
vide their army into nine battalions, placing three in the front, a 
like number in the flank, and as many in the rere, with their Arch- 
ers and Horſemen diſpos'd according to the Ryman diſcipline : by 
which conduct they 7.5 well receiv'd the fury of the Saxons, that 
when the night parted them, the viory was ſtill depending ': and 
tho Hiſtorians conceal it, yet the eyent ſeems to prove a ſucceſs to 
the Britains, who kept their fortified places in this County to the 
year 571 *.or as ſome writers to 580. when King Ceawlyn and Cuthwulph 
his brother, fought with the Britazns at Bedford, and after a defeat 
took from them their ſtrongeſt gariſons, of which three were in 
theſe parts, Egelesburh, Eilecbers now Ailsbury: Bennington, Beneſmg- 
tun, now Benſon: and Egoneſham, FHeneſham, now Enſbam. From 
which time, tho this whole County was reputed within the diſtrict 
of Mercta, yet moſt of it was ſubjeed to the Kings of the Weſt- 
ons. 

The next ation of remark in theſe parts was at Beamdune or Bam- 
þton on the edge of this County, where King Cynegzl and Cwrchelm 
fought with the Brztans, and flew above two thouſand of them, in 
the year 614 3, It 1s true, Mr. Camden lays the ſcene of this action 
at Beanbun now Byndon in Dorſetſhzire * : and another ingenious writer 
at Bampton in Devonſhire 5, But if we conſider the many conflicts in 
this Age between the Britains and Saxons in theſe _ and that 
the Brztarns were yet powerful, and at their own diſpoſal here, be- 
fore Mercia was brought into the ſubjeftion of Penda, about 626. 
and that the of SaxonKings had their frontier Gariſons at Grenceſtre 
and Enſbam, — infeſted by the bordering Britains : it is 
mach more probable the foremention'd battle was at Bampton in this 
County, a place of great antiquity, and once of Military ſtrength, 
and call d by the like name Bemoune, in a Charter of Leofric Chap- 
lain to Edward the Confeſſor © To theſe reaſons of conjecture there 
is at laſt a full authority to determine all diſpute; Kinigilſus & Qut- 
| Chelinus multa ſtrenue fecerunt contra Britones, potiſſim# apud Bampton 
guxta Oxoniam 7. | 

After Mercia was reduc'd into a Kingdom by Penda, he had the 
{ame difficulty to defend theſe borders from. the Weſt Saxons, as the 
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Britains 
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Britains before had : and after three years ſettlement, fought with 
Cynegils and his ſon Cwichelm at Cirenceſter *, and there. being no de- 
cifive victory, a league was here made between them. During this 
peace in theſe parts, came Brrinus a Miſſionary from Pope Honorius 
in the year 634. and having converted moſt of the Weſt Saxon peo- 
ple, he baptiz'd their King Cynegzls at Dopc-ceayrpe, Dorcheſter in 
this County: which City the new Chr:ſt:an Prince gave to Brrimus 
for an Epiſcopal See: in which he ſettled, and exercisd his juriſ- 
diction thro the whole Weſt Saxon Kingdom: in the next year he 
baptiz'd at the ſame place Gvichelm, who reign'd with his Father 
Cynegzls, and dyed within the year. 

Tt is not unlikely this part of the Country was before concern d 
in the miſſion of Auguſtine the Monk, about 597. who palt thro this 
County to his place of conference with the Britarns, in the remoter 
parts of Mercza, call'd from him Auguſtme-Ac, or Auſtins Oak : plac d 
by Brompton in the confines of-the Weſt Saxons and the Britains, and 
from thence to Whalley in Blakeburnſhire, Com. Lanc. 1f we can believe 
thoſe Monks *. We are told, that when this Apoſtle of the Engr 
came into the County of Oxford, to a village call d Cumpton, 1, e. 
Long-Cumpton in Warwickſhire, at the edge of this County, the pariſh 
Prieſt waited on him, and complain'd of the Lord of the Mannor 
refuſing to pay his juſt tithes, upon which Auguſtine reprov'd him, 
and convincd him by a miracle of a dead body raisd from the 
grave; who confeſt himſelf to have been Patron of the Church in 
the time of the Britamms, and to have been excommunicated for the 
like default, above 1 50. years before 3, &c, Tho Mr. Selden *, in pre- 
judice to the right of tithes, does reje& this whole ſtory as an ab- 
ſurd Legend ; yet certainly we may lay afide the miraculous part, 
and believe the perſon was in this place, tho he did no mighty work 
there. Indeed, if all the circumſtances of this relation were true, 
it would prove Chriſtianity and the diſcipline of the Church to have 
flouriſht here among the Brztazns very early, and to have continued 
in good order till the ſaid viſit of Auſtin. But if we renounce all 
the monkery of this tale, and keep only to the matter of fact, his 
paſling thro theſe parts, it 1s enough to infer, that thoſe adjoining 
places thro which his road muſt lye, did embrace the opportunity to 
repent and be baptiz'd. 

It is howeyer certain, that Bzrimus reſided at his See of Dorcheſter, 
and planted Chriſtianity in all adjacent parts: where, as Bede relates, 
many Churches were built and dedicated by him 5, He extendcd his pi- 
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ous care to the Merc:ians, among whom Cuthred King of Kent, whoſe 
captivity made him no more then a titular Prince *, was baptized 
at Dorcheſter by this Biſhop, 42. 639 *. He 1s ſaid to have inſtituted 
ſecular Canons in his Cathedral Church, who continued till in the 
reign of King Stephen, Alexander Biſhop of Lincoln conyerted them in- 
to Canons regular 3, 

Tradition and ſome ſlender authority report, that Bzrinns bore a 
particular relation to the Town of B:/ter, which from him they 
ſay, was call'd Brrini-caſtrum, Brrinceſtre, Burincaſtre, or Bernceſtre +. 
It is true, Authors differ much in the Etymology of this Town. W. 
Harriſon ſeems to refer 1t to the little riyulet of that name, which 
riſes near it, and runs thro it, formerly calld Bure, now commonly 
Kea. The 1fis taketh in a rwulet called the Bure, which falleth into 1 

out Otmoore fide; but foraſmuch as it riſeth about Bitceſter, the whole 
* courſe thereof is not above four miles, And again, The laſt Fiver of all is 
the Reie alias Bure, (Lat. Burus) whoſe head is not far above Birceſter 
alias Burceſter and Burnceſtre, and from whence 1t goeth by Birceltre to 
Merton, Cherleton, Fencote, Addington, Noke, Iſlip, and fo znto Cher- 
well 5. But it isnot likely ſo infignificant a ftream ſhould give name 
to a place which in its moſt ancient appellation Bernceſtre, bears no 
affinity to it. Skerner writes it Bupenceayrep and Bepnecearrep, which 
perhaps (fays he) zs derivd from the Anglo-Saxon Bepn horreum, and 
cearTpe urbs, as if a grange or repoſitory of corn 5, But this too ſeems 
a trifling fancy. The name Berton did indeed fignifie a granary or 
ſtore-place of corn : as Berton by St. Martins in Canterbury, the granary 
of the Monks of St. Auſtins : and Weſt-gate-court nigh the ſame City, 
before call'd Berton de Weſt-gate 7. For which ths I do not find 
this name affixt to any principal Towns, but to thoſe ferms and 
manſion houſes that were in poſſeſſion of the Monks, and by them 
aflign d to that uſe. Dr. Pho 1s pleas d to aſcribe another derivation. 
About this time 614. (it ſhould be at leaſt 6 34.) the Town of Berenceſter 
alias Bernceſter, 2» Saxon BupencearTep and Bepnacercep which I take 
to have been its prumitrve names, ſeems alſo to have been raiſed, and to 
have taken its name, as ſome have thought, from the ſame Biſhop Birinus, 
quaſi Birint caftram. But 1 much rather believe it ſo called from Bern- 
wood or Foreſt mention d by Bede, Florilegus, and Wigornienfis, upon 
the edge whereof 1t was then jeated, nor us now far off it : after which per- 
haps from St. Eadburg to which the Priory there was, and pariſh Church ts 
now deaicated, it chang d its name to Burgceſtre, and fince that to Bur-

ceſter, nww Biſleſter. But Mill this is a conjecture not grounded on 
any tradition, nor indeed is the ſuppoſition true: for 1t was never 
ſeated upon the edge of the forett Bern-wood, the neareſt part of 
which was three miles diſtant from it, the borders of it coming no 
farther than the edge of this County to Prdrngton, Arncot, &c. the ut- 
moſt village on the North-ſfide was Borſtal, held under the Saxon 
Kings by the tenure of a horn, which made the Poſleſſor of it the 
Foreſter of Bern-wood *, Poſſibly this Town of Bernceſter might owe 
its name to the ſame reaſon as Bern-wood did. For this Bupne-puda 
or Beopne-puda, being a woody tract and foreſt of the wideſt extent, 
and greateſt eminence ſeems to have been calld from the Saxon 
Beopn, an epithet of dignity and remark: ſo perhaps this adjoining 
Town being a place of greateſt ſtrength to the Weſt Saxons againſt 
the Britains or Merctans, and at laſt againſt the Danes, 1t might be 
honour'd with the title of their Beopn-cerTer, caſtrum primarium, their 
principal Fort and Gariſon, 

| But after all ſurmiſes, the firſt appears moſt fair, that Bzrmns did 
denominate this Town. The MS of Alcheſter gives this opinion : Bi- 
rinus Biſhop of Cair-Dor, which Beda calleth Dorcinia, and Leland 
Hydropolis, now call 4 Dorcheſter zz Oxfordſhire, ſometime wall d about 
and Caſtled, but all now ruined and gone, a round hill there ſtill ppearing, 
where the ſuperſtitious enſuing ages built Birinus a ſhrine, teaching them 
that had any Cattle amiſs, to creep to that ſhrine for help, &c. From him 
zoo Birceſter Birini caſtrum ſometime a wall d Town, tho no ſtep thereof 
= now, built to withſtand the incurſions of the Danes and Pagans. 
This Author is indeed too early in attributing the cauſe of Berimus 
his building this Town for a defence againſt the Danes, when their 
firſt ariyal was not till about 789. It ſeems however 1n the age of 
Brrinus to have been a frontier Gariſon of the Weſt Saxons againſt 
the Merc:ans, and might from him aſſume a name, becauſe built by 
his advice and afliſtance out of the ruines of Alcheſter and Cheſterton, 
or becauſe of a Church here built and endowed by him in the ex- 
treme parts of his jurifdition. The variation in the name of this 
Town might be fome little argament to derive it from this Biſhop, 
tor, as he has run the changes of St. Brine, St. Beryn, St. Burime, &c '. 
{o has the place followed the like turn of initial ſyllables, Brrime- 
ceſter, Berynceſter and Burinceſter. 

An. 643. Kenwalch ſucceeded in this Kingdom of the Weſt Saxons, 
who deſpifing Chriſtianity, and turning. off his wife the Siſter of 
Penaa King of the Mercians *, was nigh theſe parts inyaded by him, 

| An. 645. 
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An. 645. and in open battel Conquer'd and forcd to flie to the King 
of the Eaſt Angles, in whoſe Court reſiding three years, he was bap- 
tiz'd An. 646 '. and return'd to his Kingdom An. 648. During his 
abdication, theſe parts were 1n ſubjection to the Aferc:an Kings, 
Penda and Wulpher his ſon, of which this latter was converted and 
baptiz'd by the paſtoral care of Bzrmus, and inviting Ethelwold King 
of the Weſt Saxons to Dorcheſter, was Godfather to him at his bap- 
tiſm by the ſame Berinus, Agmwalch at his Reſtauration gave away 
all that part of his Kingdom which lay on this fide of the Thames, 
to Cuthred his brother's ſon, to hold as a Principality or Province 
under him, computed at three thouſand hides by the Saxon Chro- 
nicle, at ſo many villages by Hen. Hunt *, and at near the third part 
of his Kingdom by Malmsbury *, This donation 1s ſaid to be at 
Wyreſcune, which I take to be Aſhendon in the foreſt of Bern-wood, 
included in this grant : within which foreſt were ſeveral places de- 
nominated from the wood and the nature of it, as Aclea or Oakley, 
MEjceſadon or Aſhendon, Wodſham, Wotton, Woddeſdon, &C. 

Brrinus after he had enjoy d his Pontificate fourteen years, died at 
Dorcheſter, and was there buried, Ar. 648 +, or 650. in which year 
Aezlbert a native of Gaul came out of Ireland, his place of Theolo- 
gical ſtudies, whoſe learning and induſtry were ſo well eſteem'd by 
King Kenwalch, that he defir d him to accept that See, and be the 
Biſhop of this Kingdom 5. But the King underſtanding no more 
than his own Saxon es and being weary of: a barbarous or fo- 
reign tongue, he inſtituted another See at Wincheſter, An. 662. and 
p1ves it to: Wine a Saxon born, ordaind in France. This ereCtion of a 
new See ſcems owing, 1n great part to the neceflity of affairs: for in 
the preceding year 661. Kenwalch was defeated by Wulfer King of 
AMerca at Pojyencep-byp1s which I take to be Pottersbury 1n Nor- 
thamptonſhire, upon which victory Fulfer deſtroy'd all this Country 
as far as Aſceſaune or Aſbendon ©: which muſk make Dorcheſter an un- 
fate place for a See of the Weſt Saxon Kingdom. However, this in- 
dignity and diminution of authority Aezlbert ſo much reſented,” that 
he left his See, and retird firſt to Northumberland ”, and thence to 
Gaul, where he dicd Biſhop of Pars *®, By which means Dorcheſter 
was depriv'd of the Epiſcopal chair till the year 670. when Eleu- 
therins was ordain'd by Theodore Arch-biſhop of Canterbury to the See 
of Wincheſter, vacant four years upon the expulſion of V/ne, Ar. 666.

who remoy'd to the old ſeat at Dorcheſter, and was there buried 
An. 676 *. | 

In the year 672. died Kenwalch King of the Weſt Saxons, and left 
his Kingdom among ſeyeral petty Princes *, of whom Cuthred go- 
vern'd on this North-fide the Thames. During their reign Hedds 
a Monk of Streneſhall,now Whitby,ſucceeded to the See of Dorcheſter An. 
676. being conſecrated at 6 by Theodore Arch-biſhop of Canter- 
bury 3, who again remoy'd the See to Wincheſter, An. 677,and by the au- 
thority of Pope Aeatho tranſlated the body of Bzrinus from the old 
Church at Dorcheſter to the new one at Wincheſter, then dedicated to 
the honour of the Holy Trinity, This ſecond removal of the an- 
cient See was again owing to the diſtreſs of the times : for Etheldred 
King of Merc:a ſucceeding his brother Wulfer An. 675. was victort- 
ous againſt the Kings of Kent and Northumberland, and had reduc d 
all on this fide the Thames to his own ſubjeftion, ſo as the whole 
Country was now firſt united to the Merczan Kingdom. Hereupon 
in the year 680. (a Record in the Mnaſticon miſtakes 678 +*. others 
poſtpone it to 683, *) Theodore Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, who had 
lately divided the Biſhoprick of York, and inſtituted other Sees to 
oblige King Ethelared, whoſe favour he did ſeryilely court; came 
now to new model the Ecclefiaſtic ſtate of the Kingdom of Mercia: 
and holding a Council at Hatfeld, he divided the See of Litchfield 
into five diſtin Biſhopricks, removing Sexwulph who was before 
the ſingle Biſhop, to Cheſter, and ordaining Cudwen to Litchfield, Boſel 
to m_ Ethelwin to Lindſey, and Eata a Monk of the Mona- 
ſtery of Hilda at Whitby to Dorcheſter, So as the diſpoſition of the 
Ecclefiaſtick ſtate depending always on the revolutions of the civil 
government ; from hence it hapned, that zhe See of Dorcheſter, which 
from the time of Birinus belong d to the Weſt Saxons, pertam d from the 
trme of this Council to the Mercians ©, 

This Southern part of Mercia was by King Etheldred committed to 
Berthwald a ſon of his brother Wulfer 7, who under the title of King 
had the command of this County, who with the joint authority of 
Etheldrea, convend a Synod at Berghford or Bree forde, now Burford in 
this County, at which were i the two Kings Etheldred and 
Berthwald, Theodore Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, Sexwulph Biſhop of 
Litchfield, Bojel Biſhop of Worceſter, &c. Where King Berthwald gave 
by Charter to Aldhelm Abbot of Malmsbury, fourty Caſfates of land 
at Sumerford in Wiltſhire, Which Aldhelm afterwards Biſhop of Sher- 


born, 
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born, now only Prieſt and Abbot, was here preſent, and at command 
of this Synod wrote a book againſt the error of the Britzſh Chri- 
ſtians in the obſeryation of Eaſter, and other difterent rites wherein 
they diſturb'd the peace of the Church: the reading of which book 
reclaim'd many of thoſe Britazns who were under the Weſt Saxons. 
Afﬀter which he wrote that excellent Treatiſe De Yirgimtate, and 
ſome other tra&ts, being a man of great learning and a neat ftile *, 
This was the ſame Synod which Sir 7, Spelman indefinitely calls Sy- 
nodus Merciana, An. 705 *. not knowing how to fix the place or time, 
becauſe he had met with no other notice of it, but what: he found in 
Bede, The Charter of Berthwald recited from the Malmsbury Re- 
gifter in the Monaſticon 3, reports it, Attum publice in Synodo juxta va- 
dum Berghford menſe Fulto triceſima die menſis ejuſdem Indiftione x10, 
anno ab incarnatione Dominz, pCxxxv. Where the year 635. 1s a groſs 
miſtake, and can be reconcil'd neither to the perſons, nor to the o- 
ther note of time, the thirteenth indition. Therefore the ſame 
Charter with little difference of words preſery d by Wilkam Malmf- 
bury, reſtores the right date and recites the witneſſes. Atum publics 
in Synodo juxta vadum Bregforde menſe Fulto xxx. die menſis ejuſdem, In- 
aifttone x11, Anno ab incarnatione Domini DCLxxxv. ſubſcripjerunt The- 
odorus Archiepiſcopus, Ethelredus Rex Merciorum; Berthwaldus ſub- 
regulus, Kenfrithus, Petricius, Sexwulphus, Litchfield, & Boſel Wi- 
gorniz, Epiſcop: + So as the error in the Monaſticon was only by 0+ 
miſflion of the numeral letter L. poxxxv. for pcLxxxy. which in an- 
other edition of Malmsbury, runs into the additional miſtake of one 
year, DCLXXXVI 7. butin the MS Lieger book of Malmsbury it is right 
DCLXXXV ©, 

After this time our County was an unmoleſted part of the Merc:am 
Kingdom, during the reign of Ethelred who turn'd. Monk in the year -: 
703. and of his ſucceſſor Kenred who refign'&,to Celred An. 708. 
who fought with {na King of the Weſt Saxons at Woanesburch in 
Wiltſhire: where the event being with equal loſs ”, the peace was re- 
newed, and Cvetred was buried at Litchfield An. 716. to whom ſucceed- 
ed Ethelbald, who in the year 723. invaded thelheard King of the 
Weſt Saxons, beſieged his chief Town of Sumurtun or Somerton in the 
County of Somerſetſhire, took and demoliſh'd it, and committed many 
other outrages, putting ſeveral parts of that Country under tribute 
and contribution; which ſo provok'd the Princes and the people, 
that &thred. ſucceſſor to Athelheard, being no longer able to endure the 

proud 
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proud exaftions and inſolencies of the Mercian -Azng, raisd an army 
and march't into theſe borders of Merc:a 1n the year 752 '. King 
Athelbald met him at Beorg ford *, Beorhtford *, Borford *, or Burford in 
this County : where they began a molt deſperate battle, Athelbald 
had a Standard whereon was the figure of a golden Dragon, carried 
before him by Athelhun, who was kill'd with a lance by the Standard- 
bearer of King Cuthred, which taking of the colours was a great en- 
couragement to the Weſt Saxons 5 ; but the victory was long depend- 
ing, till at laſt King Ahelbald was forc'd to flie, and leave a joyful 
victory to Cuthred, who by this defeat recovered the greateſt part 
of this County. Dr. Plot conjeCtures, this battle was fought on the 
place ſtill called Battle-edge, weſt of the Town betwixt it and Upton. In 
memory of which vifttory perhaps the cuſtom (yet within memory ) of making 
a Dragon yearly, and carrying ut up and down the Town mm great jollity 
on Midſummer Eve, to which (1 know not for what reaſon) they added a 
Gyant, might likely enough be firſt inſtituted 5, 

Cuthred King of the Weſt Saxons died An. 754 7. to whom Sgebright 
ſucceeded, but for his injuſtice was allowed only the Province of 
Hampſhire, and depriv'd of the reſt of his Kingdom, which was given 
to Cynwulph, who, after the death of Athelbald King of Mercia, {lain 
at Seccandune or Secchington in Com, Warwic. by Bearnred *, enjoy d 
his Weſt Saxon Kingdom 1n great ſecurity and ſtrength ?. In the year 
756. the Uſurper of Mercia Bearnred was expell'd by the defection 
of the people, who reſtor d Offa a young Prince of the Royal Fa- 
mily, whole piety-and valour made him 1{o confiderable, asto tranſ- 
late the Metropolitan See from Canterbury to Litchfield, and after ſc- 
veral ſucceſsful attempts upon the Kingdoms of Kent and Northum- 
berland, he did at laſt reſolve to recover this County of Oxford from 
the Weſt Saxon Kings, and enlarge his Merc:an Kingdom to its an- 
tient limits the banks of the Thames. Upon which, in the year 775 '*. 
or 778", or 779 **, he brought an army croſs the frontiers about 
Souldern or Fretwell in this County, where ran a branch of a Roman 
way, call d now the Port way, and in ſome part Wattle-bank, but (ſays 
Dr. Plot) in an old Terrier of $ir Thomas Chamberlain's, zt zxs call 4 
Aveldich, perhaps a corruption of Offa's-ditch, the great King of the Mer=- 
clans, whoſe Kzngdom maght at firſt be terminated here, tho I find at length he 
extended 1t as far as Benſon, as thinking it for his honour and profit both, 
that the Weſt Saxons ſhould have nothing north or weſt of the Thames '3: 
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and march'd to Benningtun or Bynſmgtun, (moſt corruptly printed Re- 
ſengton ' ) now Benſington or Benjon nigh Dorcheſter, which ({ays Camaen) 
Marian calls Villam Regzam, and which from the time it was taken from 
the Britains by Ceaulin, had been poſſeſt by the Welt Saxons for two hun- 
dred years *. But this report of Mr. Camden, tho tranſcribd and af- 
ſented to by another worthy Author 3, 1s not true ; for this Town 
after its taking by Ceaulm, had often chang'd its maſters, and was 
laſt regain'd from the Mercians upon their defeat at Burford, An. 
752. and was maintaind by them as one of their oldeſt and ſtrongeſt 
gariſons. This place King Offa now befieg d, and Kenwulph King of the 
IWVeſt Saxon's coming up to the relief of it, was in open battle defeated, 
and oblig'd to flie beyond the Thames +; King Offa took the Town, and 
in a paſſion for its long defence, diſmantled the place *, and far the re- 
ward of his vi&tory was again poſſeſt of this whole County. Soon after 


this reduCtion,he took away from the Monks of Malmsbury the Mannor 


of Pzretune *, perhaps Pyrton nigh Watlmgton, which his ſon Egferth 
reſtor' d +: (which the Br:tzh Cedwalla King of the Weſt Saxons had 
given to them) and gave Hethrop and Kzarngton in this County to the 
Abby of Worceſter *. About this time he relirled the See of Dorcheſter, 
which on the continued conteſts between the two Kingdoms, ſeems 
to have had a long interruption in the ſucceſſion of Biſhops, and 
had one Berthun ordain'd to refide here, who dying in the year 78s 7. 
Hiebright was by the ſame King Offa ele&ted to ſucceed him, whoſe 
Dioceſe in the year 794. did extend thro the Counties of Oxford, 
Buckingham, Huntingdon, Cambridge, Northampton, and half of Hert- 
fordſhire *, In which year King Offa returning from Rome, held a 
Council at Yerulam, founded the Monaſtery of St. Albans, and a- 
mong other endowments gave to 1t IWre/lowe, (now W:n/low 1n Com. 
Buck.) which the Hiſtorian calls the Kings village in Demeſn, and 
ſays it was twenty miles diſtant from Yerulam 59. King Offa dy'd in 
Auguſt 794 **. leaving Eg ferth or Egbert his ſon and heir : who died 
within the year, after whom Cenwulph King of Mercia was a ſtrong 
and victorious Prince: he dying 4. 819. left his Kingdom to Ae- 
nelm, who being ſlain the ſame year gave place to Ceolwulph, de- 
privd Ar. $21. and ſucceeded by Beornwulf; who in the year 823. 
was defeated by Egbert King of the Weſt Saxons at Ellendune, (which 
place cannot be fixt at Wilton "', fince one of our Hiſtorians ſays ex- 
preſly it was in Hampſhire '*, perhaps Ellngham in that County) upon 
the ſucceſs of this battle King Egbert gain d the Kingdom of Mercia, 

? by 
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by which mcans this County of Oxford was again united to the Weſt 
Saxon Kingdom. Shortly after, Ludecan uſurpr a_ regal power in 
Mercia, but was {lain by the Eaſt Angles, An. 825. when the Mercians 
ſet up Wiglaf to redeem them from their ſubjetion to the Weſt Sax- 
ons; but in the year $827. King Egbert Conquer d Wiglaf and reco- 
ver d Mercia, which in the next year he gave back to Wig/af, to hold 
it as a deputed and tributary King *' : who after thirteen years en- 
joyment, left it to Berthwulph, a like Vaſlal to the Weſt Saxon Kings, 
An, 838. in whoſe reign thele parts were infeſted by the Danes. 


CHAP. VIIL 
DANES. 


He firſt ſhips that landed the Danſb Pirats in this Ifland are 

faid to have arriyd here, An, 787 *. Their depredations at 

firſt confin'd to the Sea coafts, were ſoon carried on to the inland 
parts. But they made no advance to this County till the year 852. 
when landing at the mouth of the Thames with three hundred tranſ- 
port ſhips, they deſtroy'd Canterbury and London 3, and march'd on to 
the Eaſtern part of this County of Oxford, where King Berthwulph 
met them with an army, but was defeated by them, and forc'd to fly 
beyond Sea *, where he dyd 4. 852 5. Upon this victory, the 
Danes after their uſual ſpoil and devaſtation march'd ſouthward, and 
croſſing the Thames, came to Oakley in Surry, where they were en- 
counter d by Ethelwulph King of the Weſt Saxons, and Ethelbald his 
ſon, and receiv'dan abſolute defeat 5. After which Burrhed ſucceed- 
ed to the Kingdom of Mercia, who ſtrengthened himſelf by an alli- 
ance with King —— and ſecurd theſe parts from the incur- 
fion of the Danes, whole cruelty was moſt exercisd in the Eaftern 
and the Northern parts, from which they came and took up their 
Winter quarters at Netzngham, in the year 867 7. Upon which inva- 
fion of this Kingdom of Merc:a, King Burrhed call'd in the affiſtance 
of his Brother-m-law Ethelred King of the Weſt Saxons, and led up 
his army to Natrmgham, and there betiege d the Danes, and after ſome 
flight repulſe was content to make a league with them. So as theſe 
parts were again quiet till the year 871. when the Danes deſigning 
an irruption upon the Weſt Saxon Kingdom, came to Reading and 
took poſletion of it; upon which Ethelwulph Earl of Berkfbrre rais'd 
ſome forces, and while the Daniſh Generals Finger and Hubba, with- 
in 
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in three days after the ſeiſure of the Town, led out a party to plun- 
der the Country at Inglefield in Berks : Ethelwulph fell upon them, 
routed the whole party, and flew the two leaders of them *, Within 


four days King Ethelred and his Brother Alfred, brought up a nu- 


merous army, and in a battle with the Danes forc't them to retire 
within their gariſon of Readzng ; from whence they made a ſuccels- 
full fally, killing Ezhelwulph Earl of Berkſhrre, and obliging the Sax- 
ons to raiſe their ſiege : who upon this repulſe made their retreat to 
Eaſceaſdune, which might poſhibly be {ton nigh Walzngford in Berks; 
but 1 rather take it to be Aſbendon 1n the foreſt of Bernwood, which 
might ſeem a ſafer retreat to the diſcourag'd Saxons: The Danes 
purſued them hither under the conduct of Bag ſey and Halden, and 
within four days in a ſet battle by the courage of Alfred, and the 
piety of Ethelred, after a whole days fight the Saxons were maſters of 
the field, and abſolute vitors, leaving many thouſands of the Danes 
there ſlain, and purſuing the remainder of them to their gariſon of 
Reading, All Hiſtorians interpret this place to be a h:{ of aſbes, they 
repreſent it fit for an open and wide Campaign, ſet with thorns and 
buſhes, the Danes drawn out upon the rifing ground, the Saxons with 
diſadvantage encampt in the vale: the flight of the Danes all that 
night and part of the next day before they could reach to their 
fortifications at Reading * : which deſcription and circuniſtances do 
all exaQtly anſwer to that part of the foreſt of Bernwood, which ſtill 
retains that nate, and was ſo conſiderable as to give a title to the 
hundred of Afhendon. 

The Danes after this defeat and flight to Reading, within fourteen 
days got into a new body at Baſmg in Hampſhire, whither King Ethel- 
red purſued them, and after a long engagement was defeated by 
them 3, Upon which it ſeems natural, for the Saxons to retreat to- 
ward the foreſt of Bernwoeod, in which they had ſo lately been vi- 
Qorious: and being followed by the Danes, they might encamp =_ 
the borders of that foreſt, at Meretune in this County, cloſe by the 
Reman Fort of Acheſter, hoping tor ſome aſfliſtance or ſecurity from 
that place. Hither came the Danes and divided their army mto two 
bodies, and fell upon the Saxons who were encampt on the Weſt 
fide of Graven-h:l, where the figns of entrenchment do till remain. 
The Danes at firſt onſet were Wakes and ſcatter d; but they rallied 
again, beat the Saxons, and kept maſters of the field. There have 


been different opinions of this place of battle, many have atfixt it vl. 4. 


to Merdon in Wilts. and Creſſy with his wonted judgment calls it 
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Merton in Surry : One, who is well inſtructed in Antiquities, do's be- 
lieve, we ſhould look for this place in ſome part of the Welt Saxon Azng- 
dom: and in Wiltlhire (ſays he) there be two —__ which bear a re- 
ſemblance to this name, (x.) Merdon in Swanborrow hundred, about thirty 
miles direftly weſt from Baſing, about three miles from Wodeneſdike ; 
and here thoſe that place this 'Town im Wiltſhire fix it. But I rather 
think it to be (2.) Merton im Kinwerdeſton hundred upon the borders of 
Hampſhire, becauſe zt 1s not ſo far pf the Danes road between Baſing 
and Wilton ; but equally diſtant frof thoſe two places, and not far from 
Bedwin, #n the Saxons tzme the Metropolis of Berkſhire and Wiltſhire 7, 
This my induſtrious friend ſeems concern'd for the: honour of his 
native County, and when he comes to adorn the Hiſtory and An-. 
tiquitics of it, he may perhaps diſcover more certain tokens of this 
place of battle. But at-preſent I readily incline to the opinzon. 
of Dr. Plot, as thus deliverd. As for the entrenchments in Mer- 
ton-woods, 1 gueſs them caſt up by King Kthelred and his Brother Alfred, 
who cum paganis pugnantes apud Mertune *, fighting with the Danes 
at Mcrton, (as 1 find this Town was anciently written im the Lerger-book 
of Enſham 3) overcame them and put thetr whole army to flight. That 
the Danes had ſomewhat to do hereabout, 1s further evinced from one f 
the ſpurs in the hands ( if I miſremember not) of George Sherman of the 
Town of Biſſeter not far from this place, which I took no care to get en- 
graven, becauſe allready done by Olaus Wormius *, where the Reader may 
fee the exaft figure of it. All which put together, and that this place us 
near the meeting of two military ways, T am pretty well ſatisfied that this 
battle between Xthelred, his Brother Alfred, and the Danes, was much ra- 
ther here than at Merdon an Wiltſhire, as ſome have thought it 5, Some 
fair reaſons may be added to confirm this opinion. 1. There was 
another of theſe Daniſh ſpurs found upon digging the foundation of 
a garden wall, belonging to the ſeat of Sir Wilkam Glynne Baronet, 
An. 1674. which might well be dropt on the ſame occaſion: for the 
Danes dividing their army into two bodies, one of them might rally 
and engage on that rifing ground, where the Church of Ambroſaen 
and the ſaid ſeat are now built, at a ſmall diſtance from, and within 
view of the other ſuppoſed place of battle. 2. The noble Ethelwerd 
calls it Merantune 5, and mentions Heahmund Biſhop there flain (Bi- 
ſhopof Sherborn 7) and buried at Cegineſhamme, which no doubt ſhould 
be Aegneſhamme (now Enſham) then a famous place *, and fit for the 


ſepulture of Biſhops, ſoon after honour'd with a Cell of Religion ; 
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fo as the interment of this Prelate at Zrfloam, may well argue that 
his death and the battle were in theſe parts. 3. This part of the 
County of Oxford had been long within the circuit of, the I72/- 
Saxon Kingdom, and if King Egbert did reſtore it to the Merciaus 
An. 828. yet the Mercian Kings were from that time tributary to the 
Weſt Saxon, as Burrhed now was to Afthelred: ſo that 1t was enough 
proper for thelred after a grievous defeat in Hampſhzre, to croſs 
the Thames and repair to theſe borders of Merc:a tor the afhiſtance 
of his Vaſſal and Allie King Burrhed; the more likely, becauſe after 
this battle Burrhed and the Mercian people were neceſſitated to a 
league and tribute to the Danes *, for which there ſeems no occaſion, 
if this ſcene of ation and terror had been more remote from their 
own Country. 4. That hill on the Weſt-fide of which we preſume 
to have been this ſeat of aCtion has long been call d Grawen-hull, 
(now Graven-hill) which name from the Saxon gpepen-hul implies a ſe- 

ulture of the dead, and a number of graves in this place, moſt 
likely of the bodies {lain in this battle, whom the Danes that were 
maſters of the field, took care to bury in this adjoining ground, it 
being their cuſtom to interr their dead in woods and groves *, And 
this ſeems to be pretty evident from the compoſition of the name. 
For the two words whereof it is made, have each of them ſome- 
thing in their original to atteſt it. As for the firſt, the Gothich 
TRABAN, fodere, with the Saxon gp=f, which in general fignifies 
Lucus, cavea, dumetum; and in a more reſtraind ſenſe, ſepulchrum; with 
the 1anaickh or old Daniſh grafs fodere, (which brings it nearer home) 
puts it out of all doubt. And the ſecond part of the word, which 
15 the produd& of the Gothich hNAGAN, tegere, operire, ſeconded by 
the 1/landick eg bil, tego, and the Saxon helan zegere, . do's ſtrongly 
confirm it. - For tho there may be diggings or gravzgs made for 1e-. 
veral uſes, yet a d:2gzng join'd with coverimg, cannot well agree to any 
thing but the burial of the dead. And this no doubt. was the ori- 
ginal of our hill, by which we commonly mean any r:/img ground, 
whereas if we look back to the originals,z there is nothing more evi- 
dent than that it ought to be reſtrain'd to. ſuch r7:/mgs as are caus'd 
by burial of the dead: which in the Northern parts are call'd ra:ſes. For 
the S2xons had other ways to expreſs a mountain, and other things, 
wherein a 7//mg without any limitation is ſimply imply'd. Beſides, that 
this rermination points out to us ſomething concerning the dead, is fur- 
ther evinced from the uſe the Saxons made of it to fignific hell, inferz, 
tartarus, by which we know formerly was ſignified no more than the 
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 Aﬀeer this battle, one of the Dan;ſb Officers call d Somerled, march't 
back with a party to Reading, dettroying the Town and all he could 
find in it '” From which ſtation now demoliſh't the Danes remoy'd 
to London, and there took up their Winter quarters, An. 873 *. 
where our Merc:ians made their peace with them, upon the terms of 
ſo much tribute or Dane-geld to be paid to them. In the following 
ſpring, Alfred King of the Weſt Saxons, who ſucceeded his Brother 
Etheldred buried at Winburn in Com, Dorſ. tought ſeveral battles with 
the Danes, of which the moſt ſharp was at Abendon mm Com. Berks *, 
by which the Weſt Saxons were ſo much weakned, that they were 
glad to purchaſe a peace with the Danes, and hire them to with- 
draw from theſe parts. Upon which compact the Danes retir d be- 
yond the Humber, to the liland Torkeſey in Com, Linc. where within 
this year $73. our Merc:ans made a ſecond bargain with them + ; but 
the Danes not able to forbear their trade of plunder, broke the ar- 
ticles 5, and for ſatisfaQtion King Barrhed raisd an army, and ftood 
battle nigh Repton in Derbyfhrre; but being there defeated, he was 
forc'd to flic beyond the ſeas, and take ſanCtuary at Rome 5. Upon 
his deſertion the viEtorious Danes committed this Kingdom of 
Mercia to Ceolwulph a Thane and a Subject of Burrhed, An. 874. upon 
{ervile conditions, to affiſt them in their robberies, to provide pro- 
viſion for their flying armies, and to reſign the Kingdom whenever 
they ſhould pleaſe to demand it 7. Accordingly in the year 877. 
they took away the greater part of this Kingdom, all beyond the 
Humber, and gave it to Healfdene one of their own Commanders * : 
teaving Ceolwulph in poſleſiion of theſe parts; who being a very weak 
and unactive Prince, was content to deliver up his government to 
King Alfred before the end of the ſame year 877 9. by which 
means this County was again united to the Weſt Saxon Kingdom. 

In the year 879. the Danes remoy d their quarters from Chippenham 
in Wiltſhire, to Grenceſter 1 Gloceſterſhire, and kept a ſtation there for 
twelve months, by which neighbourhood the Weſtern parts of this 
County mult ſuffer greatly **. Ar. 886, Merc:a that had lately been 
a Kingdom, was now reduc'd into a Province, and committed to the 
government of Athelred, who had married Athelfled a daughter of 
King Alfred "*, An. 897, In a raging peſtilence that now ſwept away 
many of the Nobility and prime Clergy, Ealheard Biſhop of this 
Dioceſe diced of the infection at his See of Dorcheſter '*, To omit 

the 
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the founding or reſtoring of an Univerſity at Oxford by King Alfred, 
I meet with nothing more in his reign of immediate concern to 
theſe parts, unleſs, that before his death, 4. goi. he did in his laſt 
Will bequeath to 0sferth his kinſman, the villages of Beccaule, Rzther- 
umfield, Diccanlingum, Suttune ', &c. which I take tor Beckley, Rother- 
field, Ducklangton, Sutton, &c. 1n this County. 

To King Alfred ſucceeded his ſon Edward, much oppoſed by his 
Uncles ſon Athelwald, who in the firſt year of competition for the 
Crown was forc'd to crols the ſeas; but returning in the next year 
902 *, or 904 3. he brought a numerous army into theſe parts, and 
deſtroying all before him with fire and ſword, he frighted the City 
of Oxford into a ſurrendry to him; but King Edward marching hither 
with greater force made him retire, and purſued him into the Eaſt ; 
where nigh St. Edmundsbury he gained a —_— victory over him, 
and ſoon after reduc't thoſe Cities which had rebelled againſt him: 
among which the chief were London and Oxford *. An, go. In a 
council held in the province of the Weſt-Saxons, Kenulf was elefted 
Biſhop of this See of Dorcheſter, and was conſecrated with. fix other 
Biſhops elect, by Arch-biſhop Plegmund at Canterbury 5. An; 907, the - 
Danes who had of late kept within their bounds in the Eaſt parts of 
England, and on the North of Humber, by the appointment of King 

ward met him at Ntingaford, Ittingeford, or Ichyngford, which ] 
take to be /chford in Com. Buck, on the edge of this County ;. where a 
league was made between them *. By which means theſe parts were 
unmoleſted till-the year 911. when the Danes fell into this Country 
with their wonted violence, but by an army of the Weſt-Saxons and 
Merctans, they were drove back, purſu'd, and beat-in the North. As. 
912. died Fthelred Earl of Mercia, whoſe province was committed to 
the government of his widow Ethelfleda 7 by her brether King Eg- 
m_—_ excepting the Cities of London and Oxford, and all the lands 
belonging to them *, which the King retain'd in his own hands, 
as a pledge of his Siſters fidelity, and to keep in ſabjeftion the 
whole province. 

An. 914. the Danes from Northampton and Leiceſter, fell into the 
North eaſt parts of this County, and march't on with plunder and 
deſtruction to Hocneratune ?, Hokenertune '*, Hocheneretune *', Hoche- 
meretune '*, now Hokenorton, and made great {laughter of the Eng/i/þ- 
Saxons in this place, and other adjoining parts. At which time were 
caſt up thoſe military works ſtill known by the name of Tadmerton- 
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caſtle and Heoknorton-barrow, the former being large and round, and 
is therefore judg'd a fortification of the Dares ; the latter being 
ſmaller and rather a quinquangle then a ſquare, 1s thought done 
by the Saxons ', Hiſtorians difter much in the time of this action ; 
Brompton and Huntingdon would have it in the tenth of Eaward ſen. 
911. which others compute 910 *. the Saxon Chronicle relates 1t 917, 
but the account of Flor. Igor. 914. (where he calls Hokeneretune, vil- 
lam regiam) mult be right, 1t Ethelfleda after this defeat, took care to 
repair and defend the City of Oxford ſuppoſing ſhe died on the 19. of 
the Kalends of Fuly, An. 915. and was buried at Gloceſter *, When the 
Danes after this pillage return'd to their quarters at Lezceſter and 
Northampton, within the ſame year-came out another ſtrong party 
and ravag d on to Ligetun now Leyton in Com. Beaf. where they were 
encountred by the Saxons of thoſe parts, and drove back with great 
loſs of men and taken prey. *. 

While they kept their head quarters at Northampton and made fre- 
quent incurſions into this Country, the Saxons had a partition wall 
and 'trench, to keep out the enemy from theſe parts, which work 
was perhaps before raisd for the boundarie between the Merc:anand 
Weſt-Saxon kingdom, and therefore the whole or a branch of it call d 
Aveſaich, a corruption of Offa s-ditch * ; which ſeems to have run on 
to Wanſatke in Wiltſhire, running from the North-eaſt to South-weſt 
thro a great part of that County, which Mr. Camaen allway beliey'd 
to have been the limits of the Mercian and Weſt-Saxon kingdom in 
thoſe parts 7. The extreme parts of 1t in this County were at Mzx- 
bury, where near the Church does till appear a large fortification 
{quare, and encompaſſed with a ditch 170. paces one way, and 128. 
the other *, which by the Normans was call'd Beaumont, from the fair 
aſcent and proſpect of it;; within this pariſh was afterward a Caſtle, 
of which the tradition and its name an the fite of it do ſtill remain. 
From whence it ran to Fr:twell, where Dr. Plot has obſervd a Saxon 
barrow called Ploughly-hill, ſtanding juſt within Oxfordſhire on the port 
way, and (which us jm Þ. more than ordinary) going name to the, 
hundred where it ſtands 5: from whence it continued to Ardulvefle now 
 Ardley, where was another rampire, by the Normans converted into 

a Caſtle, the foundations whereof are yet to be ſeen in a little wood weſt of 
the Town, which if any heed may be given to the tradition of the place, 
flouriſh't about the time of King Sud! an '9, It paſt from thence to 
Mialington-ſtony, where (molt likely upon the ruines of a Saxon work) 
was

was erected another Caſtle formerly belonging to the family of 
Camouil, and long; remaining, after moſt other Caltiles in this County 
were demoliſht: ſo to Northbrook, and to Ayrkimeton, The ruincs of 
the bank and trench are viſible in ſeveral parts, and the road irom 
Mzdlington to Heyford bridge 1s cut thro it, the bank riting on 
each hide to a confiderable height. 

Many towns and villages in theſe parts, of which the names and 
ruines now remain, are thought to have been delitroy d by the Danes 
in theſe tunes of calamity. As, 1.the old town of Berznceſter, which 
- was fir{t built on the weſt part, or in Azngs end, where the fite of 1t 
may be now trackt thro the cloſe or grove of Mr. 7ohn Coker Gent. a 
kind encourager of this attempt. 2. Fulwell in the pariſh of Mexbury, 
and IWWoolaſton near adjoining. 3. Shelſwell nigh to Newton-Purcell, 
4. Bainton within the precincts of Sztoke-lzne. 5. Saxenton in the pariln 
of Bucknell, where the foundations oft building do moreeſpecially ap- 
pear in aground call dthe Bat-yaras, 

Camden thinks it was in this year 914. That the Danes broke with 
fury into the foreſt of Bernwood, and that then perhaps was rum'd the 
Ct 4 Burgh an ancient place, as Roman mony there And does witneſs, 
whic was afterward a Royal village of Edward the Confeſſor, tho 1t be now 
a ſmall Country Town, and mſtead of Buri-hill zs by contrattion call d 
Brill *. This etymology of the place 1s indeed more natural, than 
what another writer would force upon it, as 1f Bri wasa corruption 
of Burr-hill;from the burrs there growing *. But I rather think the true 
denomination of this place, formerly call'd Brubeham, Bruhel, Brehull, 
was from Bruel a thorny place, from Bruer athorn, whence a thicket 
or buſhy place was call d Bruere as the Abby of Bruer, Avbatia de 
Brueria 1n the foreſt of Whichwood: and a wood in our old latin was 
call d Brwllus, as in a Charter of Henry the third to the Church of 
Chicheſter, the King grants Bru:llos noſtros Ciceſtre, viz, bruillum quz vo- 
catur bruillus regzs, & bruallum que vocatur denemarſh ', From which rea- 
ſon this Town ſo ſituate in the foreſt of Bernwood, might be properly 
call d Bruzll, and at laſt Brill, Mr. Camden ſeems not only miſtaken 
in the derivation of this place, but in his hiſtorical remark upon it, 
there being no authority or tradition that this place was ever called 
Burgus, or ever ſackt by the Danes. And therefore Speed conjeCtures 
that this demolition by the Danes is to be meant of Tame in this 
County *. But this opinion ſtands on. no better grounds: and I 
ſhould ſooner think the Burexs or Burg they report now to be de- 
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ſtroy'd, was far remote from the foreſt of Bernweod, and conld be 
no other than the old Medeſhamſted, call'd Burgh and Burgrs, now 
Peterborouzh, onceat leaſt deſtroy d by theſe Pagans *. 

In the next year after the defolation of this County by the Danes, 
An. gi *, org18 *, King Edward raisd a great army in thele parts, 
and before the feaſt of St. Martin marcht to Buckingham, where he 
lay one month, and caus'd two Forts to be built and gariſon'd on 
each fide the Oruſe: and then advancing toward the Danes, he ſtruck 
ſuch a terrour into them, that Turketz{ their General, with the ga- 
riſons of Bedford and Northampton, were glad to make their ſubmiſ- 
fion and their peace 3. In the year following, the Danes falling back 
to their violation of all truces, and their conſtant trade of plunder, 
King Edward with a new army from theſe parts, marcht to Beaford, 
befieg' d and took it * After which he built the Town of Toceſter 
for a barrier to hinder the Danes incurſion into this Country: who 
were 1o ſenſible of this reſtraint to be put upon them, that they 
came out in a great body from Northampton, and beſieg d the new 
Town of Tixeſter) but the gariſon recruited by the neighbouring 
Inhabitants, made a ſtout defence, and by frequent ſallies drove a- 
way the Pagan army ; who upon this repulſe broke into the adjoin- 
ing parts of the County of Bucks, plunder'd the villages, drove away 
the cattle, and kill d many of the Inhabitants between the Town of 
Eilesberze now Ailsbury, and the foreſt of Bernwood 5. But they were 
ſoon purſued and drove to their winter quarters by King Edward, 
who lay with his army at Paſſenham or Pasſham in Northamptonſhzre, 
while the new Town of Toceſter was better ſecurd by a ſftone-wall: 
and within the compaſs of the ſame year, the Danes were ſo weak- 
ned and difperſt, that they choſe to promile allegiance, and live in 
lubjeQtion to King Edward 5: who thereby ſettled the peace of theſe 
parts till his own death at Faringdon on the edge of this County, and 
the death of Aifiveard his ſon at Oxford immediately after, Ar. 
924 7,Or 925 * 

Upon the death of Edward, Athelſtan his eldeſt fon ſucceeded, and 
during his whole reign guarded theſe parts from all difturbance by 
the Danes; who in January 938. held a council at Dorcheſter in this 
County, mm cwitate celeberrima que Dornaceſtre appellatur, and there 
gave a Charter ſub{cribd by four tributary Kings, two Arch-biſhops, 
and fourteen Biſhops,to the Covent of Malmslury,granting to them ten 


Caſlates of land in Wietwn, five in Ewulm, &c. (perhaps IYood-eaton and 
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Ewelm in this County *.) He died Ar. 940 *, or 941 3. buricd at 
Malmsbury, to whom ſucceeded his brother Edmund ; in the firſt year 
of his reign the Danes preſuming on the weakneſs of a new Prince, 
made an excurſion into thoſe parts of Buckmghamſhire, which bor- 
der on the North-caſt parts of this County, and finding all places 
{ſarpriz d and unprovided, they committed great outrages upon Men 
and cattle between A/sbury (which Leland conjeftur d might be the 
Eadsbiris built by Elfleds Princeſs of the Mercians *) and the foreſt of 
Bernwood, But King Edward ſoon frighted them to their places 
of retreat, and purfuing them Northward, took from them their 
gariſons of Stanford, Lincoln, Nottingham, &c *. and ſo reſetled the 
peace and ſecurity of thefe parts; being further employ d in redu- 
Rion of the Danes in the North till his death, Ar. 946 5. To him 
ſucceeded his brother Edred, who kept the whole ſcene of action on 
the other ſide the Humber, and having accepted the ſubmiſſion of 
Wulftan Arch-biſhop of York, tranſlated thither from the See of Dor- 
chefter, and finding him afterwards falſe to him, he brought him as 
way a priſoner into thefe parts An. 952. and in the year gy3 7. or 
954 *. reſtor'd his Epiſcopal dignity to him at the Town of Dorche- 
fter in this County : and died gy 9. in which year his uncle Eaw 
was crown d in Azg(ton; bat in the next year 956, Edgar was ak 
King in Mercia, and upon the death of Edwy 957. had the domi- 
nion of all England '*. His peaceful reign left nothing of remark 
in theſe parts, but only that Eſcum Biſhop of Dorcheſter ſub{cribd a 
Charter to the Church of Malmsbury An. 962 "'. or 964 **. and 7. 
970. Osketyl Arch-bifhop of York, who like his predeceſſor WWuiſtan 
had been tranſlated from this See of Dorcheſter, refided now at Tame 
im this County, and dying there on All-Samts day was buried at 
Bedford by his Coufin Turketi! Abbot of that place '*. King Eapar 
made his kinſman Effere Governour of this Province of Merc:a, who 
by his facrileges and irreligious humour, brought a great calamity 
on theſe parts '-, 
King Zagar died Ar. 975. leaving Edward his ſon to ſucceed him, 
in the third year of his reign A. 977. a great Synod or Council 
was held at Azrtlmgton in this County, which had been a place of 
great eminence and antiquity, a Frontier Town between the King- 
doms of Mercia and the I:{?-Saxons, and of great reſort from the 
F 2 Port 
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Port way that led thro it, and had a very antient Church dedicated 
to St. Mary ', There has been much doubt and controveriie about 
the name and fituation of this place of Council. In the Saxon Chro- 
nicle it is call'd Kynclingeune which the expert Editor grants to be a 
miſtake for kypehngrune * , as Spelman does record it 3, Florence of 
IWVorceſter calls it Kzrtlinege, and ſays by miſtaken conjecture that 1t was 
in the Eaſt part of England ©. From him FHoveden places 1t in Eaſt- 
England, but further corrupts the word into Azrding 5, which Brom- 


þton with as little care and truth writes Kerlang *. Sir Henry Spelman * 


ſubmitting to the authority of For. Wig. and Hoved. grants the place 
to have been among the Eaſt-Angles, yet can find no village in 
thoſe parts of that name, tall at lait he remembers in an old cata- 
logne of the villages of Cambriageſhzre, there did occurr one by the 
name of K{zrtlmg, which he takes to be the ſame that is now call d 
Katlage, then the ſeat of Baron North, All which is a forct and um- 
probable gueſs. And therefore one that has done ſervice in theſe 
matters, does reſtore the juſt honour to Kzrtlengton 1n this County 7, 
whuch opinion, beſides the propriety of name, he confirms by the 
burial of S:demanne Biſhop of Cridzton in Devanſhire, at Abendon in 
Com. Berks. : which could not have been otherwiſe agreeable, it his 
death had hapned in any of the Eaſtern Counties. It 1s true that 
Biſhop $:demanne was buried in the Monaſtery of Abendon, and there- 
fore it 1s an unhappy miſtake in Sir Henry Spelman, in his Latin tranſ- 
lation of the Saxon, to inſert G:d:ton as his burial place, without au- 
thority of the original. He defir d indecd to be buried at his Epil- 
copal See, but becauſe that was too remote, he was, by order of 
King Edward and Arch-biſhop Dunſtan, carried io the next religious 
Place, which was Ab:ngdon on the edge of this County, and there 
interr d on the North-fide of the Porch-or Cloifter of St. Paul *, 
But beſides this 1dentity of name and ſepulture at Abendon, there 
be other reaſons that do abundantly evince this Synod to have been 
held in this place, 2x. The occafion of this Aſlembly was to redreſs 
grTIevances that arole in theſe parts, from the expulſion of Monks 
and the ſettlement of ſecular Clergy mn all the religious Cclls of 
Afercia, by Elfere governour of this Province *; ſo as the buſineſs of 
the Synod arifing in the'e parts, their convening muſt be here, and 
not among the Eaſt-Angics. 2. The perſon who molt concera'd him- 
{elf m procuring this Synod, and ſoliciting the cauſe of the Monks, 
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(next to the) zealons Arch-biſhop Dunſtan) was Athehvald Biſhop of, 
IWincheſter, who had firſt been Abbot of Avendon, and after his pre- 
ferment to that Sec had conſecrated them a new Church of St. Ma- 
ries in Abendon, and had perluaded King Eazer to expel the ſecular 
Prieſts, and introduce Monks to that Abby '; which Monks E/fere 
had again diſturbd, ſo that one of the prime agents m this Synod, 
bearing {o near a relation to Abmedon, and the intereſt of that Abby 
being one of, the chict affairs then depending, it mult needs follow, 
that the Synod ſhould be conven'd in ſome place convenient for ſuch 
a ſcene of affairs, which could never be in any of the Eaſtern parts 
of England, but might well be appointed within twelve miles of 
Abendom. 3. 1n thole little remains we have of the reſult of this Sy- 
nod, we find but one act, which 1s, that King Edgar and the Biſhops 
did there ordain, that the country people might go in pilgrimage 
to the Church of St. Maris in Abendon *, which had been abſurd if 
not done among the inhabitants of theſe parts. The two following 
Synods held near the ſame time upon the like occaſion at Calne and 
Ambresbury in Wiltſhire, prove the former to have been toward 
the ſame part of the Kingdom *. In ſhort, from the continual 
preſerv d name, from the commodious ſituation, from all circumſtances 
thereto agreeing, I think it moſt certain that this m:c'e gemor, 
this great Synod, was held at Azrt{imgton within three miles of 
Burceſter. 

In the year 878. King Edward was murder'd ac Corf in Dorſetſhire, 
and buried at Warham, from whence his body wzs taken by our Elfere 
Earl of Aferc:a, and buricd at Shaftsbury 3; which Earl died in the 
year 983. when his ſon Elfric ſucceeded to the government of theſe 
parts: who within two years 985 +. was baniſht the Kingdom by 
King £Ethelred, but was ſoon recall d, and in the year 991. was one 
of the chick inſtruments to promote a diſhonourable Peace with the 
Danes, and to begin that yearly penſion which was afterward fo 
great a burden and ſcandal to this Nation 7. And the next vear be- 
ing made one of the Admirals at Sea, he declin'd to fight, and be- 
tray'd our N: ivy to the Danes 5: for which baſeneſs in the year fol- 


lowing 993. the Ki NZ Put OUL the cycs of his fon Elfgar *. An. 993. or 
995. Eſerin Biſhop © f Dore beſter gave to the Church of Canterbury and 
Elfric graves mee hc Mannor of Risbergh *, (not Azsverze as taliely 
printed in 2nother Auchor -) now Monks- -Ricborourh in Com. Fuck.

terbury, tree from all ſecular ſervice except the threetold necetfity *, 
Ah. 1002, the King commanded all the Danes to be murder'd on the 
Feaſt of St. Brice, which orders were executed with greatelt violence 
in this County, and eſpecially at Oxford, where the Churches were 
10 protection from a general maſſacre *. An. 1003. the King raisd a 
oreat army in Wiltſhire and Hampſhire againit the Danes, and made 
flfric Earl of Mercia General oi them, who at the tune of battle 
feion'd himfelf fick, and betray'd all to the Danes 3: for which King 
Ethelred deprivd him of his honour, and. gave this Province to a 
more os Governour, Earic ſurnamed Streone +. 

An. 1005. Ailmer Earl of Cornwall who had before founded the 
Abby of Cerne m Dorſetſhire, gave thirty fix manhions in other places 
in exchange with Ethelward his ſon m law, for thirty manſions at 
Eynjbam in this County, #m loco celebri juxta fluvmm qu vocatur 'Temis, 

nod apud mcolas regions allius Egneſham vocatur. Upon which he 
tounded an Abby of the Benedictine order, and among other endow- 
ments, gave to it ten manſions of common field in Erdmtiune, which 
he exchang'd with his kinſman Goawyn tor five manſions at Stodelege, 
and ten manſions at Ceſtertune , now Stoaley and Cheſterton in this 
County 7, and was buricd in this Monaſtery *. 

An. 1006. About Chriſtmas the Danes from Hampſhire fell into 
Berkſhire, plunder d Readng ', and utterly deſtroy d Wallingford *. An. 
1008. died Affelm Biſhop of Dorcheſter, who had ſucceeded Eſcwzn ; 
and Ednoth Abbot of Ramſey was now elected to that See ?. 

An. 1009, The incented Danes marcht thro the Chiltern Country, 
and broke into the Eaſt parts of this County ”*, paſtng on to Ox- 
ford, and firing that City ''. About this tune King Ethelred by the 
advice of Aiphege Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, and Wulſtan Arch-bithop 
of York, held a general Council at Anham, wherem many decrees 
were eftabliſh't tor the policy of Church and State '**. This place of 
Council I take to be Anſbam m this Connty, for theſe reaſons. 
1. This AFeneſham had been a Britiſh City *3, and was juft before call'd 
Locus celebris '*, and was now made more eminent by the acceflion of 
a new religious houſe. 2. King Ethelred kept the greatcit part of his 
refidence in this County, chietly at Hedmgton near Oxfard: 7, and at 


up,

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Iſlip; and therefore may be juſtly ſupposd to have ſome time re- 
mov'd his Court at Eznzſhem, and there at one of the three ſolemn 
times, to haye cnter'd into Council with his Nobility and Clergy. 
3. Another Council was nigh the ſame time held by King Ethelred 
at Wudeſtoc in Mercia ', now IWVooaſtock 1n this County, which may 
argue the ocher to have been in ſome place adjoining. 4. This Coun- 
cil began with ſo many -orders and conſtitutions tor the diſcipline 
of Monaſteries, that from thence it ſeems to have been held in a 
place of religion, and the more likely at Epneſham, becauſe this 
Abby being lately founded, and committed by the Founder to the 
Patronage of King Etheldred *; theie laws of Monaſtic government 
ſeem to bear a peculiar relation to this. place. 5. The Feaſt of St. 
Mary was now enjoyn'd to be ſolemnly obſery'd above all other 
Feſtivals, which perhaps might be on the occaſion of their aſſem- 
bling in or near this Abby dedicated to the Virgin Mary. 

Upon the mention of Hedd:ngton, 1 ought to receite what a wor- 
thy perſon has lately obſery'd of it. From Kzng Edward the Confeſſors 
being born at 1{lip, 'tzs eaſie to colleft, that his father King Ethelred muſt 
neceſſarily have had a Royal ſeat there, as in all probability at Heddington 
near Oxtord ; for tho tradition now goes, that it was but the nurſery of 
the Kings children, whereof there remains yet upon the place ſome figs of 
foundations in a field near the Town, called Court Cloſe; yet it us plam, 
that King Etheldred d:d ſometimes at leaſt refide there himſelf, for he con- 
cludes a Charter, or ſome ſuch like inſtrument, wherem he grants priviledges 
to the Monaſtery of St. Frideſwide here 1m Oxon. of his own reſtoration 
m Engliſh thus, [©1518 priviledge was idith in Yeddington] 
and after in Latin, ſcripta fuit hee Cedula juſſu prefat: Regis in willa re- 
$14 quE ......, appellatur, &c *. To which I need only add, that this 
grant was made to the Covent of St. Fridefrriae (which the King calls 
myn owne mynſter in Oxenford) before the year 1005. while Alfric was 
Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, and Alfric Earl of Mercia, who are wit- 
neiles to this donation: and at the ſame time the King granted to 


_ the ſaid Monaſtery, ſome poſſeſſions within that Royal village, nos 


[of Þeddington, end of alle the tonde that thereto be-.. .. . 
anv In (elde and a'l other thing and rpthe that... .] within 
which conceſſion was the free Chappel of Hedaington, exempt from 
all cuſtoms due to the Biſhop and Archdeacon, which Maud the 

Empreſs afterward confirm'd to that Church of St. Frideſwyde +, 
An, 1010. The Danes came again into this County, and after 
great

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great deſtruction in theſe North caſt parts, wirch't from hence to 
Buckingham and Bedford, and 'Temsford . An. 1011, Among the 
- Counties that upon conqueſt and compoſition, paid a conltant tri- 
bute to the tyrannic Danes, this of Oxford is recounted *. An. 1012, 
Aiphege Arch-bithop of Canteroury having been taken away captive by 
the Danes, was martyr d by them on Sunday the 1 3th. of the Ka- 
lends of May, and his body ſoon after interrd in the Church ot St. 
Pauls London, by the pious care of Eadnoth Biſhop of Dorcheſter +, 
An. 1013. Swane King of Denmark march't with his army from Gazmſ- 
borough in Lincolnſhire into theſe parts of Mercza, and on this fide of 
Ilathng-ſtreet he gave command to his Souldicrs to plunder the 
Country, to burn the villages, to detace the Churches, to murder 
the Men, and to raviſh the Women +* : in which impious and fan- 
guinary method he went on to Oxford, and ftrighted the City into 
jurrendry, taking pledges of them: and within the ſame year be- 
ing repulſed from London, he came back to Walingford, and march't 
thence to Bath, with the like military execution, returning this 
way into the North, and ſtriking ſuch a terror into King £zhelred, that 
he firſt ſent away his Queen and children into Normandy, and re- 
tir'd thither himicif after Chriſtmas, leaving Swane in tull poſicttion 
of this Kingdom : who dy'd at Candiemas, An. 1014. and lett his fon 
Cute elected by the Danes; but the Saxons recall d their old maſter 
King Ethelred, who, 4. ro15. invited the Danes to a conference at 
Oxford, where Edric Earl of Mercia causd two of their Noblemen 
Sgeferd and Morcar to be treacherouſly murder d , whoſe death 
when the Danes endeavour'd to revenge, they were overpower d, and 
ſome of them having taken ſanctuary in the tower of St. Frideſwyde 
Church were there burnt: of which barbarous breach of faith, a tull 
relation was once preſerv'd in the Regiſter of that Monaſtery 7. 
An. 1016, Edric Earl of Mera perfidioully went over to Gzute with 
torty ſhips, and joyning with him at the beginning of Fanuary march't 
aong with the Daniſh torces, crofling the river at Creek/ade, dettroy- 
ing many Towns in Warwickſhire; and pafling thro theſe parts ad- 
vanc t to Buckinghamſhire with infinite fury and ſpoil 5. King Ethel- 
ared died at London, on St. George's day, and his ſon Edmund Iron- 
fide ſucceeded, who in this firit year of his reign, after ſeveral 
engagements with the Danes, purſued them into Mercia, and fol- 
lowed them into Eſſex, where at Aſandunc was a battle fatal to the 
L£ngliſh, where Eadnoth Biſhop of Dorcheſter, while he was ſinging 
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Maſs had firſt his right hand cut off for the ſake of his paſtoral 
Ring, and was then kill'd in the field ', whoſe body the Monks of 
Ramſey fetch'd off, and would have convey d to their Monaſtery ; 
but on the road, the Monks of Ely robd them of the Corps *. At- 
ter his death Ethric Monk of Ramſey was eleEted to the See of Dor- 
cheſter 3, About the Feaſt of St. Andrew King Edmund died +, or was 
murder d at London *, or as ſome Hiſtorians, at Oxford 5. 

An. 1018. Gwte having abſolute poſleflion of this Kingdom, ſome 
diſputes aroſe between the Eng/zh and Danes upon the obſcryation 
of King Ezar's laws: to end this controverſie, King Cwteaflembled 
a Council at Oxford, where an agreement was made ”, The next 
great Council of King Cute was at Grenceſter on the edge of this 
County, 4. 1020 *. and another at Oxford An. 1022, when the laws 
of King Edward the firſt were tranſlated into Latm, and enjoind to 
all ſubje&s Danes and Eng/zſh *, After which nothing of moment 
hapned in theſe parts, till the death of Ethric Biſhop of Dorcheſter **. 
buried in the Monaſtery of Ramſey, An. 1034 **, who had a great 
intereſt in King Gwte, and was often admitted to his private Coun- 
cils, upon the experience of his being a juſt, prudent, and a&ive 
Prelate **. To him ſucceeded Aanoth juntor, elefted from the ſaid 
Abby of Ramſey, which had now given three Biſhops to this See 
of Dorcheſter '3, 

On the death of King CGrwte, An. 1036. a great Council was con- 
vend at Oxford, to ſerele the diſputes of ſucceffion, where by the 
intereſt of Leofric Earl of Merc:a, and other of the Nobility on this 
North fide of the Thames, Harold Harefoot was advanc't to the 
Crown '+, who Ar. 1039. died at Oxford *7. and was buried at VW-ſt- 
mnſter : having done great-injuries to Learning and Religion in 
theſe parts *5, To him ſucceeded Hard:-Crwte, who dying at Lam- 
beth, An. 1041. made way for reſtoration of the Szxon line, in the 
perſon of Edward ſon of Ethelſtan and Emma. 


CHAP. IX. 
SAXONS RESTORED. 


"He birth of Edward the Confeſſor gave him a relation to theſe 
parts, of which the lateft Hiſtory is thus given. The Town 
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of ſlip, Saxon F51xheylepe or Gihrrlepe, muſt needs be of good repute m 
theſe days, for Camden ſays expreſly, and jo do ſeveral other Authors, 
that King Edward the Confeſſor w.s born there, which they prove from has 
original Charter of reſtoration of the Abby of Weltminſter, where he goes 
to this his new Church the Town of 1{lip, with the additional clauſe of | the 
place where he was born] which, though 'tis true, 1 could not find m Mr, 
Duggdale, yet here remaining ſome footſteps of the ancient Palace, and a 
Chappel now put to profane uſe, called the Kings Chappel, and the Town 
ſtill belonging to the Church of Weſtminſter, there us no great doubt to be 
made of the thing, tradition it ſelf being not like to be erroneous im a matter 
of this nature, tho there were no ſuch Charter to prove the thing alledg d, 
which yet we have reaſon to believe there 1s or was, tho not produced by Mr, 
Dugdale '. To this account may be added, that a great part of the 
original Saxon Charter, tho not diſcovered by Mr. Dugaale, nor 
known to any later writer, is yet preſery'd, and for the curioſity of 
it deſerves to be here recorded, |

And I tell you that T have 
gruven to Chrift and St. Peter imto Welt- 
minſter that ſmall village wherem 7 
was born, by name Githilepe, and one 
hyde at Merlce ; ſcot-free and rent-free, 
with all the things which belong there- 
unto, in wood and field, in meadows and 
waters, with Church, and with the 1m- 
munities of the Church, as fully and as 
largely, and as free, as it jlood in mine 
own hand';, and alſo as my mother Inme, 
upon my right of primogeniture, for my 
maintenance, gave it me entire, and be- 
queath'd it to the family, 


' Befides this Charter, there is another ſtanding memorial of the 
birth of King Edward at I/tip, the reliques of the Font wherein he 
was baptized, lately remoy d from the ruines of a Royal Chappel in 
that Town ; of which this account is given by an eye Pane of 1t. 
In the —_— above mentioned, not many years ſimce, there ſtood (ns was

the very Font, wherein that religious 
recery d the Sacrament of Baptiſm : 


which, together with the Chappel in theſe latter days being, put to ſome inde- 


cnt 
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cent at wo if not profane uſe, was carefully and pioufly reſcued from tit, 
by ſome of the right wor ſhipful Family of the Browns of Nether-Kidding- 
ton, where it now remains in the garden of that worthy Gentleman Sir 
Henry Brown Baronet, ſet handſomely on a pedeſtall, as exattly repre- 
ſented Tab. 16. Fig. 6. and adorn d with a poem rather pious than learned, 
which yet I think 1 had put down, but that it us 1mperfeft *. This Font 
of ſtone ſeems a much nobler relique of Religion, than that other of 
ſolid brafs for the uſe of baptizing the Royal Family in Scotland, 
brought away among other ſpoils of war by Sir Rzchard Lee, and 
plac'd in the Church of St. Albans, A. D. 1543 *. To this gift of 1p 
and of lands in Mer/ſh to the Church of Weſtminſtor, King Edward 
in the twenty fifth and laſt year of his reign, 4. D. 1066. rccites a 
precedent donation of the Mannor of Langtun now Lanton adjoining 
to Ambroſden, which continues to that Church, and is at preſent held 
in leaſe by Wilkam Oakely Eſq;, Ad uſus fratrum 161 deo ſervientium 
ae meo jure quod mihi ſolt competebat abſque ullius reclamatione vel contra- 
diftione iſta, _ Langtun, cum omnibus ad ſe pertinentibus. Gibt- 
ſlepe cum omnibus ad fe pertinentibus, &c 3, This place of the donor's 
nativity 1s called Hte/leape +, in the Pipe Rolls of the thirteenth of 
_ the ſecond, le/lepe in a Charter of the ſame King Henry the ſe- 
cond *, {zhreflep in a preſentation of the Abby of Weſtminſter, in the 
ſixth of Henry the third 5. The initial Saxor I being caſt away in 
this and other names of places, as Gzpeſwic now Ipſwich, and Gifteley * 
now Tfley near Oxford, The ſame King Edward granted two manſes 
and a half in Waeton, (Wood-eaton adjoining to 1/{p) to Thola widow 
- Fe to whom King Crwte had given ſeyenteen manſes at Abbo- 
S0ury 7, 

| This pious King bore a more eſpecial relation to theſe parts, by 
his frequent reſidence at Brill in Com, Buck, where he had a Royal 
Palace *, to which he retir'd for the pleaſures of hunting in his fo- 
reſt of Bernwood. It is to this Prince, and to his diverſion at this ſeat, 
that we muſt aſcribe the traditional ftory of the family of Nigel, and 
the Mannor of Borſtall on the edge of the ſaid Foreſt. Moſt part of 
the tradition is confirm'd by good authority, and runs to this effect. 
The Foreft of Bernwood was much infeſted by a wild Boar, which 
was at laft ſlain by one Nigel a Huntſman, who preſented the Boar's 
head to the King, and for a reward the King gave to him one hyde 
of arable land call'd Derehyde, and a wood call'd Hulewode, with the

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| cuſtody of the foreſt of Bernwoed, to hold to him and his heirs from 
the King, per unum cornu quod eft charta predifte Foreſte, and by the 
ſervice of paying ten ſhillings yearly for the ſaid land, and fourty 
ſhillings yearly for all profits of the Foreſt, excepting the indiCt- 
ments of herbage and hunting, which were reſery d to the King '. 
Upon this ground the faid Nzgel built a lodge or manſion houſe call d 
Boreſtalle, in memory of the tlain Boar. For proof of this, in the 
Chartulary of Borſtall, (which is a tranſcript of all evidences in the 
reign of Henry the ſixth, relating to the eſtate of Rede Eſq; then 
owner of Borſall, a large Folio in Vellam) there isa rude delineation 
of the fite of Borſtall Houſe and Mannor, and under it is the ſcul- 
pture of a Man, preſenting on his knees to the King the head of a 
Boar on the top of a ſword, and the King returning to him a coat 
of arms, bearing Argent, a feſſe gules, two Creſcents, a horn verd: which 
diſtintion of arms, tho 1t could not agree with the time of Nagel, 
yet it is molt likely he did receive from the King a horn, as a token 
and Charter of his office of Foreſter, and his ſucceſſors by the name 
of Fitz-Nigel did bear thoſe arms. The ſame ynor of a Boars head 
[09 paces to the King was caryd on the head of an old bed-ſted, 

tely remaining 1n that ſtrong and ancient houſe: and the ſaid arms 
of Fitz-Nigel are now {cen in the windows, and in other parts: and 
what 1s of greateſt authority, the original horn, tipt at each end 
with Silver gilt, fitted with wreaths of leather to hang about the 
neck, with an old braſs ring that bears the rude impreſs of a horn, 
a plate of braſs with the ſculpture of a horn, and ſeyeral leſs plates 
of braſs with Flower-de-luces, which were the arms of Lzſures, who 
intruded into this eſtate and office ſoon after the reign of Will:am the 
Conqueror, has been all along preſery'd under the name of Nzgels horn 
by the Lords of Borſtall, and is now in the cuſtody of Sir Joln Aubrey 
Baronet, who has been pleas'd with great courtefie to communicate 
the notice of theſe things. 

The village of Bri# was the Kings demeſne, and now or ſoon af- 
ter 1t was let out in Soccage, for the reſerved rent of one hundred 
Capons yearly for the Kings table. Among thoſe Mannors which 
the Kings held in demeſne, they had Manſions or Palaces in the 
largeſt and beſt ſcituate of them, where they often refided, having 
conſtant proviſions brought in by their feudatory Tenants; by fuch 
change of ſtations they made a ſort of conitant progreſs thro their 
whole Kingdom, kept up the better acquaintance with their people, 
and proyided for the more eafie adminiſtration of juſtice, which _ 

attende 
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attended the Kings Court and Perſon. Theſe places which had Royal 
ſeats had the honour to be calld Yille Regze, which title was given 
to Brill *; and while King Edward the Contefſor did here divert 
himſelf, there hapned an accident, which was turnd into one of the 
miracles of that religious Prince. The ftory 1s diſtinaly told by 
Will. Malmſ. One Wulwin ſurnam  Spillicora, (it ſhould be de Spili- 
cote) ſon of Wulmar de Nutegarſhale, (it ſhould be Lutegarſbale now 
Ludgerſhall) cutting down fuell in the wood Bruelle (now Brill) after hard 
labourmg fell into a ſleep, and by a ſettlement of blood in his eyes loſt his 
ſuht for ſeventeen years, and then upon the ſtrength of a dream he went 
round to eighty ſeven Churches to beg relezf from the reſpettrve Saints, and 
at laſt came blind to the Kings Court at Windſor, and was curd by a 
touch of the Kings hand; after which he was keeper of the Kings Palace at 
Windſor for ſeveral years after the death of his Royal healer *. Allred 
Abbot of - __ this among the other miracles of Edward 
the Confeſlor, and varies but little in che circumſtances of it; he re- 
preſents the occaſion to have been a Royal Palace then built at 
Bruheham, (by which name Brill is ſometime call d) and many country 
labourers being ſent out by the chief workmen to fell timber in the 
adjoining woods, lying down to fleep in the heat of the day, one of 
them call'd Wulfwin roſe up blind, and being long after cur'd by the 
_ - King Edward was made keeper of his Palace nigh St. Peters 

urch 3, 

An. 1046 +, (not 1040. as miſtaken in a late writer *) Emma the 
Kings mother had been ſuſpe&ted of .adultery-with Alwim Biſhop of 
Wincheſter, of which falſly imputed crime the Queen purg'd her 
ſelf by the trial of Fire Ordeal, walking barc-foot over nine hot 
plough ſhares without hurt: which miraculous proof of innocence 
was to be aſcribd to the afliftance of St. Swithin, Patron of the 
Church of Wincheſter, and therefore in a gratetul acknowledge- 
ment the Queen and Biſhop gave each nine Mannors to the ſaid 
Church, when among thoſe given by the Biſhop was Witeney, now 
Whitny or Witney in Ss County 6. 

About the ſame time the See of G:diton was remov'd to the City 
of Exeter, and given to Leofric the Kings Chaplain, to whom the 
King pave the Monaſtery ot St. Mary and St. Peter in that City, to 
which he recover d many of the loſt poſſeflions, and for an aug- 
mentation of lands to the maintenance of thoſe Monks who {houid 
pray for the ſouls of his Lord the King and humlelt, he _= =

In the ſame year 1046 *. tho one hiſtorian makes 1t 1049 3, and 
another 1050 +. died Eadnoth Biſhop of Dorcheſter, who had founded 
the Church of St. Marzes at Stow in Lzncolnjhrre 5, as a Cell to the 
Abby of Eynſham in this County : and was ſucceeded by V/f a Chap- 
lain to the King, by birth a Norman ; who in the year 1047. going 
to a Council held by the Pope at Yerce:! in the Dutchy of Man, 
for his ignorance in diſcharge of his office, ſhould have had his 
Epiſcopal ſtaff there broken, it he had not purchaſed his pardon 
with a very great ſum of money *. After his return he became od1- 
ous as a foreigner and an evil Counſellor of the King, and under 
that character was baniſht with Robert Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, 
IVilkam Biſhop of London, and other Normans A. 1052 7. but was 
afterwards recall'd, and in the year 1067. died at Wincheſter, and was 
buried at Dorcheſter *, | 

In this reign of the Confeſſor, the Mannors of Burceſter, Ambroſden, 
Stratton, Weſton, and many adjoining villages were a part of the large 
eſtate of Wiged de Walengford a noble Thain, who kept his refidence 
at the Town from whence he had his title, where at this time were 
276. houſes, of which a Mint-maſter had one free from all geld 
while he coin'd money ; but at the general ſurvey in the next reign, 
thirteen of theſe houſes were diminiſht, and eight had been demo- 
liſht to make a Caſtle 9. This Wigod de Walengford gave to the 
Church Convyentual of Ezneſham in this County, two hides of land 
in Fulbroc '*, now Fulbrook, nigh to Teynton, which Edward the Con- 
feſſor gave to Deorherſt Com, Gloc. a Cell to the Abby of St. Dennys

w 1066. on the day before Epiphany King Edward died at Wl” 
minſter, ſucceeded by King Harold, who dying in the field on Ofob. 
14, ſurrendred life and Crown to the victorious William Duke of

ſter, "Ambroſaden, Bucknel, Stratton, Weſton, Blecheſdon, &c. 2. Roger de 
Toerti to whom for his triendſhip and ſworn fraternity, the ſaid Rg- 
bert de Oily gave one of the ſaid honors, of which the head or ca- 
pital ſeat was Beckley, — Ambroſden, Mixbury, Northbrook, &c, 
3. 0do Biſhop of Bateux and Earl of Kent, to whom his Royal bro- 
ther gave Somerton, Fritwell, Fringford, &c. 4. Jeffery de Magneville who 
had the Mannor of Wendlebury, 5. Fudith Neece to the Conqueror, 
who had Merton and Pidington, 6. Milo Criſpin, who had Cheſterton, 
Gadington, &c, 7. Wilkam Earl of Warren, who had Azrthngton and 
Meadlington. 8. Walter Giffard, to whom with the Earldom of _ 
were given Oakley and many adjoining pariſhes in Com. Buck, wit 
Caverſham, Craumerſh, Stoke, Bix, &c. in this County. Thoſe other 
Normans who now entred the Kingdom, and 1n after reigns came to 
poſſeſſions in this part of the County were, 1.

Atter the decifive battle near Haſtings, the Conqueror carried his 
forces: into Kent, and marching back trom thence, palt by London 
poſleſt by the party of Edear Atheling, and came to Walzingford, where 
the Lord of that Town Wiged de Walengeford went out to meet him 2, 
delivered the Town to lim, and entertain'd him there, till. Arch- 
biſhop Stzzand and many of the grandees of - Eagars faction, came 
and offered their {ubmiflion '. For which ſervice and merit of the 
Lord of that place, the victorious Prince, in policy to ingratiate 
with the Saxons, and to reward his Normans, gave Ala:th only daugh- 
ter of the ſaid Weed in marriage to Rgbert der, 0:ly, who, after her 
Fathers death, which hapned nigh the ſame time, in right of her

Soon after his Coronation, the King defign'd a journey to the 


North for the quiet of thoſe parts, and in his way thither came to ' 


Oxford, which City refus'd to yeild to him, and a Souldier from the 
wall gave him a moſt contemptible affront 3 : upon which provo- 
cation the King ſtorm'd it on the North-fide, and gaining an eaſie 
entrance, he gave the greateſt part of it to Robert de Oily, who at the 
ſurvey had within the walls and without, fourty two houſes inha- 
| bited, and eight lying waſte * About which time the King fearing 
that hisnew ſubje&ts might turn WWalngford, as they had Oxford, into 
a gariſon agpick him, he commanded the Lord of it Robert de Oly 
to fortifie 1t with a new Caſtle, for prevention of that danger : in 
which Caſtle Aldred Abbot of Abbendon was impriſoned in the

In the late expedition, Robert de O:ly brought over with him Roger 
ae Tvery, a fellow adventurer and ſworn Brother, for they had mu- 
tually engage d by oath to be ſharers of the ſame fortune. 'This was 
a ſociable praQtiſe of that age, for ſo Eudo and Pinco tho not allied, 
were upon that invaſion {worn Brothers in war, and co-partners in 
the reward of their ſervice 5. According to this compact, when the 
{aid Robert de Orly had two honors given to him, befide the eſtate 
which came by his wife, he freely gave one of thoſe honors (of 
which Beckley was the capital ſeat, and within which Ambroſden was 
included) to this Roger < Foery. The hiſtory of it 1s thus imperfectly 
delivered by Mr. John Leland. Kobertus de Dleio, that cam into 
England with UWlliam Conqueror, had gyven to him the ——_

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of Dxford and Saint Uſlaleries. — This Robert had one John de 
Eiverio, that was exceeding familiar with him, and had been in the 
warres as ſworen brother unto him, and had promiſed to be par- 
taker of Kobert's fortunes, whereupon he enriched him with po[- 
ſeſſions, and as ſum think gave him S. Waleries *. This gitt of 
the Barony, which was after call d S. Waleries, I wonder Mr. Leland 
ſhould expreſs as a doubtful thing, and ſeem to reſolve it into an un- 
certain tradition : when there were the plaineſt records to prove it, 
of which he could not well miſs, having ſo ample a committion to 
ſearch in all places for the books and writings of his ſcattering. age, 
It is more ſtrange he ſhould call him John ae Everio, when tor this 
he could have no authority, but his own conje&ure. Yet this error 


' ts continued without notice in the Monaſtzcon, and is again aſſerted 


by Mr. Dugdale *, Whereas we find in records no on- of that family 
named John; and it is certain, the {worn companion of Robert de -Ozly, 
was Roger de Toery. He is fo regiſtred in Doomſaay Inquihition, and 
Mr. Camden has rightly ſo call'd him 3. And what may put it beyond 
all diſpute, is this tranſcript from the old regiſter of Oſeney. Memo- 
randum quod Robertus de Oleio & Rogerus de Iverio, fratres jurats & 
per fidem & Sacramentum confederati venerunt ad conqueſtum Angliz cum 
rege Willielmo Baftard. ſte rex dedit ditto Roberto duas Barenias, qua 
modo vocantur Barona Doylivorum & S, Waleria +. This Reger was the 
{on of Waleran de Foery, who held one knights fee in the bailywick 
of Tenechebras in Normandy, by the ſervice of Cup-bearer to the Duke, 
and three other fees within the ſaid liberty, as alſo eight fees and a 
half of the Town and Caſtle of very 5, He enjoy the fame ho- 
nour of Cup-bearer to Will:am King of England, which his Father had 
done to him while Duke of Normandy: he married Adeline eldeft 
daughter of Hugh de Grentmaiſml and Adeliaze his wite : which Hugh 
coming in with the Conqueror, and fighting ftoutly in that memo- 
rable battle, was this year made an adminiftrator of juſtice thro the 
whole Kingdom, jointly with 04s Biſhop of Bazeux and Wilkam Fitz- 
Osbern: and nigh this ſame time was made Governour of Hant/hzre, 
and Sheriff of Leicefterfhrre *. This family de Foery was deſcended 
trom one Redulph halt brother to R:chard, the firſt Duke of Nor- 
mandy, who killing a monſtrous bear, when hunting with his bro- 
ther Duke, was by him for that ſervice rewarded with the Caſtle of 
foery on the River / Evre, and had from thence the title of Comes de

AMERE SDONE; andagain, Roger de Luri vel Lauri, and uxor 
Rogeri de Luri, And farther in the Counties of Gloceſter, Warwick: 
ſhire, Hunt, Northam. he tranſcribes it Lury, and hits right only in 
Bucks. where he truly calls him Reger de Toer: *.

The great Goſpatric being depriv'd of his Earldom of Northumber- 
land, it was now by the King beſtowed on Waltheof ſon of the fa- 
mous Earl S$ward, by Elfled his wife, daughter of Earl Alared ; and 
that he might be the more firmly won over to the Norman intereſt, 
the Conqueror gave him in marriage his Neece Fudith *, and with 
her the Mannors of P:dington within the yn of Ambroſden, and of 
Merton next adjoining, reſtoring at the ſame time his Father's Earl- 
doms of Huntendon and Northampton, This Fudith was the daughter 
of Lambert de Lenes by Maud Counteſs of Albemarle, who was the 
daughter of Halwyn de Comitis Villa by Arlota his wite, and thereby 
filter to Duke Wilkam by the Mother +. 

On Eaſter Munday the King at Wincheſter gave the Church of Deor- 
hurſt in Com. Gloc. as a Cell to the Abby of St. Dennys in France, 
and confirm'd the donation of Teynton in this County, given by his 
predeceſſor King Edward, to which Charter one of the witneſles 
was Rogerus de Jort 7.

The Kang being jealous of the fidelity of theſe parts, commanded 
Robert de Oily to build a Caftle on the welt-fide of the City of Oxford, 


as 
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as he had done at Walmgford *, The date of this aCtion is thusentred 
in the Oſeney Regiſter. An, ab Incarnat. Dom. mil. ſeptuageſ. prims 
edificatum eſt Caſtellum Oxon. temp. regis Willielmi preaitts a Roberto 
de Oily. 1te Robertus de Oleio dedzt fratr: ſuo Rogero preditto Baron, 
que modo vocatur $. Walerici, But obſerve, tho this gift of the Ba- 
rony be here mention'd jointly with the building of the Caſtle, yet 
it was not indeed given to Roger de very, till after the year 1074.

Robert de Oily having now finiſht his Caſtle in Oxford, built within 
the walls of it a Chappel dedicated to St. George, and eſtabliſht there 
a fraternity of ſecular Prieſts: whom he endow d with ſeveral rights 
and poſſeflions in theſe parts. He gave them the Churches of Cude- 
linton, Weſton, Ceſtreton, &c. with two parts of the tithe of his demeſne 
in Berenceſtre, Wrechwike, Blegheſdon, Weſton, Bukenhull, Ardulfley, North- 
broc juxta Somerton, &c. two parts of all the tithe of Beckele, the whole 
tithes of Aclee, Horton, and Mercote; half a hyde of land in Stodele be- 
longing to Beckele, and two hydes of land with wood and other a 
pertenances, in Ernicot now Arncot in the pariſh of Ambroſden, In the 
firſt Charter of R, de 0:ly, as now ſtents in the 0/eney Regilter, 
there is no mention of the particular places; but when they were 
all after converted and confirm'd to the Abby of 0ſeney, they are ex- 
preſt in ſeveral ſucceſſive Charters. It ſeems not ſo plain whether 
Robert de Oily had the whole eſtate entire, or whether he had divided 
it with his ſworn brother Roger de Jovery. This latter might be ſup- 
pos d from their being both reputed equal Founders and BenetaQtors 
in the Oſeney Regiſter. An. Dom. Mil. Septuageſ. quarto fundata eſt Ec- 
cleſia $. Georgi zn caſtello Oxon. a Roberto de Oleio promo & Rogero 
de Iveri tempore Reg. Willelmi Baſtard, quz in difta Eccleſia Canonicos 
ſeculares inſtatuerunt, & diverſos redditus de duabus Barons predittts eif- 
dem afſignarunt de Ecclefiis terris, &c 3, If this were true, then the two 
parts of the tithe of Bernceſter, Wrechwike, Blecheſaon, Weſton, Bukenhull, 
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&c. muſt be the gift of Robert de Oily : and the tithes of Beckele, Hor- 
ton, half hyde in Stodle, and two hydes in Erncote, muſt have been 
the donation of Roger de Jveri, becauſe within the limits of the Ba- 
rony given to him. - But it appears more likely, that Roger de Toerz 
was not yet inftated in his Barony, and therefore could not unme- 
diately grant, but only confirm the precedent gift of Rgbert de O:lf 
who. had firſt ſettled the pious uſes, and then gave him the Barony 
ſo chargd. This may be concluded from the firſt Charter of Roger 
de Toeri. Sciant prefentes & futuri quad ego Rogerus de Iyereio pro ſa- 
lute Domint Regs & totius regnt nec non pro falute Domini met Robert 
de Olleyo & Aldithe uxors ſur & meorum ſalute conceſſt & praſents carta 
mea confirmave Deo & Ecclefie S. Georgi que fita eft m caſtello Oxon 
emnes terras & tenements decimas reddrtus & poſſefſiones quas diftns Ro- 
bertus de Olleyo deazt, & conceſſet, & aſſenavt., This evidence does 
imply, that all was an antecedent donation of Robert de Oily, while 
both the Baronies remain & in his own hands, one of which when he 
ſoon after beftow'd on his devoted friend Roger de Toeri; the uſes be- 
fore aſlign'd were again tully confirm'd. It is no objetion, that 
Roger de Iver was call d a Founder and Endower of that Chappel, 
or that Feffery de Torr: does after call thele grants the gift and con- 
cellion'ot his Father Roger de Foeri, For it 1s evident to any that 
converſe with old Charters, that thoſe Barons and Knights who 
held the fee of eftates belonging to Monaſteries, were by- courtehe 
call d the Founders. of ſuch houſes, and the Donors of ſuch lands, 
becauſe Heirs and Lords of the Fee, and confirmers of what their 
predeceſlors gave. That the whole endowment of theſe fecular Ca- 
nons was the a&t of Robert de Orly, without the concurrence of the 
other, 1s farther evinc't from the titles of thoſe lands, as they ſtood 
regiſtred in the 0ſeney-book : where fome of them are ſaid to have 
been the gift of Robert de Oily, and the confirmation of Reger de 
foert; others are expreſt as the {ole grant of Deily. Abbas Olen. ha- 
bet 1n Ernicote de dono Roberti de Olleyo ; & confirmatione Regum An- 
gliz & Ejſcoporum & Capitul: Lincoln, duas hidas terre pertinentes ad Ec- 
cleſaam S.. Georgi ut patet in charta ejuſdem Roberti fuperms. Que Ee- 
clejia $. Georgi data furt Fratribus Olen. & habet undem v1fum Franct- 
pleg. & totum regale ſerviteum *.----= Abbas de Olſen. habet Ecclefam de 
Welton. de done Doylivorum cum confirmatione Epiſcoporum. & Capitul:

Waltheof Earl of Northumberland, Northampton and Huntington, Lord 
of the Mannors of P:d:ngton and Merton, was drawn into the plot of 
Ralph de Ware Earl of Norfolk ', and tho Arch-biſhop Lanfranc at- 
teſted his innocence; yet by the inftigation of his wite, who affected 
another marriage *, he was beheaded without the walls at Wincheſter, 
and his body after tranſlated to the Abby of Cropland, where agree- 
able to the faith of that age, mirackes were ſoberly reported of him 3, 
The execution of this Saxon Baron, 1s oblery'd as the firſt example 
of beheading m this Ifland. After his death the Earldoms of Nor- 
thampton Huntendan, remain d to: his Counteſs Dowager Fuatth, 
with the Mannors of P:d:ngton and Merton +.

At or before this time Hzgh de Grentemaiſm{ Father of Adeline 
wite of Roger de foer;, among other large poſlefſions given by him 
to his reſtor'd Monaſtery of St. Ebrulf in Normandy, granted the 
Church of Charlton upon Otmoore, with the tithes and five virgates of 
land, and one villam; as alfo:the Church of St. Laurence at Merſton, 
in Com. Northampt. with all the tithe and land belonging to the 
Church, &c. whach grants Filam the Conqueror confirm'd to thoſe 
Monks by a large Charter dated at Wancheſter, Ar. mLxxx%13 5, This 
Monaſtery of St. Ebrulf or St. Evuronl of the Benediitime order, was 
built by one Ebrulf irv the reign of King Clothazr the firſt, Ar. 578. 
and being, allmott deftroy'd, was reftor d in-the year 1050. by Rebert 
de Grenteſmazſnel. and Fiugh his brother ©: at which time Robert dv 
Grenteſmaiſnil became a Monk under the government of Theoderic 
then Abbot, was ſoon 'after made Prior 7, and An. 1059, on the 
death of Theoderic was elected Abbot. And four years after being 
baniſht by }:1am Duke of Normanay, he appeal d to: Pope Nicholas ; 
but having no redreſs,. he was at laft recety d by Rgbert Duke of Ca- 
labria, who gave him a little Church nigh Breſſe upon the ſhoare of 
the: Adriatic ſea, where he founded a new Monaſtery, and was him- 
{elf Abbot for ſeventeen years *. All the donations of Hugh de Gren- 
teſmartſnil to his ſaid Abby of St. Ebralf, were confirm'd by Robert. 
Blanchmaine Earl of Lezcefter, who marned Petroml daughter of Hugh 
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de Grenteſmaiſnil, grandſon of the ſaid reſtorer, in the reign of King 
Richard the tarlt *.

Nigh this time Roger de Jvery had the whole Barony, of which 
Beckley was the capital ſeat, given to hum by Robert de Otly, who 
had ſworn to divide his fortunes with him. About the ſame time 
the ſaid Roger de Foer: founded a Monaſtery of the Beneazttine order 
dedicated to St. Mary, near the Caſtle of Yur: in Normanay, which 
Caſtle Aſceline Goel had extorted from the hands of Wiliam de Bre-

4 had it now dedicated to St. Stephen, and amply en- 
dow'd by Charter, to which were witnefles Hugh de Grenteſmazſnil, 
Wilkam Criſþin, &Cc 7.

About this time Fudith Counteſs of Huntendon, who held the Man- 
nors of Merton and P:d:ngton, founded the Nunnery of Heleneſtow 
or Elneſtowe, not in Com. =s as miſtaken m the Monaſt. but in Com. 
Bedf. and had the Church dedicated to the Holy Trmty, Virgin og 
and St. Helen: giving to it the whole village of Heleneſtow, and the 
village of W:lſamſtede, and five hydes and a half in AMelaon +.

&c. died about this time, and left Adeline his widow, who 
by inheritance from her Father held lands in Charlton, Otendon and 
Iſth: and three ſons, of which Roger the elder ſucceeded in the Ba- 
rony, and in the office of Cup-bearer to the King.

About this time Fud:th the Counteſs of Huntendon and Northampe.

precinQs of that place '. This Zudith had been offer d by her Uncle 
the King, in marriage to Szmon St. Liz, fon of Randolph le Rich a 


noble Norman: but the nicely refus'd him, becauſe he was lame of 


one leg *; whereat the King in anger gave away the Earldoms of 


Huntendon and Northampton to the ſaid S:mon, in marriage with Maud 
eldeſt daughter of Earl Waltheof and the ſaid Fudith; whoſe ſecond 
daughter Alice was married to Ag/ h de Todneio Lord of Flamſted, and 
a third to Robert a fifth ſon of Richard de Tonebridge 3.

Now began the general Survey of all parts of England, except the 
three moſt Northern Counties, which were ſo deſolated by wars and 
incurſions, that no account could be taken of them. This was done 
in imitation of King Affred's policy, who when he divided his King- 
dom into Counties, Hundreds, and Tithings, had an inquifition taken 
and digeſted into a Regiſter call'd Dome-boc, repoſited in the Church 
of Wincheſter, thence call'd Codex WWintomenſis. This new ſurvey was 
from the model of the other, and was for ſome time kept in the 
ſame Church, and was pofflibly a corruption of the ſamename, Dome- 
boc into Doomſaay-book +; tho ſome will have it nam'd from Domus 
Dez, the Church wherein it was firſt preſery'd: others from giving 
final judgement in the tenure of eſtates: hence by Latin writers often 
term'd Leber judicrials, The Itinerant Commiſhoners for theſe parts 
ſeem to have been the ſame perſons who were appointed for Waor- 
ceſter and other mid-land Counties: viz. Wulſtan Biſhop of Worceſter, 
Remagius Biſhop of Lincoln, Walter Giffard Earl of Buckingham, Henry 
de Feriers, and Adam brother of Eudo, &c 5, Thele Inquifitors upon 
the oaths of the Sherives, the Lords of each Mannor, the Presbyters 
of every Church, the Reves of every Hundred, and fix Villanes of 
every village, were to enquire into the name of the place, who held 
in King Edward's time, who the preſent poſſeſſor, how many hydes 
in the Mannor, how many Carucates in demeſne, how many Free.. 

men 
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men, how many Tenents in Soccage, how many in —_—_— how 
much wood, meadow and paſture, how many Mills. and Filh-ponds, 
how much added or taken away, what the value, and how much 
taxt for in King Edward's time, what now, and what advance could 
be made of it > This Inquifion was not finiſht till the twentieth of 
this reign, being Regiſtred in two books now kept in the Treaſury 
of the Exchequer, in the leſſer of which 1s the deſcription of Eſſex, 
Norfolk and Suffolk, and at the end of it is this ſhort note, A. 1086. 
Ah. rezns W. 20. fatta eſt hec deſeriptio non ſolum per hos tres comtatus, 
ſed etiam per als, In this ſearch of the land, Oxfordſhire was ſur- 
veyed in order the fourteenth County, which we may ſuppoſe to 
have been diſpatch't about two years after the circuit began, Their 
method of entring this return was, firſt to entitle the eſtate to its 
owner, as Terra Regs, Terra Roberts de Oiles, &c. then to ſpecify the 
Hundred, of which there were more in number, and of different 
names than now remain, nor allway containing one hundred villages 
according to their firſt inſtitution *. Under the Hundred followed 
the Tenent, the place, and the deſcription of it. But in the Ortho- 
raphy of names of places, the Norman ſcribes were oft miſtaken, 
he copying out the name from any other wn, but on!y tak- 
ing it from the mouth of the Saxon informers, whoſe pronuncia- 
tion could not be fit to dictate to foreigners : nay, theſe new Lords 
did purpoſely deprave and contra&t the Saxoz words out of pure 
deteſtation of that Language, which their Maſter had ſo great am- 
bition to extirpate, that he would not ſuffer Lawyers to plead, nor 
ſo much as children to be inſtructed in it *. This is a great unhap- 
pineſs, that the moſt ancient Record of places cannot be now with 
certainty appeal d to, for the true and proper names of them, Of 
this miſchiet Mr. Lambard 3, Mr, Duzdale +, and others, have juſtly 
complain'd. From hence we have reaſon to infer a miſtake in their 
way of writing Ambroſden, which is there made Amereſdone, which 
poſhbly might be occaſion'd from the ſofter pronunciation of the 
Saxons, and the common uſe of contracting words by the Norman 
pens. 1 ſcarce doubt but the place was Ambroſeamn among the re- 
maining Britazns, and very nigh to the ſame found among the Sax- 
ons, I confeſs we have no dire& anthority, but in the moſt early 
Records after the Conqueſt, we alway find it Ambroſaden and Ambreſ- 
don, which muſt needs be from good tradition, or by tranſcript from 
Saxon Deeds: for 1t could be no corruption, becaule thele latter 
names 
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names are more harſh than the former: whereas we may take for grant- 
ed, that every corruption of words after the Normans prevail d, was

It ſeems probable that Hugh de ver: Lord of the Mannor of Am- 
broſden, died about this time, and left the ſaid Mannor to his elder 
Brother Roger de Iver, who being Cup-bearer to the King, did now 
wait marks, 6 into Normandy, and being there made keeper of the 
Caſtle of Roan, he gave a notable proof of his courage and fidelity 
on this occaſion. It hapned that in a Town of Normandy call'd 
[ Agle, from an Eagles neſt there found, a great quarrel aroſe be- 
tween the Kings ſons, which rais'd ſo great a clamour, that the King 
himſelf was forc't to come from his own lodgings and part them : 
the night following Rebert the elder Brother with his whole retinue 
left his Father, and marcht away to Roan, where he attempted to 
ſeize the Caſtle; but Roger de Iver: having ſome notice of the deſign, 
diligently fortified the place, and ſent away meſſengers to his Maſter 
the King,:to inform him of this rebellious aſſault +.

Atils Crifpin Lord of the honor of Walingford and Mannor of Bur- 
ceſter, &c. nigh this time gave to the Abby of Bee in Normandy, the 
Mannor of Swimeſcumb in this County, and the tithes of his demeſne 
of the ſaid honor of Wakneford 5. King Wilkam the Conqueror died 
on Sept. gth 5. upon whole death the Nation was divided on the 
point of ſucceſſion: many of the Barons were for Robert the elder 
Brother, among whom was Hugh de Grentmaiſml Sheriff of Letceſter- 
ſhire, who raisd forces, and committed great ſpoils in that County 7 ; 
and his kinſman Rgger de Toeri Lord of the Mannor of Ambroſden, 
who by this means incurr'd the Kings diſpleaſure, and was forc't to 
flie beyond Sea, where after a ſhort time of baniſhment, and the 
loſs of his whole eſtate in England, he died in ſorrow and diſgrace.

Ex dono Adeline uxoris Rogeri de Ivereyo unum molendinum in villa que 
duitur Tteſlepe 5, She likewiſe gave the Mannor of Brofhrop to the 
Abby of St. Peters in Gloceſter ; but in the recitation of this gift ſhe 
is miſcall'd, Adel:;a for Adelina, Adeliza uxor Rogeri de Ybreyo dedit 
BroC@hrop Ecclefie S. Petri Glouc 5, and in a confirmation of King 
Stephen in the third year of his reign, her name 1s again miſtaken, 
BroCthrop ex dono Atheline de Hibreio 7. In which parith of Brocthrop 
Roger de Ivert her husband and Hugh his Brother, had given ſeveral 
acres of land *.

September in this or the following year, and was buried at Abngaon 
on the north-fide of the high altar in the Abby Church, his wite 
Aldith lying interr'd on his left hand. The monks of that place 
gave. this account of him, that being Conſtable of the Caſtle of Ox- 
ford in the reign of Wilkam the Conqueror and William his ſon, he had 
an arbitrary power in this County, and was alway ſupported by the 
Kings favour, upon which he grew rich, and very injurious to many 
Churches ; among others, he rob'd their Church of a meafow with- 
out the walls of Oxford, converting it to the uſe of, his Souldiers in 
the Caſtle : but by the prayers of the Monks he was \caſt into a fit of 
ſickneſs, and 16 trighted in a dream, that by his wives perſuaſion he 
came to Reginald Abbot of Abbendon, and betore the high altar gave 
to them Tadmertune of ten pounds annual rent ; after which, to ex- 
piate for his paſt ſacriledge, he contributed much to the building of 
St. Maries Church in Abingdon, and at his own charge repair'd ſe- 
veral other pariſh Churches, as well within the walls as without; 
and built a bridge on the north-ſide of the City '. Leaving no heir 
male of his own body, his Brother Nigel de Oily ſucceeded to the 
Caſtle of Oxford and to the honor of D999; of which the capital 
ſcat wasat Hokenorton. But as betore noted, his honor of Walmgford 
with the Mannor of Burceſter,.&c. deſcended to M:lo Criſpin in right 
of his wife Maud, only daughter of the ſaid Robert.

Adeliza wite of Hugh de Grenteſmaiſnil, and Mother of Adeline de 
Toers, died at Rhemes in France on the fifth of the Ides of Fuly, and 
was buried in her husband's Monaſtery of St. Ebrulf at Utua, on 
the right hand of Mazmer Abbot of that houſe *. About this tame 
IWilkam ſon-of Nigel Lord of Borſtall, and Foreſter of Bernwood, hay- 
ing been unjuſtly diſpoſleſt of his lands and his office, by the pre- 
deceſſors of Fulk de Lizures a Norman family, who came in with the 
Conqueror, was forct to become a feudatory Tenent to the ſaid 
Faulk, and to receive this Charter from him,  Fulco de Liſuris omn:- 
bus homimbus Francis & Anglicis ſus ſalutem.

A ſhort account of the right and property of Nzgel and his heirs, 
and violent intruſion of Fulk de Lifures is thus recorded among the 
ancient memoirs of Borſtall.

Upon the tranſlation of the See of Dorcheſter to Lincoln, the new 
Cathedral Church in that City was to be dedicated on the ſeventh 
of the Ides of May; but two days before the appointed time Biſhop 
Remzgius died and obſtructed that ſolemnity : his death 1s by writers 
imputed to a judgement of God upon his Simony and corruption ?*. 
The King would have kept this Biſhoprick in his hands, as he did 
other revenues of the Church, but being ſtruck into a better ſenſe 
of —_—_ by a long ſickneſs at Alveſtan and Gloceſter, he gave this 
See to his Chancellor Robert Bloet on the firſt Sunday in Lent in the 
following year, 1093 3.

After which Bernard and David two Monks of 
that Abby, ſalted up his body and carried it into, Normandy, where, 
by the care of Rgger the Abbot and the Covent, it was honourably 
buried in their Chapter-houſe on the ſouth-ſide.

Nigh this time ſeven Knights fees of the 
ſaid honor of Walingford were held by Gilbert, who ſeems a younger 
ſon of Kaſph Baſſet Juſtice of England: which Rg/ph being raisd to 
this high office from a very mean condition had a large eſtate in 
this Country, and gave to Ra{ph his younger ſon, a Clerk or Chap-

Ralph Baſſet Juſtice of England, had lately given to the Abby of 
Egnejbam, the tithe of one hide of land in £ftelas (now Aftall) m 
this County, with the tithe of his wooll in all other parts. And 
his ſon Gilbert Baſſet who held the Mannors of Burceſter and Stratton, 
cave to the ſame Abby his tithe of Stratton, which was two 
with the whole tithe of his wooll and cheeſe m all his lands. Which 
donations, with the tithe of Tame, Banbury, Croppery, Darnford, Mrn- 
fter, &c. were now confirmd by Royal Charter. Hoe autem confir- 
matum eſt anno ab incarnatione Dominz MCIx. anno vero Henrici Regis 
decimo apud Weſtmonaſterum m natiortate Domanz *. 

As to this donation of Gzlbert Baſſet, two parts of the tithe in 
Stratton, it is not thence to be inferrd, that he had an arbitrary 
power of alienating his tithe from the pariſh Church, or that he 
really intended to impoveriſh the Incumbent : but the cafe was this, 
Of old all the tithes of a whole Dioceſs were paid into the Biſhop 
for a common fond to maintain the Clergy, (who lw'd m the City 
with him, and were ſent abroad as Itinerant Prieſts upon occaſional 
duties) and to be diſposd at his diſcretion to-any other uſes of Cha- 
rity and Religion, The method of dividing this publick ſtock was 
preſcribd by Pope Gregory to his Miſhonary Auguſte Arch-biſhop 
of Canterbury, that there ſhould be four diftin& portions, One to the 
Biſhop and his family : a ſecond to the Clergy : a third to the poor: 
and a fourth to the reparation of Churches 3, But after this upon! 
the building of Rural Chappels, the Biſhops finding their Cathedrals 
to be ſoon in lands and other profits ſufficiently endow 'd, they o- 
mitted the trouble of receiving all country tithe, and by degrees 
let fall their claim to a fourth part, which was before their own por- 
tion. So as now the Prieſts ſettled in the new Rural Churches cok 
lefted all the tithe and profit within their own circut, yet did not 
at firft convert them to their own. proper uſe, but diſperſt them by 
orders from the Biſhop, who generally. commanded to obſerve the 
old proportion, one part to the poor, another to the ſupport of the 
Church, and a third to the prieſt. This tripartite diviſion was at 
laſt ſettled by a law of King Affred, which expreſly ratified hy rs 

m,, 
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toni, of one part to the reparation of Churches, one for diſtributing to the 
poor, a third to the Miniſters of God who have care of the Church *, So as 
ftill the Parochial Clergy were but ſtewards of the tithe, and had a 
claim to no more than the third part. From hence the Lords of thoſe 
Mannors wherein no Churches were yet built, did by the Biſhops 
conſent receive as Truſtees for Church and poor, the whole tithes 
within their reſpe&tive Mannors, who were to anſwer the ſame uſes, 
one portion to ſome ſtipendary Prieſt, one to the poor, and one to 
the repair of the Cathedral, or ſome Conyentual Church. When 
theſe Lords for the convenience of themſclyes or their Tenants built 
diſtin Churches on their ſeveral Mannors, they were then by the 
laws oblig'd to allot no more than a third ſhare to maintain a Prieſt 
to reſide and officiate: and by the Biſhops connivence reſery'd to 
themſelves the other two ſhares for their arbitrary allotment to the 
ſupport of the Church, and relief of the poor. But in time the 
Lords of each Mannor or pariſh, being partly weary of this fiduciary 


right of tithes, and partly by the —_—_— no chef med- 


ling with that which was holy : they did reſign to th iſh Prieſt 
two remaining ſhares, or elſe did diſpoſe of them to ſgme religious 
houſe; yet at firſt not as an abſolute property, but charg'd with 
the ſame uſes to the Church and poor; and upon this practiſe de- 
pends the cuſtom now obtaining, of the Rector or Impropriator 
maintaining the Chancel: and upon the ſame reaſon were thoſe 
Canons founded which preſcribd hoſpitality and charity -to Mo- 
naſteries, and to pariſh Prieſts. It ſeems to have been evidently on 
thoſe grounds, that Gilbert Baſſet gave his two parts of tithe in Strat- 
tone, (tor which in law and conſcience he ſtood accountable to the 
poor, and to the Cathedral, or ſome adjoining Chncch) to another 
obje& of piety and charity the Monks of Zgneſbam. Hence in very 
many of the firſt donations of tithe to Monaſteries, there is mention 
only of two parts, which were not alienated from the Parochial 
Clergy, bat affign'd to what they _ the like pious and cha- 
ritable uſes. Some footſteps of this divifion of tithes do till re- 
main, and there would have been many more, but that the Monks 
ſo endow'd with two parts, did either by appropriation get the 
whole, or elſe to ſpare the trouble and avoid the difference which 
might ariſe in dividing, they commuted for a pecuniary penſion 
from the pariſh Prieſt.

pauperum *. But I rather think this gift was much later, in the 
reign of King Stephen, or Henry the ſecond. On the third of the Nones 
of Fuly, An. 1110, the King confirm'd the foundation of a Priory at 
Coges, Com. Oxon. as a Cell to the Abby of Fiſcamp in Ni , given 
by Manaſſer Arſic Lord of the Barony of Coges, with {« endow- 
ments, among which were two garbes or ſheaves of tithe at Freewell 3.

Cant, 
ten ſhallings yearly rent, ifliung from his one part of tithe in ſep, 
Infeper pro remiſſune peccatorum meorum, iltss de uns mea decima ſeulicet 
de lilep, unoquoque anno ad feftroitatem S. Michaelis x*, reddam * : with 
as much/ other tithe in Drazton and Hedrndon, as amounted to the 
tithe of five carucates, which Rabert ſon of the ſaid Albersc confirm'd 
to that Abby : Drcemas de quinque caructs quas pater meus deo & FS. 
Mariz Thorniz conceſſit, ſcilacet Idlep, Draitune, & Edinton, deo at- 
gue ſanfte Marize, atque Monachs Thorneienfibus'concedo.

Wilts, (wherein her Father Hugh de Grentmaiſnil had 
before given one villane *) thus confirm d, not by King Henry the 
ſecond, (as the Editors of the Menaſticon have faſly entiled the 
Charter) but by King Henry the firſt, H. Rex Angliz Archiepiſcopus

Which witneſs 
Nagel de Albin: came in with the Conqueror, and died in the begin- 
ning of the reign of King Stephen 7, In this Mannor of Cherlton was 
foon after founded a Priory, that was a Cell to the ſaid Abby of 
Utica, and after the diſſolution of Priories Alzen, was given by Kin 
Exrard the fourth to his Collegiate Church at Windfor *, 'The Fo 
Aaehne de Foerz died of this s at Fencote, and her body was 
carried over into Normandy, and buried in that Abby of St. Ebrulf 
near the bodies of her Father and Mother.

Upon the death of the Biſhop of Hereford, Robert Arch-deacon of 
Oxford was advanc'd to that See, being elefted on the fixteenth of the 
Calends of Fune, Aſcenſion day *. Nigh this time Feffery de Tvers Lord of 
Ambroſden, &c. died without ifſe, upon which his Barony in this 
County fell to the King, who ſoon after beſtow d it on Gay de S. 
Walery, who ſeems the Son or younger Brother of Ranulph ae S. 
Walery, who came in with the —_— This family deriy d their 
name from the Town and Port of S. Walery or Valery in France, 10 
call'd from S. Yaleric a diſclple of Columban, whom, about an. 58g. 
Clotharius made Abbot of a Monaſtery here in the territory of Ams- 
ens, nigh the mouth of the river Sam. It was from this Port Duke 
IV:llam ſet fail for his Eng{h expedition. And ſome hiſtorians who 
are fond of a miracle, report the Duke was detain'd here by adverſe 
winds, Ez ob hoc vulgus ſubmurmuraret , aſſerens inſanum fore alienum 
ſolum velle uſurpare ; till the body of this Saint carried in proceſſion 
brought a tair gale *, The firſt of this family was the Dukes Ad- 
vocate in that Town, call d Gzlbertus Advocatus de S. Gualerico ; who 
married Papia the daughter of Rzchard the fecond Duke of Nor- 
mandy : whoſe ſon was Bernard de S. Walery, who had iffue Waker de 
S. Walery, who flouriſht under Duke Robert the ſecond, and with his 
ſon Bernard was preſent at the fiege of Nice, An. xog6 3. One of 
this family having been thus by marriage related to the Dake, came 
over with him. In the catal of thoſe adventurers given by 
Brompton is Seynt Walery *: and in the French Annals of Normandy, 
whereof one very ancient copy in parchment remain'd in the Au- 
thor's cuſtody 5, in the liſt of thoſe who were at the Conqueſt of 
Empland is Le Sire de $. Valery, and among the names of thofe who 
remaind alive after the battle, is R. de S. Valery, who 1 ſappoſe was 
Ranulph de $. Walery, recorded in Doomſday-book tor poſleffion of lands 
i Lincolnſhire 5: and had ſeveral houſes in Wincheſter, from whom 
a {treet in that City was call d Yicus Sanits Waleract 7. 

As to the family of Foer:z, tho the direct line was now extinct, yet 
fome collateral branch did long after continue in this County. I 
would only turther obſerve, that Roger de Toer:, who came in. with 
the Conqueror, gave name to that pariſh of his poſſeſſion, now _ 
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Toer and Evre in Com. Buck, of which the Church was dedicated to 
St. Peter, and two parts'of the tithe were given to the Chappel of 
St. Georges in the Caſtle of Oxford. Abbas habet in Evera duas partes . 
de omni re que decimars ſolet de decimis Curiz de Evera pertinentubus ad 
Capellam S. Georgii ſtam in Caſtello Oxon. de dono Roberti de Oileto, 
& Rogeriide Iverio '. Which Mannor of Evre in the ninth of R:- 
chard the firſt, was granted by the King to Rgbert Clavering Baron of 
IWerkworth in Northumberland, and of Clavering in Eſſex, to hold te 
imſelf and his heirs by one Knights fee : and in the firſt of King Fohn, 
he had a confirmation of the Mannor and Advouſon of the Church *. 
And Eufemia daughter of Sir Fohn de Clavering, wife of Ranulph de 
New! Baron of Rgby, brought to him this Mannor in frank mar- 
riage, whoſe heir Raiph de Newl in the fourteenth of Edward the 
third, obtain'd a Charter of free- warren in this his Lordſhip of

About this time Maud de Walingford the reli&t of Mzlo Criſpin, was 
by King Henry given in marriage to Brien Fitz-count, with all her 
e inheritance, by which the ſaid Brien became Conſtable of 
Walmgford, and Lordof the Feeof Burcefter within that honor. It 
ſeems an unhappy error in Mr. Dugdale, firſt to confeſs, That 1t does 
not dereitly appear of what parentage this perſon was, and then adventure 
#0 deduce him from Baldwin de Redvers Earl of Devon, and of the Iſle 
of Wight, who dzed in the firſt year of Henry the ſecond ; becauſe the wife- 
of the Baldwin was named Lucia, notwithſtanding there zs no ment1on 
of "ny ſuch ſor that he had + This conjecture 1s impoſlible, for Bald- 
win de Redvers was not Earl of Devon till the ſecond of King Stephen, 
nor ſeems to haye been married long before that time, when his firſt 
wife was Adeliza, and his ſecond Lucia, by whom he had three ſons 
Richard, Wilkiam, and Henry, and died in the firſt of Henry the ſecond, 
being then younger than his preſumed ſon. Whereas it is moſt pro- 
bable, he was a natural ſon of Alan Fergant Earl of Britanny and R:ch- 
(who came in with the Conqueror) by Zu:a a daughter of 
Dru de Baladon Lord of Overwent in Wales. For ſo he is exprelly call'd 
in the Saxon Chronicle, Brian fon of the Earl Alein Fergan*, And 
Gervaſus calls him prudentem. Britonem 5, which might be in alluſion 
to his Father the Earl of Britamn, as well as to his Mother and eſtate, 
and perhaps his birth in Wales. And Alan Earl of Britanny, Grandſon 
| of 
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Alan Fergaunt, gave An. 1140. ten ſhillings yearly rent iſſuing from a 
ir at Mer —— the Church of g. Michaels mount in Cornwall,. 
for the redemption of the ſoul i his unkle, of whoſe mheritance he- 
held bis lands in Cornwall *. Which muſt be underſtood of our Brier 
Fitz-count, (and fo Mr. Dugdale does himſelf determine, the foul of 
Brientius filius Comntis *) who had an eftate in Cormvall, and being at 
Briſtol An. 1141. gave to the Priory of Lanthony two carucates of 
land in his village of St. Mzchaels 3, Nay farther, Mr. Dugdale in his 
family of Fitz-Alan of Bedall, does deduce it from Brian a younger 
fon to Alan Fergant Earl of Britanny and Richmond +: by which he: 
does acknowledge, that Alan Fergant had a fon ſo call'd; tho indeed! 
as to'that deſcent of Fitz-Alan he 1s _ miſtaken, for they were: 
not deriy'd from Brian Fitz-count, ſon of Alan-Fergant, but from Brian 
a younger ſon of Earl Alan the ſecond, and. brother of Conan Earl 
of Britarn *, 

In reference to this-ſame perſon, I ought: not” to omit another 
great miſtake of Mr. Selden, who writes thus of him. Were there nop 
alſo Earls of Walingford anciently > Malmsbury * ſays, that __ Earb 
of Gloceſter went from Arundel to Brifob occurrente ſibi medio tineris- 
Briano filio Comtis de Walingford. . The ſame - perſon #5 ard: 
mentioned, and call d Brientius filuus Comttes Marchio de Walimeford 7. 
# concerve this Brian to be the. ſame man” which 1s call a Brientius *, in 
that office cited by Mr. Camden ?®. Where Mr. Selden did not conſider, 
that Malmsbury s expreſſion is not to be rendred Brian ſon,of the Earl 
of Walingford, but Brian Fitz-count of Walingford, Lord of that honor 
and Caſtle ;; and this only in right of his wife. His other title of 
Marchio de Walingford, was in refpedt of his being Warden or Con- 
ſtable of Walngford Caſtle, which he ſo ſtoutly defended for the Em-- 
preſs Maud againſt King Stephen.

Knyttinton Com. Berks. which was then taxt in the hundred of Shry- 
ningham, which Mannor Peter de Aſhrugge after ſteward of St. Walery, 
did annex to that honor *.

David brother of Alexander King of Scotland, and of Maud Queen 
of England, having married Maud eldeſt daughter of Earl Waltheof, 
the reli& of Smon Earl of Funtendon and Northampton, held in her 
right the Mannors of P:d:ngton and Merton, in the latter of which 
he gave the Advouſon of the Church to the Abbot and Monks of 
Egneſham + 1n this County ; to whom was ſoon after reſerv'd an an- 

penſion of thirty ſhillings. Note, this was one of the early 

projets which the Regulars invented to oppreſs the ſecular Clergy: 

that when the Adyouſon of a Church was given to an Abby, wc 
wou 
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would not preſent a Prieſt bnt on the Simoniacal compact of a re- 
ſeryd penſion to themſelves, whereby the pariſh Prieſts became tri- 
butary to their Patrons the Abbots and Monks. This grieyance had 
been confidered in the Council at London, An. 1102. where by the 
twenty ſixth Canon it was provided, that the Religzous ſhould not ac- 
cept the new advouſon of Churches without conſent 4 the Biſhops, and when 
legally given to them, ſhould not withhold any of ther revenues, and ſo 1 
poveriſh the Prieſts *, And even the Popes interposd to reform th 
abuſe. Aexander the third an. 1170. wrote to the Monks within the 
Dioceſs of York, that whereas he underſtood in Churches of therr pre= 
ſentation, they us d to recerve certain penſions to the leſſening of the ancient 
revenue : . He did therefore command them to = to the Prieſts, their full 
profits which they had ſo d1munzſht *. And about the ſame time writ! 

to the Biſhop of Worceſter, he advisd, That whereas Monks did ſo op- 
preſs the Vicars of Parochial Churches, that they were not left able to keeps 
up hoſpitality : He ſhould not inſtitute the Clerks preſented by them, without an 
allowance of fit and competent ſupport *, A Canon to this effe&t was 
made in the Lateran Council, an. 1179. And an. 1189. Pope Clement 
fairly decreed, That whereas Monks endeavoured to convert to their own 


uſe the revenues of Churches belonging to therr patronage, ether by not pre- 
ſenting fit _ or by heddin dem with Perfons when fo = if 
they d1d not within due time make a free and uncondionate preſentation, 
t ſhould be lawful for the Biſhops to fill up fuch vacant Churches +,

At Chriſtmas the King held a Council at Woodſtock, where three 
days after Epiphany riding out with Robert Biſhop of Lzncotn at a 
diftance from all other company, the Biſhop tell from his horſe, 
and being carried home ſpeechleſs, died the following day, and his 
bowels were repoſited in the Monaſtery of Eyveſham *, (1 ſuppoſe 
Epneſham) to which he had been a reſftorer and benefactor.

Nigh the ſame time the King 
confirming ſeveral donations to the Priory of St. Andrews in North-

Guy de S. Walery Lord of the honor ſo call'd, and of the Mannor 
of Ambroſaden, impleaded S:mon Beauchamp tor the whole Barony of 
Bedford; till by way of compoſition, the ſaid Szmon granted to Guy de 
S. Walery and his heirs, his Mannor of 4ſþele within that Barony *, 
of which the Church had been by the ſaid S:mon, given to the Au- 
guſtine Priory of Newnham *. Mr. Dugdale relates, that this S:mon de 
Beauchamp in the twenty fixth of Herry the ſecond, gave a fine of 
three hundred marks to the King, upon an agreement betwixt him 
and Guy de S, Walery 3, A plain miſtake of Henry the ſecond for Henry 
the firit. For not only Guy de S. Walery, but Regmald his fon was 
dead before the twenty ſixth of Henry the ſecond; it can agree only 
to the twenty fixth of Henry the firſt, before which time Szmon de 
Beauchamp ſucceeded to the Barony of Bedford, was after ſteward to 
King Stephen, and had then ſons of age to hold Bedford againſt the 
King.

was now ſent into Normandy with the attendance of Robert Earl of 
Gloceſter, and Brien Fitz-count Lord of Walingford ©: where ſhe was 
married to Feffery ſon of Fulk Earl of Amjou; a match carried on 
cluefly by the counſel and intereſt of the ſaid Brien Fitz-count 7.

| The Church of Merton adjoining to Ambroſaden, had been lately 
given by David Earl of Huntendon, now King of Scotland, to the 
Abby of Fzneſham in this County, and ſoon appropriated to that 
Religious houſe; but was on ſome pretence detain'd by Guy le Cha- 
71mg, to whom about this time Alexander Biſhop of Lincoln, ſent a

Robert de Oily and Edith his wife, began now to-build the Church 
of St. Marzes in the Ifle of 0ſeney near to the Caſtle of Oxford, for 
the uſe of Auguſtine Monks. This pious work was undertaken at 
the motion of the wife, who to expiate the fins of her former un- 
chaſte life, ſolicited her husband to this merit; and to prevail with 
him, told him a ſtory of the chattering of birds, and the interpreta- 
tion of a Fryer: which legendary dream was afterwards painted 
near her tomb in that Abby. The comming of Edith to Dleney, 
and Kadulph waiting on her, and the tree with the chattering Pyes, 
be painted in the waule of the Chirche over Edith tombe in Dſeney 
Priorie *. The foundation ſtands thus in the Regiſter of that Abby. 

Robertus de Olleio ſecundus, filius Nigelli de Olleio 
preditti, fundavit Ecclefiam S. Mariz im inſula Oleneia, tempore Regzs 
Henrict premz filtt ſeilicet Willielmi Baſtard Conquiſitorzs Anglia ad pe- 
titionem Edith file Forne uxorss prediftts Roberti de Olleio fundata 
eft 3, How ſoon this ſtructure was completed , and when Rgadolph 
the firſt Prior was admitted, we know not. But the beſt part of the 
endowment was not till twenty years after, when Ar. 1149. the 
Church of St, Georges in the Caſtle was tranſlated and annext to it. 
In the mean time was given the Church of Szeple-Claydon in Com. Buck, 
Dittus Robertus Eccleftam de Oſeneia fundavit, & Canonicos regulares m 
ea conſtituit,, & Ecclefram de Claidon, & alias quamplurimas erſaem Canc- 
nices contulit, Poſt mortem vero ejuſdem Roberti prafata Editha, n b:- 
bero maritagto ſuo plurimas terras prefatis Canonicis in Cleidona, & alzb: 
adedrt +, Among theſe firſt foundations was the Church of Cheſterton 
adjoining to Burceſter. Abbas habet Eccleſiam de Ceſterton in Henemarlſh, 
ae dono Roberti de Oileio Fundatorts noſtri, & conceſſione, & confirmatione 
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Epiſcoporum& Capituls: Lincoln.& Romanorum Pontificum. But the Abby of 
0ſeney had only the right of patronage to this Church, not the impro- 
priated tithes of it, of which a great part at leaſt was given by the ſaid 
Robert de Ouly, or rather Nigel his Father, to the Abby of St. Peters 
in Gloceſter *. And poſſibly the alienation of tithes from this Paro- 
chial Church, might occaſion one of the firit Vicariges in England, if 
we believe the report of common Lawyers. For Mr. Noy urging 
the antiquity of Yzcarzges in this Kingdom, that they were before the 
time of King Fohn, ſays, That m Oxfwdjur there were fonr Vicaries 
before his reign *. One of which might probably be this of Cheſterton, 
another that of Merton, tho indeed we meet with no ſuch early re- 
cords that makes them diſtin& and proper Vicariges. The patro- 
nage of the Church of Cheſterton, was in exchange for ſome greater 
benefit afterwards reſtor'd to the Lord of the Mannor, and was by 
Edmund Earl of Cornwall given to his College of Bonhommes at Aſta-

The King kept lus Eaſter at Woodſtock, where a falſe accuſationof 
Treaſon was brought againſt Feffery de Clinton, Chamberlain and 
Treaſurer to the King, who had given his daughter Leſcelme in mar- 
riage to Norman de YVerdon, and with her the Mannor of Heth in this 
County; the Advouſon of which Church was given by the ſaid 
Leſceline to the Priory of Kenilworth of her Fathers foundation; and 
confirmd by Bertram de Verdon her ſon 5, While the King 
kept this ſolemnity at Woodſtock, Ingulf Prior of Wincheſter was here 
elected Abbot of Abbendon, and conſecrated by Roger Biſhop of Sa- 
lsbury, on Sunday the fixth of the Ides of Fune ©.

The King now gave at Northampton, and confirm'd at Weſtminſter, 
to Wilam Arch-bithop, and to Chriſt Church in Canterbury, the Church 
of St. Mares in Dover, for Canons regular and an Abbot to be elected 
by the Chapter of Canterbury, and conſent of the Arch-biſhop. To 
which Charter among other witneſſes, was Brien Fitz-count Lord of 
the honor of Walzngford, &c 7. who was a great fayorite of this Prince, 
and a conltant attendant on him.

Nigh this time the King granted to the Prior and Canons of St, 
Frideſwide in Oxford, the Chappels of Hedzndon, Merſton, and Bene- 
ſeye, exempt from all taxes and other dues to the Biſhops, Arch-dea- 
cons, or their Officials; which with the Chappel of Elsfield, were con- 
firm'd by Alexander and his ſucceſſors Biſhops of Lincoln *.

About this time Fulk ſon of Wilkam de Liſures, by intruſion of his 
Anceſtors Lord of the fee of Borſtall, went with Roger de Stibinton 
to Thorney, and there confirm'd to thoſe Monks the tithe of Szzbin- 
zon, which the ſaid Roger had given to that Abby *. But afterwards 
Henry de Merch claimed the Adyouſon of the ſaid Church of Sz:binton, 
and the right of Adyouſon was diſputed, till Eſtaceſon of Henry de 


- Merch quitted and refign'd his title to the Monks 3, The ſaid Fulk 


de Liſures ſoon after gaye to the Knights Templars, three acres of 
lands in Benigfield +.

The King having took ſhip for Normandy on the Nones of Auguſt 
his Coronation day, 4. 1132. died this year at Lyons en Foreſt, on 
the firſt of December ; when Stephen Earl of Moreton haſted over to 
England, got himſelf Crown'd by Wilkam Arch-biſhop of Canterbury 
on December the twenty ſecond, and at the end of Chriſtmas went to 
Oxford, and calling thither a general Council, he ſolemnly confirm'd 
the liberties of the Church and laws of the land 5: to which Char- 
ter among other witneſles, were Brien Fitz-count Conſtable of Waling-

| Maud the widow of Simon St. Liz Earl of Huntendon, having mar- 
ried David now King of Scotland, had iſſue by him Henry, who com- 
ing now to age, did his homage at York to King Stephen, and in his 
mothers right obtain'd livery of the honor of Huntendon 7, and there- 
by 
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by of the Mannors of Merton and Pz:arngton, and at Eaſter was re- 
ceiv'd by the King at London with great honour, and plac'd at his 
right hand, till the envy of the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury and other 
Barons put ſuch affronts upon him, that in diſpleaſure he return'd to 
Scotland *, This Henry married Adelme one of the daughters of Wil- 
lam the ſecond Earl of Warren, by Elzabeth daughter to Hugh the 
great Earl of YVermandois, and widow of Rgbert Earl of Mellent *, 
And in the next year after Eaſter,King David and his ſon came with an 
army into England, and making a truce till Chriſtmas, then broke it.

Sir Robert Gait Knight, Lord of the Mannor of Hampton, thence 
call'd Hampton Gait, now Hampton Gay, poſleſt a fourth part of the 
village of Ottendun; and going to Gubert Abbot of Waverle, he de- 
fir d and obtain'd leave to build an Abby of the Gftertzan order, in 
the {aid village of Oztendun, which accordingly he raisd at his own 
charge, and endow d it with five virgates of land, which made the 
fourth part of a Knights fee, and call d it from the name of an ad- 
joining wood Orztelez: 3, The foundation Charter rans thus, Notun 
(it omnibus ſanfte Ecclefue filtts tam —_— quam futurts, quod ego 
Robertus Gait ded: omnem terram de Ottendun, & omma erdem terre

Gilbert and the Convent of Waverlie gave to this new Abby of 
their order, one hide of land in Nortun, which Robert de Siffrawaſt 
had given to them.

The next additional revenue was made by Earth the wife of Rg- 
bert de Otly, who with her husbands conſent gave out of part of her 
own dowry in Weſton bordering upon Ottmoore, that demeſn which 
lay on the corner of their wood, and continued on without the in- 
termixture of any other lands: the quantity of which demeſn was

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thirty fix acres, as expreſt in a confirmation of Henry the ſecond. 
The original Charter of donation is this. Notum fit omnibus ſanfte

Mr. Leland ſays, this Abby was ſituate upon Otmoore *; that corner 
(I ſuppoſe) which lay neareſt to the village of Ortendon. The Re- 
ligious alway affe&ed ſuch low places, out of pretence to the more 
ſolitary living; but I believe rather out of love to fiſh and fat land. 
However this fite upon the Moor, was fitter for an Ark than a 
Monaſtery, and therefore by Alexander Biſhop of Lincoln, it was ſoon 
remoy'd to Thame in this County, and the Church there dedicated 
to St. Mary on the twenty firſt of Fuly, An. 1138 3, of which the Bi- 
ſhop was now reputed the Founder, tho it was only a tranſlation of 
the other, and the Biſhops augmentation to it was only the Park of 
Thame whereon the Abby was built, and ſome land which had be- 
long'd to Nrgel Kyre +, Soon after there was given to this Abby of 
Thame, ſome land in Cheſterton by Robert de Amory : two hides in Stok, 
by Peter Talemaſh, which were of the fee of Regmald de S. Walery : 
half a hide in Merton by Hugh Conſtable: and another hide in the ſame 
place by Feffery ſon of Omund 7. 

Edith an eminent and devout Matron, at her own proper charge 
built the Monaſtery of Godeſtow near Oxford, which at the latter end 
of December, 1138. in the fourth of King Stephen was dedicated by 

| Alexander Biſhop of Lzncoln, to the honour of the Virgin Mary and 
St. Fobn Baptiſt *. King Stephen and his Queen Maud with their ſon 
ace, were preſent at laying the firſt tone 7 ; and were each a be- 
netactor to it *. Fohn de St. Fohn gave the fite of, the Abby 9: and 
one Mill of four pounds in Walvercot **; and two houſes anda parcel 
of land before the gate of the Church, in the Ifland between the 
two rivers, and a meadow call'd Lambey, of which the other 
half was given by Robert de Oily. Roger de Amory gave twenty five 
acres of land in Blechingdon to Go yearly, and as many acres to en- 
cloſe. Alexander Biſhop of Lincoln gave one hundred ſhillings yearly 

. rent out of his Toll in Banbury. And beſide theſe donations recited

This Edith the Foundreſs ſeems to have been the 
ſame with Edith wife of Robert de Ouly, ſhe being call'd Memorabilis 
Matrona Deo devota 3 : and was buried in Oſeney Abby in a religious 
habit, as Mr. Leland an eye witneſs reports, Ther Iyeth an image of 
Edith of ſtone, in th' abbite of a voweſs, holding a hart in her right 
hand, on the north-ſide of the high altare #, 

The King at petition of Walter de Lacy Abbot of Gloceſter, con- 
firm'd to that Abby their ſeveral poſſeſſions, among which the tithe 
of Ceſtretone ( Cheſterton adjoining to Ambroſaden) of the gift of Nigel 
de Oily 5: which indeed corre&ts the Regiſter of donations to- that 
Church 5, where Cheſterton is ſaid to have been given by Robert ſon 
of Nigel, ( as before obſery'd ſub an. 1010.) in the time of Serlo the 
Abbot, when Robert was not come to that eſtate till after the death 
of Serlo, and could therefore only confirm his Father's prece- 


dent gift,

Henry Earl of Huntendon, having been depriy d of his honour and 
lands in this Kingdom, during the war between his Father David |, 
King of Scots and King Stephen, was now at Durham upon a peace | 
reſtor d to all his poſleflions in England; among which were the 
Mannors of Pidington and Merton, and had the County of Northum- 
berland given to him, excepting the 'Towns of New-Caſtle and Beban- 
burg 7, Ethelred Abbot of Rievaulx who was bred from the cradle 
with this Earl Henry, gives him the charaCter of a mild and pious 
_ an obliging ſpirit, and a ſmeere heart, worthy of ſo great and good 
a Father *, 

The King at Midſummer coming to Oxford, had ſent to Roger Bi- 
ſhop of Salzsbury to come to him, whom he ſuſpected for fortifying 
his Caſtle of Dzviſes : when the Biſhop fearing a deſign to apprehend 
him, ſent for his two nephews the Biſhops of Salzs and Lzncoln, 
and with their and his own retinue came to Oxford in a military 
manner ; where a quarrel arifing between them and the Kings —_

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the Biſhops of Salzsbury and Lencoln were taken priſoners, and forc'd 
to reſign their Caſtles *; of which three had been newly built by 
the ſaid Alexander Biſhop of Lincoln, Newark, Stafford, and Banbury 
in this County. _. | 

Maud the Empreſs to proſecute her right of ſucceſſion, landed in 
Fuly nigh Arundel in Suſſex, with her brother Robert Earl of Gloceſter, 
who with ſmall attendance immediately came to Walmgford, and 
firmly engag'd the intereſt of Brien Fitz-count Lord of that honor, 
who rejoycd at the news of her arrival, ſecur'd the affeCtions of all 
the adjacent people *, and fortified his Caſtle of Walngford, reſolving 
upon all poſhible endeayours to afliſt the cauſe of the Empreſs 3: and 
in order thereto he fortified his Caſtle of Walmgford, which after 
Michaelmas the King befieg'd, but being unable to take it, he raisd

After Chriſtmas the King wenvto Readzng 5, deſigning to force the 
Caſtle of Walmgford to a ſurrendry; but not able to effect it, he 
march't to Ely 5, and thence to Lincoln, where he was taken priſoner, 
and afterward exchang'd for Robert Earl of Gloceſter : when all theſe 

arts return'd to his obedience. And Brien Fitz-count Lord of the 

onor and Caſtle of Walmgford, was glad to purchaſe his peace with 
him; if we can depend on the authority of Mr. Dugdale, who ſays, 
That he came to a compoſition with King Stephen for the more ſecure en- 
goyment of his wives inheritance: for in the fifth of Stephen, the Record 
ſays, that he gave to the King one hundred ſixty ſix pounds for the office, 
and part of the lands of Nigel de Oily 7. It 1s however certain, that 
within the ſame year he return'd to the intereſt of Queen Maud, and 
was her moſt yigorous and conſtant friend. 

Gerard de Camvil Lord of the Mannor and Caſtle of Mzdleton (now 
Ataleton-ſtony) near Burceſter,, in this fifth of King Stephen, gave the 
Monks of Bermundſey two parts of the tithe of Charlton- Camvuil, in 
Com. Somerſet. which were ” votre leasd to the Priory of Kyllng- 
worth for two marks yearly, to be paid at Kynwardeſton *, Nigh the 
ſame time Sir Rgbert de Gart gave to the Abby of Oſeney his Church 
of Hampton-Gay by Charter, to which were witneſſes Henry de Otly, 
an Robert his brother, He married Maud de Povre, and afterward 
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by conſent of the ſaid Maud his wife, and of Philp and Robert his 
ſons, he confirm'd the Church, and gave the Mannor of Hampton 
to the ſaid Monks of Oſeney, who in conſideration thereof gave ten 
marks of Silver to the ſaid Robert, one bezantine to his wite, and a 
horſe to his ſon Philip, who confirm'd his Fathers donation in the 
third of Henry the third *. |

Maud the Empreſs in Rogation week was at Reading, to which place 
Robert de Oily came to her, and made conditions for dilivering up his 
Caſtle of Oxford *. In purſuance of which agreement the Empreſs 
came to Oxford, and took poſſeflion of the Caſtle, and homage of the 
City, by which means ſhe had in ſubjeCtion all the adjacent Coun- 
try 5: and appointed gariſons to be fixt in ſeveral of the nearelt 
Caſtles, particularly at Cirenceſter Com. Gloc. and Woodſtock, Ratcote, 
and Bampton in this County *. The ſaid Rgbert de Ozly for this ſur- 
rendry of Oxford, had the character 'of a ſoft man, that abounded mm 
the delights of the world, more than in true virtue 5, From whence the 
Empreſs went to Wincheſter, and made oath to the Biſhop, that in 
caſe he would accept her for Queen of England, he ſhould have the 
diſpoſal of all Biſhoprics and Abbies; for the obſervation of which 
oath, Robert Earl of Gloceſter, and Brien Fitz-count Lord of Waligford, 
were guarentees ©: which Bren return'd to the guard of his Caſtle, 
and there receiy'd under his cuſtody W/ilkam Martel Sewer to Kin 
Stephen, taken at Wincheſter, and put into his cloſeſt priſon call 
Cloere-Brien, and for his ranſom had the Caſtle of Sherborn deliverd 
to the Empreſs 7. Gzbert Baſſet, who held Burceſter and Stratton from 
the ſaid Brien as a feudatory Tenant adher'd to him, and was faith- 
ful to the ſame cauſe. 
| &t or before this time Guy de S. Walery Poſſeſſor of ſeveral lands 
in this County died, and left ſon and heir Regznald de S. Walery, 
who _ a. friend and afliſtant of the Empreſs, was by King 
Stephen difleiſed of the Lordſhip of Haſeldone in Com. Glec. which 
being given _ St. John of Stanton, was in the time of peace re- 
ltor'd to the ſaid Hy *; who ſoon after granted and confirm'd 
to the Nuns of Godſtow, Heringeſham and Bozeham, and one fiſhery,

The Empreſs kept her Eaſter at Oxford ', ſoon after which the Bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter deſerted her, and declar'd again for King Stephen, 
at which the Empreſs being much enrag'd, march't and beſieg'd his 
Caſtle of Wincheſter on the firſt of Auguſt, aſſiſted by Brien Fitz-count 
Lord of Walingford, who upon a defeat attended the Empreſs to her 
Caſtle of Devy/es: from whence they remoy d to Oxford, whither in 
the beginning of Ofober King Stephen came, and when he had de- 
iroy's moſt parts of the adjacent Country *, he burnt the City, and 
befieg'd the Empreſs in the Caſtle, During the fiege, Brien Fitz-count 
to bring relief to the Empreſs, got out _ repair d to his own Caſtle 
of Walimgford, to which many Barons of that party came in, with re- 
ſolution to give King Stephen battle, or to raiſe the fiege 3, But be- 
ing too delatory, the Empreſs near Chriſtmas day cloath'd her ſelf in 
white, and walking by night thro the ſnow eſcapt to Abngdon, and 
thence to Walmeford +. 

Within the time of this fiege, the neighbouring Inhabitants not 
being able to repair to the Chappel of'St. Georges within the Caſtle, 
they built the Church of St. Thomas without the walls of the ſaid 
Caſtle, upon the ground of Feffery de Ivery Lord of the Man- 
nor of Ambroſden, being the halt of ſeventeen acres, which after 
the annexion of St. Georges Chappel to Oſeney Abby, was granted or 
confirm'd to thoſe Monks by Bernard de S. Walery.

While King Szephen form'd this fiege, to oblige the Monks of St. 
Frideſwyde, he gave to them the Chappel of Brehull (now Brill) in 
Com. Bucks. by this Charter.

So as in 
this competition for the Crown of England, theſe Relrgzous had the 
ſame bribe offer'd them by both the contending parties ; that which 
fide ſoever they deceiv'd, they might be true to their own intereſt.

Robert de Oily and Edith his wife, granted to the Knights Templars 
(befides what they had before given to them) land, to the value of 
fix ſhillings and four pence per an. toward the dedication of their 
Church of Covele or Cowley nigh Oxford: which was now conſecrated 
by the Biſhop of Hereford, with conſent of the Biſhop of Lincoln 7, 
 Nigh this time Breen Fitz-count Lord of the fee of Burceſter,  keep- 
ing his Chriſtmas at Evre in Com. Bucks. with Maud his wite, granted 
to the Abby of Eveſham the Church of H:/dendon, (now Hillingdon) in 
Com, Bucks. &c. by this Charter.

While Brien Fitz-count Lord of Walingford maintaind that Caſtle 
as the ſtrongeſt gariſon for the Empreſs, and frequently ſent out 
parties for contribution and proviſions, Henry Biſhop of Wincheſter 
had defir d of him not to moleſt any paſſengers that ſhould be coming 
to his Fair, nor to commit any acts of hoſtility upon his lands and 
Tenents. And when this Martial Baron had allow d his Souldiers to 

ut no diſtin&tion in their ſallies out to plunder : the Biſhop wrote 
rply to him, and threatned excommunication.

Feffery Abbot of St. Albans at the motion of Reger the Hermite, 
built a Monaſtery for Benea:#me Nuns in a wood nigh Merk-yate in 
Com. Bedf. of which the fite was granted by the Dean and Chapter 
of St, Pauls in London. The Church was this year conſecrated by 
Alexander Biſhop of Lincoln, dedicated to the Holy Trinzty, and call 'd 
Cella Monialium S. Trimtatts de Boſco: where Chriſtiana the firſt Abbeſs 
had the eahie reputation of doing miracles *. Matthew Paris com- 
plains that this Nunnery was by the Founder endow d with ſeveral 
lands taken by violence from his Abby of St. Albans. There was 
afterward given to 1t an eſtate in Burceſter, of which the manſion was 
call d Nonnes-Place. In the reign of Edward the fourth, this land in 
Burceſter being aſſeſt among the temporals of the Abbeſs of Merk- 
yate, was computed at the yearly value of Lvr. x*. of which the 
tenths were rated at v*. vi 3, Mr. Leland reports of Humphrey an 
illegitimate ſon of John Bourchier Lord Berners, in the reign of Henry 
the eighth, That he beſtowed much coſt in tranſlating the houſe of Nuns at 
Merk-gate to a Mannor place ; that is, in pulling down the whole ftru- 
cture of that diſſolv'd Cell, and converting it to a manſion houſe for 
himſelf, but he liv'd not to finiſh it +.

King Stephen after his taking of Faringdon Caſtle *, and reducing 
moſt other parts to his obedience, found the remaining ſtrength and 
intereſt of Queen Maud to ly chiefly in the gariſon of Walngford, 
which had much annoy d the Country by frequent excurſions *, and 
was vigorouſly maintain'd by Brien Fitz-count Lord of that honor. 
Upon which the _ again brought his army to the fiege of this 
Caſtle, where Ranwph Earl of Cheſter came in to him with three hun- 
dred horſe; but the place was ſo well defended, that after a long 
fatigue the King not able to prevail by ſtratagem or force, raisd or 
rather repair d an impregnable Fort of wood at Craumers, to block 
up the gariſon, and ſo retreated 3.

The King at Northampton confirm'd the donation of Swell to the 
Priory of St. Andrews in that Town, to which Charter was witneſs 
Richard Camwuil + Lord of the Mannor and Caſtle of M:aleton-ſtony, who 
adher'd faithfully to King Stephen; and was at the ſame time and 
place with Robert de Weſton, &c. a witneſs to another Charter of W- 
liam de Abrincis 5. This Caſtle of Mzaleton ſeems to have been built 
or repair d by him, for a gariſon of the Kings. In a very ancient 
Manuſcript that gives a catalogue of the Monafteries and Caſtles in 
England, ( wrote at leaflt in the reign of Henry the ſecond, before the 
building of Burceſter Priory not there mention'd) among the Caſtles 
that- follow the Religious houſes, this of Mzaleton is recorded, ---—

by they granted ther Mannor of Eaton to the Nuns of Godſtow in 
Com.

The Abby of Oſeney lately ereCted and flenderly endow'd by Rg- 
bert de Oily, came now to be eſtabliſht upon the runes of another 
Covent. The unkle Robert de O:ly ſen. had, upon his building the 
Caſtle in Oxford, rais'd within the precinass of it a Chappel of St. 
Georges, after made a parochial Church, and init he ſettled a ſociety 
of ſecular Prieſts, od endow d with tithes and other poſſeſſions by 
him, and confirm'd by Rgger de Toerz, to whom he ſoon after gave 
one of his Baronies, as appears ſub an. 1074. which charity the ſe- 
culars had thus long quietly enjoy'd. But now two reaſons confſpir'd 
for the diſſolution of their fraternity, and the converſion of their 
lands, One was, the devotion of the age inclining more to Regulars, 
who had a greater form of godlineſs; and this made it thought a 
work of piety to eject the ſeculars from their Church of St. Georges 
in the Caſtle, and convey their eſtate to the Auguſtine Abbot and Ca- 
nonsat Oſeney: a ſecond reaſon was the late building of the Church 
of St. Thomas, which made that of St. Georges loſe the uſe and ſer- 
viceof a parochial Church, and ſo this holy place might be the more 
cafily ſpar d, when the Pariſhoners had no longer any title to it. 
Upon theſe grounds this Church of St. Georges with all thereto ap- 

aining was given to the Canons of Oſeney, by the grant of Xg- 
ert de Oily Patron, and conſent of Theobald Metropolitan, and Rg- 
bert Dioceſan *. A. D. mulleſ. centeſ. quadrageſ. nono tempore Eugen 
Pape tertii & Regis Stephani, & Theobald Cantuarienſis Archieprſcops 
& Robert: de Cheſneto Lincolnienfis Epiſcopi, & Roberti de Oltleio 
fecundo, qui fuit filius Nigelli de Oileio, data fuit Eccleſia Sanfti Georgiz 
cum omnibus ſuts pertinentits Canoncrs Oleneye regularibus, & a Galfrido 
de Iyereio confirmata, que antea data fuit Canomeis ſecularibus in Ca- 
tells Oxon. 

The Charter of Robert de Ozly now made to Oſeney was not a new 
donation, but an aflignment of his unkles gift to new uſes, and what 
the elder Rebert had given to the Seculars of St. Georges, this younger 
Kwvert transfers to the Regulars of Oſeney. He recites the old gift 
of two parts of the tithe within all the demeſnes of both honors, 
(utriuſque honorts, which in the margin of the Monaſticon is thus in- 
terpreted, -- D'ozlz cul. & de Ibreto, id, eſt. de S. Walerico) by which we 
are to nnderſtand the Barony of Hokenorton, and that other Barony 
given firſt to Roger to Foery, thence call'd Baronza de Ibrew, after

By which 1t plainly ap- 
pears thoſe other authorities are miſtaken, which aſſert or preſume 
the death of Feffery de Toery about the twelfth of Henry the firlt, and 
his Barony then given to Guy de S. Walery, who had indeed an cltate 
in this County, but the Barony of de [very was given to his fon Re- | 
gmnald in the beginning of the reign of Henry the {econd.

The two hides of land at Arncot in this pariſh of Ambroſden were 
expreſly confirm'd by Maud the Empreſs 3, duas hidas de Ernicota ;

the third, Hr Ernicot duas hidas cum nemore & alits pertinenttis ſuts ; by 
King Fohn, duas hidas de Ernicot; by Richard Biſhop of Lincoln, duas 
hidas de Ernicote, &c. There were two other hides of land in Arncot, 
whuch had been given to the Abby of Abingdon, poſlibly by Robert E 
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0:ly ſen. when hewas forc't to compound with thoſe angry Monks, 
mention'd with other adjoining gifts, in a Bull * of confirmation by 
Pope Eugenius the third, A. D. 1146. In Ceſtertona unam hidam, tm 
Hernicota d4uas hidas, in Fencota unam hidam. --- In Stretona unam 
hidam & tres virgatas de dono---=-de Albeneio. 

It is here proper to obſerve that Mr. Selder * in his Hiſtory of tithes, 
does cite from the Chartulary of the Abby of 0ſeney this donation 
by Rgbert D'o:ly, of the tithes of his demeſnes in Burcenceſter, Erdimton, 
&c. And this he produces for one proof of the arbitrary diſpoſal of 
tithes by Lay Patrons, and their power to alienate them from the 
pariſh Church. © It is a pity that learned man ſhould be ſo prejudic'd 
againſt the Clergy, as in unkindnels to them, not only to run away 
with a falſe opinion ; but to defend 1t with the falſeſt matter of fact. 
None of his firſt anſwerers had the opportunity to confute this groſs 
miſtake. Mountague and Netles durit not meddle with our National 
Antiquities : and Dr. T/defly could reach no farther than the Re- 
cords of Rgcheſter, by which he clearly diſprov'd all the citations of 
of Mr. Se/den which related to that Dioceſs. I think the firſt who 
replies to this inſtance of Rybert de Oly s Charter, is the Reverend 
and living Author of the Fiſtorical d:ſcourſe of tithes; who has in 
general well refuted that conceit of the arbitrary conſecration of 
tithes by Lay men: but as to the particular ſtory of Burceſter, &c. 
writes thus. Mr. Selden reckons theſe gzfts as arbitrary Lay conſecra- 
tons, whereas a Charter of Robert de Oily ſays expreſly, Conſulente & 
confirmante Alexandro Dez gratia Lincolaead Eprſcopo ; ſo that it 15 
He advis d Robert de Oli to found it, and confirm d the endowment at 
firſt, tho this Charter be not now extant. And the Monaſticon cites ano- 
ther old Record ſaying, Robert de Oily founded this Church by the appro- 
bation of Theobald Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, and Alexander Br o of 
*Lincoln. Alſo that other Charter of the ſame Robert de Oili cited by 
Mr. Selden expreſ/ly ſaith, that the Biſhop of Lincoln advis d it and con- 
firmd it, and Theobald Arch-b:ſhop of Canterbury zs the firſt _ to 
it, Yet this he falſly produces for an arbitrary Lay conſecration, baſely 
concealing theſe old teſtrmomes of the Biſhops conſent to, and confirmation 
of the Founders grant, (which he muſt needs ſee, while he tranſcribd ſo 
much of the Charter ) He tells us this was confirm d long after by Richard 
(22 * ſhould be Robert Groſthead) Biſhop of Lincoln, A. D. 1250. as 
if this had been the firſt Epiſcopal confirmation, whereas it is evident he 
knew it was confirm d by his predeceſſor from the firſt foundation, viz.

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120, years before. What credit can be given to ſuch an Hiſtorian * This 
Reverend Author has undoubtedly the truth of the argument on his 
fide, but he wanted thoſe records which would have much better 
guided him in the circumſtances of the ſtory, and would have made 
Mr. Seldens error much the more notorious. The Dr. confteſles, that 
he had no other help than what he receiv'd from the Chartularies of 
Rocheſter tranſcrib'd by Dr. Tidefly, from the Monaſticon Anglucanum, 
and from Mr. Seder his own inſtruments *. Had he ſeen the Reg:ſter 
of Oſeney, a fair parchment tranſcript of all their Charters and other 
Deeds 1n large folio, belonging firſt to the Cotton Library, and by Sir 
Robert Cotton given in exchange for Annales Burtonenſes MS. to the 
Dean and Chapter of Chriſt Church Oxon, where now preſerv d in their 
Treaſury, Had he ſeen this authentic evidence, he would have 
drawn better concluſions from it, and more effeCtually exposd the 
p—_ and falſneſs of Mr. Selden in that Tra which leaſt deſerves 
1s name. Firſt, he would have found that this Charter of Robert 
de Oilt convey d no new charity of his own, but only confirm'd the 
antecedent donations of his unkle Robert de 04s ſen. who after” he 
had built the Caſtle of Oxford, plac'd Secular Canons in the Church 
of St. Georges, and endow'd them with the ſeveral tithes here again 
recited. So as the application of this ſtory by Mr. Selden ſtands 
wholly on a falſe bottom ; he ſuppoſes this an original grant of Ro- 
bert de Oth jun. when it was really made by a predeceſſor, This fun- 
damental error the Dr. would have more Ht diſcovered, becauſe 
he had obſerv'd the ſame diſfingennous ſhufling. in other caſes, and 
had charg'd Mr. Selden for often citing later confirmations of the Lay 
mes Elrs, as if they were _ grants. He gives other m- 
ances of 1t, to which he might juſtly have added this, 

Secondly, the Dr. would have been ſenſible, that the foundation 
of Oſeney ſhould not have been confounded with the grant of theſe * 
tithes, when there was the diſtance of twenty years between thele 
two ations, the Abby rais'd and firſt endow'd in the year 1129. but 
the appropriations of tithe before made to the Church of St. Georges, 
were not tranſ]ated and confirmd to O/eney till 1149. So as tho 
Alexander Biſhop of Lincoln advis'd and approv'd the firſt foundation ; 
yet it was only Robert Biſhop of Lincoln who conſented to this trani- 
tcrring of the tithes. 

Thurdly, the Dr. would have perceiy'd, that in this caſe there was 
no_collation of tithes, or alienation from the pariſh Church to a 
Religious houſe, but only a tranſpoſal from one fraternity to ano- 


ther; and this no way reaches Mr. Seldens defign, who would _ 
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proy d by it, that the pariſh Church might at pleaſure of the Patron be 
rob'd to enrich Abbies. Tho indeed, when the Biſhop of the Dio- 
ceſe agreed with the Patron of the Church to convert any part or 
the whole of parochial tithes to the uſe of Religious houles, they 
did not think it an alienation, but only a new — of theſe 
dues to the ſame Religious uſe, tho to different —z = erſons. 
Fourthly, the Dr. would not have complain'd, that the Charter 
of Alexander Biſhop of Lincoln confirming the foundation of Oſeney 
is not now extant, when he might there have ſeen it. Alexander Dez 
gratis Lincolnienſis Pw omnibus in Chriſto, &c.

Fifthly, the Dr. might have produc'd the old teſtimonies which 
he rightly gueſſes Mr. Se/den did baſely conceal. He might have 
cited the Charter of Theobald Arch-biſhop of Canterbury. Theobaldus 
Dei gratia Cantarienſis Archiepiſcopus Fratri Wygodo Priori de Oleney 
Jalutem, Omnes Eccleſias & aecimas preſent: carta confirmamus, & au- 
thoritate officit quo fungimur corroboramus, &c.

Thus was this affignation of tithes to a 
new Monaſtery no ſingle a&t of Robert de 0:4z, but allow'd and con- 
firm'd by the triple Ecclefiaſtical authority, Metropolitical, Dioce- 
lan, and Papal. And often again confirm'd by their ſucceſſors, 
by Thomas Arch-biſhop of roi, ar by Hugh Bilhop of Lancoln, 
and in the yacancie of that See, often by the Dean and Chapter i 
expreſs Charters. | 


How ftrangely would Mr. Se/der impoſe _ his Reader, to ad-, 


vance an odd notion prejudicial to the Church, and only ſerviceable 
to Sacrilege and Atheiſm ; namely, that parochial tithes were of old 
parely arbitrary, and left to the abſolute pleaſure of the Lay Pa- 
tron: and citing but one teſtimony relating to this County ſhould 
repreſent it palpably falſe, when he conſulted the original Records, 
and maſt needs have fail din his eyes, or in his conſcience.

Before this time Roger de Moubray granted the whole Lordſhip of 
Smite 273 Com. Warw. to Richard de Camvil of Midleton Caſtle nigh 
Burceſter and hzs heirs, to be held by the ſervice of one Knights Fee. Which 
Richard being a devout and: ptous man, and much affetting the Ciſtertian 
Monks, whoſe Order had then been but newly wanfilaned zmto England, 
and finding that part thereof which x ſituate in the valley to be full of woods, 
and far from any public paſſage, as alſo low and ſolitary, and ſo conſequently 
more fit for Religtous perſons, gave unto Gilbert Abbot of the Monaſtery 
of our bleſſed Lady of Waverly mm Surry, and to the Covent of that place, 
all' ths his Lordſhip of Smite there to found an - of the Ciſtertian Or- 
der : whereupon they preſently began to build, and out of their own Covent 
planted ſome Monks here, dedicating the Church thereof ta the bleſſed Virgin, 
and calling it the Abby of Cumbe 2m reſpett of 1ts low and hollow ſituation. 
The word Cwmm 21 the — oye 5; valley, as doth alſa Cumbe and 
Combe #n the Saxon. This confirm 4 by Roger de Moubray 2n the latter 
end of Stephen, and ratified by Robert Earl of Leiceſter in Henry the 
ſeconds time at the deſire of the uo Roger, Richard de Camyil, and 
the Monks, who jointly allow'd the ſaid Earl ſhould be reputed the prin- 
_ Founder of this Abby. Thus tar the Learned Mr. Dugdale * : who 

rom the Regiſter of Gmbe aſlizns only a general time, the reign of 

King Stephen: but the Waverly Annals affix it to this year 1150, Hoc 
anno fundata eſt Abbatia de Cumba a viro nobil: Richardo Decanvilla, 
(it ſhould have been printed de Canwilla) vi. 1d, Fult 3. 

In alluſion to this name of the Monaſtery and the reaſon of it, 
I remember to haye obſery'd, that at Combe in this County of Oxon,

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tho the Church and Town be now upon the hill, yet was the Church 
firſt built in the deep adjoining vally, at the Eaſt end of the water 
mill in a ground calld Bury Orchard, where the foundations of 
building and limits of the Church-yard are ſtill viſible: from which 
place the materials were remov d, and the preſent Church ere&ed on 
the hill, A. 1395. which Church of Cumbe was giyen by Maud the 
Empreſs to the Monks of Egneſham in this County.

Nigh this time Regznald de Gait Knight confirmd to the Monks 
of Thame the land in Ottendune, which had been given at the foun- 
dation of that Abby by his Father Sir Robert Gazrt. .

Matris Eccleſie filiz quod ego Reginaldus de Gai dedz & rconceſſu Ab- 
bati de Thama & Fratribus ſuts totam terram de Ottendun, quam Ro- 
bertus le Gai pater meus in elemoſmam dedit, &c *9, Which Reginald de 
Gait ſeems to have left a daughter married to Fulco de Fontibus, who 
left. ifſne two daughters co-heirs, Alice married to Hugh Conſtable, and 
Petronulla wife of Hugh de Bratmuſter, and on the partition of his 
eſtate the village of Ottendun was allotted to Hugh de Braimuſtre, who 
left iſue Odo de Braimuſtre, who granted to Henry de Colevile one 
Knights fee in Ottendun and Norton, for thirty five marks Sterling in 
hand, and the yearly rent of one beſantin or two. ſhillings : which 
Henry gave the ſaid land to the Monks of Thame *.

Henry ſon of David King of Scots, Earl of: Northumberland and 
Huntendon, and Lord of the Mannors of Merton and P:d:ngton, died 
this year and left iſſue Malco/m, who in the year following ſucceeded 
his Grandfather in the Crown of Scotland 3.

Simon de Gerardmulin which ſhe had in P:dington, and two virgates 
of land in Merton to hold for her life; by this Charter.

But it 1s moſt certain 
he died 1n the reign of —_y the firlt, whereas the witneſles to this 
Charter prove it made in thus latter end of the reign of King Ste- 
Þhen by the ſecond Earl Smon, who _ this eftate by the fa- 
vour of King Sephen, in whole cauſe he died before Walmeford, An. 
I153. and left Son the third, his ſon and heir mentiond in the 
Charter: which third Earl S:mon gave to theſame Order of Knights 
Templars, the Church of Southwyke belonging to Sadeleſcomb, and 
the Church of Wodmancote *.

Brien Fitz-count Lord of Walingford had maintain'd that gariſon 
with obſtinate bravery againſt the Fort of Craumers, and all other 
attempts of King Stephen, who having lately befieg'd and took the 
Caſtle of Newbury, marchd from thence to renew the cloſer 
ſiege of Walmgford, and reducd the place to that extremity, that 
Brien Fitz-count and his friends ſent over a meſſenger to Duke Henry 
in Normandy, with earneſt defires either to come over and relieve 
them, or to give them liberty of ſurrender 3, Upon which intelli- 
gence Henry Duke of Normandy came into England with ſmall forces, 
which he ſoon improv'd into a formidable army, and having be- 
tieg'd and taken the Caſtle of Malmsbury, march'd up to Walingford 

to 
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to relieve his diſtreſſed friends, where he firſt blockt up the Fort of 
Craumers, 1o as the gariſon of King Stephen conld not moye, while 
that in Walingford had a free paſſage for vituals and recruits. Upon 
the Dukes advance, the King had retreated to reinforce his army, 
and when he thought his numbers were ſufficient, he brought them 
up toward Walingford, from whence Duke Henry adyancd to meet 
him ; but when both armies were drawn out to battel, Wilkam Earl 
of Arundel propos d a Treaty, which the Barons of both fides pro- 
moted, on this policy, ( as the wiſe Hiſtorian oblery'd) That the war 
might be prolong d, and mutual jealouſie might reſtrain them both, rather 
than either of them by Conqueſt ſhould become a more abſolute Governor ', 
Such were the very fears that put a ſtop to the victories of Kin 
Charles the firſt, becauſe his own friends ſuſpeted the abuſe of y1- 
torious power. One of the greateſt oppoſers of the Dukes intereſt 
was Simon Earl of Northampton and Huntendon, who died at the fiege 
of Walingford in the ſame week and of the ſame diſtemper with Ea 
ſtace the Kings ſon *: he was buried in the Priory of St. Andrews in 
Northampton, leaving ſon and heir S:mon the third in minority, and 
Iſabel his widow after married to Gervaſe Paganel Baron of Newport 
(om. Bucks. from which family that Town aſſum'd its name. In the 
Charter of agreement now made between the King and Duke, (to 
which Rzchard de Camuil of Mialeton was witneſs) there is mention: 
that thoſe which held out the Caſtle of Walmgford (vis. Brien Fitz- 
count and his retinue) had done homage to the King, and deliver'd 
hoſtages for their fidelity 3. But this valiant and haughty Baron, 
partly out of fear that King Stephen would not be heartily reconcil'd to: 
im, and partly out of ſorrow that both his ſons were lepers, and* 
confin'd to the Priory of Bergavenny, with great devotion took upon 
him the Croſs and went to Jeruſalem, leaving the zmheritance of Overwent, 
and the Caſtle of Groſmunt, to Walter h:s k1nſman Conſtable of England, 
Jo to Milo de Gloceſter Earl of Hereford, and to the ſazd Milo and 
ns heirs, the Caſtle and whole honor of Bergavenny, to be held of him the 
ſaid Brien and his heirs by the ſervice of three Kmghts fees * His wife 
Maud de Waltngford,to avoid the ſtorms of Civil warhad before retir'd: 
into Normandy, and there taking a Religious habit, ſhe granted at. 
Beck to the Church of St. Maries and Monks of that place, great Oke- 
burn and little Okeburn in Com, Wilts. of her own inheritance, with 
conſent of Henry Duke of Normandy and Maud the Empreſs. Teſttbus 
Ricardy Cancellario, Roberto de Curceto, Roberto de Novoburgo, &c. To 
the original Charter was a Seal appending with an. impreſs of her 
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own perſon in Religious habit, with an olive branch 1n her right 
hand, and beads on the left arm, with this in{cription in the oyal 
margin, SIGILLUM MATILDIS DoOMINE W ARINGFORDIE }, 
This Okeburn was afterwards made a Cell to the Abby of Bec in Nor- 
mandy, and confirm'd to them by King Henry the ſecond *, and by 
King Edward the fourth, annext to JY/naſor College 3. The date of 
this donation by 'Maud de Walingford was much too early computed 
in a petition to the King and Parliament in the eighth of Edward the

King Sephen died Ottober the 25. ſucceeded by Henry the ſecond, 
who in the beginning of his reign, in conſideration that Brien Fitz- 
count and Maud his wite had both entred into a religious life, ſeiz'd 
on the ſaid honor of #almgford, and directed a Precept to the Sheriff 
to charge the Conſtable of Walmgford to make a legal inquifition of 
the tenure and conyeyance of the {aid honor, and a return was made 
in this form.

Lordſhip of Sutton in Com. Northampton *. In his accounts for this 
year it appears, that Robert de Oily paid ſeven pounds fix ſhillings for 
a Writ of pardon *. After Eaſter there was a general Council of 
the Biſhops and Barons convend at Walmgford, where ſolemn oaths 
of fidelity were taken to the King and his heirs 3, Regznald de S. 
Walery was now reſtor d to his Lordſhip of Haſelden in Com. Gloc. of 
which he had been diſſeisd by King Sephen, and which in the inte- 
rim had been given to the Abby of Kngswood, who were unwilling 
to relinquiſh their claim to it; but after a vexatious ſuit, confider- 
ing that the ſaid —_ was enjoin'd as a penance by the Pope, to 
found ſome Abby of the G/tertzan Order, they offer d to refund Ha- 
ſelden and ſeveral other lands, on condition he ſhould there found 
ſuch an Abby, which by compact was ſoon after done, and the Ab- 
bot with ſeveral brethren, leaving few at AKzngswood, tranſlated them- 
ſelves to Haſelden, from whence for want of water they again re- 
moy'd to Tettebirz +, This Regmnald de S. Walery had been a faithful 
friend, and was now a great favorite of the King, who on the death 
of Feffery de Tvery beſtow d on him that Honor, which from him and 
his ſucceſſors was call'd the Honor of S. Walery; by which means he 
was now poſleſt of the Mannor of Ambroſden. Albreda Mother of 
the ſaid Regmald ſurviving her husband Guy de S. Walery, married 
Walter de Wahull, and gave forty marks and three palfrys for livery 
of her inheritance, whereof Regzmald her ſon had the poſlſeflion, while 
ſhe ſtaid in Normandy 7,

Oxon. and giving to the Canons of Oſeney one meſſuage 
there, with free liberty to gather the tithes of his demeſnes of that place, 
and in Bernceſtre '. When this donation does evidently belong to 
Richard'de Camvill his grandſon, who in right of his wife the daugh- 
ter of Gert Baſſet, came to the poſleflion of thoſe Mannors of Er- 
aimton and Bernceſtre. 

About this time Malcolm King of Scotland and Earl of Huntendon, 
confirm'd to the Knights Templars their lands in Merton by this 
Charter.

Manaſſer Arſic Sheriff of Oxford and Berks accounted for ten pounds 
ten ſhillings for Regznald de S. Walery 5, This Manaſſer Arſic was ſon 
of Robert fon of Manaſſer the elder, Founder of the Cell of Coges, 
which Barony of Coges continued in this family to the twenty ninth 
of Henry the third, when the two daughters and heirs of Robert de 
Arſic paſt away the Lordſhip of Coges, and whatever deſcended from 
their Father, to Robert Grey Arch-biſhop of York 7. 

Within this year Walter G:iffard .Earl of Buckingham and Ermigard 
his wife, founded the Abby of St. Maries Nutley within the Park of 
Crendon nigh Thame, for Monks of the Auguſtine Order *: and gave 
to it the Churches of Kaverſham, Riſenberg, Chiltune and Chappel of 
Dortune, Eſſevendone, Hildeſdone, Cheſeley, and the tithe of Merſb.

In this year was the fourth ſcutage or tax to the King at a mark 
for every Knights fee; when in the return made upon inquiſition 
it appear d, that Henry de Oily held thirty two Knights fees and an 
half of the old feoffment, and one tee and a half and the twentieth 
part of a fee of the new feoffment, and Thomas Baſſet ſeven Knights 
fees of the Honor of Walmgford, in which Honor the family of Baſſet 
had a great ſhare, Nzchol2s Baſſet had ten Knights fees ; Turſtan Baſſe 
fix fees and two parts of a ſeventh; Of Baſſet one fee and a 
fourth part, Fulco Baſſet one fee. 

The Church diſcipline ſuffer d much in theſe parts by the death 
of Robert Biſhop of Lincoln,. on the ſeventh of the Calends of Febru- 
ary ', when Feffery the Kings baſe ſon kept the title and temporalties 
tho a Lay-man till 182. at which time being urgd by the Pope 
and Arch-biſhop to take orders, he refign'd his title, and the King 
kept it in his own hands ſome time after, which long vacancie 
made a conyerted Monk of Thame pretend to prophecie there ſhould 
be no more Biſhops of Lzncolr *.

The Charter of Gzlbert Baſvt recited in the Patent of confirmation 
in the ninth of Edward the ſecond, inſerted in the Aonaſticon is made 
up of thoſe three Charters reduc'd into one, with ſome ſmall omil- 
fions and alterations *®. Of the name Eahy ro whom the Church 
was dedicated, Mr. Creſfy 3 reckons up no leſs Man ſeven Eng/:/b Saints, 
St, Eadburg of Wincheſter, St. Eadburg of Kent, St. Eadburg of Peter- 
burrow, St. Eadburg of Gloceſter, St. Eadburg of Aulsbury, St. Eadburg 
of Buggan, and St. Eadburg daughter of King Edward the elder, tho 
this laſt ſeems the ſame with her of Wincheſter. We may ſuppole 
the Saint of this Priory was the holy Virgin of Albury, which 
Town was given to her and her fiſfter Eaditha by their Father Fre- 
wald, which Siſters here taking the veil ot Religion were both re- 
puted Saints + Edbwrg gave name to a place in the Chiltern Bucks. 
now call d Edburton *: as alſo to Edburgberie now Adderbury Com. Oxon. 
of which place Mr. Ray had a fanciful miſtake, that the Town had 
its name from thoſe itones which are call'd Orphiomorphits from the 
hgure of a ſerpent or adder; and a very worthy Author who corrects 
that ſurmiſe is (1 doubt) as much miſtaken, That the Town (ſays he) 
has not its name from theſe ſtones ( as Mr. Ray thinks) I dare confidently 
avouch, Adderbury bem only the vulgar name; for in the Court Rolls of 
New College ( and other inſtruments) to which the Lordſhip of the Town 
belongs, it ts written Eabberbury, perhaps from St. Elbba the tutelar Saint 
of the Church 5, But whatever corruptions there may be in later re- 
cords, it is certain that in the great inquiſition of Wilam the Conqueror 
this place was call'd Edburgeberie, which in Edward the Conteflors 
reign had been the poſſeſhon of Edwine Earl of Mercta, and in the 
time of ſuryey was the tenure of Robert de Statford 7 : and —_

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the like name in many ſucceeding reigns. Beſides this Priory of 
Burceſter, the Abbies of Eveſham in Com, Wigorn. of Egneſiam Com, 
Oxon. of Berking Com. Eſſex: and ſeveral others were dedicated to 
St. Mary and St. Edburg, The greateſt memorial which now remains 
of this Saint at Bureeſber is a ſpring or fountain head call d St. Eg- 
burg's well, which riſes in the weſt part of the common field be- 
longing to Kmgs-End; no queſtion but in the ſuperſtitious age there 
was great reſort of the lame and blind with their yows and their of- 
ferings, the ſanctity of waters being ſuch a deyout fancy among our 
Ancelitors that to reſtrain the ſuperſtition of it, the fixtieth Canon 
in a Council under Edgar forbids pilpeopFunga, which word tho the 
Latin verſion has applied to Will-worſhip, yet it ought to be rendred 
Well-worſhip or a fond running to be curd at Wells or Fountains : as 
is abundantly prov'd by . Dr. Hammond *; who to the ſame purpoſe 
quotes a Saxon Penitential, and Homily of Biſhop Lupus, and the in- 
junctions of Over Sutton Biſhop of Lincoln againſt that praCtiſe in 
this very County. Bygfffince the Reformation, our Saints loft their 
honour, and the watefS their ſuppos'd vertue. So as the current of 
St. Edburgs well by long negleCt was ſtopt up, till in the year 1666. 
being a dry ſummer, by the advice and care of Mre Fohn Coker Gent. 
the head of it was opened and cleans'd, at which time it gave ſuch 
a ſuddain and great ſupply of water, that had the old Adorers now 
livd, this ſhould have been eſteem'd another miracle. There was 
a neat and much frequented walk leading to it from the Priory and 
Town, which in a record about the tenth of Edward the firft, is 
call d Sepnt Edburg hes grene way, and Y/ia Sanite Edburge *. It is 
now by corruption call'd Eadburg balk, 1. e. The Edburg way balk, it 
running as a green balk between plough-ridges on each fide. It be- 
ou at the welt part of AKzngs-End in a narrow paſlage between two 

ouſes of Mr. Fehn Coker, now or late in the occupation of Ralph Ea- 
wards on the ſouth, and Edward Brideman on the north: it extends 
half a mile in length leading to no other place but direaly where 
it terminates, the head of the ſpring ; the breadth is too much leſſen'd 
by ſome encroachments of the plongh, and there be ſome inter- 
miſſtons in the path by a like treſpaſs of the husbandman: it being 
once a, high-way, no propriety 1s yet claim'd of it: but by cuſtom 
the graſs or profit of herbage is allow'd to the Tithing-man of Kzng-s- 
End. Nor was this the only well made facred by St. Eabure, there 
was another of the like name and reputation in the City ot Canter- 
bury, of which we read that in the time of Athelred Arch-biſhop,

Ang. & Bernardus de S. Valerico jumtor, &c *, While the King was wea- 
ried with this fiege, thro ſome ſecret impulle at the interceſſion and 
mediation (as he 1umagin'd) of St. George he was inſpir d with freſh 
courage, and thought of this device, to tie about the left leg of a 
certain number of Knights a leathern thong or Garter, that by a 
ſenſe of glory and aſſurance of reward, they might be excited to the 
greater courage. Among which Knights (ſays the late Hiſtorian) 
were Sir John St. John, and Sir Rechard de Camuil, which ſome think 
the firſt occaſion to that order of the Garter, inſtituted by King 
Edward the third 3. 

Within this year Wilkam Mareſchal Earl of Pembroke gave a fine 
of two thouſand marks to the Exchequer for the moiety of the lands 
of Walter Giffard late Earl of Buckingham, in right of 1ſabel his wite 
daughter and heir to Rzchard Earl of Strigul, whereby he was polleft 
of the adjoining Mannors of Merſþ and Crendon, &c. and in the ſe- 
cond of King Fohn had a grant of the patronage of the Abby of Not- 
ley, by delivery of the + Paſtoral Staff. 

Within the ſecond of Rechard the firſt died William de Liſures Lord 
of the fee of Borſtall, who in the thirty third of Henry the ſecond 
had paid xx, to the Sheriff of Wiltfhire on colleCtion of the ſcutage 
of Galley; and in the thirty fifth of Henry the ſecond had given 
two hu ad marks for the Foreſterſhip of Northamptonſhire : to whom 
lucceeded Feffery de Liſures his brother, who gave vir. 11. 1v*. for 
livery of his lands 5. The ſaid Wilkam granted to Wilkam Fetz-Negel 
of Borſtall his land in that place, held from Fulk de Liſures his Father 
for the yearly rent of x*. by this Charter.

There is another Charter of the ſaid Wilkam de Liſures to William 
Fitz-Niyel, granting to him the office of Foreſter of Bernrood tor the 
yearly rent of x1, atteſted by the ſame witneſſes *. It ſeems to be 
from this pretended title to Boytall and the cuſtody of Bernwood, that 
one of this family of de Liſures had it certified, that being Foreſter 
of fee to the King, he was by his office oblig'd to attend him in his 
army, well fitted with horſe and arms, h:s horn hanging about his neck *,

King Rz:chard provok'd with many indignities offer d by 1/aac 
call d Emperour of Cyprus, made a deſcent, took the Emperour or 
ſoner, and ſoon Conquer d his whole Ifland, which he delivered in 
cuſtody to R:chard Camwvill Lord of Midleton, and Robert de Furnham, 
Traaidit Inſulam de Cypre Richardo de Camwilla & Rgberto de Furnham *. 
From whence Rzchard de Camuill without the Kings leave went to the 
fiege of Acon, which held out to this ſecond year, and there died in 
Fune. Eodem menſe Fumi Richardus de Camyilla, quem Rex Angliz 
conſtituerat unum de Fuſtttiarits ſuts in Inſula de Cypre infirmabatur, & 
ſme licentia Regs vemt ad obſidtonem Accon & bt mortuus eſt 5, He left 
Heir Gerard de Camull his eldeſt ſon, who in the ſcutage for Wales 
unposd in the firſt, but not fully colle&ed till this third year of the 
Kang, paid ten ſhillings for his one Knights fee 1n Mzdleton 5, And 
left a younger ſon Wilkam, who married Aldred daughter and heir 
of Feffery Marmion, and had his principal ſeat at Arewe in Com. Warw, 
from whom the (mes of Clifton in Staffordſhire deſcended 7. 

The King in his abſence had appointed William de Longchamp Bi- 
ſhop of Ely Chancellor and chief Juſticiary of Eng/and, who had 
great quarrels with John Earl of Moreton the Kings brother, which 
roſe firit from the Earls defence of Gerard de Camwill Lord of Mzd- 
dleton *, whom the Chancellor turn'd out of his office of Sheriff of

Lincolnſhire, giving it to Wilkam ae Stutevil, who beſfieg'd Camuill in 
his Caſtle*of Lincoln, but the fiege was rats d by Earl Fohn, and an 
agreement made between him and the Chancellor, one article of 
which was to reinſtate our Gerald de Camuill in -his Shireyalty of Lin- 
coln, to which compact Gilbert Baſſet Lord of Burceſter was a witneſs ', 
being one of them who adher d to Earl Fohn in all his ambitious 
quarrels. Before the end of this year the Chancellor was depos'd 
and fled beyond ſea, where he repreſented his grievances to the Pope, 
and moy'd him to write to the Arch-biſhops and Bilhops of England, 
to excommunicate Earl Fohn and all his Accomplices. And the ſaid 
William Biſhop of Ely as Legate and Chancellor, wrote to the Biſho 
of Lincoln to put in execution the Pope's Brief, and lent a liſt of thoſe 
whom he would have him declare to be excommunicate, among 
which were Gerard de Camwull, Gilbert Baſſet, Thomas Baſſet, &c. But 
the Biſhop was too wiſe to obey him *. In this year Hugh Biſhop of 
Lincoln viſited this part of his Dioceſs, and at Godeſtow remoy'd the 
body of Roſamund from before the high altar, and had it buried with- 
out the Church 3. Her Father Walter de C:ifford gave to thoſe Nuns 
of Godeſtow for the health of the ſoul of Margaret his wife, and this 
Reſamund his daughter, his Mull at Framton in Com. Gloc. with a little 
meadow call'd Lechton in pure and perpetual alms +, I cannot ima- 
gine why Walſmgham ſhould attribute to King Fohn this foundation 
of Godſtow for the ſoul of Reſamund his Father s Concubine, and im- 
pute it to a prophecy of Merl 7. : 

Bernard de S. Walery, for the better ſucceſs of his expedition to the 
Holy Land, had in his paſſage thro France laid the foundation of a 
Monaſtery call'd Godeſtow, the name deriv'd from that in this County, 
built on the land which he gaye for that uſe to Henry the ſecond 5, 
Abbatia Loci Det ſita eſt ad fluuium Breſtan que Picardos azrimt a Nor- 
mannis. Fundator Bernardus de S. Walerico Domus de Gamaches con- 
ſenſu Avor. Conjugis & Thome filzz An. M. C.XC.I. The founda- 
tion is thus recorded in the French Mounaſtzcon. Abbatia Locus Des 
(Lieu Dieu) Dioc. Ambionenſis, ſed in comtatu Aucenſi vulgo Ea ducatus 
Norman. ordinemque profitetur Ciſtertienſem, cujus fundator premaris 
proaucttur Vir iluſtr ;mus D. Bernardus eo nomme quartus Domanus SF, 
O___ cum uxore ſua Alienora prentsſſuma as nobulifſuma Heroina, 
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An. MCXCII. 3, 4. Richard 1. 


Nigh this time Henry de O:ly Baron of Hokenorton in conſideration 
of his body to be buried betore the high altar in the Church of 
Oſeney, gave to the Abbot and Monks his chief manſion houle in 
Weſton, with a Wood and Mill, and his meadows near the Mill to- 
ward Aerthnton, and three crotts Benecroft, Graſcroft, Hegcroft, with 
offer of exchange in Hokenorton or K1dlington.

This part of the Country was much concern'd in the attempts 
made by Earl Fohn, who upon his brothers umpriſonment aſpird to 
the Crown, and with many of his Accomplices 1n theſe parts beſfiegd 
the Caſtle of Walmegford *. Feffery late ele of Lincoln now Arch- 
biſhop of York, granted by Charter to the Abby of Godeſtow in this 
County, the Priory of St. Clements 1n York, to be annext and ſubor- 
dinate to it; but the Nuns of St. Clement retus'd to ſubmit to thoſe of 
Godeſtow, which occaſion'd long and ſharp diſputes 3.

In this years accounts of Willzam Briewerre Sheriff of this County, 
it appears, that Thomas de S. __ for relief of his lands was in- 
debted to the King one hundred and ſeventy marks 3, 

About this time Gzlbert Baſſet and Egeline his wife gaye to their 
Priory of Burceſter all their land of Woteſaun and Weſtote their demeſn, 
for the health of their own ſouls and of Thomas their ſon for pure 
and perpetual alms, by thisform of donation.

This land at 
Woaeſdon in Com. Bucks. ſeems to have been part of the marriage por- 
tion of Fpeline de Courtney, the ſaid Mannor of Waodeſaon being in poſ- 
lion of that family, and in the nineteenth of Edward the firſt, it 
was aftign'd as part of the dowry of Alanore widow of Hugh de 
Courtney Baron F, 

Among the witneſſes, Regrnald de Courtney ſon of Wiliam muſt be 

the 
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the ſon of Wilkam ſon of Regmnald de Courtney born in Normandy, by 
his firſt wife, which V/i/zam married Maud the ſole daughter of Roe- 
bert, natural ſon of King Henry the firſt by Mazd Avenel, who took 
him for a ſecond husband, having had by Rebert-de Abrmcis her firſt 
husband, a ſole daughter call d Hawzje, married to Regznald the Fa- 
ther of this Wil;am and Egelne wite of Gulbert Baſſet *,

The King in his return from the Holy Land was took priſoner, 
and delivered to the Emperour of Germany, from whom he was ran- 
ſomed at one hundred thouſand marks: and this year return'd to 
England, holding a Parliament at Nottingham on the thirtieth of 
March, He did on that day difleiſe Gerard de Camuill Lord of Mozd- 
dleton of his Caſtle and Shirevalty of Lzncoln, for adhering to the in- 
tereſt of Earl Fohn, who in the Kings abſence had us'd all methods 
to uſurp the Crown, and offer d money to prevent or retard his 
Royal Brothers return. 

Eodem die Rex aiſſeiſroit Gerardum de Camvilla de Caſtello & Yice- 
comitatu Lincolnienfi *, Within a week after at the inſtigation of 
Will:am Biſhop of Ely Chancellor, the ſaid Gerard de Camruill was ac- 
cus d for receiving thieves who had rob'd the Tradeſmen in their 
road to Stanford fair. He was farther charg'd with Treaſon, &c. but 
he (toutly anſwer'd, he was Earl Fohns Man or feudatory Tenant, 
and would ſtand to the law of his Court. The ſaid Gerard de Camroull 
was now difleis'd by the King of the Mannor of Benham in Com. Berks. 
which King Rezchard in the fl of his reign had given to R:chard 
Camwuill who left it toa younger ſon Fohn de Camuill,and he dying with- 
out iſſue it was enjoy d by this Gerard, till the King upon this {ciſure 
gave it to Hugh Wake to hold during his pleaſure. On which account 
there was a tryal 1n the fifty ſeventh of Henry the third, wherein the 
Jury found that Mannor an Eſcheat to the King, unleſs the heirs of 
Richard de Camwill could produce the feoffment of King Rechard 3. 
Glbert Baſſet Lord of Burteſter , &c. had alſo adherd to Earl 
Fohn, {or which he now purchaſed the Kings pardon for eight pounds, 
Thomas Baſſet tor his pardon paid four pounds, and Alan Baſſet four 
pounds, as appears from the account of Eſcheats within the Honor 
of Waligford + And Gerard de Camuill gave two thouſand marks to 
be repolſleſt of his eſtate and Caſtle of Mzdleton, and to regain the 
Kings favour . 

This 
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This part of the Country was now concern'd in one of the great 
Torneaments appointed by the King between Brackly and Mz:xbury,on 
the plain call'd Bayardsr-green, (7. e. Horſe-green) exprelt 1n a letter trom 
King R:chard to Hubert Arch-bilhop of Canterbury * : wherein he ac- 
quaints him of his ordering ſolemn Torneaments,nter Sarum & Wilton, 
mnter Warwick & Kennelingworth, inter Stanford & WWarnford, inter Brakele 
& Mixebiri, "Theſe Tiltings Juſts or Feats of Arms were * inſtituted, 
if we may credit Munſter, An. 934. Tis {a uſe of them was 


brought into England Oy King Sper, and by this Martial people 
manag d with much ſpirit and much blood. Theſe appear the firſt 
that were publickly authoriz'd. The occaſion of them was pre- 
tended to make Engliſh ſubjects more expert in arms, and that they 
might not be inſulted over by the French, who in thele feats did 
much excell them. One more ingenuous reaſon was, no doubt, to ad- 
vance the Kings revenue. For in the chart that grants them, the 
following rates were impos'd, 3 an Earl for licence of tilting twenty 
marks of Silver, a Baron ten marks, every Knight that had land 
four marks, a Knight who had no land two marks, &c. The miſchief 
of theſe bloody ſports was found {ſo great, that they were prohibited 
in three Councifs by three ſeveral Popes + under the penalty of de- 
nying Chriſtian burial: and were reſtraind by act of Parliament in 
the reign of Henry the third, under the penalty of the heirs of Of- 
tenders being depriv'd of their eſtates. But the cuſtom could not be 
broke till the time of Edward the third. There was another Tornea- 
ment held at this very place in the thirty third of Henry the third F. 

Richard d Amorie held now from the Knights Templars part of the 
Mannor of Merton and other appendents in Fencot, Blecheſdon, and 
Hampton-Gay: the conditions of tenure are exprelt in a writing da- 
ted this year *, | 

Nigh the ſame time John de Folya gave half a yard land to the 
Knights Templars in Cher{ton, by a Charter thus exemplified.

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The tax for the Kings ranſom when priſoner to the Emperour was 
twenty ſhillings on each Knights fee, with all Church plate, and all 
that years wooll of the Gſterc:an Monks, and the order of Sempling- 
ham. The colle&ion is entred in this years account of the Sheriffes, 
tho the rate was impos'd an. 1193. Gerard ae Camull paid xx", for 
one Knights fee in Mzadleton, and Henry de Oily for no leſs than twenty 
two fees and the third part, and Roger de Cheſterton x*. and Philtþ de 
Flampton xx*, &C. | 

Within this year Gzlbert Baſſet Lord of Burceſter, &c. gave an hun- 
dred pounds fine to the King, that his daughter pag might be 
married to Thomas de Verdon a Baron, and Lord of the Mannor 'of 
Heth in this County, who upon his marriage paid a fine to the King 
of three hundred marks, to have livery X the lands and Caſtles of 
his Father Bertram de YVerdon *, the ſon of Bertram who came in with 
the Conqueror, and held the Mannor of Fernham-Reyal in Bucks. by 
the ſervice of providing a glove upon the day of the Kings Coro- 
nation for his right hand, and to ſupport his right arm the ſame 
day, during the time that the Royal Sceptre is in his hand *. Gz& 
bert Baſſet gave in marriage with his ſaid daughter, one moiety of 
the Mannor of Wrechwike 3. |

IWilkam de Sobinton Sheriff of this County, in ſtating his accounts 
to the Exchequer reckoned eighteen ſhillings for the rent of Fencote, 
and eighteen ſhillings in part of eleven pound for the fee ferm of 
Pidington which dy belong'd to the Earl of Danmartun or Dam- 
martin, and now by Eſcheat was in the Kings hands *. 

We meet with other branches of this family, Manaſſr de Dammar- 
zmn one of the Itinerant Judges in the reign of Henry the ſecond, An. 
1170 *, Galena de Dammartin and Bartholomew her fon Patron of the 
Church of Northirn in this reign of Rzchard the firlt. There 1s a 
Charter of this Galienas de Dammartin, made to Robert de Manaevil 
her Son, granting to him ſome Lands in the Village of Nertun in 
Com. Efſex *. Nicholas de Dammartin witneſs to the Charter of 
Willam de Braoſe to the Church of Bergavenny in reign of King 
Fohn. Wilkam de Dammartin who gave the Church of Effingham un 
Surry to the Priory of Merton, and the tithes of M:chelham to the 
Abby of Lewes, and Eudo de Dammartin ſon of William who founded 


the Hoſpital-of St. Fames in Tanreege in Sarry 5. To the Charter of 
foun- 
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foundation of this Hoſpital a Seal is affixt, with impreſs of a Knight 
on horſeback arm'd and ſword drawn, and on the reverſe the arms 
of this famuly, five bars with a Label of three points inſ{crib'd, S, E u- 
DONIS DE DAMMARTIN *, 

Our Aubry de Dajnmartin left ſon and heir Regzmald, who by mar- 
riage came to the Earldom of Bologne, of which he was depriv'd and 
of all his goods in France, An. 1211. when he was honourably. re- 
cely d by King Fohn, and had his paternal eſtate delivered to him with 
as many other lands as amounted to 300. per an *. 

Aubry de Ver Earl of Oxford in the ſecond of Richard the firſt, had 
given a fine to the King of five hundred marks tor the daughter of 
Walter de Bolebec, to make a wife for his ſon, and died the ſeventh of 
Rehard the firſt, leaving heir his ſon Avbry, who by his Fathers ad- 
vice having married ſabe! daughter of Walter Bolebec, did by his ſaid 
wives conſent confirm to the Abby of Notley in Crendon the dona- 
tion which Walter Giffard Earl of Buck, made by the conceſſion of 
Hugh de Bolebec in the village of Hilleſdon, viz. the Church with all 
appertenances, with paſturage for their drawing cattle, and two hun- 
dred acres of paſture.

Feffery Fitz-Prers Earl of Eſſex advanc'd this year to the honour of 
Juſtice of England in the room of Hubert Arch-biſhop af Canterbury 
having march d with a great power into Wales, was by the Biſhop of 
Bangor ſo much incensd againſt Giraldus Cambrenſis Archdeacon of 
Brecon, that he difſeisd him of atl his Church lands at Brecon, and 
paſling afterward thro Gloceſter, directed a precept to the Archdeacon 


of Oxon. to take into his hands all the reyenues which he had within

The ſaid learned Archdeacon did afterwards in an Epiſtle to the 
Biſhop of Ely, the Dean of London, and the Archdeacon of Buckeng- 
ham complain, that among his other ſufferings he had been diſeis'd 
of his revenues, vx. his Prebend of Hereford, and his Church of 
Cheſtertune *. 

So as the firſt precept implying he had ſome Eccleſiaſtical benefice 
in this County, and his own after conteſſon declaring that he was 
diſpoſſeſt of the Church of Cheſterton: it 1s a juſt interence that he had 
the benefice of Cheſterton in this neighbourhood. Add to this the au- 
thority of Mr. Se/den, who reports him preſented to this Church in 
the reign of Henry the ſecond by Gerard de Camwill Patron, Lord of 
Midleton adjoining to Cheſterton. In an Epiſtle (ſays he) of Giraldus 
Cambrenſis writ in time of Henry the ſecond to Hugh Biſhop of Lincoln, 
about his Parſonage of Cheſtertune, which he challeng d upon preſentation 
of himſelf made by Gerard of Camvill a Gentleman of great worth in 
Lincolnſhire ; the Biſhops inſtitution is ſpoken of as clearly neceſſary ac- 
cording to the Canons *, 

The King in this ninth of his reign gave the Mannors of Shalefeld 
and Aldeford in Surry to Glbert Baſſet, as the right and marriage por- 
tion of his Mother Alice daughter of Rgbert Dunſtanuil, which oc- 
cafion'd a tryal at Law in the fourteenth of Henry the third, between 
Subilla de Ferrers widow of Walter ſon of Walter Dunſtanoil, and Wil- 
ham Long ſþe and Idonea his wite grand-daughter and heir to the eſtate:

of Dadinton in this County, as his Mother had at the time of her 
death : his Mothers name (not mention'd by Dugaale) was Maud de

A relief was by Norman cuſtom a fine paid by Fendatory Tenents 
to the principal Lord, whether of the Barons to the King, or of the 
mferiour vaſlals to the Barons, upon the firſt acceſſion to ſuch rights 
and honours. By the law of Wilkam the Conqueror the relief of a Ba- 
ron conſiſted in horſe and arms and things of that nature ; but _

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the aſfiſe of Arms made 4. 27. of Henry the ſecond, every Mans 
Arms were to be preſerv'd tor his heir, and then was the relief made 
payable in money, which yet was not ſet in certain ſums, till the 
grand Charter of this Prince after reduc d them to a ſtanding rate ', 

Soon after the Coronation,which was May the twenty {eventh,there 
was a Scutage Tax impos d of two marks on-every Knights fee; the 
ſpeedy collection of which 1s entred in this years accounts of the 
Sheritt.

Thomas de Verdon died this year in {reland and left widow Euſtace 
daughter of Gzlbert Baſſet * The King gave livery and ſeifin to Gi- 
bert Baſet of the Mannor of Scandeford which had belong'd to Walter 
Dunſtanuil his Unkle, and was the marriage right of Ale his Mother, 
for which in the preceding reign he had ſued in the Kings Court: 
and alſo now granted to the ſaid Gzlbert and Egeline his wife, a Market 
in their Mannor of Strafford to be held on Sunday in every week *, 
For Markets and Fairs were often kept upon the Sundays, till in 
time the abuſe appcar'd worthy reformation. By a Clauſe Writ of 
the King in the ſecond of Henry the third, the Market of Bercamſteae 
which us'd to be kept on Sunday was transfer d-to Monday * : and 
within the ſame year the Markets of Brackley and Walingford were al- 
ter d from Sunday to week-days, by like ſpecial Writ 7.

When W:lam King of Scots did homage to King Fohn at Lmncoln, 
November 22. Among the Barons preſent at this ſolemnity were G- 
bert Baſſet Baron of Hedingdon, Lord of Burceſter, &c. with Thom 
and Alan his brothers, and Gerard de Camuil Lord of Mzidleton *. Gil 
bert Baſt was now Sheriff of Oxon. and Berks. and in his accompts it 
appears, that Rgb?rt de Piſelee was indebted to the King fixty m_—_ 
an 
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and one horſe or palfry to be reconciled to the King, and to enjoy 
in peace Ale de Cheſterton, whom he had married without licence 
from the King *. 

The meaning of this is, that every Virgin or Widow poſleſt 
of lands held in 7 from the Crown, could not diſpoſe her 
ſelf in marriage without licence firſt obtain'd from her ſupreme 
Lord. Whereas Robert de Pifelee without any ſuch application for 
the Kings conſent, had married Alice de Cheſterton a rich Heireſs to 
lands of that tenure, by which he had incurr d the Kings diſpleaſure, 
and muſt haye loſt his wiyes lands, if he had not by this fine made 
his peace. 

Gilbert Baſſet had one only daughter and heir Euſtace, who in the 
beginning of the reign of Kichard the firſt was married to Thomas de 
Yerdon Baron of Alton in Staffordſhire, and Lord of the Mannor of 
Heth in this County ; who died in Ireland Arn. 1199. Upon which 
in this year, Gerard de Camwuill Lord of Midleton gave a thouſand 
pounds to the King for the gaurdianſhip of his widow with her 
lands, and liberty to diſpoſe of her in marriage to Rzchard his ſon *. 

The Arms of S. Walery were two Lions paſſant, as in a Seal ap- 
rax- 'to a Charter of 'Thomas de S, Walery, for the Soul of Bernard 

is Father, dated 1 200 5. 

Reginald Earl of Bologne and Dammartin Lord of the Mannors of 
Merton and Pidington, procur'd from the King a Charter for a Fair 
once a year at his village of Norton (now Cold-Norton) in this County, 
for three days, v:z. on the Feaſt of Simon and Fude and two days fol- 
lowing +. And at Cheping-Norton, William Fitz-Alan the third, Lord of 
this Mannor, in the fixth of King Fohn obtain'd a Charter for a yearly 
Fair 5, Hugh Biſhop of Lincoln juſt after his return from Rome died 
at the old Temple in London on the firſt of December, whoſe body was 
remoy'd to Lincoln, and there carried in proceſſion in preſence of two 
Kings, three Arch-biſhops, and a great reſort of Nobility and Clergy *. 
He was Canoniz'd at Ryme An. 1220, and his Fefiyal obſery'd on 
the fifteenth of November 7.

There is one Mill of 
ten ſhillings rent, a meadow of twenty carucates. Wood for two hun- 
dred hogs. In the whole it pays yearly thirty eight: pounds of white 
Silver, (2. e. the pure metal before it 1s coind or ſtampt) and for the 
Foreſt twelve pounds burnt and weigh'd, (2. e. melted down) In the 
time of King Edward it paid eighteen pounds in number, (7. e. in 
ready money. ) 

Gilbert Baſſet Lord of Burceſter and Founder of that Priory died 
this year, leaving one only daughter Exſtace, late widow of Thomas 
de Verdon, now wite of Richard de Cameuill, His next ſurviving bro- 
ther was Thomas Baſſet, to whom the King by Writ dated Auguſt the 
ſecond this year, gave his brothers Lordſhip of Hedingdon to be held 
by the ſervice of one Knights fee and twenty pounds yearly : x'. at 
Michaelmas, and x'. at Eaſter. The Mannor of Burceſter and other 
lands paſt to Richard de Camurl in right of his wite.

Wilkam Fitz-Nigel Lord of Borſtall and Foreſter of Bernwood died 
this year, and by Mabzle his wite left ſon and heir Fohn Fitz-Nigel, 
who paid ten marks to the King at Brill for enjoyment of his Fathers 
office, and for liberty to marry at his own pleaſure. At the ſame 
time Walter Borſtard was indebted one hundred ſhillings and one hun- 
dred Capons for poſſeſſion of the Mannor of Brill lately granted to

From hence Mr. Dugdale has infer d that Gz{bert Baſſet died in this ſe- 
venth of King Fohn 5, which indeed 1s a miſtake. He died in the 
fifth of John, before his Barony of Hedingdon was given to his brother 
Themas ; but the reaſon why the Livery of his lands to his daughter 
and heir was deferr'd to this year was her minority, ſhe coming 
now to full age. By this means Rzchard de Camwuill became Lord of 
the Mannor of Burceſter, and Patron of the Priory. His Father Ge- 
rard de Camuill as Copartner with Fulk de Oyr: and others, in conſi- 
deration of three hundred marks fine to the King, obtain'd licence 
for meaſuring the whole Marſh betwixt the waters of Spalding and 
Tid in the County of Lincoln 6.

#j Note there was alway money or ſome other valuable conſideration 
paid to the King for leave to have a trial or judgement in any con- 
troverſie. And this (faysa good 5 Antiquary) may be the reaſon - 
Glanvil ſo very often in his Treatiſe of the Laws and Cuſtoms of Englan 
hath theſe words, Petens ac querens perquirit Breve, the. demanaant 
or Plaintiff purchaſes a Writ. Hence (ſays he) i 5 F eagng at fiſt 
came the os gr uſage of paying 6*. 8*, where the debt is 4o', 10, 
where the debt is 100'. and ſo upwards, in ſuits for money due upon 
Bond. But it is certain, this was owing to King Alfred, who when 
he had ſetled his Courts of Judicature, to prevent the arbitrary de- 
lays of Juſtice, did order, that without petitioning leave from the 
King, Writs of citation ſhould be granted to the Plantiff to fix the 
day of Trial, and ſecurethe appearance of the other party 6. 

This 
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This Judicial reference to twelve men was a cuſtom that obtain'd 
among the Northern Nations, a good Author * attributes the inſtitu- 
tion of 1t to Regner Lodbrog ; by whoſe appointment all controverſies 
ſhould be decided by the judgment of twelve chief Meg, who at 
firſt ated not only as a Jury, but as Judges: when time and the 
confuſion of our Saxon Governments had made this praCtice obſolete, 
King Alfred revivy'd it with this alteration, that in every aCtion twelve 
legal or free Men of the neighbourhood ſhould make their Inqueſt 
into the matter of fact, and report it upon oath to the Thane or 
Lay noble Man and the Biſhop (who were to be Aſſeſſors in the 
County Court till their juriſdiction was ſeparated upon the Conqueſt 
of Wilkam the firſt) or to the other Juſtices Itinerary commiſſion'd 
by the King, by any of which Judges no penal ſentence could be 
given without an agreement of the Jury in their verdiCt; and there- 
fore when one Cadwzn a Juſticiary in the trial of Hackwy for his life, 
upon the diſſent of three of the twelve, had ſubſtituted three other 
who ns in returning of him guilty : King Alfred had the faid Cad- 
wm hang'd for perverting this courſe of Juſtice >, 

In Eaſter Term the trial between Rzchard de Cameuill and Euſtace his

Reginald de Dammartin Earl of Bologne adhering to the King of

In this twelfth of King Fohn an Inquiſition was taken thro England 
of the ſeveral tenures of eſtates from the Crown, by which it appears 
that Fohn Fitz-Nigel Knight, held one hide of land in Borſtall calld 
Dere-hide, by the {ſervice of being the Kings Foreſter in the Royal 
Foreſt of Bernwood 5. 

A Foreſter was ſuch-an office as is now a Wood-rieye, or in'a Parka 
Keeper. There were the Kings Foreſters who ſupervis'd a whole Royal 
Foreſt by deputation from the King, who had great authority and 
profits. And there were the Foreſters of the Barons and Knights 
Tenants in caprte of the King, who had lands or woods within the | 
bounds of any Foreſt. Their reſpe@ive office is ſet down in the Pre- 
cepts concerning Foreſts by Juſtices Itinerant, An. 1195.

Reginald de Dammartin Earl of Bologne being depriv'd of his Earl- 
dom and all his lands in France, came over into England and was 
kindly recerv'd by King Fehn, to whom he did homage and fealty, 
receiving from him 300. a year, part of which was the former eftate 
of this family in the tee of P:d:ngton and Merton. He was now a great 
favorite of King Fohn, and intruited with the command of the Eng/:/b 
Fleet againſt the French, in joint commiſhon with Wikkam Longspe 
Earl of Salrsbury *.

toa great piece of Timber *, King Fohn brought off one priſoner 
Robert Son of Rgbert Earl of Dreux, (who by marriage became ſoon

By Letters Patent dated in Ofober, Nichola de Hay widow of Ge- 
rard, and Mother of R:hard de Camuill late Lord of Mzdleton, had 
the cuſtody of the Caſtle:of Ltncoln again deliver'd to her *. One of 
her family was Robert de Hay Re@or of Sulthorn (now Souldern, Com. 
Oxon.) who in this reign of Henry the third, claiming from the Abbot 
and Convent of Oſenzy a certain meaſure of Corn tor their demeſn 
of M:xbury, and four pence yearly for their demeſn of Fulwell by 
vertue of the old cuſtom call'd Chirchſcete, did by conſent of the 
Abbot and Convent of Egneſham,who were Patrons of the ſaid Church 
of Suthorn, agree to receive an annual penſion of five ſhillings in full 
latisfa&tion for the ſaid corn and money 7. 

Richard brother of the young King, who in the preceding year had 
been made Governour of Chilkam Caſtle in Kent, obtain d now a 
grant from the King of the Honor of Walingford, by which he be- 
came Lord of the Ne of Burceſter, &c +. In the accompts of the 
Sheriff, Reginald Earl of Bologne anſwer'd for lands in Bampton. Pe- 
tronilla wite of Feffery Fleccar paid fifty ſhillings for a Mill n — 
don call'd Kings-milne. Thomas Baſſet anſwer'd for forty two poun 
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ten ſhillings in Hedingdon, and twenty pound for the fee farm of 
the ſaid Barony *.

This year there 
was a diſpute between the ſaid Earl and the Abbot of Barlmgs about 
the right of Patronage to the Church of Mzaleton, and during the 
controverſie the Biſhop of Lincoln conferr'd the ſaid Rectory, ſaving 
the right of both Competitors 7.

Before this time there aroſe a controverſie between Alan Baſſet 
Baron of Wycomb and the Covent of Burceſter, concerning the Ad- 
vouſon of the Church of Compton, (call'd trom that family Comprot- 
Baſſet) in Com.

his abettors were reitor d to the King's favor, yet the ſaid R:chard 
Simard to decline the anger of the {aid Earl was oblig'd to retire 
into Scotland, and there wait till a peace ſhould be made for him *, 
The ſaid Alan Baſſet Baron of Wycomb was a younger brother of 
Gilbert Baſſet of Hedingdon, from whom he obgain d the Lordſhip of 
Compton nigh Cheping-Norton in this County : at his death he left by 
will two hundred marks to the Univerſity of Oxford for the mainte- 
nance of two Chaplains, and made the Prior and Covent of Burceſter 
his Executors, who purchas'd three carncates of land in Arncote in 
the pariſh of Ambroſden with a wood in the ſaid Village, out of the 
rents whereof they oblig'd themſelves to pay eight marks yearly at 
two equal payments for ſupport of two Chaplains or Scholars re-

of the ſaid Alan Baſſet and his wite, and ſhould on. every ſpecial 
Feſtival add a Placebo and Dzrigze to be after composd for that pur- 
poſe. This wood and land (thus purchasd by the Priory, -and 
charg'd with the proviſion for two Scholars) was call d and ftill re- 
tains the name of Priors Hill, from which wood tour load of fuel 
was yearly allow'd the Vicar of Burceſter, by a compoſition made A; 
1454: Vicarias haheat quatuor bigatas [ignorum - focalibus de ſilva 
Prioris vocat. Prior's Woode apud Arncote * : for which there is now an 
annual penſion paid to the ſaid Vicar. The 3 Author of the Anti- 
quitics of Oxford places the hiſtory of this benetaction under the 
year 1243. which muſt needs be incongruous ; for Alan Baſſet died 
in this year 1232. and that Author cites the ſtory from the regiſter 
of Hueh Wallis Biſhop of Lincoln, which could extend no further 
than this year. 

It is moſt likely that at this time 'began the Schole Burceſtrienſes, 
the Schools belonging to the Priory of Burceſter, when that Covent 
being thus oblig'd to maintain two Scholars did hire a Tenement 
of the Abby of 0ſeney call'd Haſtyng, lying in School Street on the 
north fide of St. Marzes nigh the Schools belonging to Univerſity 
College, for which they paid to the ſaid Abby a yearly rent, and

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employ'd it to this uſe for the inſtrution and refidence of Scholars, 
Schole Burceſtrienſes ad Prioratum Burceſtrienſem vel Biſceſtrienſem 
in Comitatu Oxonienſi locatum ſpettabant.

It was then cuſtomery tor the Religious to have Schools that bore 
the name of their reſpective Order. "Thus the Auguſt:ne Schools, one 
of Divinity, another of Philoſophy, in which latter the diſputing 
of Batchelors has yet continued the name to the exerciſe of Aw 
guſtines. The Benediftine Shools for Theology, the Carmelite Schools 
for Divinity and Philoſophy in the pariſh of St. Mary Magaalen.. 
The Franciſcan Schools, &c. And there were Schools appropriated 
to the benefit of particular Religious houſes, as the Dorcheſter Schools 
the Eynſham Schools, the Schools of St. Frideſwide, of Littlemore, 
of Oſeney, of Stodley, &c. The Monks of Glecefter had Gloceſter Co- 
vent in Oxford; the Monks of Perſhore in Worceſter had an apart 
ment for their Novices in that houſe, &c *. So the young Monks 
of Weſtmnſter, of Canterbury, of Durham, of St. Albans, &c 3. The 
Covent of Bwurceſter were more eſpecially oblig d to provide for the 
education of Students in the Univerfity, as they were of the 4s 
guſtine Order, who had this particular charge incumbent on them, 
In a general Chapter held in the pariſh Church of Chefthunt, A.D. 
1331, {trit commands were given for maintaining Scholars in ſome 
Univerſity, as had been before decreed in their ftatutes made at 
Nirthampton, Huntingdon, and Dunſtaple, In another Chapter at 
Northampton, A. D. 1359. it was ordain'd that every Prelate (. e. 
Abbot or Prior) ſhould ſend one out of every twenty of the Ca- 
nons to reſide and ſtudy in the Univerſity : and if any Prelate ſhould 
neglect this duty, he ſhould pay ten pound for every years omiſſion. 
Again, in a general Chapter 1362. there is a ſolemnity appointed 
tor the electing of Canons to be ſent out for Students in the Unti- 
verſity, and the election. time fixt about the Feaſt of St. Margaret. 
In a Chapter at Oſeney held 4. D. 1443. Wilkam IWeſthar Profeſtor of 
Divinity ſtood up and recited the names of thoſe Prelates, and pr 
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the allotted fines imposd on them : as a catalogue of the perſons 
and their reſpective ſums does ſhew. And in a Chapter conven'd at 
the Monaſtery of St. Fames nigh Northampton, A. D. 1446. The viſi- 
tors of the reſpective Archdeaconries made their returns of thoſe 
Abbots and Priors who had defaulted. When at the ſolicitation of 
the aforeſaid Wilkam Weſthar, the King ſent a Praceptory Letter, * di- 
rected To our truſty and well-beloved in God all the Preſidentiz, 
Prelates and Procurators of Chanons Reguleres of the ordre cf 
Seynt Auſten of thys our Realm. Wherein He grants their ſup- 
plication for the more honeſtie and perfection of the ſaid- Drdre, to 
have the place and grownd where they myth make a Colege named 
of our bleſſed Lady. And he orders a levy of the multes taxed and 
limited for abſence of Scholars. But this project failing of one ge- 
neral College, they ſtill continu'd the care of providing for parti- 
cular Scholars, and in the next Chapter conven d at Oſeney, A. D. 1449, 
enquiry and complaint was to be again made of all Abbots and 
Priors that did not maintain Students in Oxford or Cambridge. - By 
rules ſent from Pope Benedz# in the fifth of his Pontificate to the Ab- 
bot of Thornton and Prior of Kirkham, to be obſeryvd within the 
Dioceſſes of York and Lincoln; the penſions for ſuch Students are ex- 
preſt, ſixty pound yearly to a Maſter in Divinity, to a Batchelor 
fifty, to a Scholar or Student in Divinity fourty, to a Door of 
_ Law fifty, to a Batchelor or Scholar in Civil Law thirty 
ve *, 

So in the Acts and Conſtitutions of the Chapters of the Benearttne 
Order, there be frequent proviſions for Scholars to be maintaind 
one out of twenty Monks at the Univerſity, with enquiries into-ſuch 
defaults, and penalties impos'd for them *. They had a Prior of 
Students to govern all the Novices of their Order, at Oxford and 
Cambridge ; where they had a Doctor in each faculty of Divinity and 
Canon Law, under whom their Inceptors were to Commence at the 
publick charge of their reſpe&ive Monaſtery *. The general Col- 
leges for this order were Gloceſter in Oxford, and Monks College (now 
Magdalene) in Cambridge +. en obs, : 

Tothis commendable practiſe we owe the imitation of it by our 
firſt Reformers. Among the injunCtions of Eaward the fixth 4. D. 
1547. It is provided that every Parſon, Vicar, Clerk, or Beneficed Man 
having yearly to diſþend in benefices and other promotions of the Church an.

And by 
the injunCtions of Queen El:3abeth A. D. 1559. the rate of allowance 
1s ſpecified, - Every Parſon, Vicar, Clerk or Beneficed Man, having yearly 
to _ mn benefices and other promotions of the Church an hundred pound;, 
ſhall give 3'. 6*. 8%. in exhibition to one Scholar wn either of the Univerſities, 
&c. Weare uncertain how well theſe orders were then obey d, but we 
are ſure the charity has now fail d.

faid amercements. And laſtly directing another Precept to the ſaid 
Sheriff to pay in the amercements 1o collected *, 

Within the ſame year the King granted to him the Caſtle and ho- 
nor of Kzareburg in Yorkſhire *. Flugh Biſhop of Lincoln died on the 
ſixth of the Ides of February, and was fucceeded by Rgbert Grofthead 
conſecrated at Reading, by Edmund Arch-biſhop of Canterbury +. The 
King ſpent a great part of this year at Woodſtock, where on Fuly the 
twenty fourth he confirm'd the endowments of the Nunnery of Ta- 
rente in Com.

of Oxfordſhire, who with Banners and Enfigns diſplay d march't to 
the Caſtle, and environ'd it on the morrow after St. Fohn Baptiſt. 

While the King was at Northampton, he ſent meſſengers to Simon 
Montfortwith an Army to. demand ſurrender of the Caſtle of Kenz- 
worth : whereupon he ſubmitted himſelf to the Popes Legate, Rzchard 
King of Almazgn, and Philip Baſſet, who brought him to Northampton, 
where in the Kings preſence the King of Almazgn gave him thanks 
for his Life, ingeniouſly acknowledging, that he himſelt had been 
murder'd at Kenworth ſhortly after the battle of Eveſham, had not 
this S:mon preyented it. It was propos d that the ſaid Stmon ſhould 
ſurrender the Caſtle, but the Souldiers within utterly refus'd to 
yield it up.

There 1s a Latin Epiſtle from 
Charles King of Suily to Prince Edward, giving an account of this 
aſlaflination dated from Yiterbo, &c 3, Upon whoſe death his bro- 
ther Edmund then in Syria return'd back into England, and was joy- 
fully receiv'd by his Father +.

Margaret his wife ?, 

In this third year of 0/zver Sutton Biſhop of Lincoln, Edmund Earl 
of Cornwall preſented to the Churches of Rowleſham and Henly *. As 
alſo Fohn the ſon of Wide Knight, preſented to the Church of 4r- 
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dulfele (now Ardly) and the year following to the Church of IWeſton; 
I ſuppoſe Weſton by Thame '. And Sir 3/2lham le Povre Knight to the 
Church of Ottingdon. 

Baldwin ſon of Roger de Tingewike granted and confirm d to Sir Fohn 
Fitz-Nigel jun. all his lands in the fields of Acley of the tee of Adin- 
grave, tor two and twenty marks Sterling in hand. Fs Teſtibus, 
Roberto Malet, Johanne Carbonel, Ricardo de Arches, mz{:t.

Edmund Earl of Cornwall now founded the firſt College for the 
Order of the Bonhommes at Eſſerugge, Aſherugge, now Aſbridge in Com, 
Bucks. to which this Church of Ambroſden was ſoon after impro- 
priated. Fo. Leland has thus entred it among his Colle. Efferugge 
wulgo Aſhridge Collegzum de Bonhommes Edmundus Comes de Cornub. 
funaator, An. 1283 *%, And among his travels (wherein really he was 
but a ſuperficial Obſeryer) he leaves this ſhort mention of it, The 
Houſe of Bonhomes cailed Aheruge of the foundation of Edmund 
Earl of Cornwall, and owner of Bercamſted Caſtle about a mile 
off *. The foundation 1s thus recorded by Harpsfield. Conditum eft m 
hac Dizceſi (nembe Lincoln) ab Edmundo Ricardi Conitis fratriſque 
Heprici Kegzs filro caenobium quad Alheruggium dicitur prope Bercham- 
ftedum pagum drſtantem @ Londino ciretter vigintt quinque mullia paſ- 
Juum, quod & portone ſanguin domimice ornavit. Dicuntur Cenobite, & 
revera mult: nomint ſuo reſpondebant, Bom: homines *, This fable of 
Cihrilt's blood which profited much -that Houle, is told at large by 
Hollinſacad. Edmund the ſon and heir of Richard Earl of Cornwall w/o 
was ſecond ſon to King John, being with his Father in Germany, where 
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beholding the rel:ques and other pretious Monuments of the ancient Emperors, 
he eſþpicd a box of Gold, by the inſcription whereof he percet d (as the opt- 
non of men then gave) that therein was contain 4 a _— of the bleed of 
our bleſſed Saviour, He therefore being defrrous to have ſome part thereof 
by farr intreaty and money obtain d his deſire, and brought the box over 
with him into England, beſtowing a third part thereof after his Fathers 
deceaſe, in the Abby of Hales which his Father had founded, and wherein 
hu Father and Mother were both buried, thereby to enrich the ſaid Monaſtery, 
reſerving the other two parts m his own cuſtody, tall at length mov d upon 
ſuch devotion as was then us d, he founded an Abby at Aſſerugge in Hert- 
ford{hire, a /ittle from the Mannor of Bercamited, zn which he plac'd the 
Monks of this Order of Bonhommes good Men, being the firſt that had 
ever been of that Order in England, and aſſign dto them and their Abby 
the other two parts of the ſacred blood. Whereupon followed great reſort of 
people to thoſe two places, induc d thereto by a certam blind devotion *, This 
was not the firſt umport of that wonderful treaſure, it we believe the 
ſtories of that Religion, which tell us, that Joſeph of Arimathea 
brought into Britain two Silver veſlels filled with the blood of our 
Saviour: which by his order were buried in his tomb. And to King 
Henry ;. a Cryſtal containing a portion of the ſame blood was ſent 
from the Maſter of the Temple at Feruſalem, atteſted with the Seals 
of the Patriarch : which treaſure on the day of St. Edward's tran(- 
lation the King committed to his Church of St. Peter's in Weſtminſter, 
and obtain'd from the Biſhops then preſent, the indulgence of fix 
years and one hundred fixteen days, to all that ſhould came to pay 
a viſit and veneration to that ſacred Relique *. So Mat. Paris ſub an, 
1249. tells us, the King ſummon'd his Nobles and Prelates to celebrate 
the teaſt of St. Edward in St. Peter's Church, where a chiet motive was 
Pro venerattone Santi Sanguints Chriſt: nuper adeptt. How prodigal in 
ſuch pretences ſee W. Prynne Hiſt, Col. tom. 2. p. 715. But of many 
Inſtances we muſt not omit, that among the Reliques in the Abby 
of Feſcamp in Normandy is pretended to be the true blood of Chriſt, 
as preſery'd by Nicodemus when he took the body from the Crofs, 
even to the ſaid Abby by Wilkam Duke of Normandy, buried by his 
ſon Duke R:chard, and again diſcovered Av. 1171. and attended with 
infinite miracles *. This cheat was winkt at in the times of 1gno- 
rance, but at the Reformation diſcovered and expos d; as the rela- 
tion 1s given by F. Speed. Aſhridge 7m great repute for the blood ( ſup- 
pos d out of Chriſt's ſides) brought out of Germany by Henry eldeſt ſon of 
Richard Azng of the Romans and Earl of Cornwall, whereto reſorted a 

great 
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great concourſe of” people for devotion and adoration thereof. But when 
the Sunſhine of the Goſpel had prerced thro ſuch clouds of darkneſs, it was 
percero d apparently to be only . Honey clarified and coloured with Saffron, 
as was ſhewn at Pauls Groſs by the Biſhop of Rocheſter, 24. February 
Ms. 1538 *. 

The vencration paid to this Relique inclind many to bequeath 
their bodies to be buried in the Church of Aſbrugge, to the great 
advantage of theſe brethren. So Sir Thomas Bryan Knight chief 
Juſtice, by his Will made Zeb. 7. 1495. and prov d Decemb. 11, 1500, 
So Sir Thomas Denham Knight of Ethrop in Bucks. by Will made 
Seþt. 18. and prov d Feb. 13.1519. So his fon Sir Fohn Denham Knight, 
by will prov d Ottob. 30. 1535 ©. 

* Theſe Bonhommes followed the rules of St. _—_ I think there 
were but two more Covents of them in England, one at Era:megton in 
Wilts. tounded by W. de Erdindon Biſhop of Wint, the other at Briſtol 
tounded by Henry de Gaunt a Prieſt, which Society Leland in his Itin, 
calls the Gaunts, alas the Bonhommes. 

As to the name * Hpridge, 1.1 no_ doubt from a hill ſet with Aſhes, 
the old word was Aeſcruzge, Rugge, as after Rage, fignitying a hull or 
ſteep place, and the Aſhen-tree being firſt Aejc, as after Aſhche, &c, 
In Walſmghem's account of the death of Edmund Earl of Cornwall, at 
this Covent of his own foundation the place is call'd Asſherngger ; but 
in this as in infinite other parts of that Edition, the foreign Printers 
muſtook the copy 3. 

In this fourth year of Over Sutton Biſhop of Lincoln, our Edmund 
Earl of Cornwall preſented to the Churches of Beckley and Mecxbury *; 
and to the Church of Helmeſwell in the Archdeaconry of Stowe; and 
to the Church of Wy/taneſton in the Archdeaconry of Lzeceſter, by 
reaſon of the cuſtody of the land and heir of Henry de Haſtings ; and 
an. 1285. by the ſametitle to the Church of Schakerſton f, 

By an Inquiſition this year in the County of Bucks. it was found 
Henry de St, Amand the day he died held the Mannor of Grendon and 
the Advouſon of the Church from Edmund Earl of Cornwall, as allo 
the Mannor of Bloxham in the County of Oxon. from the ſaid Earl, 
and left Guido his fon and heir aged 17 6. | 

King Edward having now entirely ſubdued the ſh, gave the 
land of Denbigh to Henry Lacy Earl of Lincoln, Lord of Burceſter, &C. 
who thereupon began to build the Town of Denbigh, which he walld 
in, and made a Caſtle within it ; in the front whereof was his ſtatue 
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in long robes. And antiently prayers were made every Sunday in 
St. Eillarie s Chappel there tor Lacy and Percy ', Which jaid Earl 
Aug. 25. gave the Chappel of St. Nicholas in Pontfratt to the Abby of 
St. Fohn de Pontfratt *.

There was at this tine a Chart of Olzer Sutton Biſhop of Lin- 
coln reciting the Ordination of Vicariges, in all thoſe pariſhes 
which were unpropriated to the Abby of Oſeney, made by Hugh Wells 
one of his Predecefſors, which Ordination becauſe it immediately re- 
lates to the Churches of IFefton, Cheſterton, Heyfora-Warm, &c.. ſhall 
be here tranſcrib'd, to acquaint us what allowance that age afforded 
to the Vicars, even beyond the portion now allotted to them. For 
every Vicar preſented by the ſaid Abbot and Covent, and inſtituted by the 
Biſhop, was to have two marks yearly for hs cloaths, every ſecond Jogacy 
to the value of ſix-pence, and one half of 1t, if beyond that value : and out 
of all oblations to the Altar at every maſs one penny, if the oblations were 
worth a jou: and whatſoever elſe by devotion w; the Faithful ſhould be 
reaſonably conferr d upon him. As alſo a ſufficient exhibition of vittuals 
at the table of the Canons whenever they ſtaid within his pariſh: and the 
Canons ſhould find a Clerk to ſerve him and obey him, who ſhould take an oath 
of fidelity to the Vicar, ſaving his fealty to the ſaid Canons, who ſhould 
lhewiſe find a Boy to wait upon hum, and maintain the Boy m all expences, 
And when the Canons were not reſident, then the Clerk, who as before ap= 
pointed ſhould attend the Vicar, was to have the key of the Canons houſe, 
therein to provide for the dyet of the Vicar fony and honorably. The 
Canons ſhould farther furmſh the ſaid Vicar with a horſe, whenever he had 
occaſion to travel upon the concerns of the Covent or the Church : and ſhould 
finally bear all burdens, 1. e. Firſt-fruats, Tenths, Procurations, and all Taxes 
whatſoever.

The faid Earl now ratified by Charter dated at Hoſton, the grant 
of a place called Ruddegate, made by Henry Torbeck and Elena his 
wife to the Canons of Burſcough in Com, Lanc. with caution that one 
_ within his Lordſhip of Wadenes ſhould thenceforth be admitted 
and maintain'd in that Priory ; and that Maſs ſhould be there yearly 
celebrated at Eaſter, and that they ſhould Regiſter in their _Marty-

We may here obſerye, that Edmund Earl of Cornwall defign'd no,/} 
part of the revenues of this Church of Ambroſaden ſhould be converted 
to the uſe of his new Covent, which he had in Lay fees ſufficiently 
endow'd. But he only truſts them with the preſentation of a Clerk, 
on a charitable opinion, that theſe Good-men would better execute the 
right of Patronage, and more mcorruptly provide an able Incum- 
bent : but roo many Guardians have embezled a truſt to their own 
proper uſe. So theſe Holy Brethren without any regard to the Do- 
nor s intention, ſoon reſfoly'd the mheritance ſhould be theirs: and 
therefore purchafing a Deed of gift from the Pope, (who like the 
Tempter in the wilderneſs offer d what he had no right to beſtow) 
they quickly made themſelves the perpetual Refor. And indeed int 
this manner was the illegitimate birth of moſt Impropriations, the 
Lay Patrons devoutly (and, as they thought, innocently) refign'd 
their right of Preſentation to Religious Houſes, and they by their 
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intereſt and mony procur'd from the Popes an annex1on of the tithes 
to themſelves, with an arbitrary portion or a poor ſettled reſerve toa 
Servant of theirs whom they ſhould call a Vicar. 

In this year began a new Taxation of the value of all Churches 
upon this occaſion: the Pope had the Firlt-fraits and Tenths of all 
Spiritual preferments in Eng/and. For the more eahie colleCting of 
them there had been a general Taxation of them made by Walter de 
Suthfield Biſhop of Norwich, by command of Pope Innocent the fourth 
who had granted the Tenths to King Hen. 3. tor three years. This 
Taxation was done An. 1254. by appointing the Rural Dean and 
three Rectors or Vicars in every Deanery, who upon oath were to 
certifie the juſt eſtimate of all Church revenues *. This'was an op- 
preſſion to the Clergy, but it was ſoon made more grievous: for 
when the Pope had again granted the Tenths to the King for three - 
years, the King in the 53.of hisreign, 4. 1269. for a compenſation 
to what they fell ſhort of the due value, made the Clergy pay within 
thoſe three the Tenths of four years *. And now at this time the 
Tenths were granted to King Edward by his Holineſs, as an aid to- 
ward his expedition to the Holy Land ; that they might be gathered 
to the full extent of them, the Pope appointed two principal Col- 
letors Richard Biſhop of Wincheſter, and Olzver Biſhop of Lincoln * ; 
who in every Dioceſe were to appoint their Deputies and Afliftants: 
In this Dioceſe of Lincoln the Delegated Colleftors were the Abbot 
of Oſeney, and the Prior of St. Catharmes in Lincoln, of whom the 
former was to collect the Counties of Oxford, Bucks, Northampt. Bed- 
* ford, and Huntingdon, and the Prior the refidue of the Dioceſe, du- 
ring five years. And in every Deanery new Taxers were commi- 
fion'd, who in every Dignity and Cure exceeded the former com- 
putation to the great burden of the Clergy. The Inquiſition begun 
this year +; but the return was not fully made till the year 1291. 
under which year ſhall be given the taxation of theſe parts.

Hyth in Archid. Lond. which was built in the reign of Ea. 2. by Rz- 
chard Rothering Sheriff of London, is here valued at ſeven marks, 
which argues this Taxation to have been after that of Ea. r. viz, in 
that of £4. the 3d. reign. But this is a poor ignorant ſurmilſe, as if 
there could be no Church in Garlek-Hyth till that Sheriff built a new 
one, or as if it was then firſt made a diſtinct pariſh. When collated 
with other copies of this years Taxation, it appears one of the tran- 
{cripts of them. There is one more ancient Record of it MS. in the 
Bod. Bib, wherein the account of this Dioceſe of Lincoln bears this 
inſcription. Taxatio Spiritualitatis in Die, Linc, per Radulphum &

ing year becauſe then preparing. Circa :dem tempus jubente Papa Ni- 
cholao taxate ſunt Eccleſia Anglicanz ſecundum verum valorem & extunc 
ceſſavit Taxatio Norwicenſis per Innocentium quartum prays facta *. And 
Tho. Wikes attributes it to the year 1292. becauſe then poſſibly was 
the firſt colle&tion by thoſe new rates. Moſt of the Hiſtorians com- 
plain of it as a grievous exaCtion. There is another tranſcript of great 
part of it preſery'd by the moſt induſtrious Mr. Roger Doaſworth, a- 
mong his ColleCtions, vol. 86. 

A ſpecimen of Ambroſden, Burceſter, and neighbouring Churches 
ſhall be here given, with their difference from the old Taxation by

There were at this time twenty ſeven Churches in the Deanery of 
Burceſter, their valuation ccLxvul. xvs. 1v*. 

Within this year Edmund Earl of Cornwall gave ſeveral lands.and 
tenements in the pariſh of St. Peters Eaſt Oxford, to the Brothers of 
the Holy Trinity within that City : for which and other charities he 
had the title of Summus Religioſorum Patronus *, 

Within the twelfth of Over Sutton Biſhop of Lincoln, Richard de 
Amory Knight preſented a Clerk to the Church of Buckenhull * : and 
Sir Almaric de $. Amand to the Church of Alcrimton. A new Prioreſs 
was now elected in the Nunnery of Szodley, leave being firſt askt and 
obtain'd from the Patron Edmund Earl of Cornwall *, Alice de Lacy 
Mother of Henry Earl of Lincoln, in right of her dowry preſented to 
two parts of the Church of Cpſton in the Archdeaconry of Northam- 
þton +, And within this ſame year Alice de Lacy ſole daughter and 
heir of Henry Earl of Lincoln, at nine years of age was married to 
Thomas eldeſt ſon and heir of Edmund Earl of Lancaſter. 

Fohn de Verdopn Lord of the Mannor of Heth 1n this County was ar- 
raignd for Treaſon, and divers other mildemeanors, at Bergavenny 
before the King and his Council, and upon full hearing had judge- 
ment to be committed- to priſon, as alſo to forteit all his Royalties 
in the lands of Ewyas Lacy, But the King taking into conſideration 
the good ſervices of his Anceſtors done to himſelt and his Progenitors, 
and becauſe he acknowledg'd his offence, and ſubmitted himſelf, 
granted, that after his death his heirs ſhould again enjoy thoſe pri- 
vileges, and for five hundred marks Fine, freed him of his unpri- 
lonment *,

An Inquiſition was now made whether the Abbot of Rewley 
(founded by Edmund Earl of Cornrall) ow d ſervice to the County 
Court at Oxford, or to the Kings Court of the Hundred of Poghedele 
(now Plowghly) and return was made that he ow d no ſuit or ſervice 
to either ; becauſe he had no lands in this County but the Mannors 
of Erdinton (now Yarnton) and IWllarſton, and the fite of the Abby which 
were of the honor of St. Walery, with two Coppices of wood in 
Netlebed; and eight virgates of land, with twenty acres of meadow and 
their appertenances in Wendlebury, which were of the fee of Amory 
de St. Amand ". ; | 

Henry Lacy Earl of Lincoln attended the King with his Army into 
Wales, where not far from the Earl's Town and Caſtle of Denbzgh, the 
Engliſh receiv'd a great repulſe. After the Earl's return in confidera- 
tion of his good leryice, the King granted to him a ſpecial Charter 
for Fairs and Markets in ſeyeral of his Lordſhips. Among other, a 
Market on the Munday every week at his Mannor of Mzdlington ad- 
joining to Burceſter, and a Fair there yearly on the Eve and day of 
St. Thomas the Martyr. 'This Martial Earl was in this ſame year in 
the Expedition made into Gaſcorgn *, 

: ray Earl of Cornwall gave lands to Walter. de Cornwall his baſc 
rotner 3, 

Within this year 1293. Thomas Brent gave to the Abby of Ofeney 
all the tithe of his demeſn lands in Heyford-Warin, at which time 
S:mon was Parſon of that Church +.

The King beihg now a ſecond year engaged in a war with France, 
ſeveral of the Clergy and Religious made their contributions, to 
whom for acknowledgement and reward the King granted particular 
protections. Among others Ralph de Mertival Rector of Ambroſden 
having affiſted the King with halt the profits of his Benefice, receiyd 
a ſpecial proteCtion in this form.

A protection in the ſame form was granted to the Prior and Co- 
yent of Burceſter *. Another to the Rector and Brethren of Aſbrugge 7. 
As alſo to Thomas de Capella Parſon of Blecheſdon; to Richard de Pyryte 
Parſon of Chinnor: and to Giles Filliol Parſon of the Churches of Ar- 
deleye, Rybinghale, Great Ockle and Little Ockle. 

This payment of half their Revenues is in the Writs of proteQtion 
repreſented as a liberal and free conceſſion and contribution : when 
indeed it was an impoſition and levy which they could not refilt. 
For on the nineteenth of Sept. the King conven'd an Aſſembly of 
Biſhops, Archdeacons, Abbots, and Proftors of the Clergy, where 
againſt their will they granted the King one half of their yearly 
profits. And ſuch orders were iſſued out upon it, that whoever con- 
tradifted this exaction, ſhould be dealt with as enemies to the King 
and Nation + The ſame proportion of one entire half of all reve- 
nues wasgiven to Hen. vil. by Convocation, an. 1523 7. It ſeems pro- 
bable that ſome of the moſt poor or the moſt ſtout of the Clergy 
were unwilling to bear this burden; but others that could make a 
virtue of neceflity, appear'd forward and zealous in it, and to them 
the proteCtions were given as a diſtinguiſhing mark of favour. 

About this time a perambulation of the Foreft of Bernwood was 
made, and the limits of it return'd upon oath, in this form.

Biſhops of Hereford, Worceſter, and Exon: to the Abbots of Eveſham, 
Teulghury IWinchomb, Perſhore, Egnejham, Cirenceſter, Oſeney, Stanly, 
Bordeſley, Rewley, Gloceſter, Warceſter, &c. defiring them to attend at the 
ſame 71 and time to celebrate the ſaid obſequies with greater ho- 
nour. The form of the Letters was this. |

The Sepulture of his heart at Aſberugge was with the heart of Tho- 
mas de Cantilupe late Biſhop of Hereford a holy Confeſſor, in veneration 
of whoſe merits the ſaid Earl had prepar'd a repoſitory made with 
exquiſite art on the north-fide of the Quire of that Conventual 
Church, where the Biſhop's heart was ſometime preſery'd ; but on this 
occaſion was remoy'd by the Popes authority, and with the Earls 


heart, the portion of Chriſl's bloud, and other ſacred Reliques

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was committed to an apartment finely guilt, by the Earl in his life 
time prepar'd for that ule '. | 

He died without legitimate iſſue, his honors and lands fell to 
the King, whom He had before declard his heir: in his treaſury 
were found infinite ſums of Gold and Silver, and great ftore of 
jewels *. Here I cannot but take notice of a great error in the Re- 
giſter of St. Auguſtin's in Briſtol, which reports, that Zamund Earl of 
Cornwall left one daughter {ſabella married to Mawrice Lord Berkley. 
This miſtake was copied out by one Newlond an Abbot of St. Au- 

ins, who in a fair pedigree of the family of Berkley, with a ſuc- 
ceſlion of their Abbots intermixt, does ſo deliver it: As I remember 
to haye ſeen among the Records in Berkley Caſtle, to which I had 
acceſs by the favour of Mr. Kgbert Maundy my kind Country-man, 
an ingenious lover of theſe ſtudies. This {ame authority impos'd 
on the laborious Mr. Dodſworth, who to ſome of his Colletions has 
affixt this note. Iſabellam hanc fuzſſe fliam Edmundi fil Regzs Roma- 
norum ex fide /ibrivetuſti S. Auguſtin credzmus, licet ali e familia Lu- 
figniana, & uterina Henrici tertiz Sorore natam ſuſpuantur. Neptem vero 
fuſſe Henrici tert:4 docet charta mm clauſis Hen. 3. When the trath 1s, 
Iſabel the wife of Maurice the third Lord Berk/ey was the daughter of 
Gilbert Clare Earl of Gloceſter, and ſo the Niece, not the daughter of 
Eimund Earl of Cornwall, who married Margaret Sifter of the ſaid 
Earl of Gloceſter. She was indeed Grand-mqther to Ed. 1, her Mo- 
ther being Foan de Acres the King's daughter. But when Mr. Dodf- 
worth reprelents her to be Niece of Hen, 3. he confounds her with 
Iſabel wite of Maurice the ſecond Lord Berkley, who was the daugh- 
tex of Maurice de Creoun a Baron in Lene. by 1ſabel his wife daughter 
of Hugh le Brun Earl of March, by Iſabel widow of King Fohn; ſo as 
this ©, th Iſabel Lady Berkley was indeed on the Mother's fide Niece to 
King Hen. 34. 

Our ſaid Earl left Margaret his widow, to whom at Lzncoln in the 
year enſuing, the King allowd a dowry of five hundred pound per 
an *: for the payment of which ſeveral Lordſhips were athgnd, and 
among others the Mannor and Town of Henly in this County. 

The Inquiſition taken at his death rehearfing the Honors and 
Mannors, of which he died poſſeſt, is prefery d among the Collett 
ons of Mr, Dodſworth +. 

He left one baſe ſon, who from his Fathers title was call d Rzchard 
Cornwall Knight, to whom his Father gave the Mannor of Eaſt-Hall 
n Lye, (now Aſtol-Lye within the Hundred of Bampton in this County)

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to hold to him and his heirs in fee tail, This Rzchard by Joan his 


wife had iſſue Sir Brian Cornwall Knight, which Brian took to wife 
Elizabeth daughter to Brian de Brompton Knight, and had iſſue Eg. 
mund, Brian and Peter: The ſaid Eamund dying without ue, Brian 
Cornwall Knight married Maud daughter of the Lord Strange, and 
had iſſue Fohn Cornwall Knight, Henry, Brian, Thomas and [ſabel. 
The ſaid Fohn Cornwall Knight took to wite El:zabeth daughter to 
John Waſteney Knight, by whom he had iſſue Elzabeth daughter and 
heir, marricd to Wilkam Lichfield Knight, and had iſſue Elzzabeth and 
Maud. The ſaid Elizabeth was wife of Roger Corbet of Moreton, and 
died without iſſue. As alſo the ſaid Maua wite of Fohn Wood died 
without iſſue: by which means the ſaid Mannor of Aſtol-Lye re- 
main'd to Henry Cornwall Knight, who died without Tue ; then paſt 
to Bryan, after to Thomas, who both died without iſſue: the ſaid 
Mannor deſcending to {ſabel their Siſter and ſole heir, which J1ſabel 
married John Blount Knight, and had iſſue Fohn, who took to wife 
Alice daughter to Richard la Beere, and had iſſue by her _—_— 
Blount Knight, upon whole death an Inquiſition was taken Ofod. 31. 
17. Ea. 4. wherein the Jurors return'd upon oath, that the ſaid Sir 

hrey Blount at the day of his death held the Mannor of Aftal- 
Lye 1n tee from Edward Prince of Wales, as part of the honor of the 

e of Walmeford for his homage and fealty only, that Thomas 


Blount his ſon and heir was then of the age of twenty one years *. 
This Mannor of Aſtol-Lye had formerly belong d to the family 
of de Toery Lords of Ambroſaen, by one of whom the tithes were 
given to the Monks of Foery in France; the profits and burden of 
the Vicar are recounted in a preſentation made 11, Hug. Wells, An. 
5. Hen, 3 *, 
There had been a controverſie of _ and profits between the 


Priory of Burceſter and the Abby of Aulney in Normandy, which 
was now compos d on theſe terms; The Covent of Burceſter demisd 
to the uſe of the Covent of Auney their Prebendary Church of Sot- 
ton, with the Chappel of Bok:ngham, and their reſpe&ive Mannors for 
the term of two years, at the rent of two hundred pounds.

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Within this year ſeems to have been an eleCtion of a new Prior 
of Burceſter confirm d by their Patron Henry Lacy Earl of Lincoln, 
who in the Regiſter of the Dioceſe of Lzncoln in this firſt year of 
John Dalderby Bilhop, 1s thus mention d 1 the Abſtracts of Mr. Doaſ- 
worth. Dominus Henricus de Lacy Com. Linc. Patronus Pruratus de 
Bernceſter *. 

The ſaid Henry Earl of Lincoln was now again in the wars of Scot- 
land, and within this ſame year was ſent to the Pope with Sir Hugh 

ſer from the King, to complain of divers injuries receiy'd from 

e Scots. He was now alſo made Lieutenant of Gaſcoren *, 

Within this year E/a Counteſs of Warwick died and was buried in 
the Conventual Church of 0ſeney 3, Sir Fohn Fitz-Wido Knight pre- 
ſented to the Church of Ardley on the third of the Ides of Fuly +. 

Robert Doily ſen. had given two parts of the tithe of his demeſnes 
in Burceſter to the Chappel of St. Georges in his Caſtle of Oxford, and 
the ſecular Canons which he there ſettled, which Canons were after 
diſſoly'd, and their endowment converted to the Abby of 0/eney built 
by Reb. Doily jun. which Abby retain'd their right and title to the 
ſad tithes till this year, when to make up a controverhie which had 
been long depending between the faid Abby of 0ſeney and the Priory 
of Burceſter concerning the premiſes: by mutual Indentures made 
on the tenth day of Auguſt, 1t was fully agreed that the Abbot and 
Covent of Oſeney ſhould for ever grant the {aid tithes to the Prior 
and Coyent of Burceſter, and ſhould receive the yearly rent of ſixty 
ſhillings Szer/ing, to be paid half yearly by equal portions under the 
penalty of forty ſhillings, and farther to ſecure the ſaid payment, the 
Prior and Covent did tye and oblige all their lands and tenements in 
Arneote, within the pariſh of Ambroſaen.

This year died Fohn le Fleming Rector of the Church of Ambroſden. 
Þ* Rector and Covent of Aſbrugge, who by the donation of Ea- 
mend Earl of Cornwall were undoubted Patrons, preſented Fohn de 

Capella an Acolyte or Taper-bearer of their own Coyent: but the m_ 
X x ; O 
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of the Mannor of Ambroſden by the Earls death lapfing to the King, 
it was pretended, the Patronage of the Church was alſo m the Crown. 
Maurice de Paſhelew Clerk, procur d the King's title to the Church 
of Blakethorn 'a Hamlet in the pariſh of Ambroſden, a miſtake that 
aroſe from the Parſonage houſe and glebe lying within the faid 
Hamlet of Blakethorn, to which Hamlet the Parochial Church could 
not be properly aſcribd. Upon this double preſentation the Biſhop 
order'd the Official of the Arch-deacon of Oxford to require an In- 
quifition upon the right of Patronage from each of the preſented 
Clerks; the ſaid Fohn de Capella return'd his form of Inquiſition, 
by which it appeard that the Re@tor and Covent of Aſherugge had 
undoubted right of preſentation to the {aid Church : and the faid 
Maurice de Paſhelew deſitted from his claim to the King's title. Upon 
which, notification was given, that if any perſon could object a- 
gainſt the admiſſion of Fohn de Capella, he ſhould appear and give his 
reaſons within a time limited before the Biſhop. But no one ap- 
pearing, the ſaid Fohn de Capella was admitted Rector of the Church 
of Ambroſden, on the fifth of Fuly at Snelleſhale, and was there Cano- 
nically Inſtituted, with a Precept to the Arch-deacon to give him 
Induction. Yet was the Biſhop and the law ſo tender of the 
King's right, that the ſaid new Incumbent oblig'd himſelf by oath to 
a voluntary reſignation, if it could be prov d, that the King had right 
of Patronage to the ſaid Church of Ambroſden.

Amando) his next 
heir, who within the fourth of Eg. 2. doing his fealty had livery

The arms of this family of St. Amand were Or, frette Sable, with 
Cherf” Sable, three Pales Or. 

His Mannor of Grendon nigh adjoining in Com. Buck. was aflignd 
for a dowry to Mary his widow 7. Soon after his death an Inqui- 
fition was taken, wherein the Jurors found, that at the time of his 
death he held the faid Grendon, with the Advouſon of the Church 
of the Mannor of Beckley, which 1s the capital Mannor of the honor 
of S. Walerie, by the ſervice of one Bow of Ebony and two arrows 
yearly, or ſixteen pence in money *.

Lord of Pontfra#, there buried an. 1193. 5. Rzc. 1.) committed to 
him by the Kang to receive the profits and diſcharge the debts of that 
houſe, by theſe Letters patent.

thggreater love and honour unto God; He ſpoke thus, Seeſt thou 
the Ghurch of England, heretofore honourable and free, enſlaved by Romiſh 
oppreſſuons, and the Kings unjuſt exattions! Seeft thou the common people 
empoveriſht by Tributes and '1 axes,” and from the condition of free-men re- 
dud to ſlavery | Seeſt thou the Nobility formerly venerable thro the Chri- 
frran World, now vilified by Aliens in therr own nattve Countrey? I there- 
fore charge you in the name of Chriſt to ſtand up like a man for the honour 
of God and his Church, and redemption of your Countrey.

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After which ſpeech, He departed this lite at his Manſion-houſe 
call'd Lincolns-Inn, m the Suburbs of London (which he himſelf had 
built in that place, where part of the Black-Friers habitation anci- 
ently ſtood) on the feaſt of. St. Azatha Feb. 5.1310 '. He was buried 
in the new work of St. Pau/s Church betwixt our Lady's Chappel 
and St. Dunſtans Chappel, where a fair monument was raiſed for hin 
with his etfizies in armor, croſs legg'd, as one profeſſed for defence 
of the Holy Land againft the 1nftidels: which noble monument 
was- defaced about the year 1598 *.

Walſmgham 
under that year ſpeaking of Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, takes thence 
occaſion to report the dying ſpeech of his Father in law the Earl of 
Lincoln; but he does not fix his death to that time, He left ſole 
daughter and heir Ace wite of Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, who ſuc- 
ceeded to all the honors and lands of his {aid Father in law, and by 
the addition of Lincoln and Salrsbury, was now Earl of five ſeveral 
Counties * Who paying his fine had livery of the Caſtle of Denbrgh, 
and all other the lands of her inheritance, his homage for them be- 
ing perform'd in the next enſuing year, upon Thurſday after the 
tcalt of St. Bartholomew in the preſence of divers Biſhops Earls and 
Barons, and other of the Kings Council, ina certain Chamber within 
the houſe of the Frzers Preachers in London 7. 

Preſently after the death of the ſaid Earl, there was an Inquiſition 
taken in theſe parts, whereby the Jurors found that Hezry de Lacy 
late Earl of Lzncoln held at the tune of his death the Mannor of Burn- 
ceſter, for the term of his life by the law or courtefie of England of 
the inheritance of Mergaret his wife formerly Counteſs of Salzrbury 
as of the honor of Walmgford by military ſervice : and that there were

The ſaid Henry Earl of Lincoln after the deceaſe of his firſt wife 
Margaret Longspe, had married Foan Siſter and heir off J/illiam Mar- 
tm: which Foan ſurviving the Earl her Husband, her marriage was 
granted by the King to Kalph de Monthermer; but without his licenſe 
or the King's, ſhe married to Nzcholas de Aladzthley Baron. Where- 
upon the honor of Pontfra#'\came to Alice wife of Thomas Earl of 
Lancaſter, by a precedent entail. By the ſaid Nicholas who died 
10, Ed. 2, ſhe had iſſue Fames not fully three years of age at his Fa- 
thers death 3.

There was now a Trial at law for the Patronage of the Church of 
Blecheſdon between the King as Plantiff, and Henry de la Wade, yu 
L Z on 
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ſon of Fohn de Croxford, Maud de Muſgrave, and Fubn le Lou; on the Ca- 
lends of May : 311. the eleventh of Fob. de Dalderby,the Kang recovered 
his right of preſentation. Yet I find that on the thirteenth of the 
Calends of Apr. 1317. Thomas de Muſgrave preſented a Clerk to the 
Church of Blecheſaon then vacant *. 

The Barons not able to endure the haughty ſpirit of Pzers de 
Gaveſton Earl of Cornwall, Lord of the honors of St. Walerize and Wa- 
lingford, in a Parliament at London prevail d with the King to baniſh 
him into Jreland: but on the diſſolution of the Parhament he was 
from thence recall'd, and met by the King at Cheſter. Upon his re- 
turn and farther provocations given to the Barons, they made their 
bold addreſs to the King, that unleſs he freed his Court of this 1in- 
ſolent Earl, they would arm themſelves againſt him as a perjurd 
perſon. Upon which the Earl abjur'd the Realm, and went firſt into 
France, after into Flanders ; but preſuming on his intereſt with the 
King, ſoon return'd to Eng/and, and obtain'd many new grants and 
fayours from his too indulgent Maſter *.

: 'In this year (ſays the Hiſtorian) to relieve the oppreſtion of holy 
Mother Church, and to recover the juſt liberties of the Kingdom, 
Humphrey de Bohun Earl of Hereford, Aymer de Valence Yarl of Pem- 
broke, Guy de Beauchamp Earl of Warwick, the Earl of Arunael, and 
many other Barons adher'd to Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, (Lord of 
the Mannors of Burceſter and M:dlimgton) and choſe him their Gene- 
ral, who by advice of the aſfociated Peers ſent honourable meſlen- 
gers to the King then at York, to entreat him he would deliver up 
Piers de Gaveſton Earl of Cornwall, (Lord of the fee of Burceſter and 
Ambroſden, and all other Mannors within the honors of Walzng ford 
and St. Walerze) or elſe, as had been before ordain'd, would command 
him to quit the Realm. The King lighted. this meſſage, and remov d 
to Newcaſtle, toward which place the Earl of Lancaſter march'd with 
an Army, not todo any injury to the King, but to get judgment up- 
on Pers de Gaveſton. Upon this advance, the King fled with his 
tavourite to Timemouth, and thence by ſhip to Scardburgh, command- 
ing the garriſon of that Caſtle to receive the ſaid Prers de Gaveſton 
and protec him, while he himſelf went toward Warwzckſhire. The 
Barons after they had ſeisd the horles left at Newcaſtle, march d on 
to the ſiege of Scarburgh, from whence Thomas Earl of Lancaſter with

Oxon. the 
Earl committed him taſome of his guards, while he went to lodge 
with his Lady in an adjacent village, (perhaps at his Mannor of Merſb 
in Com. Buck.) The Earl of Warwick having GE of this flen- 
der guard, came that night and took him away to his Caſtle of War- 
wick: where after a conſult whether they ſhould carry him to the 
King, or put-him to death, this latter was reſolved upon, ſo they 
brought him out to a place called Blacklow, and there beheaded him, 
Jan. 19. The Friers Preachers carried his body to Oxford, where it 
lay two years, and was thence by the King's order convey dto Langley, 
where a Covent was founded by the Kang for the health of the Soul of 
that unhappy favourite.

On the Munday before Aſcenfion-day, Ae wite of Thomas Earl 
of Lancaſter (by whom the Mannors of Burceſter and Mzdlngton came 
to the ſaid Earl) at Cangford in Dorſetſhire, was violently taken away 
by a certain Knight of the family of Fohn Earl of Warren, there be- 
ing many in the conſpiracy, and (as was ſaid) by the Kings conſent 
She was carried in triumph and in contempt of the Earl her husband, 
to the Earl of Warren's Caſtle of Rzgate. In their paſſage among the 
hedges and woods between Haulton and Farnham, thole that convey'd 
her {aw ſeveral Banners and Streamers, (the Prieſts and people be- 
ing then in a ſolemn proceſſion round the- fields) upon which they 
were ſtruck with a ſuddain terror, and thinking the Earl or ſome-of 
his retinue were come to' reſcue the Lady, and reyenge the affront, 
they left her and fled away : but when ſenſible of their miſtake, they 
return'd, and with them a perſon of a very mean ſtature, lame and 
crook-back'd, call'd Richard de St. Martm, who with wonderful im- 
pudence challeng'd the Counteſs thus miſcrably inſnar'd for his wite, 
openly proteſting that he had known her carnally before ſhe was 
married to the ſaid Earl, which ſhe likewiſe freely acknowledgd 
to be trac. So as this Lady, who thro' the whole courſe of her life 
had been reputed chaſte and honourable, on a ſuddain turn of for- 
tune mult be proclaim'd thro the whole world for a lewd and infa- 
mous woman. 'The wretch who had thus got poſſeſſion of her, grew 
{o inſolent, as to preſume in his pretended wites name, to claim in 
the King's Court the Earldoms of Lincoln and Satzsbury, tho with 
no effect *. 

This occaſion'd the divorce between the Earl and his Countels, 
which Hiſtorians mention to have been ſome time before his death 3. 
And the Earl of Lancaſter in a ſpirit of revenge demoliſht the Earl 
of Warren's Caſtles of Sandal and Wakefeld, and waſted all his Mannors 
on the other fide Trent +, 

This indignity gave 1ſo much farther provocation to Thomas Earl 
of Lancaſter, that when the King called a Parliament in London to 
treat of the injuries done by the Scots, &c. he abſented from it, as 
he had before done at Clarendon, for which he was publickly pro- 
claim'd an enemy to the King and kingdom 7. The news whereot

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being brought to Pope Fohn the twenty ſecond, he ſent two Car- 
dinals his Nuntios into England, to make up the breach between the 
King and the Earl. And as the Earl was marching into thenorthern 
parts againſt the Scots, a Souldier was brought to him, who had a 
paper under the great Seal, and Letters ws the privy Seal, to au- 
thoriſe him to treat with the King of Scots about the death of the 
{laid Earl. The Souldier upon his own confeſſion was drawn and 
hang'd, and his head ſet upon Pontfratt Caſtle : the Earl keeping the 
+ 4 papers for a proof of the Conſpiracie. Upon which the 
people of England.were ſo convinc'd, that whereas they had before 
generally deſpisd the Earl, upon this diſcovery they adher d to him, 
and were very ſolicitous for his health and ſafety *.

The two Cardinals, who were ſent over by the Pope to reconcile 
the King and Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, took up their refidence at

who only diſſembled a peace, till he could effect his revenge. 

Toward the expedition to be now made into Scotland, this Earl

In order 
whereto, he retain'd by Indenture Sir Hugh Memill Knight for the 
term of his whole life, to affiſt him in the wars of England, Ireland, 
Scotland and Wales, with three men at arms well mounted, armed, 
and arrayed; covenanting to allow him harneſs for his own body, 
and recompence for what arms and horſes ſhould be loſt during the war, 
in his ſervice: as alſo Apparel and Saddles, Livery of hay and oats 
for his horſes, and the like wages for ſo many Grooms as he gave 
to his other Bas-Chevaliers, Knights Bachellors: And in times of 
peace .upon his going to Parliament or elſewhere, livery of hay and 
oats for four horſes, and wages for the like number of Grooms ; 
with an annuity of ten marks. He likewiſe retain'd Sir John de Ewre 
Knight, to ſerve him with ten men at arms in time of war, whereof 
three to be Knights, allowing them bouch of Court, with livery of 
hay, oats, horſe-ſhoes and nails, as other Bannerets uſually had. And 
in time of peace attending him to Parliament, or other Aſſemblies, 
with all his Knights in livery, to have dyet i his Hall, as alſo hay, 
oats, horſe-ſhoes and nails, for eight and twenty horſe, and wages 
for as many Grooms: with livery of wine and candles for his cham- 
ber. And when he ſhould come himſelf with one Knight, then to 
have bouch of Court, with hay and oats for ſeven horſes, w 
for ſo many Grooms, and livery of wine and candles for his 
chamber 7, | 

Within this ſame year the ſaid Earl granted licenſe to the Covent 
of Spalding of which he was Patron, to choſe a Prior of the ſaid 
houſe, on the 7th. Cal. of Feb. and in the ſame nineteenth of Fohn 
Dalderby Biſhop of Lincoln, there was a trial de jure Patronatus, of the 
Church of Ardele near Burceſter, between Sir Hugh de Pleſſets and 
Joan the Relit of Wiao le Fitz-Wythe, to the latter of which the right 
of Adyouſon was adjudg'd, and her Clerk was inſtituted and inducted

The King in this year cenfirm'd a Charter of Hen. 3. to the Abby 
of Oſeney, which rehearſes and ratifies the poſſeflion of two hides of 
land in Ernicot (now Arncot) in the pariſh of Ambroſaen +. 

Some land in this village of Arncot had been given by King Ethelred, 
An. 993. to the Abby of Abendon, Com. Berks. by expreſs Charter, to 
which theſe witneſſes ſubſcribd.

Richard D amory Lord of the Mannor of Bucknell, and Roger D'a- 
mory his Unckle were now both in the wars of Scotland 5, Thus latter 
was one who entred into the aſſociation with the Earls of Lancaſter, 
Hereford, &c. againſt the two. Spencers ”. hy 
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About this time died Alan de Plugenet Lord of the Mannors of P:- 
dington and Hedingdon, leaving Joan ae Bohun his Siſter and heir, who 
doing her homage in 19. Eg. 2. had livery of the lands of her in- 
heritance, and dying without afſue 1n 1, £4. 3. her eſtate deſcended 
to Sir Richard de la Bere Knight, fon of R:chard de la Bere, brother 
of the whole blood to Alan Plugenct her Father. But the ſaid Man- 
nor of "_ now reverted to the Crown, and the King beſtow'd 
1t on his indulged friend Hugh Deſpenſer ien. who granted It to his 
Kinſman Sir Fohn de Handlo of Borſtall, to hold during his life *, 
This Mannor was by injuſtice and Court intereſt detain d from the 
Prior and Canons of St. Frideſwide, who had the legal title to it, by 
the donation of Simon St. Liz the firit Earl of Huntendon, con- 
firm'd by Malcolm King of Scots in poſleſſion of the ſaid honor, or 
rather firſt given by the ſaid King Malcolm, and ratified by S:mon the 
third Earl of Northampton and Huntendon, The confirming Charters 
of Hen, 2. of Thomas Becket Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, and Earl $:- 
mon, which ſhould haye been recited in their reſpective place, deſerve 
to be here inſerted.

to the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury his Legate, and the Biſhop of Che- 
cheſter, commanding them to ſee reſtitution made to the ſaid Prior 
and Canons, and till ſuch reſtitution ſhould be given, he forbid all 
diyine Offices to be celebrated within{the Fee, under which the ſaid 
village of P:d:ngton was contain'd,

virgates of land, with m—_ and appertinances to the ſaid Abby 
of Oſeney *: who paid to the ſucceſſive Barons of St. Walery, homage, 
relief and ſcutage, for two Knights fees in Mzxbury and Newton- 
Purcel, and halt a Knights fee in Hampton-Gay, with ſuit at their 
Court of the ſaid Barony, till Edmund Earl of Cornwall releasd ſome 
part of their ſervice, by Indenture in 20. Ea, 1.

I do not queſtion but this village of Mzxbury (anciently call d 
Meoxberte) took its name from the old word Meox; (z, e. in the middle, 
or between, or mixture, whence Mzxen or Maxen a dunghill) and 
berte an open plain, the place being ſo fituate on a wide ſpacious 
plain, thro which ran the confines of the Merczan and 1Weſb-Saxon 
Kingdoms. It is true, Sir Henry Spelman in the name of places con- 
tounds the termination of berie with that of burg and bury, as if the ap- 
pellative ofany ancient Town: whereas the true ſenſe of the word berie 
s a wide open campagne place, as from ſufficient authorities is prov d 
by the learned Du Freſne, both in his Gloſſarie *, and his Notes on the 
Life of St. Lewis 3: where he obſerves that Beria S. Edmunds mens 
tiond by Mat. Paris, ſub an. 1174. isnot to be taken for the" Town, 
but the campagne or adjoining plain. To this his other remarks on 
that word might be added, that many flat and wide meadows and 
other grounds, are ſtill call'd by this name of the Bertie, and Berze Field. 
S the ſpacious mead between Oxford and Giftelez or Ifley, was in the 
reign of King Athelſtan call'd Ber:; when it was pretended to be re- 
es by a miracle to the late Owners, the Abbot and Covent of 
- The Barons who had entred into an aſſociation againſt the two 
nvidious fayorites Deſpenſars, Father and ſon, met at Sherborn under 
the command of Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, and thence march'd to St. 
Abans, and return'd thro theſe parts of the Country, as appears from 
this; that one of the Army, who was chiefly concern'd ina deſign of 
plundering the Monaſtery of St. Albans, died in his march at Aisbury, 
(om, Bucks 5, The Barons when they had ſtaid at St. Albans three 
Gys, ſent the Biſhops of Lexdon, Salisbury, Hereford, Ely, and Chi- 
cheſter, to the King at London, with propoſals that he would baniſh 
Deſpenſars as Traitours to the Kingdom, and would ſend on 
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of indemnity for them and their Adherents. The King not aſſenting 
to theſe terms, the Earl of Lancaſter with his forces marcht to the 
City, and quarter'd in the Suburbs, till he had leave to enter within 
the walls: and then by the mediation of the Queen and Biſhops, the 
King did agree to the baniſhment of the Spenſer s, and Letters of 
ma. bo were granted, and the Barons return'd to their allegiance 
and reſpective houſes ', But the Lord Badleſmere s ſervants refuſin 

to admit the Queen into the Caſtle of Leeds in Kent ; this renew 

the flame, and at Chriſtmaſs the King was with one Army at Grenceſter, 
and the Earl of Lancaſter at the head of another near Bampton *. Dur- 
ing theſe fatal hcats, there were ſolemn TJuſts perform'd at Whitney, 
Com. Oxon. between Humphrey Bohun Earl of Hereford on the one 
fide, and Aymer Valence Ear! of Pembroke on the other, which latter 
in 8. Ed. 2. obtaind a licenſe from the King, to make a Caſtle of his 
houſe at Bampton in this County. When __ =_ was going to 
take poſſeflion of Leeds Caſtle, the Lord Baaleſmere owner was 
then at Whitney, and ſent from thence ſome forces to the ſaid Caſtle, 
appointing Thomas de Aldine Conſtable, with orders to defend it to 

e laſt extremity : while he himſelf with the Barons of that party 
march'd to Kngston upon Thames, with defign to proceed and re- 
lieve the Caſtle, but before this reſolution could be effected, the 
place was furrendred 3, 

Roger D amory the Unckle was of the Barons party, for which the 
ſaid Roger was after attainted, and his Mannor of Kenynton in Com. 
Berk, given to Hugh Deſpenſer ſen. Earl of Wincheſter, but Richard 
D amory his Nephew of _—_ adher'd to the King ; which Rzchard 
D amory Banneret had been this Summer in the wars of Scotland, and 
recety d for the ſeryice of himſelf four ſhillings a day, for two _ 
two ſhillings, and for thirteen other Souldiers one —_— per atem, 
for forty days, from the fourth of Ave. to the thirteenth of _ 
forty two pounds: as alſo forty four pounds receiv'd for the like 
military ſervice by his Knight Sir Roger de Nonnewike at York, Nov. 7. 
As appears from the accompts of Roger de Waltham keeper of the 
King s Wardrobe +. I 

omas Earl of Lancaſter with his aſſociated Barons ( of which 
many had return'd to the King's ſervice) march'd to Gloceſter, thence 
to Burten apon Trent, and ſo to his Caſtle at Twtbury. The King 
with his forces in purſuit of them, march'd to Coventry, thence to 
Litchfield, to which place the two Spenfers with recruits came 1n to 


him. The Earl of Lancaſter plac'd ſome foot to maintain the bridge 
| at

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at Burton, which obligd the King to paſs the Trent at Walton: when 
the Earl found the King's Army had palt the river, he drew out his 
men from the Caſtle in order to engage ; but when he perceiv'd. 
that one of his retinue Sir Robert Hollana, who was bringing in five 
hundred men to has afliſtance, had carried them over to the King, he 
fled Northwards: and before the King's forces could overtake him, 


. he got to Borroughbrigge in Yorkſhire, where he found the Countrey _ 


people in arms under the Conduct of Wilkam Lord Latimer Goyernor 
of York, and Sir Andrew de Harcla Governor of Carl;/le, where after 
a ſhort skirmiſh Humphrey de Bohun Earl of Hereford was lain, and . 
the Earl of Lancaſter taken priſoner, and carried to Pontfratt to the 
King and the two Spenſers ; and three days after, was in implacable 
haſte condemn'd to be hang d, .drawn and _—_— but in honour 
to his great birth the ſentence was mitigated into the loſs of his head ; 
and on 11, Calends of Apr. this noble Patriot being carried to a hill 
without the Town on a lean white _ without a bridle, was made 
there to kneel,and when he directed his face to the Eaſt, was compell'd 
to turn toward Scotland, while a villane of London cut off his head *, 
Of the death of this great Peer, the King himſelf did {oon repent. 
Many miracles were reported to be done: in the place where he was 
buried, and a beautiful Church was there erected to the honour of 
his memory. The common people had fo great a veneration for 
him, that they worſhipt his picture drawn on a Tablet in St. Pauls 
Cathedral in London, till the King by ſpecial Letter to'the Biſhop 
of London, dated at York the 28. of Fune, 16. Ed. 2. inhibited that 
practiſe. His attainder was annull d in the firſt Parliament, x. £4. 3. 
and the opinion of his merits ſo far prevail'd, that in 33. Za. 3. it 
was generally beliey'd that miracles were done at his Tomb, and 
that blood iſflued out of it *. Nay, in 3. Ed. 3. Edmund Earl of Kent 
having ſome occaſions at the Court of Rgme, held a diſcourſe with 
Pope Fohn xx1. at Ao:zgnon, and inform'd his Holineſs, how Almighty 
God had done many notable miracles for the ſake of Thomas Earl of 
-ap af and therefore pray'd that his body might be tranſlated. 
But the Pope would not conſent, untill he ſhould be better certified 
by the Clergy of Eng/and, what miracles had been ſo done, and what 
credit was to be given to. them 3. In the hiſtory of W. de Pakinton 
Treaſurer to the Black Prince, there is a Chapter of the miracles 
which God wrought for Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, at the place where 

he was beheaded. |

3. it was found that the 
ſaid Henry le Tyeis held the Mannor of Alwerton and Tywerwell in the 
County of Cornwall, which, together with the Mannor of Sherborn 
in Com. Oxon. were held of the Mannor of S. Walery de North-Oſeney : 
as alſo the Mannor of Ch:/ton, in Com. Berks. held of the honor of 
Walingford, and that Alice the wite of Warme de L 'i/le, was his fifter

By an Inquiſition now taken in Agr it appear d, that Guy Ferre 
lately deceasd, held the Mannor of God:ndon in Com. Oxon. to himſelf 
and heirs, by the gift of King Ed. 1 3, Out of the profits of which 
Mannor Edmund le Botiller who died on the feaſt of St. Michael this 
I6. of E4,2, had fix pound eighteen ſhillings and fix pence ; as ap- 
pears by another Inquiſition taken in this County of Oxon. wherein 
the Jurors found that Edmund le Botiller, who died on the feaſt of St. 
AMzchael, 16. Ed. 2. and his heir then in ward to the King, held the 
Mannor of Fretwell in Com. Oxon. and v1. xvii. vi. of the rents, 


_ aftiſe, and other profits ariſing from the Mannor of Godindon in the 


{aid County of Oxen. which Guy de Ferre held to himſelf and to the 
heirs of his body, by the gift of Edward Father to the preſent King, 
in the twenty fixth year of his reign +, 

In an account of the Knights fees of Fohn de Haſtings, it is recited 
that Roger de Grey at this time held half a Knights fee in Pe- 
dington within the pariſh of Ambroſden : and that Laurence de Preſton 
held one Knights tee in Preſton, Hakelinton, Horton, Pidington, Quen- 
ton and Wotton 5. 

The Knights Templars,who had caught up nine thouſand Mannors 
in this Kingdom, being difſoly'd, 4. 1312. and all their lands El- 
cheated to the King : In this year by Act of Parliament all their late 
polieflions in England were given to the Knights Hoſpitallers of St. 
Johns of Feruſalem, Ne in pos uſus erogata contra donatorum voluntatem m 
altos uſus diſtraherentur *: by which means the Mannor of Merton 
came to this. new order. | | 

Alice widow of Thomas Earl of Lancaſter quitted her whole right 
in the Caſtle of Donington to the King, and by the name of Ale 


Countels of Lzncoln and Sal:sbury, gave to the Canons of ark A in 
| mM, 
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om, Lincoln, in her pure widowhood, her Mannor of Swaton in that 
County, with the Advouſon of that Church *. Soon after ſhe mar- 
ried to Eubulo le Strange, (a younger ſon to Fohn le Strange of Knokyn 
the fourth of that name, and of Maud his wite daughter and heir to 
Roger Dewil *) with whom (as was reported) ſhe had been familiar 
while repudiated from the Earl of Lancaſter ; but taking this ſecond 
husband without the Royal conſent, the King ſeisd into his hands 
whatever ſhe poſſeſt, or could claim of the inheritance of her Father, 
nor would the King be ſatisfied, till ſhe had by Fine releasd to him 
and his heirs all the lands and rights which deſcended to her from 
her Father in the Counties of Lancaſter, Cheſter, and York: and to Hugh 
Deſpenſar the younger, the Caſtle and dominion of Denbigh in Wales, 
and the Caſtle of Bolingbrook with its appertenances, and all other 
lands in that County, and in many other parts of Eng/and. Which 
Hugh Deſpenſar in 1 5. Ed. 2. had a g_ of the Mannor of Bruſtleſham 
in Com. Berks. late Thomas Earl of Lancaſter s attainted. And in 16. 
El. 2. had a Charter for a Fair yearly at his Mannor of Boreferd in this 
County, for the ſpace of ſeven days preceding the Nativity of St. Fohn 
Baptiſt,the day,and eight days following 3: at which time he obtam'd 
a Jane of twenty pounds yearly rent _— out of the ſaid Mannor 
of Burford, late Fohn Giffard s attainted; he had likewiſe the Mannors 
of Finnmere and Shaldeſwell,which had belong d to Wilkam Tuchet hang d 
at York, in 15, Ed. 2. So as by theſe great alienations, the ſaid Ace 
had not above three thouſand marks per an. of her hereditary eſtate, 

which had been formerly more than ten thouſand marks per an +, 
Aﬀer _ a conſpiracy was form'd among the followers of 
the late Earl of Lancaſter and the Barons, to releaſe all perſons in 
one night who had been committed to priſon upon that occaſion. 
A party of theſe Conſpirators came to the Caltle of Walingford, 
where Maurice de Berkley and Hugh de Audley (Lord of the Mannor of 
Stratton- Audley) were 1n cuſtody, and got into the Caſtle by a poſtern 
gate toward the river of Thames *, Upon this alarm, the King ſent 
orders to Richard D amory Lord of the Mannor of Bucknell and Stew- 
ard of the Kings Houſhold, who was then in Lzncelnſhrre, to come 
with forces to ho ſaid Caſtle, and expell from thence the King's ene- 
mes. For which ſervice he after receiyd from the Maſter of the 
Wardrobe for the expences of himſelf and retinue, from the 24th. of 
Jan, (at which time he receiv'd thoſe orders) to the 292th. day of that 
month, during which time he ftaid for the coming of his men, one 
hundred and ſeventeen ſhillings. And afterwards for nineteen men 
at 
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- at arms, of which three wege Knights, from the thirtieth day of 

Fan. to the fifteenth of March, computing thirty five days, during 
which he continued his ſtay partly in befieging the Caſtle, and partly 
in defence of it, after the expulſion of the Kings enemies, forty five 
pound ten ſhillings, at 4*. per 4zem tor himſelf, 2*, tor each Knight, 
and 129, for every commen Souldier: in all 51'. 7*. -as appears by 
the accounts of Roger de Waltham Maſter of the Kings wardrobe *. 

The ſaid Hugh de Aldithley when 'he made his eſcape was receiy'd 
into the Kings tayour, by the intereſt of his Son's wite who was the 
Kings Niece, viz, Margaret one of the _—_— and co-heirs of Gz/- 

bert Earl of Gloceſter, and widow of Pers de Gaveſton Earl of Cornwall, 
married to Hugh de Audley le Fitz *. Soon after which time the faid 
Hugh the Father died, leaving the ſaid Hugh his eldeft ſon by 1ſolda 
the widow of alter Balun: he lett another ſon Fames, who ſucceeded 
in the Mannor of Stratton- Audley *. 

Fohn de St. Fohn Lord of the Mannors of Staunton-St. Fohns and 
Great Barton, departed. this lite leaving John -his fon and heir fit 
teen years of age; and Ace his widow, who after married to Re- 
ginald de Paveley Lord of the Mannor of Wendlebury, and Patron of 
that Church 3,

Alice wite of Eubulo le Strange had livery (as daughter and heir to 
Henry de Lacy Earl of Lincoln) of the Court of the Fee of de la Hay, 
and the Goal ſtanding before the gate of Lincoln Caſtle : as alſo an 
Annuity of twenty pounds for the third penny of Lincoln : all which 
by reaſon of the forfeiture of her late husband, had been ſeis'd into 
the Kings hands +. 

It is a miſtake in Mr. Fern to pretend, that when Thomas Earl of 
Lancaſter died without iſſue, his Counteſs A{rce heir of the Laces, 
took to her ſecond husband one Hugh de Freſnes in Arthozs, who was 
call d commonly (by what right, ſays he, I know not, for he was 
never created) Earl of Lincoln 5. This is miſrepreſented, her ſecond 
husband was certainly Eubulo le Strange. 

Several of the friends and adherents to Thomas Earl of Lancaſter 
were ftill proſecuted for being concern'd in that cauſe. Among 
whom, there is a remarkable ſtory of Robert de Chliderhou Parſon of 
che Church of I/igan in Lance. who for thirty years had been Clerk 


of the Chancery, and afterwards the Eſcheator within Trent : who 
was 
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- was now tried at Wigan upon the charge of Treaſon, that at his own 
' proper coft he had ſent in to the afliftance of Thomas Earl of Lan- 
caſter two men with arms and horſes, v:x. his own ſon Adam de Chls- 
derhou, and John ſon of Fohn de Knolle, and with them four other men 
arm'd with ſwords, daggers, bows, and arrows. And that the faid 
Robert in a Sermon to hus pariſhioners in the Church of Wig, had 
publickly told them, that they were the Liege men of the ſaid Earl, 
and by their allegiance were bound to aflift the ſaid Earl in his en- 
terpriſe which was juſt, and the Kings cauſe unjuſt; and that he 
would abſolve all who went to the aid of that Earl. Of which ac- 
cuſation he was found guilty: and being manupris'd, did in the mean 
time compound for his life by a'yery large Fine *, 

John de Sutton Lord of I. was impriſon'd by Hugh Deſpen- 
ſar jun. under colour that he had been of that party, till he had com- 
pounded by paſſing away to Hugh the Father his Mannor of Eykerimg 
in Com. Not. and to Hugh the fon his Caſtle of Dudley with other 
Mannors. So 0/zver de Ingham was glad to compound for the Caſtle of 
Shokelach, and Lordſhip of Malpaſs in Com. Ceſt *, X 

Sir Richard D amory reſident at his Lordſhip of Bucknell nigh Bur- 
ceſter, being a great favourite of his Prince obtain'd a t from 
him, dated March 4, Ano regns x1. for the cuſtody of affiſe of bread 
and bear within the City and Suburbs of Oxford, paying yearly to 
the Exchequer one hundred ſhillings 3. But on complaint of the U- 
nyerſity and City, the King by Letters dated March 20. 1324. con- 
veyd the ſaid privilege to the Chancellor and Mayor *. And for 
compenſation of this loſs, Sir Rzchard D amory had the cuſtody of the 
lands of John de Ferrers during the minority of Robert de Ferrers, his 
fon and heir by Hawyſe the Niece and heir of Cecilie de Muſcegros 7.

James de Aldithley Lord of the Mannor of Stratton- Audley; who had 
been in the expedition made into Gaſcozgne, 18, Ed. 2. died this year 
without iſſue, by which the ſaid Mannor was Eſcheated to the' 
Crown *; becauſe his elder brother Hugh de Ala:thley had his lands 
ſeisd, and ftood outlaw d for refufing to attend the King ; / but 1n the 
firſt of Eg. 3. upon his allegation in Parliament, that there were di 
yers errors in his proſecution, all his lands were: reftor.d, and he came 
then to the enjoyment of the ſaid Mannor of Stratton'3, In which 
village, the Abby of Egneſbam rented their appropriated tithes-to. the 
Priory -of Burceſter at the yearly rent of twelve ſhillings, for which 
ſum I have ſeen this form of receit. i534 x

John de St, Amand Lord of the Mannor of Blexham, Com. Oxon. and 
, Grendon in Com. Buck. (who in 11. Ed 2, had obtam'd a licenſe from 
the King for a Market every week upon the Thurſday at his Mannor 
of Wydenay, Com. Berks. and a Fair there yearly on the Eve, day, and 
morrow of the Purification of the blelſed Virgin: ) had been fam- 
mon'd to Parhament from the fixth to this nineteenth of Ea. 2. in- 
cluſive: and died nigh this time, leaving Almaric his fon and heir 
under age *. 

Theſe parts of the Country were much concern'd in the approach- 
ing Revolution, when Queen 1ſabel with the Prince her ſon landed 
at Harwich, and having many of the Barons joined to them, came 
to Oxford, where the Biſhop of Hereford preach'd before the Uni- 
verſity on theſe words, Caput mum dolet, with this application, that 
when the head of a Kingdom was fick, there was no cure but di- 
viding it from'the body 3. After which the Queen (who for ſome 
weeks had lodg'd at 1p *) and the Prince kept their Chriftmaſe at 
Walingfard: and after Ep1phany held a Convention at Weſtminſter, where 
the young Prince aged fourteen years was elected King, who, when 
his Father was prevail d with to refign, began his reign on the 
20th. of January, 1325 5. 

That wmperions favorite Hugh Defpenſar the younger among other 
valt poſſeſſions Lord of the Mannors of Burceſter and Mzdlmgton, (fur- 
rendred to him by Ace Counteſs of Lincoln in.her widowhood) when 
his Father was beheaded at Briſto! on St. Dennis's day in Ofober, fled 
away with the King,. but was taken Novemb. 16. at Lantruſſan in 
Wales, brought to Hereford by Sir Henry Beaumont, and delivered to 
the Queen and her ſon, where he was executed on a gallows fifty 
foot, bn St. Andrew s Eve. And being then quartered, his limbs were 
ſent to four ſeyeral places, and his head to Londen Bridge. One of 
our Hiſtorians does obſerve, that his execution was doneupon a Mon- 
day, in reyenge of the death of Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, whoſe 
blood had been ſhed on the ſame day of the week. By this means 
the Mannors of Burceſter and Mzdlzngton, by conſent of the firſt Par- 
hament 1n the beginning of this reign, tell to the King among other 
Eicheats, who kept the ſaid Mannors, till in the fifth year of his reign, 
he reſtor dthemto the ſaid Ace and her husband Ezbulo le Stranze *. 

By the death of Hugh Deſpenſar ſen. and the attainder in this Par- 

liament, 
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lament, the Mannor of P:dmgton within the pariſh of Ambroſden 
ſhould by this forfeiture have fell to the King ; but Sir John Handle 
holding the ſaid Mannor for his life, continued in poſſeſſion; yet 
when occaſion ſery'din the fourth of Eg. 3. be pleaded a lapſe to the 
King, to ſtop the proceſs of the Prior and Canons of St. Frideſwide, 
who then laid a judicial claum to it *,

The King by ſpecial Charter granted to Fames /e Boteller Earl of 
Ormond in Treland, the privilege of free warren in his Mannor of Fret- 
well nigh to Burceſter in this County *. The Church of Fretwell had 
been given tothe Canons of St. Frideſwide in Oxford, by Robert, and 
confirm'd by Ralph Folot 3, who died in the fixth of King Fohn +, And 
there being within the ſaid pariſh a hide of land call d Swthorn hide; 
the Rector of Sulthorn ( now Souldern) had claim'd the tithes of it; 
upon which a controverſie depending, the Prior and Canons of St. 
'Frideſwide appeal'd to Pope Gregory the ninth, who delegated the 
Priors of St. Fohn's and St. Fames, and the Dean of Northampton, to 
examine and determine the cauſe, who adjudg'd the right to the

Sir Eubulo le Strange Knight of the Bath and Banneret, Lord of the 
Mannors of Burceſter and Mzdlington, having been ſummon d to Par- 
liament among the Barons of this Realm from the 20. Ea. IT. to this 
gth. of Ed. 1II. he now waited on the King in his expedition into , 
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Scotland after Midſummer, where, by the fatigues of marching, and 
the ill accommodation of that Country, he ended his lite about Me- 
chaelmaſs *, His body was brought with honour into England, and 
buried in the Conventual Church of Berlings Com. Line. He left 
Alice Countels of Lincoln his widow, who for the term of her own 
life was to hold the Mannors of Burceſter and Mzalington, which at- 
ter her death were entail'd on the heirs of her husband the ſaid 
Eubulo, which heir was his brother's ſon Roger le Strange ſon of John 
le Strange the fifth of Knokyn *. By Inquiſition taken 1n the County 
of Dorſet, it appears that the ſaid Eubulo le Strange died poſleſt of 
the Mannors of Azngston-Lacy , and the — avs. of Blandford in 
that Connty, being part of the inheritance of Alice his wite, held of 
the King zn Capite *, By another Inquiſition in the County of Wilts.

Norf. trom which Hamon, the family of 
L eſtrange of Norfolk is lineally deſcended &. 
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In the beginning of this year, Alice de Lacy Countels of Lincoln 
widow of Sir Eubulo le Strange,married a certain French Knight Sir Hugh 
-* de Freſnes, who 1n her right claim'd the title of Earl of Lancolz :

The King having intelligence that the French had promiſed to 
aid the Scots, he march'd into Scotland with a great Army, and for- 
tified the Caſtle of Strzve/yn, and the Town of St. Fohnfton. At which 
place Fohn de Eltham Bail of Cornwall departed this life unmarried 
without Hue ; by which means the two Honors of Walingford and 
St, Walerze reverted to the King *. At the ſame Garriſon of St. Fohn- 
ſton, Sir Hugh de Freſnes (by marriage Lord of the Mannors of Burceſter 
and Medlington) died in Decemb. by a bloody Flux, got by an exceſiive 
cold which he took in his hinder parts 3, Soon after which, Akes 
his widow perceiving ſhe had no iflue by her four husbands, (if hey 
(candalous owning Kzchard de St. Martin in elopement from her firlk 
husband may be call'd a marriage) did by Fine and Will convey all 
her grand Inheritance and Honors which ſhe had by her Father and 
Mother, to Henry Plantaginet brother of her firſt husband Thomas 
Earl of Lancaſter, who was afterward inveſted in the Earldom of 
Lincoln, and had the reverſion of her whole eftate, except ſuch parts 
as had been reſettled on her and her husband Eubulo le Strange for lite, 
and after their deceaſe on the heirs of the ſaid Eubulo, 'of which kind 
were the Mannors of Burceſter and Mzalington +. 
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Tho. Walſmgham reports the ſaid Hugh de Freſnes to have ſo died 
in Scotland, An. 1334. which muſt be before his marriage, or his 
title of Earl of Lincoln, which he there gives him: but Records of 
mach better 'authority and all circumſtances afhx 1t to this year, This 
Hiſtorian is guilty of the ſame miſtake in the death of 7ohn de Eltham 
Earl of Cornwall. |

; There was now a conſiderable alteration made in the-Benefice of 
Ambroſden, which Church was at firſt endow d with the whole tithes 
of the pariſh: and the Incumbent, under the title of Perſona, enjoy d 
all thoſe profits which Mod and Law had aftign'd for the ſup- 
rt of thoſe who ſerve at the Altar. It was the avarice and facri- 
ege of Rome that robb'd many Churches of this yrthright, and by 
alienating the beſt part of their maintenance, left the Secular Clergy 
to feed on the crums that fell from the Regulars table. By this m- 
Jurious corruption of Popery,” the inheritance of this Church was 
now divided: not diyided mto equal portions, but above three parts 
{equeſtred from the Shephard to the uſe of others in ſheeps-clothing, 
to induige the Brethren in laxuary and eaſe. The abuſe crept on by 
theſe degrees : Firſt, Eamund Earl of Cornwall Patron of this Church 


having founded a _—_ of Bonhommes at Aſhrugge Com. Bucks. A. 


1284. he endow'd his faid foundation with the Mannors of Am- 
broſden and Ceſtreton, and the Advoulſon of the ſaid Chugghes, 4. 
1288. The Rector and brethren of the ſaid College not content 
with the bare right of Preſentation, petition'd Pope Clement the fifth 
for an appropriation of the ſaid: Church of Ambroſaden to their Co- 
vent, which the Pope by Letters dated 1. 1 308. granted to them 
in reverſion after the death or ceffion of the Incumbent Rector : 
He was Fohn de Capella an Acolyte, TnduQted An. 1301. who dying 
or reſigning before the year 1334. the Biſhop of Lincoln as Dio- 
ceſMn confirm'd the appropriation of the Church to the ſaid College, 
excepting ſome oblations and profits for fupport of a Vicar to be 
ine = , In the mean time the Bonhommes had the Cure 
upplied by ſome indigent Szcular, who poflibly without an 
fion from them, could live on the fins Ur follies of the ud ng 
But the complaints of the pariſh, and perhaps the juſtice of the Na- 
tion interpoling, the caſe was now ſomewhat mended by the diſtin&t 
endowment of a Vicar, in this form.

_ Thisordination of a Vicarage depriv'd the Church of three parts 
-11” four of its primitive revenues, as the Biſhop here computed by 
ſuch a proportion in bearing the extraordinary burdens. But 
there is a juſt occaſion of complaint, that the: corruption of after 
apes has much farther diminiſh d the rights of the Vicar, and ftript 
hun-more naked than this judicial ſentence left ham. For _—_ 
O 
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of the profits and privileges by this inſtrument allow d, are now loft 
or impair'd, but no additional adyantage has been ever fince obtain', 
Firſt, Here is but a rent charge of fix ſhillings erght pence relery'q 
to the Impropriators out of the cottage in Blakethorn, whereas they 
now hold as much of lands and tenements of the Church demeſne, as 
is valued at above twenty pounds per An. which would be a good ac- 
ceſlion to the maintenance of a Vicar, it he wer®to enjoy the pre- 
miſes, and pay out the reſervd penſion of vr. vin. as the Decree 
implies. Secondly, The Vicar (beſides ſixteen acres of arable land 
and two of meadow) was to have common paſturage in all places, 
where the Tenants of Ambroſden and Blackthorn us d to havethe fame 
liberty of common : whereas upon the encloſure of the Lordſhip of 
Ambroſden, when in the methods of divifion ſome proportionable 
allowance was made to other Commoners, no foot of land was allot- 
ted tothe Vicar to compenſate for his loſs of common: and as if 
that were too ſmall a fraud, the Inhabitants of Blackthorn pretend, 
there 1s no privilege of common belonging to the Vicar's land in 
that Lordlnip, and deny'the Tenant that benefit : tho' this indeed is 
but a new encroachment, and muſt not be ſuffer d to pais into cu- 
ſtom : it is only owing to the receding eafineſs of the preſent Tenant, 
and within few years the intereſt of joint common was claim'd and 
enjoy d by Mr. Sebaſtian Marſh late Vicar. Thzrdly, All manner of 
tithes, fruits and profits, (the tithes of Corn and Hay excepted) are 
here expreſly reſeryv d to the perpetual Vicar, whereas within the 
village of Blackthorn, they pretend an exemption from the tithe of 
Furz, and ſuggeſt that ſome portion of land is allotted as an equi- 
valent for ſuch tithes, when indeed no ſuch exchange was ever 

and the tithe of Furz 1s as juſtly due, as of any other product not 
excepted, Laſtly, 1t 1s here provided that the Appropriators ſhall 
for ever pay the Procurations of the Archdeacon, whereas this, as 
well as all other burdens, is now thrown upon the weakelt party, 
the impoveriſht Vicar. Of all which prejudicial alterations, no one 
was made by the authority of the Dioceſan, or conſent of the In- 
cumbent ; but either by the uſurpation of the Religious, or the in- 
tereſt of more profane perſons. 

When a diftin& Vicarage was thus ordain'd, the Rector and Bre- 
. thren of the College of Aſheruage preſented Fobn de Retford Prielt, 
whom the Biſhop inftitated on the ſame day, and directed him to the 
Official of the Archdeacon of Oxford for induCttion.

This Appropriation and conſequent Ordination of a Vicarage were 
in the ſame method, which generally obtain'd in theſe religions 
frauds, The method was this. The Lay Patrons of reſpective 
Churches were ſenſible, that they were only Truſtees gf Preſentation, 
not Lords of the Tithe and Glebe as of an alicnable Fee: but when 
chargd with this fiduciary honour , they thought themſelves leſs 
capable to judge of ſufficient Clerks, and therefore out of wiſdom 
and conſcience they devolv'd the right of Patronage to ſome Reli- 

ious Fraternity, preſuming they were better judges of men, and 

d better opportunity to provide#ſuch as were fit and worthy to 
execute this Miniſterial Office. Of this truſt committed to them 
the Religrous made their ——_— and being only bare Patrons by 
the Law, and by the defign of the donor, without any application 
tothe ciyil Courts, they begg'd and bought licenſe from the Popes 
and Biſhops to uſurp the eſtate of which they were but Guardians, 
and to let the whole inheritance be theirs. Tho this indeed was 
ſuch a ſcandal to Religion, ſuch a perverting the charity of Patrons, 
and ſuch an affront to the ſecular powers, that all our Nobility 
were juſtly incens'd at this grievance; and Ar. 1259. made a public 
Remonſtrance of it to Pope Alexander the fourth, who in his anſwer 
to them does thus ———_ their ' complaints. That they and ther 
Preaeceſſors, out of "_ to the appearing ſanttity of Religious Soctetres in 
England, had liberally conferr d upon them their right of Patronage,” that 
by that means they might have power of chooſing fit perſons, and (roſonceng 
them to the Biſhops, as a more ins! pron fon for the care. of. Souls, 
relief of the poor : whereas they found themſelves fruſtrated im this prous 
intention, not only by Papal proviſions that interrupted. the right courſe o 
brejentation, but Siefl becauſe the Religious by 5g v7 and indir 
ways, with negleft or contempt of thetr own Buſbops, had obtain d- thoſe 
Churches to theer proper uſe, by conceſſions from the Apoſtolic. See. On which 
account they thought themſelves oblig d to reſume the Patronage of ſuch con- 
verted Churches, and reunite the Advouſon to thetr own demeſn, becauſe they 
ſaw the good intention of themſelves and their Predeceſſors —_— defeated. 
All which his Holineſs excus d by proteſting a pure and ſincere deſon m ſo 
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appropriating ſome Churches to Religious places, with the affectionate bowelt 
of piety and mercy, firmly hoping and believing that ſuch renpefooge of cha- 
rity might relieve the wants of the Religious, and promote the worſhip of 
God within the reſpettroe Churches ; and therefore if therr complaints were 
true, he was ſorry the Apaſtolical judgment ſhould be decerv d, and the ſa- 


- cred intention of the See of Rome be fo perverſly d:ſappointed. But far 


be it from them, obedient ſons, for this cauſe of Appropriations and Provi- 
frens to revoke and take into their hands the right of Patronage beſtow d on 
fuch Religious houſes, ſince they had no authority to diſpoſe of Eccleſiaſtical 
affairs, and muſt not preſume to touch any ſacred thing. Flowever, with 
aſſiſtance of the Biſhops," he would ſo foffually labour to redreſs all abuſes, 
as to leave no juſt-matter of complaint. or ſcandal ', 

It had been happy for the poor divelted Churches, if the Pope had 
obſerv'd this promiſe of reſtoring their Patrimony to them : or ra- 
ther it had been more happy, if the Barons would have effected the 
Reformation at home, which they vainly petition for from Rome: 
where they had too much intereſt 1n the cauſe, to let it be fairly 
—_— they were bound to continue the praiſe, tho they were 
aſhamY to juſtifie it. And the ſame Pope Alexander the fourth, 
within two years following, complain'd of this eyil, when he had 
no reſolution to amend it: telling the world, That. the covetous defire 
of the Religious had by falſe pretences obtain d from the See of Rome * 
the appropriation of many Parochial Churches within the Kingdom of En- 
gland, and had by that poiſon infetted the whole Nation, while by this 
means the worſhiþ of God was = Hoſpitality was intermitted, Epiſcopal 


* rights were detain d, the doors of Charity were ſhut againſt the poor, the 


encouragement of ſtudious Scholars was abated, with many other ſcandal: 
and offences *, John Peckham Arch-biſhop of Canterbury (in his Letters 
to the Dean and\Chapter of Lzchfield, An. 1 280.) does impute the con- 
tempt. of the Clergy, and profaneneſs of the people, to the appropri- 
ations made to Rglivious houſes, and their extortion from the offic- 
ating Prieſts 3, In the 5oth. of Ed, III. an. 1376. a petition in Par- 
lament did repreſent, that Aliens by reaſon of appropriations 'nfade 
to their houſes beyond the Seas, or to their Priortes or Cells in this 
Kingdom, did ſo deyour the Salaries due to Pariſh, Curates, ' and fo 
—_— the divine Service in every Pariſh, that they\did more hurt 
to holy Church, than all the Jews and Saracens in the world +. In- 
deed ſome of. our Eng/;h Biſhops were ſo ſenſible of the iniquity 
and ſhame of this practiſe, that they dar'd no longer venture on y 

with- 
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without an apologie, and confeſſion of their doing ill. - For thus 
within our own Dioceſe, 'when Over Biſhop of Lincoln appropriated 
the Church of Corby to the Nuns of Stanford, Com. Linc. an. 1284. 
12, £4.1. and the fifth of his own Pontificate, he was forc'd to make 
this acknowledgment, That Altenations and Appropriations of Parochial 
Churches, by converting the frutts and profits of them to the uſe of Religious 
perſons, were — odrous to all the Prelates of the Church, and had 
been forbidden by a late Law, nor could be tolerable but m caſes of manifeſt 
poverty or other great neceſſity ' Nay, what deſerves much notice-and 
much wonder : ſome of the Monks themſelves had a conſcience to 
be fincere and honeſt, and therefore made a great {cruple of taking 
what they knew to be not their own. For ſo when Hugh de Leven made 
Abbot of Meaux in Yorkſhrre, an. 1339. would have had the Church 
of Efmgton appropriated to the ſaid Abby, his attempt was for five 
years ineffeCEtual, becauſe many of his own Covent declar d oguinit 
it, and openly proteſted to abhor the enormous injuries which woul4 from 
thence ariſe, to be lamented by per ſons that were yet unborn *, The founder 
of the Gſtertian Order was fo conſcious of this unfair dealing, that he 
enjoin'd his diſciples, according tothe letter of St. Benedict's rule,to love by 
the labour of thetr own hands, and to lexve tithes and oblations to the jecular 
Clergy who ſerved in the Dioceſe *. P. Abelardus who flouriſht an.s 140. tho 
himſelfa Monk confeſt this charge ofguilt, That truly they had uſurped 
thoſe rights and benefits which belong d to the Parochial Clergy, and had by u- 
drrett means obtain d the revenues of Parochial Churches as well in tithes as 
mn oblations *, And Romanus Hay the Bened:iHine, when he would prove 
that Monaſteries ought not to be tranſlatedto the uſe or endowment of 
Colleges and Seminaries, ſcems to be pinch't moſt with this objection, 
That Tithes had been ſo transferr d from Parochial Prieſts to 

Orders, and therefore by the ſame juſtice their foundatzons might be alſo 
transferr d from one ſacred uſe to another. © And while he does endea- 
vour to evade this argument, he does confeſs it a complaint of five 
hundred yearsftanding againſt the Claniac Monks, who could not pre- 
tend to any juſt pal ron of Parochial Fruits and Tithes, when by Cano- 
uical ſaniions they belong d not to Monks, but to ſecular Prieſts : to thaſe 
whoſe office it was to Baptize and Preach, and te perform the other dutzes 
required in a cure of Souls, to them they were firſt allotted, that there meght 
be no neceſſity of their berg entangled in worl, neſs, but that feroms 
at the Altar they might trove by the Altar. And therefore (ſays he) "6 
ao you uſurp, when you ought to enjoy none of theſe things when you 
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not perform the work,, why ſhould ye take the reward of it * > Afﬀer all, 
how poorly 1s the - Pow” Cm anſwered by this Monk, or, by the great 
Abbot of his Order * ? 

This dividing of the Benefice from the Office was ſo great an op- 
preſſion to the Clergy, and ſo much obſtructed the care of Souls, that 
many who had a ſober ſenſe'of Religion were often complaining of 
this abuſe, and adviſing a regulation of it. To omit very many in- 
ſtances, among other points of Reformation, this was recommended 
by a great Cardinal to the Council of Conſtance, an. 1415. That to 
purge the conſciences of the devout Religious, the greateſt care ſhould be 
taken, that they did not unjuſtly uſurp the right of Biſhops, nor of pariſh 
Prieſts and Churches, whither in tithes or other —_ reVenues 3, 
Upon. this addreſs, that Council did decree, that all Appropriations 
made within a certain term of years ſhould be reverſt ; but with this 
unhappy reſervation; wnleſs they were made upon juſt and lawful cauſes, 
which took away the benefit of this pretended Reformation. For 
the Mopks could eafily ſuggeſt a juſt and lawful cauſe to evade the 
reſtitution of the Churches goods. This right of the Parochial In- 
cumbent to all tithes ſeems the judgment of that Council of Cardinals, 
who own'd the neceſlity of a os 23 et an. 1536. They ſpeak 
indeed only of penſions reſerv'd by the preſenting Patrons, but the 
reaſon holds more againſt an alienation of the greater part of tithes, 
That the whole profits are annext to every Benefice, as the Soul 4s united 
to the body, and ſo by their inſeparable nature belong to him that has the 
Cure, to enable him to ſupport the dignity of h1s own Office, to bear the ex- 
pences requir d in divine worſhip, to reparr the Church and Manſion houſe, 
and to beſtow the remainder upon pious uſer + The very Council of Trent 
were ſo aſham'd of this violation of Parochial rights, that they not 
only ordain'd; that a Benefice not exceeding; the yearly value of one 
hundred ducates, ſhould ' not be charg'd with any penſion to be de- 
ducted from the maintenance of the Incumbent : but that the Eccle- 
Jraſtical Ber#ces ſecular which had the Cure of Souls, ſhould not be con- 
verted into a fimple Benefice by impropriation: and in Livings allready ap- 
Propriated, where a fit portion had not been reſerved, or could not be con- 
venzently aſſign d for endowment of a Vicar, there the whole Benefice ſhould 
be annext tothe (are *, And in Vicarages before ordain'd, if a congru- 
ous portion of the fruits were not allotted to the Vicar, an augmentation 
ſhould be made within one year after the end of the Council %, Nay, and 
all appropriations made within the laſt fourteen years ſhould be diſſolo g ". 
ho 
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Tho' had this laſt order been executed, 1t had ſignified no more, than 
if an old extortioner in his latt, Will, had made reſtitution of all his 
unlawful gains within the laſt ſeven days of his life, when his re- 
maining eltate would W” the plentiful rapine of many prece- 

dent years, L 
The time of our Eng/iſþ Reformation had been a proper jun&ure 
to have amended this corruption among us. And it had been ob- 
yious to the wiſdom of the Nation at the diſſolving of Monaſteries, 
70 have return'd at leaſt theſe alienated goods to the ſeveral Churches 
defrauded of them: but inadvertence,or more truly intereſt,obſtrutted 
this laudable aCt of juſtice. So when Abby lands were firſt given to 
the King, and then diſpos'd to Subjects, this title to the patrimony 
of Churches was included and convey d to them. And indeed the 
affections and deſigns of our firſt Reformers were ſo warm and. fo 
different, that it 1s rather a mercy of providence moſt things were 
done ſo well, than it is a ſubject of complaint ſome things: were not 
done better. We hear that certain of the Viſitors did petition the 
King for the reſerve of ſome Religious houſes to continue for Hoſ- 
= 5 and the more convenient education of young perſons :. 
And honeſt Biſhop Latimer moy'd that two or three might be left 
inevery County for pious uſes *. But I think we meet with no pro- 
poſal for putting a diftin&tion between. that part of their endowment 
which had been Lay-fee, and that part which was originally Church- 
”_ and tithe : andſo letting each return to the old uſe : the Lay- 
ees to the Nobility and Gentry, the Glebe and Tithe to the re- 
ſpe&tive Chuiches.' This might have: been conſidered: as a very na- 
tural equity ; but at ſeems thoſe who devour d holy things, had yet no 
time to make enquiry. This omiflion was ſoon lamented by ſome of 
the impartial friends of our Reformation. Among others there was 
one plain Writer, (who call d himfelf - Roder:c Mors, but his true 
name was Henry Brinklow a Merchant ot London)\ who addreſt this 
complaint to both Houſes; + that be Lords and Burgeſſes-of Par- 
liament houſe, J require of:you ur the name of my poor Brethren 
that are Ingliſh men, and members of Chriſts body, thar ye conſi- 
der well (as ye will anſwer before-the face'of: Almighty God in the 
day of judgement) this-abuſe and-fee it amended. ' When as Auti- 
chriſt of Rome durft openly, without :any vifer, walk up. and down 
throrowout England, his children had not only-almoſt gotten all the 
beſt lands of Fngland-into their bands, but alto'the mott part of all 
the beſt Benefices both off Perſonages and Uncarages, 'which were 
for 
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for the moſt part all impropred to them, -------- Jf was amiſs that 
MVonk's ſhould hayg jSarſonages 12 their hands, aud deal but the 
twentieth part thefeof to the poor, and preached biit once in the 
yeer to them that paid the tithes of the Parſonages. Jt was amiſs 
that they ſcarcely among twenty ſet not one ſufficient Wicar to 
preach for the tithes that they receabed. ut {ee now how- that 
was amiſs is ameaded, for all the godly preteulte. At is amended 
even as the ivel amended his Dames legge (as it is in the 
proverbe) when he ſhould have ſet it right, he brake it quite in 
leces *. 
, The reign of Ed. VI. was ſo ſubjected to thoſe Cotrtiers who um- 
pos'd on the nonage of their Prince, that no confideration could be 
then had of theſe ſufferings of the Church. The Ac for giving 
Chantries to the King, 44. 1. Ed. VI. cap. xiv. leſſened the poor re- 
mainder of a maintenance to the Clergy. This Bill was indeed long 
oppos d by mem ar Granmer, as weare told, on theſe honourable 
grounds. The Gag eing much impoveriſht by the ſale of the impropria- 
ted tithes, that ought in all reaſon to have return d into the Church, but 
on the aiſcolution of Abbies were all ſold among the Laity ; he ſaw no pro- 
able way remaining for theer Jappty, but to ſave theſe endowments till the 
e was ſo prouſly diſpoſed, that they ſhould 
eaſily per ſwade him to convert them all to the bettering of the han of 
the poor Ciergy that were now brought into extream miſery. But alaſs, un- 
timely death prevented all hopes of the King's pious diſpoſition, and 
the Arch-biſhop's good: intention, And ſo ſecular were all deſigns 
of the governing- men, that thro the whole reign there ſeems but 
one public AF prepar dtor umproving the Clergies revenue, that 
was againſt all Sumontaca{ pattions, and"the reſervation of penſions out of 
Bonojoes, &c. which A& pafſed both Houlſes,: but upon what reaſon 
it 15 not known,  eyen this Bill was not affented to by the King *. 
Not only Camden, Spelman, Dugdale, Dodſworth, and other undoubt- 
ed friends of our well conſtituted Church, have condol'd this un- 
happy error of our firſt Reformers : but even Mr. Se/dez, whoſe opt- 
nions have been leſs favourable, has expreft the ſame diſlike, in that 
very Treatiſe, which betray'd his cobl affeftion to the Church and 
the revenues of it. He there brings in the complaint of the honeſt 
Author before cited, and does preface it with this his own judgment. 
1 doubt not but that every good man wiſhes that at our d:ſſolutzon of Mo- 
naſteries, both the lands and tmpropraated 'Tithes and Churches poſſeſſed by 
them, (that us, things ſacred to the ſervice of God, allthough abuſed by fuch 
as 
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as had them) had been beſtowed rather for the advancement of the Church 
to a better maintenance of the labouring and deſerving Mmuſtrie, ----- then 
conferr a with ſuch a prodigal arſpenjation as 1t happened, to 'hoſe who 
ſtood ready to devour what was fanEtified, and have (in no ſmall number) 
fince found ſuch mheritances thence derived to them, but as Scjus his horſe, 
or the gold of Tholouſe '. I ſhall not here cite the opimon of great 
and good men, who have umputed the calamity of many elfates and 
families to the firſt enjoyment of thele altenations from the Charch : 
nor ſhall I report the characters aſcrib'd to that Prince, who was the 
Actor in that mighty revolution. But I cannot but commend the 
piety of thoſe Gentlemen employ d to interr the body of King 
Charles 1. who taking a view of St. George « Chappel in Windſor, to 
find the moſt fit and honourable place of burial, they declin'd at 
firſt the Tomb-houſe built by Cardmal Wolſey, as ſuppolting King 
Henry VII. was buried there, mn regard his Majeſty would upon occaſt- 
onal diſcourſe expreſs ſome diſlike of K, Henrie s proceeding, in miſem- 
ploying thoſe vaſt revenues the Jupprelſed bies, Monaſtertes, and other Re- 
lgtous houſes were endowed with *, 

It muſt be confeſt, the adverſaries of our Reformation were in 
this point the beſt Reformers. An. 1554. An addreſs was made from ' 
the hnes houſe of Conyocation to the upper, wherein they pray, 
That foraſmuch as Tithes and oblations have been at all times aſſigned 
and appointed for the ſuſtentation of Eccleſiaſtucal Minuſters, ----- that 
therefore all Impropriations now being in the hands of any Lay perſon or 
perſons, and Impropriations made to any ſecular uſe ---+ may 'be by authority 
of Parl.ament difſolo' d, and the Churcherreduced to ſuch ſtate as they were 
m before the ſame Impropriations were made *. Sothat when in the 
r,2. Phil. Mar. cap. 8. There was an Att for the eſtabliſhment of all 
Fpritual and Eccleſiaſtical poſſeſſions and hereattaments convey d to the 

atty ; the States of this Realm founded this convenient Law on a ſup- 
plication of the Biſhops and ſuperioar Clergy, who'tHerein mgens- 

ouſly confeſs, that in the preſent ſtate of affarrs the recovery of ther Ee- 
clefiaſtical goods would be difficult and indeed impoſſible, without breaking, * 
the peace of the Kingdom, and unity of the Church: therefore to ſacrifice 
ther own intereſt to that of the public , they were ready to ſubmit, and to 
renounce therr right *, This conceffion made the injury to be mach 
lels, becauſe the parties concern'd (the Clergy) releasd and quitted 
ther own dues, and could no longer complain of their own volun- 
tary deed. Befides, in the diſpenſation of Cardinal Poo/ the Popes 
Legate 
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Legate recited in the ſaid #, there is ſufficient intimation given, 
that this ſurrendry ſhould extend (as it juſtly might) to Abby lands, 
rather than to appropriated Tithes and Glebe, and therefore he con- 
cludes with this addreſs to the poſlefiors of them. We exhort, and by 


the bowels of Feſus Chriſt beſecch all who are concern'd, that being not un- | 


mindful of their own Jalvation, they would do this at leaſt, that out of their 
Eccleſiaſtical goods, eſpecially thoſe which they recerv d on the title of Par- 
ſonages and appropriated Tithes, which had been particularly deſygn'd -for 
the ſupport of a ſtanding Miniſtry, they would provide for nferuur 
Churches charg d with the Cure of Souls, that the Poſter: of them the Par- 
ſons and Vicars, might live convemently and honourably according to their 
quality, Jp ort their own ſtate and Office, laudably diſcharge their Cure of 
Souls, and have ability to bear the ſeveral burdens incumbent on them, And 
within the ſame Statute 1t is farther enacted, That to the intent ſuch 
'zodly motions and purpoſes ſhould be advanced, 1t ſhould be lawful to ſuch 
as ſhall be ſeiſed of --- Parſonages, Tithes, Penſions, &c. to make feaffments, 
grants, or any other aſſurances to any Spiritual body politike or corporate in 
this Realm, &c” By which 1t 1s plain, that tho' they had not leiſure 
to divide between the lands of the Relzgzous, and the endowment of 
pariſh Churches ; yet they meant to diſtinguiſh between them: and 
to retain to ſecular uſes thoſe eſtates which had been once ſecular ; 
but in-due time to reſtore to Parochial Curches thoſe revenues which 
had been from the beginning Ecelefiaſtical. This pious and juſt de- 
fign was more effeually proſecuted 2, 3. Phil. Mar. cap. iv. By an 
Att for the extinguſhment of firſt fruits, and diſpoſition of Refories and 
Par ſonages impropriate : whexeln, for a leading example to the Nobi- 
lity and Gentry, their Majeſties 4zd clearly grve over, renounce and ex- 
tinguſh all Reftories, Parſonages, Benefices, Glebe-lands, Tithes, Obla- 
ttons, &C. from the feaſt of St. Michael the Archangel laſt paſt. --— And 
to the intent the mor Benefices and Cures of this Realm, and other the Do- 
minions thereto belonging, may be hereafter furniſhed with good and able 
Curates to: inſtrutt the people, &C. 1t 1s enacted, That the Lord Legate 
ſhall and may aiſþoſe, order, umploy and convert, the ſaid Reftories, Parſo- 
nages, and Benefices impropriate, Glebe-lands, Tithes, &c. to and for the 
encreaſe and augmentation of Livings of the Incumbents of the ſaid or other 
poor Cures and Benefices, &c *. This {cems to have been a juſtice-and 
charity that may cover the infirmities of that reign, and allmolt 
atone for the blood of Martyrs. It was on this account, the ſame King 
and Queen defir'd to jultifie their title of Defenders of the Faith, by thus 
zeal in reſtoring alienated goods to the Churches diveſted of _ k 
Whuic 
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Which Royal example would have been ſoon followed by other 
Honourable Subjects, as it wasindeed by that wiſe Counſellour Sir 
Wiltam Petre, who, betore he petition'd Pope Paul the fourth for a 
Licenſe and Abſolution to purchaſe the lands of diſſolved Abbies, 
made this ſolemn reſolution, That he would reſzn all Reftories or 
Appropriated 'Tithes and Glebe to their firſt ſpuritual uſes, and was ready 
to make immediate reſtitution for that purpoſe *. 

It isgreat pity, that upon the acceſſion of Queen Ez, to the Crown, 
when other errors were happily reform'd, this fatal abuſe of uſurp- 
ing the appropriated Revenues of the Church, was brought back, 
and again eftabliſh'd by a Law: while 4. 1. Ez, Cap. 4. inthe At 
for the reſtitution of the firſt-fruits and Tenths, and Parſonages umpro- 
priate, 1t was ordaind and provided, That all Rettories, Parſonages 
and Benefices impropriate, Glebe Lands, Tithes, Oblations, &Cc. as were- 
m the hands of the late Queen Mary, (before her A&t of renuntiation) 
ſoould be veſted adjudged, &c. m the ſeiſm and poſſeſſion of our Soveraign 
Lady Queen Elizabeth. Where, as to publick Authority, the matter 
(I think) has ever ſince reſted; tor I would gladly be inform'd whe- 
ther any one bill has beer after that Seflion brought into either 
Houſe of Parliament, to ordain or project a reſtitution of Impro- 
priated Tithes and Glebe to Parochial Churches. When yet the # 
doing of it might be contriy'd (without injury to the preſent owners) 
aglory to the Church, a ſtrength to the Nation, an intereſt to every 
Pariſh, and a confirmation to the title of all Monaſtic Lands that 
were Lay-fees. 

There have indeed been many private examples of this conſci- 
entious juſtice, whoſe names deſerve to be recorded *. And noque- 
{tion in Ages to come, by the living piety of ſome, and the dying 
legacy of others, theſe alienated Tithes and Glebe will by degrees 
be all turn'd- back to their old channel, the maintenance of Pariſh 
Prieſts, Tho it is more to be wiſh't, that Publick Authority ſhould 
rſt intervene, and one National Ac ſhould prevent the tedious 
charity of particular perſons. This I am ſure 1s wanting , to com- 
plete our Reformation : for this appropriation and infeodation of 
Tithes and Glebe, was the meer innovation of Popery in the molt 
dark and profligate Ages, procur'd and granted by the wort inſtru- 
ments in that Religion, the Popes of Rome, and the Monks of En- 
gland. And that, when leſs errors were corrected, this greater cor- 
ruption ſhould ſtand and ſtill flouriſh, has rais'd the pity and the in- 
dignation of many of our Reformed Writers. I recommend the 
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teſtimony of two or three, whoſe profeſſion of the Common Law 
makes them better Judges of iniquity, and leſs to be ſuſpected of 
partiality to Eccleſiaſtical Things and Men. The Lord Bacon when + 
he was to conſider of the Edification and Pacrfication of the Church of 
England, gave in this opinion, That it were to be wiſhed that Impro- 
preations were returned to the Church, as the moſt proper an4 natural en- 
dowments: tho it ſeems impoſſible to proceed to therr reſumption or re- 
demption, becauſe the reſtitution of them muſt of neceſſity paſs their hands, 
n whoſe hands they are now in poſſeſſion or intereſt. But in my own op1- 
nion and ſenſe, 1 muſt confeſs, (let me, ſheak it with reverence) that all the 
Parliaments fmce the 27th, and 31ſt. of Henry VIII. (who gave away Im- 
Ppropriations from the Church) ſeem to me to ſtand m a ſort obnoxious, and 
obliged to God im conſcience to do ſomewhat for the Church: to reduce the 
Patrimony thereof to a competency. For ſmce they have debarred Chriſt's 
Wife of a great part of her Dowry, at were reaſon they made her a com- 
petent jointure ', Mr, Lambard was one who recovered all our an- 
cient, and underſtood all our modern Laws: his judgement was 
this, 4: Appropriation 1s one among, many of thoſe monſtrous births of cove- 
zouſneſs, begotten by the Man of Rome, m the dark mght of Superſtition, 
and yet ſuffered to live in this day-light of the Goſpel, to the great hinder- 
ance'of Learning, the empoveriſhment of the Miniſtry, and the infamie of 
our Profeſſion *. Mr. Selden 1 have before cited on this argument, 
and he has made other declarations enough expreſs to this matter, 
as particularly, It ts a groſs error to make 1t clear as many do, that if 
Tithes be not due to the Prieſthood jure divino morali, then Appropriated 
Tithes may be ſtill poſſeſſed with good conſcience by Lay-men. ------ The 
=_ execrations annext to the Deeds of Conveyance of them, and pour d 
forth againſt ſuch as ſhould drvert them to profane uſes ſhould be thought 
0n ; let them remember who ſays, that 1t is a deſtruCtion for a man 
to devour what is Conſecrated 3, In the Expoſitzon of the Law Terms, 
of which Book the firſt Edition is by the Lord G4e aſcribd to Judge 
Raſtal, Appropriations have this Comment on them. ---- To ſupply theſe 
defetts a Vicar was deviſed --- who ſhould have for his labour but a little 
port1on --= and ſo it continues to this day, if not worſe ; fmce not only Fryers 
and Nuns, but Lay-men and Secular Women are poſſeſſed of them, to the 
great hinderance of Learning, tmpoveriſhment of the Miniſtry, and infamy 
of the Goſpel and Profeſſion thereof +. 

There was a ſeeming attempt made to redeem this inheritance of 


the Church, about the year 1626. when there was a Conn 
erete 
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erected of twelve Feoffes for the truſt of buying in Impropriations: 3 
A project, of which had the managers been honeſt, much good and 
glory might have been expected from it. But they are repreſented 
to have been parties of the Purztan faCtion, and ſo to have reſtor'd no 
Impropriations to the Pariſh Church, nor ſettled them on the In- 
cumbent, but only to have ſet up Stipendiary Lecturers, and main- 
taind filenc'd Miniſters, &c. From a ſenſe of which abuſes, and a 
jealouhie of greater, this method was firſt refleted on by Mr. Peter 
Heylyn in an Act Sermon at St. Mares in Oxon. Fuly x1. 1630 ', Af 
ter which, by the vigilance of Biſhop Lauda, and the proſecution of 
Mr. Noy, this Feoftment was judicially ſuppreſt in the Court of 
Exchequer, by a ſentence given Feb. 13.1633 *. To take this power 
out of the hands of thoſe particular men, might poſſibly be a good 
and neceſlary ſervice : but to annul the defign in general, ſeems to 
have been a great miſcarriage. For the abuſe not lying in the thing, 
but the parties concern'd : they ſhould not have ſubverted the whole 
projet, but have committed the truft to more faithful Stewards. 
And no doubt, had there been a new legal Corporation of honeſt 
able men, of good intereſt and ſtanding Authority, to proſecute the 
purchaſe of Impropriate Tithes, as ſucceſſive opportunities ſhould 
offer, and re-unite them to the endowment of one fixed Incumbent, 
it would by inſenfible degrees have had a glorious effect in reco- 
covering and ſettling the Patrimony of the Church: And had the 
iniquity of thoſe times allow'd it, this was the real deſign of that 
great and good Arch-biſtop, who tho' he overthrew that Feoffment 
dangerous both to Church and State, going under the {þectous pretence of 
buying in Impropriations *, Yet. he not only procur d Kjng Charles to 

give all Impropriations remaining in the Crown within the Realm of Ire- 

land to that poor Church +: But he farther projected, if he {va to ſee 

the repair of St. Pauls near an end, to move hu Majeſty for the like grant 

from the Fligh Commiſſion for the buying in of Impropriations, as he had 
now for St. Pauls, and then he hoped to buy in two @ year at leaſt *. 

But when this Prelate and the whole conſtitution of our Church 

loon after fell, in their ruine all good defigns were buried. Yet I 

am glad to find, that even that Long Parliament, which difloly'd the 

Church, and diſpofſeſt the Clergy, -had amidſt all their Sacrilege this 

ſenſe of juſtice, that when they ſequeſtred thoſe they call'd Delin- 

rm, out of that part of their eſtate which was Impropriated Tith, 

they made competent additions to very. many Lavings *. 
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The reſtoration of Monarchy and the Church, 4. 1660. was 
ſeaſon wherein much might have been done to this effect : eſpecially 
by Biſhops and Collegiate Churches. For tho' Parſonages Impro- 
priated to them as bodies corporate could not without expreſs Sta- 
tute be {urrendred up; yet then was the junEture to have made ſuch 
a Statute, when joy and gratitude might have diſpoſed to an univer- 
ſal conſent, and when neither Epiſcopal Sees, nor Collegiate Churches 
would by this means have been impair'd in their Revenues; becauſe 
the plentiful Fines which were then brought in , would certainly 
have parchaſt an eſtate equivalent to the portion reſtor d to Pariſh 
Churches, However, at that happy turn of affairs, it was eafie and 
natural for Biſhops and Ecclefiaſtical Corporations that were en- 
dowd with appropriated Tithes and Glebe, at the firſt renewing 
the Leaſes of ſuch Appropriations, to have made each Vicar the 
Leſſee, or at leaft to have reſervd ſome annual augmentation for 
. his better ſupport. And indeed ſuch charitable a&ts were in many 
places done to the great honour and ſervice of Religion. An at- 
tempt of this nature was then made for the benefit of this Church 
of Ambroſden, (of which the Impropriation belongs to the See of 
Oxford) by the right Reyerend Father in God Dr. Robert Skenner, who 
at the grant of his firſt Leaſe, order d an augmentation of twenty 
pounds yearly to be paid by the Tenant to ſacceflive Vicars. This 
clauſe was inſerted in the firſt draught of Indentures, with a full 
intention of continuing this charitable penſion to all future Incum- 
bents, as I am moſt credibly inform'd by ſome neighbours, whole 
memory 1s yet a witneſs of it. But before the ſealing of the wri- 
tings, by ſome colluſion of the ill perſons concern'd in it, a new 
copy was drawn and fign'd, with this Article omitted ; by which 
the good Biſhop andthe poor Church were both impos'd upon; the 
pious defign of the one was diverted, and the better ſupport of the 
other was fraudulently ſtopt. Thoſe who obſtructed this generous 
intention, did not much enjoy the private gain propos d by 1t. But 
I ſpare all names, and am unwilling to impute, what 1 have heard 
to be the conſequence, as a judgement on them. The loſs of this op- 
portunity has not yet. been recover'd; the diſpoſer of times and ſea- 
{ons may bring it about at his good pleaſure. Some worthy examples 
of this kind have been given by the Fathers of our Church : among 
others, I remember the Vicarage of Poſtling in Kent, has been this 
way augmented by Wilam late Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, who about 
1688. upon the expiration of a former Leaſe, let the Appropriated 
Tithes and Glebe at a reſery'd rent, to the uſe and benefit of the 
Vicar, by which a of charity that Living is augmented from 30. 
to aboye 60, per An, This 
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This digreffion I have thought not improper in this place: but if 
my own Life and God's good Providence continue to me, I deſign 
a more diſtin Hiſtorical Account of Appropriations, to ſhew the fun- 
damental error and the conſequent miſchiefs of them. And there- 
fore I conclude at preſent with the excellent Confeffion and Prayer 
of an Author, who is now a Reverend and active Prelate of our 
Church. Our fault 1s, that at the diſſolution of the Monaſtertes, reſtitu- 
tion was not made to the Pariſh Prieſts of what the Popes had Sacrulegiouſly 
taken from them. And now that we are upon the utter extirpation of 
Popery, let us not retain this relique of it. And 1 pray God to inſpire and 
bed his Majeſty and his two Houſes of Parliament, effettually to remove 
this juſt, and % ought I know, only great ſcandal of our Engliſh Re- 


formation *, 
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Eleanor widow of Hugh Deſpenſer yan. and fince the widow of W:#- 
ham Zouch of Mortimer, died this year, 2.

9. Ed. III. made Conſtable of the Tower of London, did now obtain 
from the King a grant in Fee of the Mannor of Whitchurch Com. Oxon: 
and the reverſion of two parts of the Mannor of P:dzngton, which 
Fohn de Handlo held for lite, and of the third part held for life by 
Henry de Pembruge. The great controverſie for this Mannor of P:- 
a&mton between the -Priory of St. Frideſwide and. Sir Fohn de Flandle 
was ſtill depending, and kept ſo for many years, the methods of 
Law ſeeming at this time as tedious, as art and intereſt can ever 
make them. In the preceding year the King had iſſued thele Precepts 
tothe Judges and the, Sheriff to haſten the decifion. |

ten ſhillings, miglit be appropriated and for ever anncxt to. their 
Convent.

In the great Treaty of peace began at the end of 4pri/ at Bretz 
near Chartres between the Crowns of England and France, among the 
Engliſh Commiſſioners were Sir Rzchard le Vache of Bigenhull in Bur- 
ceſter, and Sir Miles Stapleton Lord of the Mannor of Mzddleton : 
which latter in 30. £d. 3. when Philip brother to the King of Navarre 
came into Enzland to obtain help tor the recovery of his lands in 
Normandy, being an expert Souldier ,- was ſent over with him. 
Whereupon they paſſed through that Country with two thouſand 
men, took and burnt ſeveral Towns and ſtrong-holds, till they came 
within nine leagues of Pars, and before their return compell'd the 
French anto a truce for one whole year. And having ſerved in theſe 
wars with great fidelity and courage, in this year he obtained a 
for an Arnuity of one hundred pounds to be paid out of the King's 
Exchequer, at Michaelmas and Eaſter by even portions : as alſo licenſe 
to found a perpetual Chantrey, confilting of one Warden and two 
Trieſts, in honour of the holy Trenzy, within the Parochial Church 
of Ingham to celebrate Divine Service there, for the good eſtate of 
himſelf and Foan his wife, daughter and heir to Olzver ae Ingham, and 
widow of Roger L eſtrange during this life: and afterwards for the 
health of their ſouls, and all the ſouls of the faithful deceaſed. Unto 
which Chantry he gave the Advouſon of the Church of Ingham, and. 
the fifth part of the Mannor of Stalhambhalle *. 


In the abſence of the King and his four elder Sons in France, the A} . 


French Ships had done ſuch miſchief on our coaſts, and their Inva- 
lions were ſo much fear'd, that orders were given for all Lay-men 
between the age of ſixteen and ſixty, to be array d for publick ſer- 
vice, and the ſtouteſt of them to be ſent to the CGnque-Ports to join 
with the Admirals for defence of the Kingdom. The Arch-biſhops

The Biſhops alſo them- 
ſelves, the Abbots and Priors, ReCtors, Vicars, Chaplains, and all 
Men of the Church were to bc ready on the land to defend their 
Country acainſt a deſcent from Foreigners ; and all perſons benefic'd 
who could not ſerve in perſon, were bound to maintain one in their 
ftead, able for the war, all to be in readineſs, whenever the French 
ſhould land, and ſo (if poſſible) to repulſe their invading Foes ',

poſſeſſions paſt to that of Sant-Clare, of whom Sir Philip Saint-Clare 
Knight, died poſleft of the Mannor of Staunton as demeſne of the 
King z Capite, 10, Hen. 4. and left Fohn his ſon and heir a minor in 
ward to the King 3.

King Edward 111. departed this life on Fune 21. to whom ſucceeded 
his Grandſon R:chard, eldeſt Son of Edward the black Prince. 

The new King in the firſt year of his reign, granted to Sir Fobn de 
Worth Lord of the Mannor of B:genhull, and. his heirs for ever, the 
privilege of a Market on Fryday every week: and: one yearly Fair 
to be held for three days, the Eve, day, and morrow , after the 
Feaſt of .St. James the Apoſtle; at his ſaid Mannor of Bigenhull, 
a ſinall village now call'd Burceſter-Kyngs-end, in the Street and 
Green whereof the Fair ( formerly of great note) is to this day 
yearly kept near the Houſe of Fohn Coker Gent. Lord of the Mannor, 
towhom 1t belongs. 

The ancient name of Bzgenhull remains in Bagnell Farm, a fingle. 
houſe in the Lordſhip of Burceſter-Kings-end, which by the ruines 
about it, (part whereof are an old ruined Church or Chappel) ſeems 
to haye been (as tradition ſpeaks it) the Seat of the Lord of the 
Mannor. "Tis now a Farm-houſe belonging to the daughters and 
cohetrs of Mr. Samuel Lee, and hath been for ſome tune in the occu- 
pation of Fohn Willſon and his Son. 

Adjoining to Burceſter-Kzngs-end, on the Eaſt fide thereof lyes a-- 
nother Town in the ſame Pariſh, call'd Burceſter-Market-end, In 
this Town a Market.is kept weekly on Fryday, which might occa- 
hon.the addition of Market-end thereunto. This Market is of

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great reſort, and a good vend for all Country Commodities, eſpe 
cially all ſorts of Cattel, which make the Hair-market in the Sheep 
ſtreet there. 

Theſe two Towns tradition will have to have been formerly 
two diſtin pariſhes alſo, till they became united upon the build- 
ing of the new Church, a fair Church conveniently ſeated be- 
tween the two Towns, which ſeems to have been built in the 
Reign of Henry IV, or Henry V. To ſupport the tradition of 
two pariſhes, I find no better authority than the Ruines before- 
mentioned of the Church or Chappel near Brgnel{-Farm in Bur- 
cerſter-King ſend, and of a Church in Burceſter-Market-end, near the 
Hermitage at the North end of the on, long fince alſo de- 
moliſhed. I rather believe that' Brgenhulf was only a diſtin Man- 
nor like Wrechwike, within the precincts of Burceſter, having a Chap- 
pel ſubordinate to the Mother-Church, granted as a privilege to 
the Lord of the Mannor. 

An Inquiſition was now made in theſe parts, -on occaſion of the 
late death of Sir Richard D amory, by which 1t appear'd, that the aid 
Sir Ke, aoppie held the Mannor of Heazngdon, and the Hundreds of 
Bolendon and North-gate Oxford, with their appertenances, by the gift 
of Fohn Chaundos Knight, during the life of the ſaid Re:chard, whoſe 
heirs were found to be El:zabeth Chaundos and Allanore, Silters of the 
{aid Sir Fohn, which Allanore was married to Roger Colyng ', This Sir 
Fohn Chaundos was one of the greateſt Souldiers of his age, who in 
33. of Eg. III. for his many eminent ſervices at the battle of Porters, 
and in other wars of France, was retain'd by the King to ſerve him 
in the Office of Vice-Chamberlain during his life, and had a penſion 
of one hundred pounds per an. paid out-of the Exchequer, and among 
other lands and profits, he now obtain'd the ſaid Mannor of Heamg- 
don, and the two Hundreds of Bolendon and North-gate, which com- 
ing formerly to Hugh de Pleſſets in right of 1ſabel his wite, he the faid 
Hugh, in conſideration of two hundred pounds, &c. convey d them 
to King Edward 1. in the 33.oft his reign. 

The Prior and Canons of St. Fr:deſwide Oxford, had enjoy'd a right 
of common for all their cattle within the Mannor of Hedinzdon, and 
in the whole Foreſt of Swede, which right being denied or diſpu- 
ted, it was now determin'd, and livery of the ſaid right of common 
was y_-_ to them by Richard Forſter the Deputy of Sir Edmund at 
la Pole, Keeper of the ſaid Foreſt.

The ſaid Church of Newlonde in the foreſt of Dene, was appropri- 
ated to the See of Landaff, and the Advoulſon of the Vicarage was in 
the ſucceflive Biſhops; the tithe of all Aſſarts ama were 
giyen to the Appropriator, by a Writ in 33. Ed. 1. And another 
Deed in 35. Ed. 1. did aſcertain the bounds of ſeveral pariſhes within 
the foreſt of Denc, that the extra-parochaal tithe of Afſarts might 
be the better paid, to maintain a Chantry in the ſaid Church of 
Hereford *, 


In the beginning of January, a Terrier was diſtinRly taken of all 
lands belonging to the Prior and Canons of Burceſter, within the 
Town or divifion of Bury-end (now Market-end) by which the 
names and boundaries of the ſeveral fields and grounds are well 
preſery'd, for the information and benefit of poſterity.

A memorable accident now hapned relating to Rzchard L'eſtrange 
Baron of Kzotyn, Lord of the Mannor of Burceſter, whoſe wife Con- 
ſtance contended with the wife of Sir Fohn Truſſel of Warmington in 
Cheſhire, tor precedency of place in the Church of St. Dunſtan 1n the 
' Ealt, London: upon which diſturbance, the two Husbands and all 
their Retinue engaged in the quarrel, and within the body of the 
Church ſome were kill d and many wounded. For which prophane 
riot ſeveral of the Delinquents were committed, and the Church 
ſuſpended from the celebrat:on of any Divine Office. By proceſs in 
the Court Chriftian, the Lord Strange and his Lady, were adjudgd 
to be the Criminal parties, and had this ſolemn penance impoſed 
upon them by the exemplary Prelate Henry Chichely Arch-biſhop of 
Canterbury. The Lord Strange walked bare-headed with a wax-taper 
lighted in his hand, and his Lady bare-tooted from the Church of 
St. Pauls to that of St. Dunſtans, which being rehallowed, the Lady 
with her own hands filled all the Church veſſels with water, and 
offered to the Altar an ornament of the yalue of ten pounds, and the 
Lord a piece of Silyer to the value of five pounds. A great example 
of the good diſcipline of the Church, and of the obedience of thele 
Noble perſons 3. 

Edward Dake of York and Albemarle, commanding in the front of

ink their Hamlet too remote from the Pariſh Church, had procur'd 
a Chappel to beereted within their own village, with a Manfion- 
houſe allotted for a Capellane to be provided and maintain'd by the 
ſucceſſive Vicars. But this method being found a grievance to the 
Inhabitants, and a burden to the Vicar, had occafion'd ſome diffe- 
rence between them, which was now compos'd by the joint conſent 
of the Patron, the Vicar, and the People, with confirmation of the 
Dioceſan, By vertue of this agreement, the village of Prarngton

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but chiefly becauſe the dignity and hberties of a Mother Charch, 
and the inſtitution and dependance of Chappels and their Capellanes 
have been by no Author within my knowledge expreſly ſtated : 1 
hall therefore here add ſome Notes and StriQtures on the preceding 
Record, that may ſerve to raife the curiofity of a Reader, and in- 
vite him to more elaborate enquiries into an obſcure and uſefull 
Subject. 

- nnFY permiſſione droina Eccleſie Lincoln, ſerous humilis, &c. 'This 
ative Prelate Rzchard Fleming was born at Crofton 1n Yoth/hire, in the 
{ame houſe which was the old feat of Mr. Z:/ter. An. 1650, In ho- 
nour and grateful reſpe& of this place of his birth, he remoy'd the 
pariſh Church from a low and morft fituation, to the diſtance of half 
a mile upon a rifing hill, where he raisd and adorn'd it all at his 
own charges, and over the porch fixt his paternal Arms ctit it one, 
viz. Argent three bars azure, im chief three Logenges Gules, in feſs = 
6 mullet of froe points Sable, He was a member of Univerſity College 
0x0. and Jumior Proctor of the Univerſity for the year 1407. at 
which time he was Canon of York. At firſt a warm Aſertor of Wis 
Ii and his DoCtrines, but. by degrees drawn off, and by pretermer 
made a Zealot for the other ſide. He left Oxford for ſeveral Benefices 
in the North, and among others the ReRory of Boſton in Lincoln- 
ſire, By the favour of Hen. V. he was promoted to the See of Ln- 
ah An. 1420, He was ſent to the Council of Siene An. 1423. where 
tefore Pope Martin the Fifth he made an elegant Speech in defence 
of his Country, and became fo great a Favorite of his Holineſs, that 
nthe next year 1424. he was by him nominated to the vacant See of 
Ik ; but the Dean and Chapter of that Church in contempt of the 
- wm authority, ele&ted Fohn Kezmp Biſhop of London; upon which 

op Fleming return'd to his See of Lincoln, and An. 1427, began 
the foundation of Lmcoln College in Oxford for a Seminary of Di- 
mnes to oppoſe the obtaining tenets of Wickisff and his Followers: 
but before he could fully accompliſh this generous defign, He died at - 
Lincoln An. 14.31 *, '

or Chappel was allow'd at the Grange of the Abby of Waverley in 
Netham within the pariſh of Autor Com. Southamp. A. D. 1250. it 
was done by the permiſſion and conſent of William de Rgbey Bilhop 
of Wincheſter Dioceſan and Patron, and Peter de Ryzval Rector. of the 
Church of Aultun *. So when the Chappel of St. Zames at Borſtall 
within the pariſh of 0akley was conſtituted 4. 1418. the ordination 
of it was by authority of Philip Bilhop of Lincoln Dioceſan, de con- 
ſenſu & aſſenſu Priori & Conventus $. Frideſwidz Oxon. who were the 
Proprietors and Patrons, cum voluntate & afſenſu Vicar ejuſdem loct 3, 
And if the Lord of any Mannor or Inhabitants preſum'd to ere a 
Chappel without ſuch due permiſſion and aſſent, ſuch Act was nei- 
ther juſt nor valid. Therefore when a Chappel was founded at 
Watecumb within the pariſh of Watlngton Com. Oxon. by the Lord of 
that Mannor, for the greater conveniency of his Family and Tenants, 
the Abbat and Canons of Oſeney, who were Patrons of the pariſh 
Church, entred a proteſtation againſt it, and 4. 1182. appeal'd to 
Richard Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, and from him ſoon after to Pope 
Urban the third, who ſent over a Commiſſion to the Abbats of 4- 
bingdon and Mzſſenden and the Prior of Kenelworth, who, upon en- 

quiry and judicial proceſs, diffolv'd the {aid Chappel, becaule illegally 
built, without conſent of the parties concern'd +.

As to the firſt Inſtitution of pariſhes in Eng/and, many of our Writers 
have aſcribed it to Arch-biſhop Honor:us about the year 6 36. wherein 
they build all on the authority of Arch-biſhop Parker ; but Mr. Selden 
ſeems rightly to underſtand the expreflion, provinciam ſuum in pare- 
chias diwfit, of dividing his Province into new Dioceſes, and this 
ſenſe is juſtified by the Author of the Defence of Pluralities., The like 
diftin&tion of pariſhes which now obtains, could never be the model 
of Honorins, nor the work of any one age. Some Rural Churches 
there were, and ſome limits preſcrib'd for the rights and profits of 
them. But the reduction of the whole Country into the ſame formal 
limitations was gradually advancd, the reſult of many generations. 
However, at the Eſt foundation of Parochial Churches (owing ſome- 
times to the ſole piety of the Biſhop, but generally to the Lord of 
the Mannor) they were but few, and conſequently at a great diſtance : 
{o as the number of pariſhes depending on that of Churches, the Pa- 


rochial bounds were at firſt much larger, and by degrees contraQted. 
For 
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For, as the Country grew more populous, and perſons more deyout, 
ſeyeral other Churches were founded within the extent of the former; 
and then a new parochaal circuit was allotted in proportion to the 
new Church, and the Mannor or eſtate of the Founder of ut. 'Thas, 
certainly began the encreaſe of Pariſhes, when one. too larggand 
diftuſe tor the reſort of all Inhabitants to the one Church# was: by, 
the addition of ſome one or more new Churches canton'd into more 
limited divifions. This was ſuch an abatement to the reyenue of the 
old Churches, that complaint was made of it in the tume of Edward 
the Confeſlor. Now (ſay they) there be three or four Churches, where 
mn former tyme there was but one, and ſo the tithes and profits of the Prieſts 
are much diminiſh d ', When by long uſe. and cuſtom Parochial 
bounds were fixt and ſettled, many of the pariſhes were ſtill ſo large, 
that ſome of the remote hamlets found it very inconvenient to be at. 
logreat a diſtance from the Church ; [and therefore for the relief 
and eaſe of ſuch Inhabitants, this new, method was praCtis d of build- 
ns private Oratories or Chappels in any ſuch remote hamlet, 1a 
wich a Capellane was ſometime endow'd by the Lord of the Mannor, 
or ſome other Benefactor, but generally maintain'd by a ſtipend from 
the Pariſh Prieft, to whom all the rights and dues were entirely -pre- 
lery'd. Fohn Peckham Arch-biſhop of Canterbury Ar. 1280, mentions:this

Muſeweh, withafree 
palnage for Hogs, and common paſturage, .and ſome other liberties, 
ater which the ſaid Chappel ſo endow.d, was, given by, Joan ae Pe-

and confirm'd to them by Simon de Geraramulin ſecond, Husband of 
the ſaid oan,; and again ratified by Aubrey Earlot Damarun Lord of 
the Mannor of Pidington *; by vertuc of which donation, the {a;d 
Abbat and Canons of Mſſenden recciv'd the profits of endowment, 
ATJ- | and 
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and maintain'd a ſtipendiary Prieſt to officiate in the ſaid co__ 
or Hermitage of Mvxfewell, which was not by this means Parochaal, 
but dependant on the Church of Ambroſaden, to which all Ecclefiafti- 
cal dues were paid, excepting the foreſaid portion of endowment. 
The other Chappel of P:4:ngton was built moſt likely by the joint 
contribution of the Inhabitants, and had no endowment fixt : but a 
relident Capellane or Curate did there officiate, who was maintain 'd 
by a pecuniary ſtipend of about five marks annually receiv'd from 
the perpetual Vicar of Ambroſden, or more probably trom the joint 
contribations of the Vicar and the Inhabitants. For ſo Fohn Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury did ordain in the year 1280. that fit Capellanes 
ſhould be provided for the Chappels of Tadyngton, Langedon, Beſſe- 
lowe, ſubordinate to the Mother Church of Bauquell in the Dioceſe 
of Litchfield; for whoſe ſupport an equal contribution ſhould be 
made by the Chapter of Lielj eld, who hail the appropriation of the 
Mother Church, and the Inhabitants of each reſpe&ive hamlet, of 
which both parties were to allow at leaft two marks and a halt to 
make up the accuſtom'd ſalary of five marks *. It is true, ſometimes 
the whole burden lay only on the Vicar, as appears from an agree- 
ment made in the Conventual Church of St. Frideſw:de in Oxford on 
April the 224. 1447. between Edmund Rede Eſquire Lord of the vil- 
lage of Standelf, and Henry Ferfote Vicar of the Church of Pyrton, 
that whereas the ſaid Vicar was bound to maintain a Capellane to 
officiate three days in a week, Sunday, Wedneſday, Fryday, in the 
Chappel of Sandelf depending on the Mother Church of Pyrton, the 
faid village being then left deſolate of Inhabitants, the ſaid Eamund 
Reae did conſent that for. greater caſe of the Vicar, he ſhould only 
there officiate by himſelf or a Curate one day in a week ; but when- 
ever the v1 ſhoold be again fully inhabited, then the Vicar 
ſhould be reoblig'd to his former duty *. But this burden was never 
mposd wholly on the Vicar, unleſs by ſome ſpecial covenant and 
particular conſideration. And it fo hapned in this laſt caſe, when at 
the firſt inſtitution of the Chappel of &andeff, the Prior and Con- 
vent of Norton Com. Oxon. Appropriators of the Church of Pyrton, 
did covenant to find at their own charge a refident Capellane to 
officiate in the ſaid Chappel, which charge thoſe Religious men threw

A Mother Church was the more honourable for being branchd 
out into one or more ſubordinate Chappels: and thereforea Church

There- 
fore by Law there was a greater regard had to. Mother Churches 
than to —__ as a greater to Abbies and Religious Houſes than 
to pariſh Churches: the penaltie for violation of them being pro- 
portion'd to their dignity: as appears from thoſe they call Ki 
Edward's Laws renew d by the Conqueror, an the firſt part of whic 
providing for the refuge and protection of ſuch as ſhould fly to 
theſe places of ſanctuary, it is ordain'd, that whoeyer ſhould lay 
violent hands on him who had fled to ſuch ſanCtuary, if it were an 
Abby or Religious houſe, the offender ſhould pay one hundred ſhil- 
livgs - 1f a Parochial Mother Church, twenty ſhillings; if a Chappel, 
ten llings *

by the Good-men of Aſherugge (as Patrons) tothe Vicar,and by him 
preſented to the Ordinary. The cuſtome herein was different, ſome- 
times a Capellane was to be preſented by the Patron of the Church 
to the Vicar, and by him to the Arch-deacon, who was then obligd 
to admit him: fo the practiſe obtain'd in the Chappel of 4ſcote ſub- 
ordinate to the Mother Church of ck, where F, de Lany- 
ky Knight, Patron of the ſaid pariſh Church, covenanted that he and 
lis heirs ſhould preſent a ſacceflive Capellane to ſerve in that Chap- 
pel to the Vicar of Sappewick, who ſhould preſent the ſame perſon 
tothe Arch-deacon of Glaſtenbury 3, At other times the Lord of the 
Mannor did preſent a fit perſon to the Appropriators, who without 
delay were to give admiſſion to the perſon ſo preſented. Thus E4- 
mund Rede RiGuire Lord of the Mannor of Borſtall, had agreed in 
the year 1449. that he and his heirs ſhould nominate a Prieſt to of- 
liciate in the Chappel of Borftal tothe Prior of St. Fredeſwide, which 
Convent held the appropriation of the Mother Church of Oakley, 
and the Prior without demur (if there was no Canonical incapacity) 
was to admit of ſuch nomination *.

Theſe privileges 
of adminiftring the Sacraments (eſpecially that of baptiſm) and the 
Office of burial were the proper rights and juriſdiction that made it 
rio longer a depending Chappel of eaſe, but a ſeparate Parochial 
Chappel. For the liberties of baptiſm and ſepulture, were the true 
diſtinCt Parochaal rights. Andif any new Oratory had acquird and 
enjoy d this immumity, then it diftered- not from a pariſh Charch, 
but (ſays Ms: Se/den) might be {til'd Capella Parochialzs, - And till the 
year 1300. inall Trials of the rights of particular Churches, if it 
could be proy'd that any Chappel had a cuſtom for tree baptiſm and 
burial, ſuch place was adjudg;d to be a Parochial Church. Hence at 
the firſt erection of theſe Chappels, while they were deſign'd to con- 
tinue in ſubjection to the Mother Church, expreſs care was taken at 
the ordination of them, that there ſhould be no allowance of Font 
or Bells,or any thing that might be to the prejudice of the old Church, 
Soin' 10. Hen, IL when Baldwyn de Vere erefted a Chappel at Aam- 
t<n with conſent:of the Abbat of: Croyland Patron, and the Rector of 
the pariſh Church;' a form of +conttitution was made by the Dio- 
celan with this clauſe; Quod mfra Capellam vel extra nec Baptiſterium 
nec tampane, nec aliquod adhibeatur, per quod. prejuatcum frers poterut Ma- 
trice Ecclefie *.

Judg'd an uſfurpation on the rights of the Mother Church, to which

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the dead bodies of all Inhabitants ought to be. duly brought, and 


there alone interr'd, Of which a clear precedent remains in the caſe 
of theneighbouring Church of Burceſter, and her ſubordinate Chap- 
pel of Stratton-Aualey in the third of Hen. VI. when the Capellane of 
Stratton- Audley at; the inſtigation of thoſe Inhabitants, preſum'd to 
bury two dead corps in the ſaid Chappel, in contempt of the Mother 
Church of Burceſter, to which they ought to have. been carried for 
(briſtian Burial. Upon this violation of Parochual rights, the Prior 
Canons of Burceſter who were Patrons and Appropriators of the 
ſaid Church, made their complaint, and preferr'd a ſuit againſt the 
Inhabitants of Stratton, and-the Prior in perſon went to London to 
proſecute and ſollicite in the cauſe, which was at laſt referr'dto the 
cognifance of the Biſhop of Worceſter, who came to Burceſter as a de- 
legated Judge, and held there his Court ; where after due hearing 
and examining the matter, the Biſhop determin'd in favour of the 
Prior, and ſeems to have puniſh'd the Inhabitants of Stratton- Audley 
for theig illegal offence '.- Accordingly before this Act of compo- 
fition, no doubt- the Inhabitants of P:d:ngton brought all their dead 
to the pariſh Church of Ambreſden, which befide the.common. equity 
and cuffom, is ſufficiently umply'd in-the clauſe that now gives them 
atiew right of burying at home, in their Chappel and the Yard of 
it, jam tandem de novo rite canonice & legitime atatcatis, becauſe not be- 
fore-Conſecrated to performance of the Office of burial, nor to the 
elebratian , of any Sacraments:.. Which privilege being now firſt 
rarited made ita free-Parochial Chappel ; as,may:be farther inſtanc'd 
om. the Chappel of Dorton fubtus Bernwode in Com. Buck. when firft 
ſeparated from the:Mother Church of Chilton, at which time Wilkans 
tiz-Pagan Lord of the Mannor and Kgeſe his wite, granted to the ſaid 
Chappel two acres of demeſn, beſide one virgate of-land.and' a meſ- 
age. which his Fathev had before. gaven, in conligderation. whereof 
the Abbat.of Nottejey to whom the pariſh. Charch belongd, granted. 
to the ſaid Chappel rplenarimm fervetium, &' Sacergdotem refidentem inwilla, 
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ay doubt arofe whither a village were withan, the boyads of ſuch 
a-pdrath,. norfarguinent, could more. directly prove the attirmative, 
than evidence; given, that,the Inhabitants, of.that allage Cd bury 
heir dead: the, Church-yard . of, the faud-panitr,.,, As-,to,the ori- 
od at burying-places, many Writers have oblexy'd, that at, the 
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fotted for interrment of the dead, but ſome place for this purpoſe 
was appointed at a farther diſtance. Eſpecially in Cities and popu- 
lous Towns, where agrecably to the old Roman Law of the twelye 
Tables, Homimem mortuum intra urbem ne ſepelito neve urito, the place 
of inhumation was without the walls, firlit indefinitely by the way- 
fide, then in ſome peculiar encloſure affign'd to that uſe. Therefore 
the Roman Pontifical, among infinite other inventions, 1s in this mat- 
ter convinc'd of lying tories, that it makes Pope Marcellus under the 
Tyrant Maxentius appoint twenty five Churches in Rome to bury 
Martyrs in, when at that time Laws and cuſtoms forbid all burial 
within the City. Hence the Aveuſt:re Monaſtery was built without 
the walls of Canterbury, (as Ethelbert and Auguſtin in both their Char- 
ters intimate *) that 1t might be a Dormitory to them and their ſuc- 
cellors the Kings and Arch-biſhops tor ever. This practiſe of re- 
moter burial continued to the age of Gregory the Great, when the 
Monks and Prieſts beginning to offer for Souls departed, pro- 
cur'd leave for their greater eaſe and profit, that a liberty of ſepul- 
ture might be in Churches, or in places —_— to them. This 
mercenary reaſon 1s betray'd by Pope Gregory himſelf, while he al- 
lows, that when the parties deceaſing are not burdened with heavy 
fins, 1t may be then a benefit to them to be buried in Churches, be- 
cauſe their Friends and Relations as often as they come to theſe 
ſacred places, ſeeing their graves, may remember them, and pray to 
God for them *, Afﬀeer this, Cuthbert Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, 
_ over from Rome this practiſe into England about 7 5o. from 
which time they date the original of Church-yards in this Iſland 3, 
This was a ſufficient argument of the learned Sir Henry Spelman to 
prove an inſcription at Glaſtenbury to be a later forgery, becauſe it 
pretends, Domznus Ecclefiam iþſam cum cemiterio dedicarat , whereas 
there was no coemitery in England till above ſeven hundred years at- 
ter the date of that fiction + The pradtiſe of burying within the 
\\ Churches, did indeed (tho' more rarely) obtain before the uſe of 
- Ut Church-yards, but was by authority reftrain'd, when Church-yards 
were frequent and appropriated to that uſe. For among thoſe Ca- 
nons which ſeem made before Edward the Confeſlor, the ninth bears 
this title, De non ſepeliendo in Eccleſaus, and begins with a confeſſion, 
 - thatſucha cuſtom had prevail 'd,but muſt be now reform'd, and no ſuch 
liberty allow'd for the future;ynleſs the perſon bea po 


man, who by the merits of his paſt life, might deſerye ſuch a -y

favour. However, at firſt it was the Nave only or Body of the Church 
that was permitted to bea Repoſitory of the dead, andchiefly under 
Arches by the fide ef the walls. Lanfranc A. B, of Canterbury ſeems to 
have been the firſt, who brought up the praCtile of Vaults in Chancels, 
andunder the very Altars, when he had rebuilt the Church of Canter- 
about the year 1075. The profit of the ground to the Prieſts 
Monks, and their arts of turning graves into ſhrines, and receiv- 
ing a preſent for every viſit, encourag'd them to make thus bold 
with the Church of God. Baldwin the great Civilian ſeverely con- 
demns this indecent liberty, and queſtions whether he ſhall call it a 
ſuperſtition, or an impudent ambition *. Some of the Lay members 
that Communion were ſenfible that this cuſtom did not fo well 
zoree with the reverence due to thoſe holy places, and therefore 
took care by their laft Will to expreſs their reſolution againſt it. 
This-was part of the Teſtament of Sir Thomas Latymer of Bratbroke 
Com. Northampe. / dated' 1 3. Septemb. 1401. 'J Thomas Latymer of 
Braibroke a fat{ hnyghtz to God, &c. my wrecchyd body to be buried 
where that ever A dye in the next Thirche-yerd God-vouchſafe, and 
nautin the Chirche,but in the utteriff corner, as he that ys unworthy 
I to lyn therem ſave the merci of God *. Since our Refortnation, 
1 many good perſons have made a ſcruple of it. The pious Dr. Joſeph 
Hall Biſhop of Norwzch provided thus by his laſt Will : My body I leave 
to be interr d without any Funeral pomp, at the arſcretion of my Executors, 
$ mth this only monition, that I do not hold Gods houſe a meet Repoſitory for 
the greateſt Saints, Dr. Wilkam Beadle Biſhop of Ki{more 1n Ireland, 
order'd his interrment to be in' the Church-yard of Aztmore ?, - Dr. 
Iac Barrow Biſhop of St. Aſaph who died Fune 24. 1680. appointed 
lis body to be laid, not within the Cathedral Church which he had 
generouſly repair d and endow'd, but in the Church-yard near the 
entrance of the Weſt-door of the Church. Dr. Edward Rambow late 
Bilhop of Carli/ſe, before his death Fn. 1684. bequeathed his body to 
be buried in Dalſton Church-yard, and to have a plain ſtone laid 
over his grave *. And the conſcientious Judge Sir Matthew Hale 
vould be interr'd in the Church-yard of Aderiey Com. Glouceſt, becauſe 
bedidnot much approve of burying in Chacches andusd to ſay, the 
Churches were for the living, and Church-yards for the dead 5, The 
{ like care was taken by Arch-biſhop Sancroft , whole example will 
command the imitation of ſome other good and pious perſons. 
In ſgnum quod eadem Capella a difta Eccleſia Parochial: dependet. At: 
firſt 
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firſt there/were- very many ſigns of the dependance of Chappels on 
the Mother Church : of which the prime and moſt ettectual-was the 
payment.af tithes, and offerings and al] profits whatſoever, to the In- 
cumbest of the Mother Church. And therefore when ſuch Chap- 
pels -were-firſt allow'd, a particular reſerye was allway made, that 
{uch a new foundation ſhould be no prejudice to the pariſh Prieſt and 
Church. --. The, conſtitutions of Egbert Arch-bilhop of York, An. 750, 
do take care: that,Churches of anticnt inſtitution ſhould not be de- 
priv'diof tithes orfpy. other rights, ' by giying or. allotting any part 
to, new-Oratories *.”In a Council under King 'Ethelredglby the; advice 
of his two Arch-biſhops Apes and Wulſtan, 1t was provided, , Ne E- 
cleſig , antiquitus conſtitute decums vel alits poſſeſſronibus privarentur, ita 
ut novis. Oratorits trebuantur *, Which yery words are found, in an 


. elder-Council of Meyiz, and 1n the, Imperjal Capitularics!3.. And by

the-Laws of King Eager. made about 970. it was,ordain'd that, exery 
man ſhould pay "8 tithes to the Ealvan MyapTpe 'to the Elder or the 
Mother Church +: Only if a Thain or Lord ſhould have within 
his own fee a. Church with a burial place, (z. e. a parochial Chappel) 
he might give the third part of his tithes to it; but 1 it had; no 
privilege of, burial, (z.e. 1t 1t; were a bare, appendant Chappel) then 
the Lord was; to marntain the Prieſt out of, his nine parts,; 2. e.-purely 
at his own:charge,' without. laying any part..of the burden on the 
Prieſt of the pariſh Church 5. Therefore when King John 11 a letter 
to the Pope, inſiſted on the building of new Churches, as a common 
liberty of the. Baronage of Expland the Pope in his anſwer aflents 
to it, but ſalvo jure to the Mother Church,. Lact quidem principubus 
zd licere nullatenus denegamus, dummago Dioceſani Epiſcopi eas ſuſfragetur 
aſſenſus, & per novam ſtruituram veterum Eccleſharum juſtitia. non le 

tur. 'Thus in the reign of the ſame Prince, when Hubert Arch-biſhop 
of Canterbury Ar. 1200, in purſuance of a decree of the Lateran 
Council, gave licence to the Leprous to have a Chappel or burial 
place to themſelves, he interpos'd this caution, Caveant tamen ut 
guriofi vetertbus Eccleſs non BG AY quod enim ex pro pietate conceditur 
ad altrum injuriam nelumus redundare *. So in the Chappel of Lepers 
at Bradley Com. 1/4lt. of which the pariſh Church was appropriated 
to the Abbat and Regular Canons. of Nutley Com. Buck. Foceline Bi- 
ſhop of Sarum would not proceed to dedicate the ſaid Chappel, be- 
fore he had provided, Ne quid an tnjuriam vel detrimentum matrics Ec-

1451. no 
licenſe could be granted for the Conſecration of it, but upon good 
aſſurance 1t ſhould be no prejudice to the Abbat and Convent of 
(royland the Appropriators, and ſhould be rather to the benefit and 
advantage of the Vicar, Non redundabit in eorum prajudicium ſroe gra- 
vamen, ſed potius in futuris temporibus magnum emolumentum ſive commodum 

hoc 1b1dem 1þſorum Vicario deventet & accreſcet *" When Hugh de 
Pleſſets had a Chappel allow'd him at his Court or Mannor-houfe of 
(udelimton now Kzalington Com Oxon. in the compact made on this ac- 
count between the ſaid Hugh Baron of Hokenorton, and the Abbat and 
Convent of Oſeney, who were Patrons of the Pariſh Church, it was 
condition'd, that the Capellane ſhould not pretend to any Parochial , 


dues or juriſdiction, but all ſhould be adjuſted, ſme prejudicio matri- *.. 


os Ecclefie *, 

Another mark of dependance on the Mother Church was this, 
The Inhabitants of the village which was thus accomodated with a 
Chappel, were upon ſome Feltivals to repair to the Mother Church, 
aan expreſfion of duty and obedience to it : This praQtiſe was en- 
join d by the thirty firſt Canon of the Council of A4eatha, and recom- 
mended by a decree of Grattan, and obtain'd as a cuſtome in this 
Kingdom. Hence in the fourth year of King Rz:chard 11. the Inha- 
bitants of the two hamlets of Devetan and Bordeſley, in reſpe& of 
the danger by floods, eſpecially in Winter time, and their great 
diſtance from the Mother Church of for in Com. Warwzc. procur d 
licenſe for building a Chappel within their own village, provided 
that the ſaid Inhabitants ſhould repair to the ſaid Mother Church 
of Aſton, on Eaſter-day, Chriſtmaſs-day, All-hallows, and the day of the 
dedication of the ſaid Church 3. So the Hoſpital Brethren at 0/- 
fringe in Kent, had a Chappel and liberty of Sepulture allow d to 
them;but were oblig'd to go to the Mother Church of Feverſbam on the 
chief Feſtivals, Eccleſiam memoratam de Feverſham im precipuss anni Feſt t- 
vtatibus frequentabunt *, Nay, when Chappels were firſtallow d to our 
Colleges in Oxford, it was generally provided that ſuch liberty ſhould 


be no prejudice to the Pariſh Church, and that the Scholars of every [4 , 


ſuch houſe ſhould frequent the ſaid Parochial Church in the greater 
lolemnities of the year 5, Which cuſtome does ſtill prevail at Lincoln 
College, where the ReKor and Fellows on Mzchaelmaſs day go in + 
their reſpective habits to the Church of St. Mzchael, and on the day 
of All-Saints to the Church of M-hallows, Accordingly it ſeems to

have been the practiſe of the Inhabitants of P:angton, even long 
after their ſeparation from the Pariſh of Ambroſaen, to viit frequently 
this Mother Church, tho' at ordinary times they had the offices of 
Religion at their own Chappel, And this not ſo much a voluntary AR, 
as a neceſſary duty, which they were oblig'd to pay in reſpctt and obe- 
dience to their ancient Mother. For this reaſon they ſeem to haye 
had a particular part of the Church allotted for their reception, 
which part does ſtill bear their name, tho it has now loſt their com- 
pany. For the range of Pews in the South Iſle are yet called the P:- 
dington ſeats, which could nor be ſo nam'd becauſe they were the 
place for the people of P:dington, before they had a Chappel erected 
, at their own hamlet : becauſe thoſe ſeats are much later built ; and in- 
, 7. deed before the Age of our Reformation, no {cats were allow d, nor 
'. any different apartment in a Church aflign'd to diſtinct Inhabitants; 
but the whole Naye or Body of the Church was common, 'and' the 
-whole Aſſembly in the more becoming poltures. of kneeling or ſtand- 
ing, - were promiſcuous and intermixt. 

Nor did the Inhabitants of any village ſo privilegd with a 
Chappel barely yifit the Mother Church, and join 1n the Divine Ser- 
vice ; but as a farther fign of ſubjection, they made their oblations, 
and paid ſome accuſtom'd dues at thoſe ſolemn ſeaſons. _ This was 
ſometimes done upon every one of the three greater Feſtiyals of 
Chriſtmaſs, Eaſter, and Whitſunday, Thus when the Prior and Con- 
vent of Norton Com. Oxon. granted to Ralph de Colnby a Chappel at 
his Mannor of Standelfe in the pariſh of Pyrton Com. Oxon. 1t was 
agreed, Ut omnes Parochian pradifte ville vement ad ſuam matrem Ec- 
clefam de Pyrton cum eleemoſmis ſuis & oblatiombus quibuſcunque hs feftrow 
drebus per annum, ſcilicet,ad Natale, ad Paſcha, ad Pentecoſtea '. Sometimes 
thoſe offerings were made only on the day of the dedication of the 
Mother Church : Thus an Hoſpital of poor Prieſts founded within the 
pariſh of St. Margaret -in Canterbury had a. Chappel allow d to them, 
but this obligation was laid upon them, that upon the greater Feſti- 
yals they ſhould duely reſort to the Mother Church, as all other 

© Pariſhioners ought to do, and #n feſto Sanfte Margaretz ſuper altare 
oþſrus Eccleſie —_—_— gurus Parochian duos cereos trium librarum offerrt 
facrent, vel oftodectm denarios *, At other times and places, theſe ſolemn 
oblations were made only at Whitſuntide, and this chiefly in Cathe- 
dral and Conventual Churches,where, among all pariſh Churches that 
were appropriated to them, Þ Poke Patronage, the Prieſts and 
People came in ſolemn proceſſion within the weck of Pentecoſt, aw 
brougat 
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brought their uſual offerings. Thus the Prieſts and Pariſhioners of 
thoſe Churches, that ſo depended on the Abby of St. Auguſtin in Can- 
terbury, came in proceſſion to the Church of that Monaſtery in 
Whitſun-week, Cum oblattontbus & caters devottombus ſecundum conſue- 
tudinem obſervatam in Ecclefits matrucabus aitts reent*, We may fairly 
preſume, that this old cuſtome gave birth and name to the Pentecoſtals 
or Whitſun-contributions, that were allotted to the Bilhops, and are 
ſtill paid in ſome few Dioceſes *.” Perhaps the annual ſum of fix 
ſhillings eight pence now conſtantly paid by the Church Wardens of 
Pudmgton to thoſe of Ambroſden, had hence the firſt original: for 
that this yearly acknowledgement did ariie from cuſtome, and not 
from the firit compact of diviſion, does appear from the no mention 
made of it in the precedent form of agreement, It 1s true, the In- 
habitants of P:dimgton have a-tradition, that this mony 1s paid by 
them for repair of the Bells at Ambroſden, and as a conſideration for 
their. [iberty. of Ringing at all times. . But this could never be the 
firlt defign of this penfion, nor was it formerly ſo expended ; for in 
the old Leger or Church-book of Ambroſden under the year x 552. 
1 6 Edw, VI. there 1s this Memorandum entred, Receyved Pedyngton 
1 tent by Gampſon, and paid to che Plummers for the reparations of 
1 theChurch, and xx1'", more paid, &c. 'which 1s proof enough, that 
1 the payment of one mark from P:dington was not appropriated to 
{ theuſe of the Bells, but might be employ'd at diſcretion to any di- 
1 x&ſervice of the Church. All the ground for their tradition can 
& only this, that whgn the Inhabitants of P:dinzton came to bring 
luch anrinal offerings'to the Church of Ambroſden, they rang the 
Bells as a part of tharſolemnity;. and when inſtead of making their 
prional oblations they compounded for fix ſhillings eight 'pence, 
they might continue the cuſtome of Ringing, when they lolt that 
of Offering, and ſo might imagine they uw. for the uſe of thoſe Bells, 
viich they have now no more: right to'claim, than the Inhabitants 
of any other pariſh.  Tho' I rather believe, this ſettled contribution 
vas indeed owing to -another cauſe, namely- this: The Inhabitants 13 
ofa village wherein a new Chappel was erected, were ſtill bound 
to be equally afſeſt with all. other Pariſhioners toward the repair 
and ſupport of the Mother Church. - And ſometime this obligation 
vas to continue by expreſs covenant even after their Chappel was 
made Parochial. So when the Chappel of 'Borſtall was dedicated Ar. 
1418, it was agreed, that all expences toward the building, repairing, 
add proyiding all neceſſaries for the Ts Church of Oakley, thou - 
Ffit 2 
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be proportionably rais'd on the lands and tenements as well of thoſe 
who inhabited in Borſtall, as of thoſe who dwelt at Oakley *. By 
vertue of ſuch practiſe, the Inhabitants of P:azngton might be oblig d 
to bear an equal ſhare with. all other Inhabitants of Ambroſden to- 
ward the maintenance of the Mother Church, till they might at 
laſt compound for the yearly ſum of vr. viu*. to prevent the trou- 
ble of accounts. Moſt certainly in that Age the ules of the Church 
_— much greater ſupplies than in the preſent time : as may be 
ealily preſum'd, if we can have the curioſity to look over this ac- 
count of the Ornaments or Implements of Churches, in thoſe days 
of ignorance, when toys and baubles were a great part of Religion, 
Invenittur in Miſſal: Eccleſie Parochialis de Warnburn n Com. Southamp, 
Ordinatio & Conſtututto Domint Archiepiſcopt Cantuarienſis per totam pro- 
vinctam Cantuar. obſervanda ſuper ornamenta Eccleſiarum, ut ſciant Paro- 
chiant defettus Ecclefiarum 1þjos contingentes, tenore preſentium ſts in n0- 
teſcrmus.

It was a farther honour done to Mother Churches, that all the 
hamlets and diſtant villages of a large pariſh, made one of their an- 
nual proceſlions to the Parochial Church with Flags and Streamers, 
and other enſigns of joy and triumph. This cuſtome might poſhbly 
after the Conqueſt be introduc'd by the Normans; for among the 
Eccleſiafticat conſtitutions made in Normandy, An. Dom. 1080. it 18 
decreed, that once in a year about Pentecoſt, the Prieſts and Ca- 
pellanes ſhould come with their People in a full proceſſion to the 


.* , Mother Church, and for every houſe ſhould offer on the Altar a 


wax Taper to enlighten the Church, or ſomething of like value #. 
In theſe tumultuous proceſfions the Patron of the Church, if there 
preſent, had a right to carry the chief Flag or the firſt colours +. 
So when Sir Zohn de Molins Lord of the Mannor, and Patron of the 
Church of Stoke-Pogers Com. Buck. had been a ſpecial benefator to 
the Canons of St. Mary Overy in Southwark, they did in {4 
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+. Edw. III. grant ſeveral fayours to him and his Lady, and farther 
oblig'd themſelves to do him this juſtice, that the ſaid Fohn his heirs. 
and ſucceſſors Lords of Stoke, ſhould have precedence in the Church 


1 of Stoke, and in all proceſſions, -as the Patrons thereot ought to have *, 


And in the Patron s abſence, the diſputes for precedence did often 
create ſuch quarrels, that Biſhop Grafhead in this Dioceſe gave ſpe- 
cial inftruCtions to prevent this miſchief: commanding that Rectors 
of Churches and Pariſh Prieſts ſhould not ſuffer their people in the 
annual viſitation of their Mother Church, to contend for precedence 
of place, becauſe _—_— and killing did often thence enſue *, This 
proceſſion with Flags and Streamers made ſuch a military figure, that 
in the hedges and woods betwixt Haulten and Farnham Com. Sur. 
the bearers were taken for a Troop of arm d Men, when in Rggation 
week n, 1317. 10. Edw. II. Alice Countels of Lincoln, who brought 
the Mannors of Burceſter and Mzalington, Com. Oxon, to her Husband 
Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, was taken by force from Caneford Com. 
Dorſet. and carried to Fohn Earl of Warren then at his Caſtle of Rzgate 
in $ry 3, While the Attendants that guarded her fledat this appear- 
ance, ſuppoſing it a well arm'd party that came to reſcue her; but. 
were ſoon ſenfible of the miſtake, and found them only the Stream- 
es and Banners of Prieſts and People going in proceſhon. We may Hf $ 


: ſe much of the legal dependance of a Chappel on the Mother 


Church, in the caſe of Hton verſus Paul, one an Inhabitant of the 
ancient pariſh of Hinkley, the other of the village of Soke-golding, in 
i. Eaw. 1 +. 

Quilibet Presbyter ad diftam Capellam nominandus, &c. in ſuo prima 
advent Vicario ejuſaem Eccleſie de Ambroſden obedientiam debitam faciet. 
This due obedience was requir'd as the trueſt fign of ſubordination.. 
Thus in Cells that were ſubjected to greater Houſes of Religion, o- 
bedience was to be paid as from the members to the head 7.. And when 
Monaſteries gave or aflign'd their appropriated Churches to: a Secu- 
ar Prieſt or to a body of Religious, they requird an oath of Fide- 
lity and Obedience, of which the form 1s to be ſeen, as ſworn to the 
Abbat of St. Aueuſtin 5, So was the Capellane or Curate of a Chap- 
pel to be bound by an oath of due reverence. and obedience to the: 
ReQtor or Vicar of the Mother Church. This act of ſubmiſſion 
was appointed by a conſtitution of Rgbert Wincheljey Arch-biſhop. of 
lanterbury, Capellanis ad celebrandum m quacunque Eccleſia noſtre pro» 
vncte receptis debet injungz in virtute obedientie, &c. Item Presbyteros hu» 
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uſmodi juramento volumus aftringt, quod Rettoribus vel Viearits & Pref. 

dentibus Ecclefiarum ſeu Capellarum in quibus celebraverimt, non detrahent, 
fed quod ets humiliter parebunt, & debitam reverentiam facient & umpen- 
dent *, Which oath of obedience was this, That to the Parochial Church 
and the Reftor and Vicar of it, they would do no manner of hurt or pre- 
udice in their oblations, portions, and all accuſtom d dues ; but as much as 
lay in their power, would defend and ſecure them m all reſpetts : that they 
would by no means raiſe, uphold, or any way abett, any grudges, quarrels, 
arfference or contention, between the ſaid Rettor or Vicar and his Pariſhi- 
oners ; but as far as in them lay, would promote and maintain peace and cha- 
rity between them. And it was ordaind, tizat all ftipendiary Prieſts and 
Capellanes ſhould make ſuch oath before the. ReEtor or Vicar or 
their deputy, on the firſt Sunday or Feitiyal after their admiſſion: 
and ſhould not preſume to celebrate Divine Service before ſuch oath 
was actually taken, (at leaft if the Reor or Vicar did infiſt upon it) 
on penalty of incurring irregularity, and ſuch other puniſhments as 
the Canons did inflict -on all that violated the conſtitutions of 
holy Church. And if the foreſaid Capellanes after ſuch oath taken, 
ſhould be convicted of the breach of it, or if ſuſpected, ſhould not 
be able ro purge themſelves, that then they ſhould be turn'd out, 
and mane = againſt as perjur'd perſons. It 1s farther advisd, that 
the Rectors and Vicars debent benzene recipere ought courtcoully to re- 
ceive, or rather, fayourably to interpret, ſuch oaths: and to keep in 
their Churches 'a copy of the premiſes *. The praCtiſe of that age 
was agreeable to this conſtitution : when the Prior and Convent of 
Daventre-Com. Northampt. Patrons of the Church of Preſton gave li- 
cenſe to Hugh de Capes to ereCt a Chappel in his Mannor with 
pariſh, they articled for an oath of the Capellane to the Vicar of 
Preſton, Salvo juramento cujuſhtbet Capellant in preditta Capella dwina 
celebraturi ſucceſſrue ſuper fidelitate obſervanda 1m omnibus ſupraſcriptis 
matrics Eccleſia de Preſton, 5 Vicario 1bidem celebranti 3, And if any 
Capellane renouncd this obedience, and preſum'd to aCt in contempt 
of the Mother Church, and the Incumbent of it ; a judicial procels 
was form'd againſt him, of which the iſſue was to eject-andto ſul- 
pend him. Thus when Robert de Liſures Capellane of Aſcote within 
the pariſh of Sappewick ſtood in defiance of the Abbat and Convent 
of Glaſtonbury, to whom the Church of Sappewick Com. Dorſet. was 
appropriated, and refus'd to pay the uſual reſerve of four marks to 
that Mother Church ; an appeal was made to the Pope, who delegated 
the Abbat and Prior of Hide to examine and determine the caule, 
upon 
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upon which the ſaid Prior in perſon, and Walter de Derneford de- 
puted by the Abbat, ſate as Judges, and: condemn d the ſaid Ca- 

llane to the loſs of his Cure, and to perpetual filence in the year 
1246, which ſentence was confirmd by Pope Innocent the fourth by 
ſpecial Bull, dated on the twelfth of the Calends of Fuly 1248 *, 
Thus ftood the caſe, no doubt, in right and fa&t between the Vicar 
of Ambroſden and the Capellane of Pzdmgton: for the obedrentia de- 
lita malt imply ſuch ſubjeCtion and fidelity, as the Laws of the 
Church and the cuſtome of the age did then require, which was the 
flemn oath before delivered, and the ftrift oblervation of 1t, It is 
true, this deference to the Mother Church and ſworn ſubmiſſion to 


1 the Vicar of Ambroſden have been for ſome time intermitted, a fault 
1 to be imputed to the negligence of Vicars, and the confuſion of 


times, For the obligation does {till remain in full force and vertue, 
fince it was made by ſuch Canons Conſtitutions and Ordinances, as be not 
contrariant nor repugnant to the Laws, Statutes, or cuſtoms of the Realm, 
wr to the damage or hurt of the King s Prerogative Royal, and therefore are 
to be now ſtill od and executed *, If the Parochial Chappel of Piding- 


{ tm become vacant in my time, I think my ſelf obligd to infiſt on 
1 thisacknowledgement from the ſucceeding Capellane; and I heartily 


recommend to my ſucceſſors the ſame jult regard to their own duty 
and the honour of their Church. Or if we cannot oblige the Ca- 
pellane to an expreſs oath, yet we ought to require his appearance 
In the Mother Church, there ſolemnly to make ſome written, or at 
laſt ſome yerbal declaration to the ſame import, as the ancient oath 
proyided. The Inhabitants of Pzazngton may as well detain from 
the Vicar of Ambroſden their covenanted dues of twenty ſhillings and 
one quarter of Wheat, as the Capellane can refuſe this due obedi- 


J ence; the ſame contract did eſtabliſh both, and the ſame juſtice will

Inhabitantes de Pidington YVicario & ſucceſſoribus wvigints ſolidos per 
equales portiones, &c. When a Chappel was made Parochial, one of 
the remaining ſigns of dependance on the Mother Church, was ge- 
nerally ſome ſtated penſion to the Rector or Vicar of it. Thus when 
the Chappel of Aſcote was divided from the Church of Sappewrck , 
apenſion of four marks was reſeryd to the Proprietaries of the old 
Church 3. So at the Conlecration of a Parochial Chappel at Borſtal 
vithin the pariſh of Oakley Com. Buck. dedicated to St. Fames Nov. 2, 
An. 1418. 1t was done with reſerve of honour to the Mother Church, 
and a yearly penſion of one ſhilling to the Vicar of Oakley, Reſervato

be in many other places ſome {mall annuities paid from one Church 
and pariſh to another, which could ariſe only trom ſome agreement 
of this kind, when at firſt the pariſh that pays was divided trom the 
pariſh that receives the penſion: tho the memory of ſuch diviſion 
be loſt, and no other token remaining of it. This moſt probably 
was the occaſion of the yearly rent of fix ſhillings eight pence, paid 
from the Church of VFenalebury to the adjoining Church of Cheſter- 
fon, which at the Ordination of the Vicarage of Cheſterton An, 1403, 
was reſcry'd to the benefit of the Vicar, tem habebit Vicapius penſronem 
annuam v1. fol. vul. den. de Eccleſia de Wendlebury Ecclefe de Cheſter- 
ton preditta debitam ab antiquo * Which I preſume to be a fair ar- 
gument, that Wendlebury was at firit a Chappel to the Mother Church 
of Cheſterton, Such penſion was paid ſometimes by the Capellane, 
ſometimes by the Lord of the Mannor, but often by all the Inha- 
bitants, according as each party was moſt intereſted in founding of 
the Chappel, or procuring 1t to be made Parochial. However the 
Capellane was bound to take care of the juſt payment of ſuch pen- 
fion from whatever hands it came, by vertue of his cuſtomary oath, 
and by expreſs authority of a conſtitution of Othobon An. 1268. 
52. Hen, 11. Precipimus ut Capellanz miniſtrantes in Capellis, que ſalvo 
ure matricts Eccleſie ſunt wank 5 unzver ſas oblationes & catera que io 
non recipientibus ad Ecclefiam matricem pervenire deberent, pms Eccleſue 
Refort fine arfficultate reſtituant, &c, $i quis autem reſtituere contempſertt, 
ſuſpenſionts vinculo, quouſque —__ fe noverit innodatum 3, And upon 
any neglect or contempt of this duty, the Eccleſiaſtical powers were 
allway forward to vindicate the rights of the ſuffering Church, and 
to puniſh the offenders. Thus for one inſtance , S:zmon Biſhop of 
IWorceſter in the reign of Hen. 1. had Conſecrated the Chappel of 
the holy Sepulcher in Warwick within the pariſh of All-Sarnts, and a 


place for burial of the Canons, provided the ſaid Mother Church of 


All-Saints ſhould ſuffer no loſs or diminution in tithes, burials, of- 
terings, canfeſſions, or other cuſtomary dues, and for farther acknow- 
ledgement and honour, there ſhould be paid to the Mother Church 
thirty pence yearly onthe Feſtiyal of Al-Sarnts, on which as the day 
of Dedication, the Prior of S. Szpulcre or his Repreſentative ſhould 


come in perſon to the ſaid Mother Church, &c. But in the reign of 


Hen, 1I. Ralph Prior of the ſaid houſe renounc'd the dependance

requir d him to examine the'trut]t: and if he found the grievance to 
be as repreſented, he ſhould then reſtore all the rights to the Mother 
Chutch,: and ſhould anathematize the unrepenting Pariſhioners, who 
had detain'd the profits of the Mother Church, 'and transferr'd them- 
ſelves to another, contrary to the decree of the Biſhop, and againſt 
all Eccleſiaſtical uſe and praftiſe *, | "1 W 
Et unum quarterium frument: ad feſtum Omnum Sanitorum. On 6 
quarter or eight buſhels, (formerly ſumma, 'now a ſeam) of brea 
Corn or Wheat. | This reſerve of ſuch a meaſure of Corn ſcenms de- 
nv'd from the old cuſtom of paying to the pariſh Chnrch a quantity , 
of Corn, as the firſt-frnits for the ſeeds of the earth, call'd Cynic-xcear 
ie, Church-ſcot, The Laws of King [ns ordain'd, that this Church-ſcot 
ſhould be paid at the feaſt of St. Martim, on penalty of fourty ſhil- 
lings, and reſtoring twelve times the quantity ſo detain'd *” This 
Church tribute Fete interprets certam menſuram blat; tritzcz *. And 
Mr. Lambart thus expounds it, Fut une certemn meſure de ble batu que 
cbeſcune homme devart en temps de Briton & des Engles porter a leur Egliſe 
| jour $. Martin. When King Canute was returning from Rome An. 
1031, 'He ſent a letter to the whole Nation of Eng/and, wherein he 
recommends to them, that-before his'arriyal, they would diſcharge 
all thoſe dues which by ancient Laws were owing to the Church, 
and after others, he concludes with theſe firft-fruits of Corn to be 
paid on the Feaſt of St. Martins, Et in Feſtritate Sanfti Martini pri- 
mtie ſemmum ad Eccleſiam ſub cujus parochia - quiſque deert, que Al- 
gice Kyrkeſlet nominatur + The Feaſt of All-Samts Novemb, t. and 
ot. St. Martin Novemb. 11. were the times appointed for the payment 
of ſuch dues as aroſe from the fruits of the earth, - In the Laws or 
Canons of King Edzar, the aflignation of time'is given, Prieſts are to 
ſtrut the people when to pay their dues to God, common Tithes and 
Pough-mony within fifteen days after Eaſter, tithe of young Cattle 
or the breed of all living Creatures before Whitſuntide, tithe of the 
fruits of the earth before the Feaſt of Al-Saints, the Rome-ſcot on 
the Feſtival of St.' Peter ad vincula, and the' Church-ſceat at St. Martihs 
Maſs 5, When the Saxon Language grew obſolete, this 'term- of 
Cypic-ycear {cems turned by the Normans into Aver-corn, of which the 
Geoge quantity 
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quantity was left at firſt undetermin'd; but to avoid diſpute, was af- 
terwards reduc'd to a certain meaſure. So ſome of the Inhabitants of 
Minſtre in the Ile of Thanet, paid to the Abbat and Conyent of St. 
Auguſtin s in Canterbury, (who had the Church of Mz/tre appropriate 
to them) a yearly ſervice called Avercorn by uncertain meaſure; but 
it was agreed Ar. 1263. to fix upon the quantity of two buſhels and 
a half *, Butall ſuch compoſition for corn was generally , made for 
dclivery on Ml-Saints day. So the five Seams of Wheat paid out of 
the Mannor of Heyford-Warine to the Priory of Burceſter,had this tume 
allotted : Reddendo tamen eas ſingulis annis L_ Canonicts ad Feſtum 
Omnium Sanftarum *, Had the penſion of twenty ſhillings in mony 
been commuted for a ſet proportionable quantity of Corn, it had 
been of greater benefit to the ſucceeding Vacars of Ambroſden. In 
the 34d. of Hen, VI. within three years of this compoſition, Wheat 
was ſold at four ſhillings the quarter 3: ſo as the exchange of this 
penſion of xx*, into an equivalent portion of Corn, had tated the 
quantity of five quarters, which would ſometimes now amount to 
ten pounds znfieed of one. For the miſchief of a dead and unimproyd 
allowance in mony, there is a good inſtance cited'in a Charter to 
the Church of Peterboroueh, by Walter de $. Edmundo about 1240, 
where the Abbat does grant for God's ſake and in reſpect to peace, 
that inſtead of the aflize for Corn which the Celerarms paid him ont 
of Belafiſe, he would hereafter accept of an equivalent in mony, 
v7, tor twenty eight quarter and one {chepe of Wheat he ſhould re- 
ceive four pounds thirteen ſhillings and nine pence, by which com- 
putation each quarter was then valued at about three ſhillings three 
pence. Had the Abby continued, what an unhappy bargain had it 
prov d by this time, when the rent muſt have kept ſtanding at four 
pounds thirteen ſhillings and nine pence: whereas the preſent value 
of the Corn would have been ſeldome leſs than fifty pounds *. Such 
Iike prejudice was done to the Church of Szlthern (now Sowldern) 
Com. Oxen. the Rector whereof us'd to receive from the Abbat and 
Convent of Oſeney, one acre of Bread Corn growing on their demeſn 
of Mxbury, and four pence from their demeſn of Fulewel,, till about 
the latter end of Hen. 111. Robert de Hay Rector of that Church a- 
greed to receive one hundred ſhillings from the ſaid Abby, to pur- 


' + Chaſe to himſelf and ſucceſſors the annual rent of five ſhillings in 


full compenſation for the ſaid acre of Corn 5. So when Maud de 


Cheſny had given to the Prior and Canons of Burceſter five a 
0 
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of Bread Corn out of her Mannor of Heyford, (now Heyford-Warine) 
Com. Oxon, to be delivered yearly to them, on condition they ſhould 
find Hoſts or cofiſecrated Bread at the ſaid Church of Heyford. When 
this Mannor and Church were convey'd to New College Oxon. Thomas 

Prior of . Burcefter and his Convent, did in the fecond of 
Henry VII. An. 1486. releaſe the ſaid rent charge of Cora, for the 
naica of ſix* ſhillings eight pence yearly in mony *. Which 
by this time would have bore no greater proportion to that quantity 
of Wheat, than one does to thirty. When Pariſh Churches were 
firſt appropriated to Houſes of Religion, they were ſupplied by Se- 
calzr Priefts, who were ſtipendiary Curates with the ſalary of five or 
at beſt but ten marks : and when by the ordination of Vicarages this 
ſtipend was exchang'd into. a ſtanding portion of tithe and glebe, 


and manſe ; ſuch endowment was generally proportion'd to the pecu- | 


niary rate of five or ten marks ; 1o as the/alterationat that :tite was 
no benefit te'the Prieſt, only as it better'd his title and made him a 
perpetual Vicar,inſtead of an arbitrary Curate. But conſfider,if the por- 
tion of the Vicar had been allotted in'fuch a certain ſum of mony, 
what Mendicants muſt our Country 'Vicars now have been: whereas 
the affignation being made-m improveable land'and tithe, by this 
means the value of miony abating, and the rate of land and 'com- 
modities advancing, ſome Vicarages which at the firſt ordination had 
no greater endowment than what was equiyalent to five marks, do 
now afford the maintenance of fifty pounds per an. Hence the me- 
mory of Sir Thomas Smith is highly to be honour'd for promotmg the 
Act in 18, El. whereby it was provided, that a'third part of the 
rent upon Leaſes made by Colleges, ſhould be refery'd im Corn, pay- 
able exther in kind or mony, after the rate of the beft prices in 0x- 
fardor Cambridge Markets, on the next Market day before Michael- 
maſe and Lady-day. This worthy Knight is ſaid to haye been engag'd 
In this ſervice by the advice of Mr. Henry Robinſon, ſoon after Provoſt 
of Queens College Oxon, and from that ſtation -advanc'd' to the See 
of Carlz/e, - And tradition goes, that this Bill paſt the Houſes, before 
they were ſenſible of the good conſequences of it. We know, in 
the latter times of our confuſion, a proje& was carried on of deftroy- 


Ing the antient right of tithes, and converting that pious mainte- | 
nance of the Clergy into ſettled portions of mony.”' How fatal tliis « 


Innovation would in time have prov d; 1s ingeniouſly urg'd by two 
Reverend and Learned Writers *. We haye hal fomc Betiefices 10 
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England alter d:into ſuch. method, by decrees .in Chancery, with a. cer= 
tain ſum in mony allotted for a compenſation of all tithes ; this. may 
ſeem an cafe and; perhaps an advantage upon the firifeſtabliſhment of 
it ; but unleſs the Incumbent be invelited with a power of revocation, 
and as the reaſon alters, can reaſſume his right of tithing : 1am ſure 
in an age or two, the ſucceſſors will ſuffer extremely by ſucha bar- 
gan, For a Living now of one hundred pounds per an. in: compo- 
tion mony, will in a future generation by this ſtintedrevenue, not 
excced another Living, that is not; at preſent, of halt the value mn 
olebe and tithe. = it will then' too late appear, that the Prede- 
ceſlor who complied with ſuch a change, did not confult the intereſt 
of the Church : and that ſuch a Decree did not become a Court of 
equity. ..It 1s very obvious to conſider, that nothing has been a 
more unjuſt :diminution of {mall tithes, than the. cuſtome of a rate 
in, mony, ,inftead, of the tithable thing in kind, tho ſuch rate no 
doubt when firſt umpos'd, was equivalent to the thing cemmurted for 
it, when now they bear a ſmall or no proportion. As for in- 
ſtance, in one of the old Saxon Laws confirm'd by the Conqueror ', 
it is provided, that if a man have one or two colts, he ſhall pay for 
the fall of each one penny, and the like' fox calves: which was a 
very juſt proportion when the beſt colt or calf was not valued above 
ten pence; but the iniquity is, that this cuſtome does ſtill obtain in 
many pariſhes: and the like minute conſideration for wooll and 
lambs, where for cuſtom ſake the trifle muſt be taken, without al- 
lowance. for the much advanced value of them. By which means 
the modus dectmandt is a growing injury, and calls for a relief by 
Law, when at ſhall pleaſe the wiſdom and the juſtice of our Gover- 
nours, . Thoſe eight men of Quality and Learning, who were ap- 
pointed at the beginning of our Reformation, to collect ſuch Eccle- 
fialtical Canons as ought to remain in force, freely declar'd their judg- 
ment, that theſe cuſtoms ought 'to be abrogated. ' And the Learned 
Mr. Cowell has profeit the ſame opinion, ' that it is reaſonable to take 
Say x; ſuch cuſtoms, as-do leflen the tenth part due to the Church 

or God.*. |

Horſes, (when 'two would be ſufficient) and expect to be receiv 
with that plenty and freedom, as muſt prove a great burden to the 
poorly a WY Vicar, and muſt be takdeſls to any ſober ſerious Man. 
It is certain, there wasno ſuch condition inſerted in this original a- 
ent; and therefore can. be only an-abufe crept- in by the con- 
Hence of ſuch Gueſts,” and by the miſtaken hoſpitality of ſome cheer- 
full Vicars: who, .by running themſelves into ſuch needleſs and un- 
juſtexpence, did.in effect purchaſe their own dues. This very cor- 
ruption was exprelly condemn d by one Conſtitution in a Synod at 
weheſter, An, 1308 *. and another made by ARzchard Biſhop of Dur- 
ham An. 1312 *. both which declare, that all Eccleſiaſtical dues are to 
be voluntarily and unconditionately' paid, and therefore cenſure 
thoſe Pariſhioners' who expett feaſts and bribes from the Prieſts, before 
they would pay their Tithes. If the Vicars who began this mode of 
hoſpitality, could have confin'd 1t to their own pleaſure, or only to 
their own time :. they might have gone away with the character of 
oxcat' and "generous ſpirits, while poſterity 'had not ſuffer d.. But 
when it 1s delivered down for a ſtanding rule to thoſe Vicars, who 
have neither the gay humour, nor perhaps the good ability, of the 
firſt Authors of ſuch a ſociable praCtiſe : Thoſe Men have much to 
anſwer for, who entail'd ſuch a burden on their Succeſlors ; or ra- 
ther we their Succelſors are leſs to be excusd, it we comply with a 
pretended cuſtome, which. there- wants nothing but a blunt courage 
to break'and reform. At-leaſt, it the Vicar ſhould continue the ta- 
your-and courtefie of inviting the Bearers of the Corn to the ctvi- 
lities of his houſe and table ; yet they ſhould be firit ſenſible, it was 
an arbitrary invitation, not a neceflary reception. of them. And the 
Church-wardens or -their Deputies ſhould come only 1n their own 
perſons, and not bring; a train of Attendants, to- abuſe the kindneſs, 
and opprels the family of therr-Entertainer. - Before the: Parochial 
Clergy: paid their Procurations'in a fixed-rate of mony, they were 
oblig'd to receive and entertain the Archdeacon and his retinue in 
his Viſitation of their Churches.” But for fear the Archdeacon and 
lach Viſitors ſhould treſpaſs on the Rural Priefts by too great a 
number of Attendants: 'Theretore by a Decree in the firlt Council 
of Lateran, by a Canon in a Synod held at Zoxdon, by a Bull of Pope 
Celeſtine; and by other Conſtitutions, care'was taken to- redreſs this 
grievance, by retrenching the: Retinue of the Archdeacon,- and l:- 
| miting 
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miting the number of five or at moſt of: ſeven Men and; Horſes, 
The reaſon! holds- much. better in the prefent cafe; That if. the 
Church-wardens of Pzdington expect to be civily receiv d, they ſhould 
come with a moderate and ſtated number, and not bring a quarter 
of Wheat, the' burden of two Horles, under the guard of five or fix, 
For if it be left to their pleaſure of choohng their own Companions, 
they may {till augment the- Crew, accordingito their own want of 
prudence, and according to every -Yicar's. want of frugality. And 
{o by degrees, inſtead ot coming in duty to bring proviſion to the 
Vicar; they may come in a ſort of Proceſſion, and deyour more 
than they bring with them ; when it will be high time to forgive 
them their Corn rent, rather than pay ſo dear for the carruage 
of it, | WIT 
Capella Sant Nicholar de Prarngton. T have met with no Records nor 
Tradition that aflign the time when this Chappel of Prarngton was 
firſt erected, We may conclude it was raisd after the building of 
the preſent Church of Ambroſaen; tor it ſeems made after the model 
of that Fabrick ; the forms are ſo adequate, that the. relation mught 
be eafily diſcovered, and the Daughter. be known by reſemblance of 
the Mother. Whenever the Chappel was firſt built, I believe it was 
not duly Conſecrated till ten years before this compoſition, Ar. 1418. 
6. Hen. V. when Wilkam Sokton Suffragan Biſhop within the See of 
Lincoln, Conſecrated the Chappel of Saint James in Borſtall on the 
ſecond of November *, and nigh the ſame time might perform the ſame 
office for this neighbouring. Chappel of Pzdington ; which ſeems .to 
be clearly enough implied by this expreſſion in the preſent [Inſtru- 
ment, 1n eadem Capella & equs caemiterio jam tandem de novo rite canomee 
& legttime dedicatis: which dedication anew can be referr'd to no great 
diſtance of time. It was dedicated to St. Nicholas, a Saint who was 
the ſpecial fayourite of the Domentcans ; The Houſe of that. Order 
in Oxford had their Chappel dedicated to the ſame Patron *, An.1262. 
And .we find their Church at Bologne and Convent at Pars com- 
mended to the ſame Protetor. The Feſtival of this Saint was ob- 
ſerv'd on Decemb.6. and on the Sunday following the Inhabitants of 
Prdington do ſtill celebrate the Wake or Anniverſary of the dedica- 
tioa. Thus the age and inſtitution of this: Chappel are better pre- 
ſery'd than the ſame memorials of the Mother Church. . For tho” we 
canjeQure the preſent Church of Ambroſden to have been built in 
the latter end of the reign of King Ew. 1. yet we have no. Records 
that aſcertain the date of it. This defect in the hiſtory of ny 
Churches 
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Charches' was complain'd of by one who would haye miſt nothing that 


a diligent ſearch could have found. We are not ws (ſays he) without 
all knowledge when our Churches were firſt founded and endowed ; but very 
much to ſeek touching, many of their preſentations and inſtitutions within 
the compaſs of time,' in which we are ſure ſuch there were *, It 1s pro- 
bable that at the firſt Conſecration of the Church of Ambroſden, the 
picture of the Tatelary Saint,. or ſome inſcription of the name, and 
time of dedication, was an ornament of ſome wall or pillar in ir. 
For in the firſt form of conſecrating Churches in England, which 
we meet with, at a Synod held at Celchyth under Wulfred Arch-bilhop 
of Canterbury An. $16. it 18 ordaind, that when a Church is built it 
ſhall be conſecrated by the proper Diocefan, who {hall take care that 
the Saint to whom it is dedicated, be picturd on the wall, or.on a 
Tablet, or on the Altar *.. And a late Antiquary had an old tran- 
ſcript of a Decree made by Rgbert de Winchelſes Arch-biſhop of Can- 
terbury, (who died An. 1313.) and confirmd by IValter Reynolds his 
immediate Succeſlor, whereby the Pariſhioners thro that whole 
Province, were commanded to provide, that the. zmage of that Saint 
to whoſe memory the Church was dedicated; ' ſhould be carefully 
preſeryd in the Chancel of every pariſh Church 3. I, remember 
within very few years in the Chancel of the _ of Poſting in 
Kent, on the fide of the north wall, about five foot ffom the ground, 
there was a ſmall ſquare Tablet of braſs, with a Zatm inſcription in 
old characters, telling the time: when the Church was dedicated to 
the Vargin Mary. So inſome former age, no doubt,.the-Saint of the 
Church of Ambroſden (Ray/ques Fut ille -deorum) was known, and wor- 
ſhipt by thoſe who worſhipt they knew not what, ' But at preſent, 
we have no other notice of the Guardian Saint, but what'ariles from 
the annual Wake or Feaſt of Dedication, 'oblery d on the-firlt Syn- 
dy after the Nativity: of the Virgin Mary, Septemb, $. which our 
people call the latter -Lady-day. From: whence we may fauzly inter, 
thatthe Church of Ambroſden was dedicated to the Virgin Mary, 

The Wake (or cuſtomary Feftival for the dedication of Churches) 
does fignifie the fame as Vigil or Eve. Thereaſon of the name is 
belt given from an old MS. Legend of St. Jena And ye ſhall 
underſtond and know how the Evyns were firſt; found” in old tymes. 
In the beginning of holi Chirche it was ſo that the Pepull 'cam2 to 
the Chirche with Candellys breniyng; and would wake aad coome 
with lights toward nights to the Chirche in their devgtions; and 
after they fell to lecherie and ſongs, and daunſes, harping, piping, 

and 
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and alſo to'glottonie and finne, and fotourned the:holyueſs.tocurz 
ſedneſs. Uherefore holy'Faders ordained the pepull to leve that 
waking, and to faſt the Evyn. Bute it is caullev vigilia, that is 
waking in Englyſh, and it is cauited the Evyn, for at Evyn thep 
were wont to come to Chyrch *, It was in-4mitation. of the primi- 
tive azz79 of Love Feaſts; that fuch/ publick Aſſemblies accompa- 
nied with friendly entertainments, were firſt held upon each return 
of the day of conſecration, 'tho''not in the body of Churches, yet 
in the Church-yards and moſt nearly adjoining places. This pra@tiſe 
was eſtabliſh'd in England by Pope Gregory the Great, who in an Epi- 
{tle to-Meltus the Abbat, gives injunctions to be delivered to Auſtin 
' the Monk a Miſſionary to England, among which he does allow that 
the ſolemn Anniverſary of dedication ſhould. be celebrated:in thoſe 
Churches which were made out of Heathen Temples, with religious 
Feaſts' kept in Sheds or Arbories, made up with branches and boughs 
of trees round the ſaid Churche *. But as the Loye Feaſts held in 
the ' place of worſhip were {ſoon liable to ſuch great diforders, that 
they were not only condemn'd at Corznth by St. Paul, but prohibited 
to be kept in the Houſe of God by the twentieth Canon of the 
Council of Laoazcen, and the thirtieth of the third Council of Car- 
thage. So from a ſenſe of the ſame inconveniences, this cuſtom did 
not long continte of feaſting in the Churches or Charch-yards ; but 
Strangers and Inhabitants paid their- devotion of Prayers and Offer- 
ings mm the Church, and then adjourn their eating and drinking to 
the more proper place of pablick and private houſes. . The inſtitu- 
tion of theſe Church Enczmiaa or Wakes, was no queſtion on. good 
and laudable defigns; As firlt, thankfully to commemorate their 
bounty and munificence who had founded and endowed the Church: 
Next, to incite others to the like generous acts of piety: and chiefly 
to maintain a Chriſtian ſpirit of unity-and charity, by ſach ſociable 
and friendly meetings. , And therefore care was taken to keep up 
the laudable cuſtom. The Laws of Edward the Confeſlor give peace 
and protection in all Pariſhes during the ſolemnity of the day of de- 
dication, and the ſame privilege to all that. were going to or return- 
ing from ſuch ſolemnity *. In a Council held at Oxford An. 1222. 
it was ordain'd, that among other Feſtivals ſhould be obſerv'd the 
day of dedication of 'every Church within the proper Pariſh. And 
ina Synod under Arch-biſhop I/kp (who was promoted to the Sce 
of Canterbury, Ai. 1349.) the dedication Feaſt is mention'd with = 
t1Cuar 
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ticular reſpe&t. This ſolemnity was at firſt celebrated on the yery 
day of dedication, as it annually return'd. But the Biſhops did 
ſometimes give authority for tranſpoſing the obſervation to ſome 
other day, and eſpecially to Sunday, whereon the people could beſt 
attend the devotions and rites intended in this ceremony. Thus 
the Pariſhioners of B:ſhops-IWilton in Yorkſhire, complaining to Arch- 
biſhop Kemp, that their Wake-day on the fifteenth of Septemb. was 1n- 
convenient to be kept on a week-day, becauſe it fell in the middle of 
their harveſt; he therefore transferr'd it to the Sunday following by 
an Inſtrument * dated at Bz:ſhops-Thorp 22. Septemb. 1441. So allo at 
Tadcaſter in Yorkſhire, the Churches Feſtival being on the 28th. of 
Auguſt, it was in the year 1314. aftign'd to be kept on the Sunday 
next enſuing the Feaſt of the decollation of St, Fobn Baptiſt *. Nay, 
at laſt, this convenience of Sunday above the week-days, was the rea- 
ſon of attempting an univerſal change. For among the injunctions 
of King Henry VIII: Ar. 1536. it was orderd, that the dedication of 
Churches ſhould in all places be celebrated on the firſt Sunday of the 
month Ofober for ever 3. Yet this order was not inforc'd, or not 
obey d ; but however moſt of thoſe Jubilees are now celebrated near 
the time of Mzchaelmaſs, when a vacation from the labours of har- 
veſt and the plough, docs afford the beſt opportunity for viſits and 
ſports; ſo at Pradimgton and other places in this County. This 
tranſpoſing of the day has left it more difficult to know the 
Saint to whoſe protection the Church was committed, There 
be only theſe grounds of ſafe conjecture. Such Wakes as are ob- 
ſery'd on the firſt or ſecond Sunday after Mechaelmaſs day, in theſe 
we may doubt a tranſlation of time by vertue of the ſaid 1njundtion 
of Henry VIII. or by a prevailing cuſtom of poſtponing ſuch ſolem- 
nity to the end of harveſt: and in ſuch caſes the Saint may be loſt, 
unleſs ſome other way preſervd. But as to thoſe Wakes which are 
precedent to Mzchaelmaſs, or diſtant from that time: theſe we may 
believe have continued in their primitive relation to their proper 
Saint, and no farther remoy'd than to the immediate Sunday follow- 
ing, For wherever theſe Sunday Wakes are guided by a foregoing 
Feſtival, we may be juſtly ſatisfied, the Church was dedicated to the 
Saint of that day, It is a rational and juſt opinion of Sir Henry Spel- 
man, that Fairs were firſt occafion'd by the reſort of people to that 
place, for ſolemnizing ſome Feſtival, and eſpecially the Feaſt of the 
Churches dedication. And hence he thinks it eafie to conjecture to 
what Saint the Church had been commended by the Fair-day +. In- 
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deed Pope Gregory the Great in one of his Homilies, alludes to this 
as a popular and familiar cuſtom, Certe ſicub: populus nundimas celebraret, fi 
ad altcujus Ecclefie dedicationem denuntiata folennitate concurreret, feſtmare- 
mus omnes ſimul inventrt, &c *, Where he plainly intimates, that a Fair 
ariſes from a conflux of people on the Wake or Dedication day. In 
moſt of the Towns and Pariſhes in England, (except where the privi- 
lege of new Fairs has been in later times. obtain'd) the old Statio- 
nary Fairs whither by cuftom or by an ancient Charter depend up- 
on the Saint of the Church. Thus the primitive Fair in Oxford was 
on the day of St. Frideſwide, becaule it was the dedication day of the 
chief Conventual Church *. Thus the tranſlation of Becket s body was 

on the ſeyenth of Fuly, and his paſſion on the twenty ninth of S? 
zember, which days being ſoon celebrated at Canterbury for Feſtivals, 
and days of dedication of Altars and Chappels to that Martyr, it oc- 
caſion'd two Fairs in that City annually on thoſe days 3. On the ſaid 
ſeventh of Fuly, there isa Fair at Bromhill near Brandon-Ferry in Nor- 
folk, and another at Weſt-acre about four miles diftant from Swaf- 
ham, both called Becket s Fairj: and in both places there is old ruinous 
Chappels which were dedicated to that ſuppoſed Saint. Inſtances 
of this nature are too numerous to recite, and too obyious to need 
a proof. I only add, that at Burceſter the Wake is obſery'd on the 
Sunday next following the Feſtival of St. Fames, and a Fair is there 
kept on the ſaid Feſtival, and on the two days immediately before 
and after, which is a good argument (tho' other authorities be want- 
ing) that, the old Pariſh Church of Burceſter was dedicated to St. 
Fames; as the new Church might poſſibly be to St. Edburg the Patronels 
of the adjoining Convent. For I make nodoubt, but there had been a 
cuſtomary Fair at Burceſter or Bigenhull on the ſame Feaſt of St. Fames 
long before King Rzch 11. gave a Charter for.it ; ſuch Charters being 
often a confirmation rather than a new grant, and were chiefly ob- 
taindto conferr a property on ſome particular perſon of the profits of 
the Fair,which were before in common, and therefore ſubject to great 
diſputes. So King R:chard gave a Charter for a fair to be holden eight 
days in Peterborough, beginning on the Feaſt of St. Peter, on which 
day a Fair had been kept by immemorial cuſtom, becauſe the Church 
had been dedicated to that Saint # To confirm the original of Fairs 
from the dedication of Churches, it is obſervable, that on this ac- 
count Fairs were generally kept in. Church-vards, and cven in the 
Churches : till the indecency and ſcandal were {© great, as to want 
. a Ra 
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a Reformation, In the year 1230. 14. Hen. 11I. among the enquiries 
to be made at a Viſitation by all Archdeacons within this Dioceſe of 
Lincoln, the 25. and 26. were to diſcover and regulate this abule *. 
Soon atter this, King Henry 111. by expreſs mandate forbid the keep- _ 
ing of Northampton Fair in the Church or Church-yard of Ail-Saznts 
in that Town *. Whereupon Reb. Groſthead, the good Biſhop of Lin- 
coln, ſent poſitive inſtructions thro his whole Dioceſe, Prohzbiteng all 
Fairs to be kept in ſuch ſacred places, purſuant to the Kings example who 
had made the like reformation at Northampton 3. Thus duty he re- 
commended in Letters to- his ſeveral Archdeacons, and then ſent a 
copy of the inſtructions to all Rectors and Vicars of Churches with- 
In his Dioceſe *, Yet this corruption did long after that time pre- 
vail, For in a Comment on the ten Commandments by way of Dia- 
logue between Drives and Pauper, printed at London An. 1493. we 
find a zealous complaint of this profane cuſtom 5, Dives, What 
ſaieſt thou of them that hold markets an; feyrs in holy Thyrch and 
in Danctuary > Pauper, Both the byer and the ſeller and men of holy 
Chyrch that maintain them or ſuffer them when they might lett it 
been accurſed. ----- They make Goddes houſe a den of theyves ; for 
commonly in ſuch feyrs and markets whereſoever itbe holden, ther 
ben many theyves mychers and cut-purſe. Dives, And A dread me 
that full oftenjby ſuch feyrs Goddes houſe is made a tavern of glut- 
fons, and a bordel of Lychours, For the Merchants and Chapmen 
kepe there with theym their wives and lemans both night and day. 
2nd what if the Prelates and the Curates of the place take monys 
of the Chapmen for the place that they ſtand in by covenants,&c. It 
was likewiſe to this relation of Fairs to the Wakes or days of dedi- 
cation, that an old cuſtom crept in of keeping ſome Fairs upon the 
very Sundays, becauſe the dedication Feaſts fell on thoſe ; es till 
this abuſe like the other, was thought fit to be reftrain'd: as parti- 
cularly in theſe parts, the Fairs and Markets kept on Sundays at Wa- 
lngford, Bercamſted, and Brackle, were alter d to week-days by ſpecial 
Writs-from the King; in 2, Hen, III Thus were the Anniverſaries 
of a Churches dedication celebrated in populous Towns with an ac- 
cuſtom'd Fair: and in the molt private Pariſhes with feaſting and a 
ms ys of people. And as there have been many gitts and 
egacies to Univerſities and Colleges tor the commemorating of 
Founders and Benefactors days ; ſo were ſome donations made to 
Churches purely for this pious uſe of more ſolemnly celebrating the 
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Wake or Dedication-Feaſt, 'Thus Walter de St. Edmund Abbat of Burg 
did about the year 1240. give the ſum of fourty ſhillings per an. 
for making more plentifull proviſion in that Conyent on the day of 
their Churches Conſecration *. 

This laudable cuſtom of Wakes prevail d for many ages, till the 
nice Puritans began to exclaim againſt it as a remnant of Popery, 
And by degrees -the preciſe humour grew {ſo popular, that at the 
Summer Afliſes held at Exeter An. 1627. the Lord Chiet Baron Walter 
and Baron Denham made an order for ſuppreſſion of all Wakes. And 
a like order was made by Judge Rzchardſon tor the County of Somerſet 
An. 1631, But on Biſhop Laud s complaint of this innovating hu- 
mour, the King commanded the laſt order to be reverſt, which 
Judge Rzchardſon refuſing to do, an account was requir d from the 
Biſhop of Bath and Wells, how the ſaid Feaft days, Church Ales, 
Wakes and Reyells, were for the moſt part celebrated and obſery'd 
in his Dioceſe. On the receit of theſe Inſtructions, the Biſhop ſent 
for and adyis'd with ſeventy two of the moſt Orthqdox and able of 
his Clergy, who certified under their hands, that on theſe Feaſt days 
(which generally fell on Sundays) the ſervice of God was more ſo- 
lemnly perform'd, and the Church much better frequented both in 
the forenoon and afternoon, than on any other Sunday *in the year : 
that the people very much defir'd the continuance of them : that the 
Miniſters did in moſt places do the like for theſe reaſons, viz. for 
preſerving the regonenrF, yr” the Dedication of their ſeyeral Churches, 
for civilizing the people, for compoſing differences by the mediation 
and meeting of friends, for increaſe of love and unity by theſe 
Feaſts of charity ; for relief and comfort of the poor, &c. On the 
return of this Certificate, Judge R:chardſon was again cited to the 
Council table, and peremptorily commanded to reyecrſe his former 
Order. After which it was thought fit to reinforce the declaration 
of King Fames, when perhaps this was the only good reaſon aflign'd 
for that unneceſſary and unhappy licenſe of ſports, &c. Ie do ratifie 
and publiſh this our bleſied Fathers decree, the rather becauſe of late in ſome 
Counties of our Kingdom we find, that under pretence of taking away abuſes, 
there hath been a general forbidding not only of ordinary meetings, but of 
the Feaſts of the Dedication of Churches, commonly called Wakes. How- 
eyer by ſuch a popular prejudice againſt Wakes, and by the inter- 
miſſion of them in the late confufions, they are now diſcontinued in 
many Counties, eſpecially in the Eaſt and ſome Weſtern parts of Eng- 
land, but arecommonly oblery'd in the North, and in theſe midland * 
parts, Alt,

By inquifition taken within the County of Bucks. it appear'd that 
Thomas ſon of Thomas de la Pole held the Mannor of Mer/hb in Com.

The Vicar and Pariſhioners of 0ake had ſome difference with the 
Capellane and Inhabitants of Borſtall, concerning the reparation of 
the ſaid Mother Church of 0ake: and did at laſt acquieſce in the 
late form of agreement for the inititution of a Chappel at Borſtal,, 
dedicated to St. Fames on the ſecond of Novemb. 1418. by which it

And being now great 
Steward of the Kings Houſhold, i:e was ſent in November into Sly 
as proxie of King Henry, to perform the ſolemnity of marriage 
with the ſaid Margaret, and eſpousd. her honourably in the Church 
of St, Martin at Tours in Turin, And in conhideration of this voyage,

Fourty marks was the ſtanding valuation of the Benefice of Am- 
broſden, as taxt before the Impropriation of it, An. 1291. 19, Ev, 1. 
The proportion of the _—_— to the Vicarage is here computed 
T4. 11, 24, q. to 10!. buF#the inequality 1s now at leaſt much more 
unjuſt, even above three parts to one. Thus eſtimation of the Vica- 
rage at 10, was in 26. Hen. VIII. advancd to the taxation of 11, 15, 
a higher rate than is fixt to ſome Benefices of more than double the 
value. But this at the time of reformation was a new abuſe put 
upon the poor Vicars, that inſtead of obtaining a reſtitution of E 1 
the Monks had plundred from their pariſh Churches, they were with 
ſtrange oppreſſion taxt for the very profits that had been ſtole, and 
were ſtill detain'd from them. For in this new valuation of Hen.V1II. 
Vicarages were computed, as if the greater tithes. were included with 
them : ſo as the Firſt-truitsand Tenths fell as heavy on the Vicar, as 
if he had been Rector of the ſame Church. Tho this was an in- 
juſtice ſo apparent, that it could never have been eſtabliſh'd into a 
Law, if the Nobility and Gentry had not thought they were them- 
ſelves more likely to be Appropriators, than Vicars of a Church. 

As at the time of taxation under King Ew. I, ſo the Church of 
Ambroſden did till continue within the Deanery of Cudeſdon ; but at 
the ereCtion of a new See at Oxford, or near that time, it was tranſ- 
ferr'd where now fixt, to the Deanery of Burceſter. The Dcan of 
which place had a ſeal of his Office, which was found among the 
ruines of the adjoining Fort of Alcheſter, of which a double wmprel- 
fion in wax is to be found before and atter the Manuſcript Hiſtory of 
Allcheſter, of which the figure 1s a Pelican ſtanding on a Font or other 
Pedeſtal, opening her breaſt with her bill, and feeding a brood of 
young ones with her own blood; as tradition goes of that indulgent 
bird : the form of the ſeal (agreeable with the moſt ancient) is ob- 
long oyal: and round the margin nigh the extremity of the circum- 
ference 1s this inſcription, S. Decanz Berenceſtrie. Under the imprels 
the Author of the ſaid Manuſcript has put this note, The nſcription 
of this ſeal 1s, Sigillum Decam Berenceſtrie, ſhewing it tobe the ſeal of the 
Dean of Burceſter, but whither Rural or Cathedral I know not, only it was 
found at Allchefter within ment;oned. 

Burceſter molt certainly had never any Cathedral dignity, but is ftill 
the head of a Rural Deanery, Not to trace the original — 
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and juriſdiftion of Rural Deans beyond our own Church and Na- 
tion: we find this practice to have obtain'd among our Saxon An- 
ceſtors. For in one of the Laws aſcribd to Edward the Confeſlor, 
itis provided, that of eight pounds penalty for breach of the King's 
peace, the King ſhall have one hundred ſhillings, the Earl of the 
County fifty ſhillings, Decanus autem Epiſcop: in cupus Decanatu pax 
frafta fuerit reliquos decem ', which words can be applied only to the 
office of Rural Deans, according to the reſpe&ive diſtricts which 
they had in the parts of every dioceſe. As no preciſe time can be 
d&termin'd, when this office firſt began, ſo neither have any Writers 
afſign'd the cauſe or reaſon of its inſtitution, which I think to be 
this. In the external policy of the Chriſtian Church, ſeveral Ec- 
clefiaftick Offices of dignity and power, were modell d by the ex- 
amples of places and perſons in the Civil Government. It was ſo in 
the primitive Ages thro' the Eaſt and Weſtern Empires, where (as if 
the Church by this complement courted the favour and protection 
of the State) the titles and preeminence of Patriarchs, Primates, Me- 
tropolitans, and ſome other Dignitaries, took the riſe and founda- 
tion from the Temporal Powers, that is, from their different exer- 
ciſe of Government in Cities and Countries. The Office of Rural 
Deans was undoubtedly owing to the ſame emulation of following 
the methods and forms of Civil Government: and therefore as in 
this Northern Kingdom, for the better conſervation of peace, and 
the more eafie adminiſtration of juſtice, eyery Hundred was divided 
into ten Diſtricts or Tithings, each Tithing made up of ten Friborgs, 
each Friborg of ten Famihes: and in every ſuch Tithing Statuerunt 
Fuſtitiarios ſuper quoſque decem Friborgos, quos Decanos poſſumus appellare, 
Anglice vero Ticnhefod, 1, e. caput de decem *; which Juſtices or civil 
Deans were to examine and determine all leſſer cauſes between vil- 
lages and neighbours : to levy the fines or emendations according to 
legal forfeitures: to compoſe all occafional differences, and preſcribe 
the meaſures of ſatisfaftion : and for this purpoſe to keep their 
ſtated meetings for complaint and enquiry : but to referr all greater 
or more criminal cauſes to the ſuperiour Juſtices, or thoſe who had 
juriſdiction over the whole Hundred 3. So in complyance with this 
Secular method, the Spiritual Governours the Biſhops divided each 
Dioceſe into Deancries or Tithings, each of which was the diſtrict 
of ten Pariſhes or Churches; ws over every ſuch diſtri they ap- 
pointed a Dean, who ſhould in like manner reconcile the differences 
of Chriftian neighbours : and receive complaints, and: enquire into 
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grievances, and impoſe the leſſer cenſures of the Church; and for 
this purpoſe to hold their ſolemn Chapters, and prelide in them, and 
judicially determine all matters of leſs concern: but to referr the 
cogniſance of all greater cauſes, and ſufter appeals to the ſuperiour 
Courts of Chriſtianity, and ſo on to the ſupreme Ecclehiaſtical judica- 
ture. Theſe Dcans were conſtituted over ſuch a number of Churches 
within a large City, and were then call'd Decanz Urban: ' and Yican ; 
or elſe over the hike extent of Country Churches, and were then 
ſtrictly call'd Decan: Ryrales, And indeed, the Tithing-Men in the 
State, and the Rural-Deans in the Church, had the extent of their 
juriſdiction and the exerciſe of it ſo much alike, that the one could 
be no leſs than a tranſcript of the other. And therefore it is far- 
ther obſervable, that we meet with no ſuch offices as Rural-Deans 
in /taly or Spain ; but I think only in England, France, and Germany, 
or thoſe Northern parts, where the like cuſtom in civil policy pre- 
vaild. And as Hundreds and Tithings kept their name, when they 
bare no longer a ftrict relation to the number of villages or people. 
So likewiſe the Rural Deaneries continued, when they loſt their 
firſt allufion to ten Pariſhes or Churches : and the diſtrict of them 
was contracted or enlarged at the pleaſure of the Biſhop. Tho 
{ome Deaneries do ſtill retain the primitive allotment of ten Churches, 
eſpecially in Wales, where the moſt ancient uſages continue, 1n the 
Dioceſe of St. Aſaph the Deaneries of Bromfeld and Yale, and of K14- 
wen: in Bangor Dioceſe the Deaneries of Lhn and of L/wwon: in the 
Diocele of Landaff, the Deanerie of Us4: in that of St. Davids, the 
Deanerie of Emlm, have the preciſe number of ten Pariſh Churches, 
And ſeveral other Deaneries, that upon their new diviſion were 
made up of two conjoin'd, or three contracted into two or one, 
do now contain the number of fifteen, twenty, or thirty Churches, 
according to the diviſion ſo made. As for inſtance, the preſent 
Deanerie of Burceſter is made up of thirty one pariſh Churches: of 
which the one Church of Ambroſaden being excepted, as before the 
Reformation being in the Deanerie of Codeſdon; the remaining 
thirty do expreſly anſwer the three diſtin&t Deaneries of Curtling- 
ton, 1/kp, and Burceſter, of which the two former were annext to 
the latter. 

The like office of Deans began very yearly in the greater Mona- 
ſeries, eſpecially in thoſe of the Bened:#:ne Order *: where the whole 
Convent was divided into Decuries, in which the Dean or tenth 
perſon did prefide oyer the other nine : took an account of all __ 
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manual operations * : ſuffened none to leave their ſtation, or omit 
their particular duty without expreſs leave : viſited their. cells or 
dormitories every night : attended them at table to keep order and 
decorum at their meals : guided their: Conſcience : direfted their 
Studies, and obſery'd their converſation: and for this purpoſe held 
frequent Chapters, wherein they took publick cogniſance of all ir- 
regular practiſes: and impos'd ſome leſſer pennances, but ſubmitted 
all ther proceedings to the Abbat or Prelate, to whom they were 
accountable for their power, and the abuſes of it *. And in the 
larger Houſes, where the numbers amounted to ſeveral Decuries, 
the ſenior Dean had a ſpecial preeminence 3, and had ſometimes the 
care of all the other deyolv'd upon him alone. And therefore the 
inſtitution of Cathedral Deans was certainly owing to this practice. 
When in Epiſcopal Sees the Biſhops diſperſt the body of their Clergy 
by affixing them to Parochial Cures: They reſerv'd a College of 
Prieſts or Secular Canons for their Counſel and affiftance, and for 


the conſtant celebration of divine Offices in the Mother or Cathe- 


dral Church, where the tenth perſon had an inſpecting and pre- 
hding power, till the Senior or Principal Dean ſwallowed up the 
office of all the inferiour, and: in ſubordination to the Biſhop was 
Head or Governour of the whole Society. His office,. as deſcribd 
in the Churches of Litchfield and St. Pauls, was to have authority 
oyer all the Canons, Presbyters and Vicars: to give poſleſſion to 
them when inſtituted by the Biſhop : to inſpect their diſcharge of 
the Cure of Souls: to Convene Chapters, and prefide in them : 
there to hear and determine proper bene” 3 and to viſit all Churches 
once in three years within the limits of their juriſdi&tion +, The 
Men of this diguity were call'd Archipresbyteri, becauſe they had a 
ſuperintendence or primacy over all their College of Canonical 
Prieſts; and were likewiſe call'd Decanz Chriſtzamtatis, becauſe their 
Chapters were Courts of Chriſtianity, or Eccleſiaſtical judicatures, 
wherein they cenſur'd their offending brethren, and maintain'd the 
diſcipline of the Church within their own precin&ts. But now both 
theſe titles of Archpresbyter and Dean of Chriſtianity, were equally 
and indeed more commonly attributed to the Urban or Rural Deans. 
And therefore it is a difingenuousrefle&tion made * (by alatePubliſher 
of many uſeful Tracts) on the Learned and Noble Du Freſze, tor 
confounding in his Gloſſary the Dean of Chriſtianity and the Rural 
Dean ; whereas this wiſe Refleter would have the Dean of Chriſtia- 
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nity to fignifie no other office but the Dean of a Cathedral Church: 
tho' he ſeems to advance this notion only for an opportunity (which 
he might have more juſtly taken in another place) of commending 
Dr. John Tillotfon then Dean of Cantertaryy wo was worthily to be call d 
a Dean of Chriſtianity, becauſe no Man m that age taught DT more 
happily than he did. 1 would forgive him the wit and ſenſe of this 
alluſion, if the whole fancy were not built upon a moſt falſe ſup- 
poſition. For firſt, this Editor has delivered his judgement by way 
of Note or Explication to an Epiſtle of Biſhop Groſthead, wherein he 
complains to the Itirierant Juſtices, that they had highly itjurd 
H. Decanum Chriſtzamtaiis Lincoln. which perſon our Annotator 
would have to be Henry de Lexinton then Dean, after Biſhop of Lin- 
coln, An apparent miſtake : For this Robert de Lexinton Juſtice, made 
his laſt Itinerant Circuit * An. 1246. 26. Hen. III. at which time not 
this Henry, but one Wilkam was:Dean of Lincoln, and ſeems to haye 
ſo continued during the whole conteſt between the Biſhop and the 
Chapter, which was not determin'd till the year 1250 *. Behides, 
the Biſhops Letter ſtates the caſe of the Dean's forbidding the Juſtices 
to try ſanguinary cauſes upon the Sunday, and for this afont to have 
been turnd out of his. houſe, and the doors ſhut up: with ſuch 
other circumſtances as could not ſo well agree to the Cathedral Dean, 
but to the City Dean, whoſe Office it was to preſerve Eccleſiaſtical 
diſcipline under the Biſhop within the City, as the Rural Deans did 
in the Country. But what alone is a demonſtration, if Henry de 
Lexinton Dean of Linco/n were here meant, then he ſuffered all this 
barbarous uſage from his own brother; for this Henry was the 
younger brother of the {aid Robert de Lexinton Juſtice, by whoſe in- 
tereſt he was advanc'd to the Deanery, and after the death of his 
elder brother Fohn, 41. Hen. III. did ſucceed to the whole eſtate of 
his two brothers *, So, as our Editor plainly miſtakes the matter 
of fact, and offers at a:Comment to deſtroy the Text, by imagining 
the Biſhop to mean Henry de Lexinton by H.. Dean of Chriſtzanty : 
when the hiſtory will by no- means agree to that perſon : but muſt 
refer to ſome other Officer, who was not Dean of the Church, but 
Dean 1n the City : and therefore the Editor in his following Notes 
ſhould haveretracted this error, as he has done that other of -calling 
the . Monks of Canterbury, Auguſtine Benediftines *, Secondly, the 
Editor tounds his own judgment of the identity of Cathedral Dean 


and Dean of Chriſtianity, on the ſole authority of Mr. Somner * 3 
wherein

wherein he commits another- abſolute miſtake in delivering the 
judgement of that learned Antiquary : who does no way afſert that 
the Dean of Chriſtianity in Canterbury, and the Dean of the Cathe- 
dral in Canterbury, were both one Office. Mr. Somner knew it had 
been ridiculous to have hit upon ſuch a notion. For within the 
time he mentions, there was no ſuch dignity or ſtyle as a Dean in 
the Collegiate Charch of Canterbury, (excepting the Biſhop of London 
who by his place was Dean of the See of Cant.) Indeed, while there was 
a body of Secular Canons before and at the Conqueſt, the Prefident of 
them had the title of Dean. But when Arch-biſhop Lanfranc intro- 
duc d Regular Monks, their Governour wasa Prior. Canonicz Cathe- 
arales Prepoſitum ſuum Decanum vocabant, quem nos poſt adventum Lan= 
franci Priorem appellamus ', How could Mr. Somner be guilty of ſuch 
ignorance, as to mean a Cathedral Dean of Canterbury, when there 
was no ſuch name or office in being. He had before ſaid, that Rural 
Deans were the ſame with Achiprevbyter: Vicant or Rurales, tet to 
overſee a certain number of Pariſhes, &c. and after ſome diſcourſe of 
Rural Deans in general, he comes to' him whom he calls our partz- 
cular Dean, by whom he expreſly underſtands an Eccleſiaſtical Dean 
within the City before the Reformation, not the modern Cathedral 
Dean, And he obſerves this Officer wrot and ftyl'd himfelf Deca- 
nus Chriſtz (it ſhould be Chriſt:amtatrs) Croitatis Cant. where his titular 
relation to the City does plainly enough exclude his immediate de- 
pendance on the Cathedral or Priory : and it was for this reaſon the 
Treaſurer of the Church appeal'd to him to excommnnicate the Ci- 
tizens who detain'd their rent, becauſe the Inhabitants of the City 
were under his proper juriſdi&ion: and not in ſubje&tiorr to the 
Prior. And therefore thirdly, The Editor begins to be lefs confi- 
dent of Mr. Somner 's judgement, and obſerves that in his Gloflary 
to the Decem Scriptores, he ſeems to have chang d his opinton. True, 
In his excellent Gloflary he does more than ſeem to make the Dean 
of Chriſtianity a Rural or an Urban, not a Cathedral Dean : bur it 
no change of opinion, for he had ſaid nothmg to the contrary in 
any other of his Writings. Nay, the perſon ftyl'dwDecanzs Chriſtia- 
mtatt, upon which he gloſſes, as occurring in the Chronicle of Wit 
ham Thorn, is there expreſly diſtinguiſhd from the Prior of the 
Church of Canterbury, and call'd' Decanus Chriſtzanitatis ejujaem Crottatis, 
tor a plain declaration, that his authority obtain'd within the City, 
not within the precin&ts of the Church. After all, this Editor re- 
ferrs the Reader, barely as Mr. Somner had referr'd him, to Roverims 
his Hiſtory of St. Fobn s —_— at Rhemes, Whereas it he had con- 
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ſalted that book, he muſt have found, that the learned Author does 
exprelly diſtinguiſh the Deans of Chriſtianity from the Cathedral 
Dean *, and ſeems to imply that the latter had never the office or 
appellation of the former : but that Deans of Chriſtianity were all- 
together thoſe Arch-Presbyters who were ſet over the Parochial 
Clergy and People within ſuch a diſtrict ether in Cities, or m 
Country villages. Tho 1I rather believe, that Father Rgvzer 1s all- 
moſt as much in one extreme, as Mr, Brown 1s in another. The truth 
ſeems to be this. As the ſtyle of Dean of Chriſtianity was by no 
means appropriated to the Cathedral Deans : ſo it might perhaps 
be ſometimes aſcrib'd to them; yet not in reference to their own 
Cathedral Church, but with relation to the City or Country Churches 
which the Canons held as Prebends, or the whole body as Appro- 
priations. For as in larger Monafteries, we meet with thoſe Othcers 
who bore the dignity and name of Deans of Chriſtianity of their 
reſpeCtive Houſes, becauſe it was their duty to inſpect thoſe Monks 
who had the care of Pariſh Churches, and for that purpoſe to keep 
Chapters and Courts, and exerciſe a diſcipline within the pariſhes 
ſo ſubjected to their Convent. So likewiſe the Cathedral Deans 
might have the ſame authority over thoſe Churches which were an- 
next as Prebends to their Canons.; and therefore tho in reſpe&t of 
their Cathedral Church they were ſimply call'd Arch-Presbyters or 
Deans : yet in the other reſpect of being Viſitors of the Churches 
to which their own Canons were entituled, by vertue of this jurif- 
diction ſo far in common with the Urban, Rural, and Conventual 
Deans, they might be ſtyl'd.on this account (as the others all were) 
Decan Chriſtzanitatis. 1t was by virtue of ſuch practice, that Secular 
Deans and Chapters (like the Regular. Monks and Canons) pre- 
tended an exemption of their own pariſh Churches from the juri- 
diction of the Biſhop. It was on this falſe title the Dean and Ca- 
nons of Lzncoln denied to Biſhop Groſthead the power of Viſitation 
within their Prebendary Churches : and when he proſecuted them 
for this contempt, they ſued a prohibition in the King's Court, and 
forcd the —_ "Biſhop to appeal to the Pope, and take a long 
journey to him, where the power of Viſitation was adjudg'd to the 
Biſhop, and in like caſe to all Dioceſans ?. 

The antiquity of theſe Deans of Chriſtianity was much greater, 
and their Ottice more honourable, than that of Archdeacons, who 
were at firſt employ'd by the Biſhops in more ſervile duties, and 
allway in ſubſervience to the Urban or Rural Deans, to whom.they 
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were as much inferiour, as their Order of Deacon was to that of 
Prieſt. But the Archdeacons by the advarſtage of a perſonal at- 
tendance on the Biſhop, were by him entruſted to examine and re- 
port ſome cauſes, and by degrees were committon'd to viſit the 
remoter parts of the Dioceſe, and ſo to exerciſe ſome other judicial 
power; till under the Biſhops favour and protection they encroacht 
upon the rights and juriſdiction of the Deans, getting firit an Aſcen- 
dant, and at laſt by pem__ a ſuperiority of Office '. Rural 
Deans at the beginning of their inſtitution were elefted by the 
Clergy of their own Trick, and when confirmd by the Biſhop, 
were not to be ejected without the joint conſent of their own Preſ- 
byters *. But in latter times they were delegated and removed by the 
Biſhops ſole power, and e calld his Adjutors and Miniſters 3, 
Nay at laſt, they became ſuch dependants on their former ſervants, 
that they were nominated in ſoine divifions by the Archdeacon, and.: 
had a delegation of his power, revocable at pleaſure. And this pre- 
carious title made them to be call'd Temporary Deans, in diſtinction. 
from the perpetual Deans of Cathedral and Collegiate Churches +. 
But they were often unwilling to be diyeſted of their Office, and 
for this reaſon a conſtitution of 0tho the Pope's Legate Ah. 1236. 
did oblige them to a quiet ceſfſion of their place, and a delivery of 
their publick Seal, when thereto requir d, readily and without de- 
hy 5, Upon which Fohn de Athon in his Gloſsary, complains of the 
il obſeryance of this duty of ſubmiſſion :. and fays,, the Rural Deans 
pretended to a right of poſſeflion againſt the will and command of 
their ſuperiours, becauſe they grew fat upon extortions, and ſuck- 
mg the blood of the poor. When perhaps the truer reaſon of their 
retuſal was a ſenſe of the invaſion of their ancient rights, and their 
inovated ſubje&tion to the Archdeacons growing power. Before 
this declining ſtate, they were ſometume made a ſort of Chorep:ſcopz 
or Rural Biſhops, being commiſton'd by the Dioceſan to exerciſe 
Epiſcopal juriſdiction, for the profits whereof they paid an annual. 
rent ; but as the primitive Chorep:ſcop: had their authority reſtrain'd 
by ſome Councils 5, and their very Office by degrees aboliſh'd; ſo. 
this delegation of the like privileges to Rural Deans, as a burden and. 
ſcandal to the Church, was inhibited by Pope Alexander III. and the. 

Council of Tours. 
But without Epiſcopal rights, their proper Office gave them ſuf- 
ficient authority and figure in the Church, They held their Capztula 
or 
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or Chapters made up of all the inſtituted Clergy, or their Curates 
as Proxies of them, and the Dean as Preſident or Prolocutor. Theſe 
were Conven'd either upon more trequent and ordinary Occaſions, 
or at more ſolemn ſeaſons for the greater and more weighty affairs, 
Thoſe of the former ſort were held at firſt every three weeks ', in 
imitation of the Courts Baron, which run generally in this form, 
De triabus ſeptimanis m tres ſeptimanas : but afterward they were moſt 
commonly held once a month at the beginning of it, and were for 
this reaſon call d Kalende or monthly meetings *. But their more 
ſolemn and principal. Chapters were aflſembled once a Quarter, in 
which there was to be a more full Houſe, and matters of greater 
import were to be here alone tranſacted 3, All ReCtors and Vicars 
or their Capellanes, were bound to atyggnd theſe Chapters, and to 
bring information of all irregularities committed in their reſpeCtive 
mer Ju +, If the Deans were by ſickneſs or urgent buſineſs detain'd 
from their appearing and preſiding in ſuch Conventions, they had 
power to conltitute their Subdeans or Vicegerents. The place of 
holding theſe Chapters was at firſt in any one Church within 
the diſtrict, where the Miniſter of the place was to procure for, i. e. 
to entertain the Dean and his immediate Officers. But becauſe in 
pariſhes that were ſmall and unftrequented, there was no fit accom- 
modation to be had for ſo great a concourle'of people: and becauſe 
the Deans brought a Retinue that were a burden and grieyance to 
the Entertainer: therefore in a Council at London under Arch-biſhop 
Stratford, An. 1342. it was ordain'd, that ſuch Chapters ſhould not 
be held in any obſcure village, where it was difficult to get pro- 
viſion : but in the larger and more eminent pariſhes, where the 
company could be beſt accommodated. And all the Officials and 
Servants of the Dean_were to have their charges defrai'd by their 
Maſter, without > the Clergy 5. To ſecure the Attendance 
of all the Parochial Clergy at theſe Chapters, within one year after 
their admiſſion to their Benefices, they took an oath to. the Dean 
Satvis juribus Capitult, to bind themſelves to due reyerence and obe- 
dience, and to come to the yearly Chapters, and at all other times, 
when upon urgent cauſe the Dean ſhould call them together, and 
to bear part of the publick expences : nor were they admitted to fit 
in Chapter before their taking ſuch oath 5. In theſe ſtated Chapters, 


they were to publiſh the decrees of Provincial and Epiſcopal San. 
an 
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and all theic Ecclefiaſtical Laws and Canons, and to inforce the 
execution of them. And particularly in their four Quarterly 
Chapters, they were to take care that the Conſtitution of Orhobon 
the Popes Legate in England, An. 1260. againſt Prieſts keeping of 
Concubanes, ſhould be recited diſtinctly _= openly before the Stole 
Chapter, all Lay Men being firſt excluded *: who were allow'd to 
be preſent during the agitation of {uch matters as were of common 
and general concern, bit were to be ſhut our at the proclaiming any 
orders; or denouncmeg any cenſures that related to the Clergy : a 
wie method to preſerve the reputation of that Sacred Function. 
Theſe were their Courts of Chriſtianity, where complaints and -1n- 
formations were exhibited of all offenders againſt the laws and diſci- 
pline of the Church : and upon examination and proof of any leſs 
regularities, they were to admoniſh the parties, and exhort them 
to repentance and amendment : while for the guilt of any greater 
crime, or for contempt of the Court, they had power to ſuſpend 
any Lay Men from the Sacraments, and Clergy Men from the exe- 
cution of their Offices, but might not proceed to any greater puniſh- 
ment *, In any perſonal ſuit, they were to ſtop all proceſs, upon 
the parties offer of compoſition, or thetr conſent to ſtand to the ar- 
bitration of friends 3. They had at firſt the Probate of Wills, and 
the decifion of all Teſtamentary cauſes, till the Archdeacons broke 
in upon this privilege, and aſſum'd it to themſelves: for which Mr. 
Somner cites an injunction of the Archdeacon to all Rural Deans 
inthe Dioceſe of Canterbury * They had likewiſe the cogniſance of 
all Matrimonial cauſes, and matters of diyorce: till in the Council 
at Oxford under Stephen Langton Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, 1t was or- 
dain'd, that no ſuit of divorce ſhould be determin d but by the Biſhop 
or his deputy : and no ſort of Matrimonial cauſe ſhould be any 
longer examin'd by Rural Deans, but by Archdeacons with great 
diligence, or by their diſcreet Officials 5. Yet the explanatory con- 
ſtitution of 0zho on the ſame ſubject A. 1 236. does grant that theſe 
Deans might till by privilege or cuſtom claim the ſame authority 5 : 
tho' the gloſs indeed deſtroys the Text, oy pony the word De- 
ani means Cathedral not Rural Deans, which is no doabt contrary 
to the ſenſe of that Conſtitution, and the fignification of the word: 
when it ſtands alone in all other Canons and Preſcripts. Burt it is 
apparent, that the Gloſſator Fohn de Athon Canon of a Cathedral 

hurch, was a profeſt enemy to Rural Deans, and in ſeyeral of ls. 
Notes: 
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Notes ſlurs over the dignity and authority of this Othce. The ſame 
partial humour runs thro' the gloſles of 7am Lyndwood Official of 
the Court of Canterbury, who viſibly {trains the ſenſe of ſome terms 
and expreſſions, in prejudice to the Rural Deans : and does in one 
place roundly condemn them all for Men unlearned and ignorant of 
the Law ** Thereaſon of this is obvious. The Rural Deans were 
for the moſt part plain and honeſt Divines, not much skill d in the 
ſubtilties of the Civil or the Canon Law ; but were not the leſs ca- 
pable of ſuch office and juriſdiction as depended on known cuſtom 


and the rules of equity. But by degrees, ales the mothoch of Ec- 
cleſjaftical juſtice corrupted into 8 greater art and myſtery, then be- 
gan the Canoniſts to pretend themſelves the only fir Miniſters in all 
Courts of Chriſtianity : and under this charaQer 1nfinuated them- 
{elves into the favour and counſel of the Biſhops, and ſo obtain'd the 
new titles of Archdeacons, Officials, and Chancellors; and thenrun 
down the Rural Deans for Men of ignorance and incapacity, that 
they might the more eaſily invade all the powers and profits of their 
Othce. This ſeems the leſs ſtrange, becauſe the like humour does 
{till prevail among our Profeſſors and Students of the Civil and Ec- 
clefiaſtical Law, who can think none but themſelves qualified for any 
Ofce that relates to the judicial authority of the Church. So-that 
if a Divine be made Chancellor or Official in a Biſhops or Archdea- 
cons Court, they believe it no leſs than an uſurpation of their right, 
Whereas, tho greater rewards and honours be juſtly due to that noble 
and uſctul profeſſion : yet thoſe judicial offices are perhaps more 
agreeable to the funEtion and abilities of many Clergy men, -who 
would preſerye the diſcipline, and diſpenſe the juſtice of the Church, 
with more regard to equity, and more honour to Religion. But to 
return: The Rural Deans 1n their Chapter or Court of Chriſtianity, 
had not only the Probate of Wills, but as Ordinaries of the place, 
they had cognifance of all other matters that were appendant thereto, 
as the confirmation of Executors, the deſignation of Adminiſtrators, 
the receit of Inventories, the diſpoſition of Legacies, the diſtribution 
of Inteſtate's goods, &c *. They had likewiſe a great ſhare in the 
trials for the right of Advouſon, and the poſſeflion of Benefices, 
while by orders from a ſuperiour Judge, they were to make Inqui- 
fition into the darrem preſentment or laſt turn of preſentation, and by 
the verdict of ſuch inqueſt could prejudge the preſent Incumbent, 
and give poſſeſſion to a new Clerk, till the abuſe of this power oc- 


caſiond a regulation of it in the Council at Lambeth, An. 1281. 
where 
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where 1t was provided, that no Dean ſhould make any Inquiſition 
in the buſineſs of preſentation, unleſs in a full Chapter of that di- 
ſtri& to which the Church belongs, to- which the preſent Poſlefior 
ſhould be legally ſummon'd, with ſuch due notice, that he might 
have time to apply himſelf to counſel, -and be ſufficiently provided 
to defend his cauſe. And if the Deans ſhould make any other clan- 
deſtine and falſe inquifition, they ſhould fatisfie the Poſſefior in all 
damages ſuſtain'd by ſuch practice, and the Intruder ſhould be per- 
petually excluded from ſuch Benefice, and be ſuſpended from all 
other Eccleſiaſtical Benefice for three years *. In theſe Conventions 
of the Dean and Clergy (which were call'd Chapters, Conſfiſtories, 
Calends, Synods, and Seffions) a ſolemn publication was to be made 
of what caſes were eſpecially reſcry'd to the Dioceſan, and what to 
the Apoſtolick See: that no inferiour Court might-preſume to-meddle 
beyond the juſt bounds of their own . authority *. And finally, all 
the Parochial Clergy were here to communicate the ftate of their 
own Churches; and to give information of all Delinquents, and to 
report the behaviour of all Penitents within their pariſh, and how 
every one ſubmitted to his penance and fatisfa&tion, that the right 
courſes 'might be taken for his admittance into the boſom of the 
Church 3, But in ſhort,” Rural Deans 'and Chapters were by degrees 
togive place to the new Office and juriſdiction of Archdeacons and 
their Officials, who pretended to have all the Law, and refolyd to 
have all the profit, in Eccleſiaſtical cauſes. - The firſt invaſion upon 
the Chapters rights was this. By a Conftitution of Otho Ar. 1236. 
the Archdeacons were enjoin'd to be ——_— reſent in the Rural 
Chapters thro' the ſeyeral Deaneries, and there diligently to inſtruch 
the Prieſts to live well, and learn the duties of their fan&ion +. This 
intruſion of the Archdeacons into Rural Chapters -firſt alter d their 
primitive conſtitution, and then by degrees diflolyd them. For 
tho' the Archdeacons were not very forward to pay this attendance 
upon Rural Chapters, and therefore thought themſelves well enough 
excus'd, if they appear'd in them twice a year : and very rarely ob- 
ſery'd this conſtitution, quia lurum pecuniarium eis inde non applicatur, 
1.e. becauſe they got no mony by it 5, Yet their appearance gave 
them ſuch a preſiding place and authority, that they pertecly echpſt 
the Rural Deans, and'diſcourag'd them from the'enftomary conve- 
ng of Chapters, wherein they had -ſate' once" as Judges, but now 
as Cyphers. And as a farther grievance, when the Archdeacons could 
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not perſonally preſide in theſe Chapters, they ſent their Officials to 
repreſent them, who claim'd the ſame preterence above the Rural 
Deans, who by degrees abſented. from . thoſe Courts, in which they 
ſaw themſelves degraded: and Jeft them to the {ole management of 
thoſe who had thus uſurpt-a precedence in them. So as 1n the be- 
ginning of King Ew. 1. John de Athon declares that the Rural Chap- 
ters were generally kept by the Officials of Archdeacons, anc more 
ſeldom by the Rural Deans. By ſuch means theſe ancient Chapters 
became obſolete and abrogated; while ſo far as they were Courts of 
Chriſtianity, they reſolv'd themſelves into one ſtanding Ecclehiaſtical 
Court in every Archdeaconry ; and ſo far as they were Conventions 
of the Parochaal Clergy, they paſt into ſolemn Viſtations, in which 
the Clergy of every Deanery ſhould aſſemble once or twice a year; 
but rather cited as Delinquents, than admitted as Judges and Coalflet- 
ſors: an honour and privilege, which remain'd no longer than they 
were an Eccleſiaſtical Corporation of Rural Dean and. Chapter. 
The Rural Deans as diſtin and ſeparate from their Chapter, had 
a great truſt repoſed in them, and very confiderable power in pre- 
{erving the peace, and aſſerting the diſcipline of the Church. They 
were to have a general inſpection and ſuperintendence over all the 
Inhabitants of every village within their diſtrict, where if any Chri- 
{tians livd in any open and ſcandalous fin, the Dean was to reprove 
their offence, and admoniſh them to repent, as they would anſwer 
it to God and the Church. . And if any Lay Men ſhould deſpiſe ſuch 
corre&tion and admonition of the- Dean, they ſhould be kept from 
ſetting their feet within the doors of the Church, till they-ſhould 
ſubmit themſelyes to his reproof and wholeſome advice *.' ' And if 
any Lay Men ſtood accusd of incontinence: or other grievous crime 
in any Spiritual Court, the Deans for their wiſdom _ fidelity were 
intrulted to take their purgation *; that 1s, to let th2 ſuſpected per- 
lons clear- themſelves, either by their.own oath, or the oath of cre- 
dible Compurgators, ſo to vindicate their innocence, and top the 
proſecution, Andno doubt the like cuſtom obtain'd in the caſe of the 
Latty, as it was eſpecially provided for the Clergy : that no purga- 
tion ſhould be taken out of the Deanery wherem the party liv'd *. 
Bur if any perſon lying-under.a defamation upon a third adinonition 
lhould refuſe to make confeflion and: fatisfattion, then their purga- 
tion ſhould be. propas'd- to-them, ' which ſhould not be 'deferr d for 
the conſideration of -any. mony_ paid or 'promis'd, but ſhould be 
diſpatch d on the firſt ſolemn day after it was prepar'd, on panes 
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of the Dean being ſuſpended from his office *:+- But the more eſpe- 
cial duty of the Rural -Deans was to inſpect and cenſure the man- 
ners of their Clergy, Presbyterorum qui \per: minores. titulos habitant 
vitam jug circumppettione;&c *. And in order to this,they were to ſolicite 
them to a due execution of their office, and a juſt regard to their 
funtion, to admoniſh them of all ſcandals and. offences : to warn 
them againſt all cohabiting with Wives or: Concubines : to forbid 
them an appearance at any indecent: {parts and plays: to preſs upon 
them the obſervation of Canonical hours: to remind them of being 
{trict in their Clerical habit and tonſure, &c.3. And upon their de- 
fault or offence in any ſuch matter, to:certifie the Biſhop, by whom 
they were appointed to watch and to inform with dilgence and fin- 
gular courage. But at: laſt, all: this lapervifing_ care ſcem'd to de- 
volye entirely npon' the Archdeacons,' who on this: account were 
_— with the title of the Vicars, the Chratars) the Privy Coun- 
ſcllors, and the Eyes of the Biſhop +; who by this: time had got a 
diſtinCtion, that tho' the Archpresbyter or Dean was major ordine, yet 
the Archdeacon was major. dgnztate 7." . Before: which encroachment, 
the Rural Deans for the more immediate anfluence: on their Clergy, 
were. appointed to be their Contefſors and Temtentiaries, becauſe 
they were preſum'd to have the character of men-of ſufficient lite- 
rature, and good report and favour with their brethren: and were 
therefore ordain'd to hear the confeſſions of Reors, Vicars, and 
all other Prieſts and Miniſters within the ;lumits ot their own Deanery, 
and to enjoyn. them. the Sacrament of Penance 5 Which laudable 
practiſe 'grew into diſuſe by the negligence of the Clergy, and the 
contempt of ſome of their Rural Deans. And then to recover this 
omiſhon of ſome Prieſts, the Biſhops were to appoint in every 
Deanery two Presbyters to receive the confeſſions of thoſe Men 
In holy Orders, who either deſpisd their Deans, : or preſumd to 
confeſs to the Monks and other Religious, who: had no authority 
of binding and looſing 7. ' And becauſe! it ſeemid. a farther incon- 
venience to the inferiour Clergy to confeſs to their Deans, who had 
a judicial power over them, and might. betray their private contet- 
hons in ſome publick cauſe depending intheir Courts: Therefore 
a Legatine conſtitution of Otho 20, Hen. III; does again provide, that 
there ſhould be prudent and. faithful:Confeſfors appointed by the 
Biſhop in every Deanery, 'to whom all Parſons and inferiour Clerks 
Mm mm:2 might 
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might confeſs themſelves, who were either aſham'd or afraid to 
confeſs to their reſpe&ive: Deans '. - And hence Fohn de Athon with 
his wonted prejudice againſt the declining office, pretended that 
Rural ' Deans were no longer fit to be made Confeſlors, becauſe the 
{ame perſon could not well a&. in a double capacity in a pemtential 
and 7 Court. Another part of the office of Rural Deans was 
to denounce the ſentence of excommunication upon all convicted 
perfons within their diftrict:« and upon ſabmiſſion and penance to 
declare their abfolution: and at the beginning of Lent.to ftand at 
the doors of the Church; and there to receive and admt the Peni- 
tents upon the recommendation and teſtimony of their pariſh Prieſts *. 
They had an early right (which by cuftom they long retain d) to 
viſit all the ſeveral Churches'within their juriſdiction twice a year, 
{for all Viſitations were -ar firſt Parochial) and: thereto enquire of 
all perſonal and localabuſes, corre&ing the fmaller offences, and 
preſenting the greater to the Biſhop at the next Synod or Viſrtation. 
But when Archdeacons grew up to be Vicars General of the why 
and Ordinaries in the Dioceſe, then they afſum'd to themſelves ſo 
much of the ' Viſitatorian power, that the. Rural Deans could no 
longer viſit bat in ſubordination to 'theſe: new Maſters; and: as 'a 
mark of inferiority and ny they were allowd to go their 
circuit with two horſes only, when the Archdeacons might have 
five or ſeven 3. This dependancy and limitation of power reſtraind 
the Rural Deans from the deſire of being Viſitors, and therefore to 
eaſe. themſelves of the trouble;''and their Clergy of the expence, 
they let fall this jurifdition by conſent, and le this neceſſary care 
of all the Churches ſolely to the Archdeacons next under the Br 
ſhop. But when their own power of viſiting was intermitted, they 
were to ſummon their Clergy to attend upon the Viſitation of the 
Biſhop at the time and: place appointed, and to offer the excuſes of 
thoſe who were not able to appear *. 'They were to keep a Regiſter 
of all Prieſts and other Clerks, who did officiate within their jurif- 
diftion, and were totake one penny and no more for inſerting each 
name in the ſaid Regiſter *.. And to prevent litigious ſuits for the 
title of Benefices, they were employ'd as Officials of the Biſhop to 
take an account of the names and number of the Pariſh Churches, 
with the Chriften name aad'Sirname of the Rectors, the time 0! 
their collation to ſuch Benefices, | by what title they held them, 


whither by Inſtitution, Commendam, or: Cuſtody : of what _ 
they 
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they were, and in what Orders, and whither they were Bencfic'd 
in more than one Church : of what name and quality the Patrons 
were, and at what yalue the Benefices were computed at the laft 
taxation of them. Which inqueſt they were to caule to be diftintly 
wrote, and to give in a fair copy to the Dioceſan, and he to tran{mit it 
to the Metropolitan in the next Provincial Council *, Upon the 
death of an Incumbent without any formal ſequeſtration, the Rural 
Dean was to take the vacant Benefice into his ſafe cuſtody, and to 
provide for the neceſſary cure of Souls: and to take care that -the 
glebe land was ſeaſonably till'd and ſow'd, to the beſt advantage of 
the Succeſſor, to whom they were to give up the intermediate pro- 
fits, and be allow'd their neceſſary charges, which upon diſpute 
were to be moderated by thaBiſhop or his Official * And upon 
the Biſhops inſtitution of a new Clerk, the Rural Dean was to give 
him poſſeflion of the Church, and to preyent extortion, was to take 
no fee for this trouble 3, But the Canon Lawyers ſoon depriv'd 
the Country Deans of this as well as of all other parts of juriſdiction. 
For the Chancellors of the Biſhop, or the mee <a, laid claim 
tothe cuſtody of vacant Churches : and by forms of ſequeſtration 
_— them over to the Oeconoms or Lay Guardians of the Church : 
and the other office of induction or giving poſleflion to the new 
Clerk, was by the Biſhops Letters upon inſtitution committed to 
the Archdeacon or his Official. Again, the Biſhops and ſuperiour 
Judges directed their citations of all accuſed perſons to the Rural 
Dean, who was to take care to ſerve them, and then ſend a Re- 
{cript or Certificate to the reſpeCtiye Judge * And becauſe it was: 
ſometime their corrupt practice to return their Certificatories before 
they had duely publiſh'd their Citations; whereby innocent perſons 
became unjuſtly cenſur'd for contempt ; it was therefore provided 
that no Certificatory ſhould be return'd, till it had been pabliſh'd 
on ſome ſolemn day, during the office of Mals, in the pariſh Church, 
to which the cited perſon did uſually reſort : and therein mengon 

ould be made of the day and place of Citation, with ſufficient 
time allow d Tor appearance of the perſon. "Which fair proceeding 
the Deans ſhould ſwear to obſerve eyery year in an Epiſcopal Synod 5. 
And if any Citation were directed to and publiſh'd by any Rector, 
Vicar, or other Prieſt, beſide the Rural Dean or other Official, at. be- 


came yoid, and the party not obligd to any notice of 1t.*.. They 
were 
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were farther to atteſt and ſign all Letters Procuratory, or the dele- 
oation of ProCtors: but to prevent frauds and abuſes in this matter, 
they were to ſign no ſuch inſtrument but in open Court: or if out 
of Court, in preſence of the perſon who ſo conſtituted his Proctor: 
and this under penalty of three years ſuſpenſion and incapacity of 
obtaining any Eccleſiaſtical Office *. For their affiſtance, they re. 
tain'd Bedels and Apparitors, who were to ſummon the Clergy to 
Chapters and Viſitations : and were to execute Citations, and all Ju- 
dicial Writs in their own perſons, and not by inferiour' deputies : 
and in their journies, they were to take no procuration or pecuniary 
compoſition for their entertainment, but to be content with what- 
ever hoſpitality perſons ſhould freely receive them *. Beſide the 
ordinary juriſdiction of Rural Deans, they were often upon an 
appeal to the Arch-biſhop delegated Arbitrators and Judges, as 
perſons of the beſt figure, and greateſt abilities. So Edmund Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, appointed the Deans of Cambridge and Abmgdon 
to determine or report the caſe of two appeals againſt Robert Groſt- 
head Biſhop of Lincoln 3, They were ſometime commiſſion'd to re- 
ceive the taxes of the Clergy, Subſidies, Firſt-fruits, Tenths. And 
particularly in the Dioceſe of Canterbury, they were Collectors of the 
Peter-pence or Romeſcot in their ſeveral Deaneries + And the Norwuh 
taxation of all Benefices in England by the Popes deputation of Walter 
ae Suthfeld Biſhop of Norwich, An. 1254. was taken in every Deanery 
by the Rural Dean, and two or three Rectors or Vicars Members of 
the Chapter 7. 

Nor was it the leaſt dignity of Rural Deans, that in every Epi{- 
copal Synod, (which was in effect a Biſhop's general Viſitation of his 
whole Dioceſe) they were the ſtanding Repreſentatives of the reſt 
of the Clergy, and were there to deliver information of any abuſes 
committed within their knowledge, and to propoſe and conſult the 
beſt methods of Reformation. For the ancient Epiſcopal Synods 
(which were commonly held once a year) were compos'd of the Bi- 
ſhop as Preſident, and the Deans Cathedral in the name of their Col- 
legiate body, and the Archdeacons as deputies of that inferiour order 
of Deacons or ſervants in the Church, and the Urban and Rural 
Deans in the name of the pariſh Miniſters within their diviſion, 
who were to have their charges allow'd them according to the time 
of their attendance, by thoſe whom they repreſented, as the pn 

obtain

obtain'd for the Repreſentatives of the people in the Civil Synods, 
Common Councils, or Parliaments, By vertue of thus being Mem- 
bers of the Synod, the Deans were anciently call'd Teſtes Synodales 
from informing and atteſting the diforders of Clergy and People. 
But in time they ſunk in this authority, and left the truſt to be com- 
mitted to others. For we find theſe Synodal witneſſes were afterward 
a ſort of impanell d Jury, a Prieft and two or three Lay Men for 
every pariſh, who were upon oath to preſent all Hereticks, and other 
irregular perſons *. And by a Provincial Conſtitution at Oxford un- 
der Edmund Arch-biſhop of Canterbury An. 1236. it was ordered, that 
there ſhould be in every Deanery two or three Men having God 
before their eyes, who, at the command of the Arch-biſhop or his 
Official, ſhould inform of the publick exceſſes of Prelates and other 
Clerks *. But afterward their number was contracted into two for 
every Dioceſe, choſen annually, who were to have no juriſdiction, 
but to enquire into all matters that wanted correction- and refor= 
mation, and faithfully report them to the next Provincial Council 
or Epiſcopal Synod 5; where enquiry was made according to certain 
Articles drawn out of the Canons, which were generally the ſame; 
according to which the Furatores Syneaz or: Teſtes Synodales: were to 
give in their Anſwers upon oath, which was therefore call'd Fura- 
mentum Synodale *. So that by theſe ſteps the Rural Deans were de- 
oraded from all this Synodical honour : while that part of their duty: 
which related to the information of ſcandals and offences was con- 
ferrd; upon the Church-Wardens of every pariſh, who became the 
grand Inqueſt upon every Viſitation, and were upon oath to preſent 
all offenders or violators of the Laws of the Church. And their 
other dignity of being conven d 'to- fit Members of Provincial and 
Epiſcopal Synods, was transferr d to two Proctors or Repreſentatives 
of the Parochial Clergy in every Dioceſe to affemble in Convocation: 
where the Cathedral Deans and Archdeacons {till keep their ancient' 
nght; while the Rural Deans only have been fored togive place 
toan arbitrary election of two-only tor every Dioceſe, inſtead of one 
by ſtanding place for every Deanery, 

The Rural Deans had a publick Authentick Seal of their Office, 
which privilege was confirm'd to them here in England by a Legatine- 
Conttitution of 0tho, Arr. 1236. but with ſome reſtriion- and dimi- 
mtion of that honour, For whereas Arch-biſhops, Biſhops, Abbats, 
Priors, Collegiate Deans, and Archdeacons, (as-having. a- perpetual. 

Ofhce) 
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Office) were allow d to have inſcribd upon their Seal the name of 
their dignity, Office, or College, together with their own proper 
name in plain and legible characters. This was denied to Rural 
Deans and Officials, who enjoying but a temporary Office, were to 
have inſcribd on their Seal only the name of their Office, and not 
their Perſonal or Proper name. Which Seal at the expiration of 
their Office they were to reſign into the hands of that perſon (Biſhop 
or Archdeacon) by whom they were commiſſion d *. But no. doubt,for 
the Rural Deans to be thus accountable for the delivering up their Seals 
at the arbitrary command of others (at leaſt of the Archdeacons) was an 
innovation brought in by the Popes Legate, and ſeems to have been 
reſented as an entrenchment on their ancient rights : as appears from 
the conſequent practice of the Rural Deans, who, notwithſtanding 
this Conſtitution, did vindicate the property of retaining their 
Seals, and refus'd to givethem up at the will and command of their 
Superiours : which contempt, tho the Gloſlator imputes to ayarice 
and extortion, yet we may juſtly preſume it owing only to the cou- 
rage of aſſerting their ancient and independent right. With theſe 
Seals'they figngd their Certificatories made upon the return of Ci- 
tations, Letters Procuratory, Inquifitions of the right of Patronage, 
Induction of Clerks, and other Acts and Inſtruments, which paſt 
thro' their Office. To avoid all corrupt and clandeſtine dealing, 
diligent care was to be taken of the cultody of theſe Seals : For ex- 
ample, the Dean was to keep his Seal in his own hands, or to com- 
mit it to the cuſtody of ſome one fingle perſon, who ſhould take an 
oath for the ſafe cuſtody of it, and not afhx 1t to any Writing with- 
out the inſpe&ion and conſent of the Dean himſelf; to let the uſe 
of it be freely and eaſily obtain'd in the caſe of indigent perſons, but 
ſtrictly withheld from all falſe and fraudulent Deeds : And finally, 
that no Writing ſhould be ſo ſeal'd, but what had the date of the 
day, month, and year, and place, inſerted in the beginning of it 3, 
But when the Rural Deans loft the juriſdiction of their Office, it 
was time to ſurrender the Seals of it, which became appropriated to 
the Archdeacons and their Officials, who ſoon made a greater benefit 
of them. For whereas the Deans were 'de jure communz, to put their 
Seals gratis : the Archdeacons and their Officials could pretend 
wr at in thetr modern times a moderate exattion of fees was not pro- 
noted *, 


By the art and intereſt of the Canoniſts (ſupported by the Buhope 
who 
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who were very often of the ſame faculty) and by the preſcription 
and power of the Archdeacons and their Officials, it hapned, that in 


. _ o - 


nothing. For the exerciſe of their Office in the reign of Henry V. 
is by Lynawood {lightly repreſented, and obſerv'd to depend more 
on the cultom of the Country, than on any written Laws *, The 
reaſon of which obſervation was this : Among the Legatine and all 
the later Provincial Conſtitutions, in the form of committing any 
authority to the Rural Deans, the Archdeacons and their Otficials 
are join d with them, and commonly put before them ; who being 
equally unpower'd engroit the execution of the whole truſt, and 
let: the. Deans little elſe bat their empty names: except in ſome 
tew places, where by continued cuſtom they preſery'd their an- 
cient tenure, 

In the mean time the rights of this Office were kept more entire 
in the Gallican Church. And in Germany An. 1524 Cardinal Campe- 
gus in his Model for the reforming of Abuſes, recommends the re- 
gular exerciſe of the authority oft Rural Deans, and particularly 
adyiſes the old way of meeting the Biſhops in an Epiſcopal Synod 
once a year *: which was accordingly eſtabliſh'd in the Council of 
Trent, At which time of Reformation, this Office of Rural Deans 
ſcem'd ſo neceſlary for reſtoring and aſſerting the diſcipline of the 
Church : that it was now firſt brought into /taly by that. exemplary 
Prelate and reputed Saint, Charles Borromeo Arch-biſhop of Mzlar : 
who throughout his Province deputed ſome of the Parochial Clergy, 
who were call'd Yicaris Forane: and Prepoſiti Ruris, and under this 
new title had the ſame authority, and in effe& the ſame exerciſe of 
it, with the primitive Rural Deans. This Clerical Othce was never 
before exerciſed in Ztaly, till introduc'd by this Biſhop of piety and 
a ſpirit of government above any in theſe later ages of the Reman 
Church. Bart a falſe reaſon is aflign'd by a Learned Writer 3, who 
preſumes the 7talzan Biſhopricks were of ſo {mall an extent, as not to 
need a ſubdiviſion into Deaneries. Whereas the true and only cauſe 
5 before implied, that Deanerics in the Church were an imitation of 
Tithings in the State, and therefore obtain'd only in the more 
Northern parts of Europe, where the like ſecular cuſtom had pre- 
vail d: but found no place in 1taly or Spain, becauſe the civil rites 
and laws (peculiar to thoſe Countrics) differ d from the Septentrional 
ways of Tithing. This indeed was a great argument for the dignity 
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and neceſſity of Rural Deans, that they ſhould now be eftabliſh'd in 
a Nation, where they were before unknown : by a Biſhop who was 
the greateſt Reformer ofany in that Communion : and at a time when 
it was more eſpecially proper to projet ſome method to ſupport the 

declining Church. 
At our Ene/zþ Reformation, it ſeems to be lamented, that paſhon 
and prejudice were in too much haſte to reſtore all the rghts and 
laudable praiſes of the ancient Church. And therefore in the 
publick Acts of our Reformers, no wonder it the caſe of Rural 
Deans was omitted, as well as many other uſeful points, that nearly 
concern'd the order and government of the Church. But thoſe ex- 
cellent perſons who were commiſſion'd to reyiew the Ecclehia{tical 
Laws of this Realm, and to digeſt thoſe which ſhould be moſt ſer- 
viceable to the Reformed ſtate of the Church : They agreed on the 
Othce and full authority of Rural Deans, and preſcribd this good 
method, That every Deanery ſhould have a Rural Archpresbyter appornted 
by the Biſhop or by the Ordinary of the Church, whoſe Office ſhould be an- 
nual : who as a Watchman ſhould continually ſuperviſe the Presbyters, Dea- 
cons, Church-IWardens and Sextons, that all of them diſcharge their re- 
ſpetive duty. Who ſhould enquire of all Idolaters, Hereticks, Simonaacks, 
Bauds, Whores, Adulterers, Fornicaters, Perſons who had two IWives or 
two Husbands, Sorcerers, Witches, Calumniators, Blaſphemecrs, Sogdomntes, 
Drunkards, Forgers and perjur d Witneſſes in Teſtamentary cauſes, and all 
violators of the Eccleſiaſtick Laws and the injunttions of the Biſhop. And 
Jhould have authority to cite before them and to examine all perſons ſuſpeted 
of ſuch crimes : war then within ten days ſhould return in writing to the 
Biſhop or Ordinary of the place the whole matter of the accuſation, whither 
by publick fame, or atteſted by the depoſition of witneſſes, or juſtly ſuſþefed. 
And if any perſon refuſe to come to him when quely cited by the Apparitar, 
he ſhall be cenſur d as contumacious, &c. And within every fix months the 
Jaid Rural Dean ſhould inform the Biſhop or Ordinary of the place, how 
many Sermons had been preach'd in his Deanery within that ſpace of time *. 
It this wholeſome order had paſt into practice, it had done good 
ſervice to the Church. But all that Model for Reformation of the 
Eccleſtaſtical Laws when well and uſctully projected, fell for want 
of confirmation by the Legillative power. Yet, tho' it was not for- 
mally ratified, all thoſe parts of it have no lefs the force of Law, 
which in former times were ſuch Eccleſiaſtical Canons, Conſtitutions, 
and Ordinances, as were not contrariant or repugnant to the Laws, Statutes, 
or cuſtoms of the Realm, nor to the damage or hurt of the King, s m_— 
oyal. 
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Royal ', Of which inoffenſive nature was this juriſdiction of Rural 
Deans, and theretoreought to have continued in full force and vertue, 
But while the State was tender of countenancing too much power 
in the Church ; while the Clergy lay under the fervile awe of in- 
curring a Premunire by aſſerting their Eccleſiaſtical rights: and while 
the humour of the age run more into reforming of doCtrines, than 
reltoring of diſcipline : theſe Rural Officers were in ſome Deaneries 
extinct, and in others had a name and ſhadow only left. Nor do 
we find any expreſs care taken for the ſupport of this Office, but 
only in the Provincial Synod or Convocation held at London, mn Je 
An. 1571. by whom it wasordain'd, that the Archdeacon when he has 
fimiſh'd his Viſitation, ſhall ſiemfie to the Biſhop what Clergymen he has 
found in every Deanery ſo well endued with learning and judgement as to 
be worthy to mnſtruft the people in Sermons, and to rule _ preſide over 
others, Out of theſe the Biſhop may chooſe ſuch as he will have to be Rural 
Deans. But this indeed ſeems rather a permiflion, than a poſitive 
command, for the continuance of that Office. However, 1t proves 
that Rural Deans were thought fit Miniſters to afliſt in diſpenſing 
the Laws and diſcipline of our Reformed Church : and 1t does um- 
ply, that when they were deputed by the Biſhop, they may exert 
all that power which by Canon and cuſtom reſided in the ſaid Office 
before the Reformation. The little remains of this dignity and 
jarifdiftion depend now on the cuſtom of places, and the pleaſure 
of Dioceſans. In ſo:ne parts of this Kingdom, the Rural Deans have 
nothing left but the burden of entertaining the Rectors and Vicars 
of that Deanery at a ſolemn feaſt : and that perhaps is the only re- 
maining footſtep of the ancient Rural Chapters corrupted into 
lociable meetings, to the 'great expence of the Dean, and the no 
great honour of the Clergy, ; 

In this Deanery of Burceſter, I think the laſt Rural Dean (nom1- 
nated by an excellent Judge of men and merits, the right Reverend 
Dr. John Fell Biſhop of Oxon.) was Mr. Samuel Blackwell B. D. then 
Vicar of that Church: who (as an exemplary Superviſor of the 
Clergy, and a diligent Aſertor of the rights of the Church) had been 
duely qualified for that Office, if it had continued in all the dignity 
and anthority of its primitive Inſtitution, 
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the ſaid Religious reſfign'd to the Reftor and his Succeſlors , all 
their portion of tithes within the pariſh of Heyford for the yearly 
penſion of 'one mark, on condition of paying the tenths, vx, 
three ſhillings, to the King, as often as ſuch a grant ſhould be made 
by the Clergy. /

He made his laſt Will 
and Tcltament, bequeathing his body to be buried 1n the Charter- 
houſe at Hull, appointing an image for himſelf, and another for his 
witc, to be made in ſtone: and deſiring, that the Maſlles, which he 
had founded there for himſelf and her, might be daily ſung over his 
grave *,* Under theſe apprehenfions of death, he took care for the 
tull and abſolute ſettlement of his Hoſpital at Ewelme, the foundation 
of which 1s thus recorded.

On the death of Thomas Coxton Vicar of Merton, Thomas Hamlyn 
was preſented to the ſaid vacant Church by the Abbat and Convent 
of Fgneſham, and was admitted at London on the fixth of Fanuary. 
After his death, Robert Bennet was preſented by the ſaid Patrons, and 
admitted at Bedford on the twenty firſt of April 1468. who vacated 
the ſaid Church by death in the year 1488. when Peter Clyve by pre- 
ſentation of the Abbat and Convent was admitted at Buckgen on the 
nineteenth of Auguſt : and enjoyed the ſaid Benefice to the year 1506. 
when Henry Moxim was preſented by the ſaid Religious Patrons, and 
admitted at Liddington on the twentieth of May: who reſigning the 
flender Vicarage in the year 1508. Nicholas Weſt was preſented by = 
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ſaid Abbat, and admitted at Lrddngton on the twenty ſeventh of 

temb, who remains the laſt Vicar of that Church in the Regiſters 
of Lincoln, And before the eſtabliſhment of a new See at Oxford, 
Dr. Wilkam Petre was in 27, Hen. VIII. put with others in Commiſſion 
by Cromwell (the general Viſitor) to repair unto all the Monaſteries 
of England, and to make enquiry into the Government and beha- 
viour of the Votaries of both Sexes, that their enormities might be 
diſcovered, or rather that their Houſes might be difſoly'd, and their 
lands confiſcated. For a reward of this ſervice, he was Knighted, 
and obtain'd to himſelf and Gertrude his wife in fee, the Priory of 
(latercote Com. Oxon '. with the Appropriations and Advouſons of 
the Churches of Merton, Yarnton, Cudlington, Com. Oxon, and Long- 
Wittenham Com. Berks. which four Advonſons and Appropriations 
he gave to Exeter College in Oxford, in which place he had his Edu- 
cation,and to which he was a very grateful BenefaCtor. A. 1559. May 
the 5th. Philip Wendover Clerk was inſtituted in the Vicarage of Merton 
(void by the death of Mr. John Fones) to which he was preſented by 
Walter Wright DF. of Law, Guardian of the Sparitualities in the Dioceſe 
of 0xon, Several ſucceflive Vicars were preſented to the ſaid Church of 


Merton, till in late times the Vicarage being ſcarce worthy acceptance, 12 


the Fellows of Exeter College have by annual turns ſupplied the ſai 
Church without any inſtitution or reſidence, contrary to the rights 
of the Church, the good of the Pariſh, and the honour of Religion,

relief of Chaſtillon, belicg'd by the French in 31. Hen, VI. Whereupon 
Alianore Countels of Arundel Lady Matravers and Hungerford, ({ome- 
time wife af Sir IValter Hungerford Knight his Grandfather) by her 
Teſtament bearing date Fuly 20. 1455. gave unto+him all her. wooll, 
then being in her Mannor of Haylesbury, valued at one hundred 
marks towards the payment of. his ranſom, upon condition that he 
came alive out of priſon. By which help and other ſupplies he paid 
above twelve thouſand marks for his liberty, which he obtain'd in 
38. Hen. VI. after ſeven. years and four months confinement. After: 
which, being faithful to the Lancaſtrian intereſt, he was attainted in 
Parliament 1. Edw. 1V. and in 3. Edw. IV. was taken priſoner in the 
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battle of Hexam, and convey dto Newcaſtle, and there beheaded ; his 
Corps was carried to Salzrbury, and there interr d in the North Ifle 
of the Cathedral Church. He left Alanore his wite ſuryiving, who 
was afterwards married to Sir 0/zver Mannimngham Knight, and lies by- 
ried at Stoke-Pogeys with this Epitaph.

The Convent of Auguſtin Fryers built near the preſent fite of 
IVadham College in Oxford, had been founded by the liberality and 
interelt of Sir Fohn Handlo of Borſtall, who had bequeathed his body 
to be buried in that place, and was reputed their Founder. Upon 
which title Edmund Rede Eſquire the preſent Lord of Borſtall, proving 
his lineal deſcent from the ſaid Sir Fohn Handlo was accepted as their 
Founder and Patron, and ſo recognisd by Fohn Stokton Prior and the 
' Brethren of that Convent, with the conſent of John Caperave Pro- 
 vincial of their Order, in this memorable form.

Thomas —_ Vicar of the Church of Ambroſden refign'd his ſaid 
Benefice, and Thomas Pultham preſented by the ReCtor -and Convent 
of Aſherugge was admitted to the ſaid Vicarage by John Chedworth 
Biſhop 
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Biſhop of Lzncoln at his Palace in Backden, on the fourth of April in 
this year. After his remove, Maſter Fohn Robbins iucceeded, but not 
content with the flender proviſion, he refign'd his title in the year 
1513, whenon Decemb. the 224. Wilkam Andrew was admitted at Buck- 
den, but on immediate death or refignation, Fohn Thomas preſented 
by the- ſame religious Patrons, was admitted at Buckden within nine 
days after the others admiſſion, v:z. on Decemb. 31. 1513. to whom 
again in a very ſhort tume ſucceeded Fohn Poleyn, who died Vicar in 
the year 1518. when the Rector and Convent preſented Mr. Richard 
Hunt admitted at London on the fixteenth of Ofob. 1518 '. who died 
at Ambroſden 1547. when Willzam Brook Clerk was preſented by Fob: 
Denton Eſq; and inſtituted to the ſaid Vicarage on Fuly 20. 1 547 *. 
who dying at the beginning of the year 1587. left a legacy to the 
benefit of the Church and Pariſh of Ambroſden 2*. 3*. 4%. paid to the 
Church-wardens by his immediate ſucceſſor Mr. Richard Benskin * , 
who ſent his inſtrument of Reſignation by the hands of Samuel Hud- 
fon Vicar of Cheſterton, by him delivered to Fohn Lord Biſhop of 0x- 
ford at Newnham-Courtney on the fourth of Fuly 1611. when Mr. An- 
arew Potter M, A. was preſented by Anthony Blinkoe L. L. D. Chan- 
cellor of the Dioceſe of Oxon. and Roger Ewer M. A. Rector of 04- 
dington the joint Patrons for that turn only, and was inſtituted Fuly 
the fifth 1611 +* He was ſucceeded in the year 1618. by Mr. Witham 
Hunt ; upon whoſe voidance by death, John Stzbbinge D.D. of Chriſt- 
Church Oxon. was induCted on Fryday Fuly: 24. 1635. who was a very 
generous Benefactor to ſucceeding Vicars, by raifing at his own great 
expence a fair and convenient Vicarage-houſe, finiſht in the year 
1638, wherein he died on Fuly 18. 1655. and was ſucceeded by Mr.

by much corruption Ferenzs. I ſay Meateern hills be not tobe [ct 
paſs in filence, becauſe they partake of Matmsbury in the firſt part of 
their names, and are alike partakers with it 'in the corruption and 
depravation of their names. The ancient name of them huge hills 
being Malvern, of Moel the bare hills and wern the Alders growing in 
and about them in Marſhes there : in which ſenſe Ywerna or Ferma 
Ireland 1s derived of underſtanding writers. And 10 likewiſe Arverm 
people of France dwelling by the River Loyr and deſcended of the 
1ryjans, took their names of the Britzsſh word - Ar-wern, that is their 
dwelling above the Alders. And the French. now calling them Au- 
vergne, caſting away the firſt 7 for the ſnoothneſsof the tongue, ftill 
retain the true ſigntfication of their names in that word. In authen- 


tick Records the hills are called Malvern and not Mabern, Mal Is 
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Moel bemg a common miſtaking as well to Mabnebury as alfo to 
Malvern, by reaſon of the bare knolls; but Mazs proper to Malms- 

; and Wern the Alders to Matvern hills, and fo is the one and the 
other haled out of darkneſs to his true hight, and reſtored to his right 
name again, But not to follow occurrents, how pleaſant fſoever or 
how fair ſoever they offer themſelves to our yiew; but to return to 
Caversfield where the word Field as well in this place as whereſcever 
you ſhall find it joyned to the name of any place, as Engfeld, Engl - 
field, Maxfield, Battlefield, Boſworthfield, Flodonfield, Caversfield, Wooaneſ- 
field, Newportfield. it importeth ſome battle there fought, and ſome 
Field won or loft there; the Eng/i/b addition Field equiyaling the 
Greek Nu, and the Brits Mazs, tor a fought field ; Carausfield tell- 
ing us that it was Caraus his field whom Aleftus thew after he had 
reigned ſeven yeats, that himſelf might gain the title of Emperour, 
which he obtain'd; bur retained it not aboye two years. 

In the year of Grace 1620. an earthen pott- full of braſs money 
bearing the ſtamp, name, and picture, ſome of Carawfirs, fome of 
Ale#us, was found under the root of a tree in Steeple-Claydon pariſh, * 
by the great Pond there, in the wood of the worthy: Knight Sr 
Thomas Chaloner Chamberlain to the hopeful: beam of Great Britam 
Prince Henry while he liv'd, which may ſerve inſtead of many* Au- 
thors to give credit to my hiſtory; for it ſcemeth to be hid there 
what time they went to the field hard by,: and the hiders being put 
either to flight or kill'd; it ſo continued .till 'it was found by Sir 
Thomas his Woodward Wikam Richardſon. 

Sir Thomas Chaloner taking me the coin to be informed of the 1n- 
ſcription what it meant ; I found that the one Coin had this inſcrip- 
tion on the right fide, mp. Carauſs P. F. Aug. which I — thus, 
Imperator Carauſius pius felix Auguſtus. And the other Com had, Imp. 
C. Allettus P. F. Aug. which I likewiſe thus interpret, Imp. Cars Allettus 
pus felix Auguſtus : both Emperors pictures being on the right fide 
Coronated laureate, and on the other fide of the Coin both Coins 
had the picture of Pallar with a olive leaf in her right hand, reach- 
ing it out in token of offered ; and a ſpear in her left hand, 
that if peace were refuſed then ſhould war enſue, and lies in hiero- 
glyphicall manner on the ſame fide of the Coin, importing each Em- 
perours names in his own Coin. Some of both their momes I kept 
untill this preſent year 1622. and in the month of OZober I took it 
to Mr. Hood Rector of Lincoln College in Oxford, to conferr it with 
the antiquity of the Univerſity Library. 

The Emperour Carauſus that by his field fought and loſt there, 
gave name to Carausfield, which now by the tranſpoſition of ſome 
letters is called Caversfield, was a man full of humanity and well be- 
Rrrr 2 loy d 
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loy'd of the Britains, as approved Authors report ; by whoſe help 
he atchieved great feats of arms at home and abroad, and in the 
joint reign of Dzocleſian and Maximian the Emperours, (for they 
reigned both together) was appointed Admiral of the Brztrfh Seas to 
repreſs the incurſions of Pyrats, who annoy'd the borders of Brztazn, 
France, the Netherlands, and Spain ; whereof -Carauſmus intending his 
own ends and purpoſes made great booties, enriching himſelf much 
thereby, without either reſtitution unto the right owners, or accompt 
made to the Emperors for the ſame, which cauſed Maximiuanus Her- 
culeius whom Deocleſian had taken to be his afſociate and collegue 'in 
the adminiſtration of the Empire, to come down to'Gal{ze to ſurpriſe 
the principal men of Caraufus his faction there, giving further di- 
retion to have Carauſius himſelf made away by ſome ſtratagem or 
other, which ſtirred Carauſtus to ſtand upon his guard, and to bend 
his force not to. be maſter of the Seas alone, but alſo to _ the 
whole Government of all Britaim, which he attained ſoon after, but 
held it not long, as is ſaid : For Allefus his ſeeming friend inwardly 
and greedily affected that title as well as He, and thought the time 
overlong till he might effect his purpoſe, which he ſoon after effected, 
by depriying-CGazauſius of his life, Crown, and Empire, at the place 
aforeſaid. About this time; to withſtand Rebellions in divers parts 
of the Roman Empire, Dzoclefian and Max:imian eleQted for their Cz- 
fars to fight their battles Galer:us Maximius, who was ſent to the Eaſt; 
and Conſtantius Chlorus fo called, becauſe as he was a valiant Warrier, 
ſo was he a togated Senator,” and. had his train. carried after him, 
which train the Pritamms called Chloren ; this Conſtantius coming/ to 
Britgin to chaſe Carauſius found him to be killed by AMleftus his ſeem- 
ing friend before his coming,: and - Aettus uſurping the title of Em- 
perour as may appear by his braſs money till ex{tant ; who, for his 
better defence, as well againſt Carauſis whilſt he livd, as alſo againſt 
Conſtantius then coming in, had built and fortified the walled Town 
of Alcheſter in the heart of theland, that if he were put to the worlt 
at the Sea-ſide, yet he might have where to reinforce himſelf in the 
main land ; and having advertiſement of Conſtantius his coming near 
at hand by Sea, haſtened to the ſouth Seas about the Iſle of W7eht to 
intercept his landing, leaving the firſt ſyllable of his name in All;sfora, 
Allinton, Allingham, tor his way and paſſage, as well as in Alcheſter tor 
his reſidence, But Conſtantius having gained the benefit of a milty 
toggy time, landed his men, put them in good order, and like a va- 
liant reſolute Captain burnt up his Ships, that neither the enemy 
might be ſtrengthened by his Veſſels, nor his Vaſlals have any hope 
to ſave themſelves by flight; and or ever that Allefus had any cer- 


tain intelligence where he was, gave Alefus (that ambitious bloody 
Tyrant) 
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Tyrant) a ſet battle by the Sea-fide, and put him toa ſhameful flight, 
whom Aſclepiodatus {lew ſhortly after ; but where, except it were at a 
plain called Allsfield (now Ellsfield) between Allchefter and the City of 
Oxford, which cometh neareſt his name, and importeth a field tought; 
I cannot nor will not determine. 

By this time Conſtantius had cot good footing in Britain, and a good 
Governor he was, and was come torwards upon the Downs as tar as 
new Sarum; wherc upon the fide of the Downs he built a fortification, 
the Rampers whereof ſtill appear very apparently and is.called Chlo- 
ren after the name that the Britazns gave him, by reaſon of his long 
train carried up after him ; it ftandeth in. //tſhire upon the North 
corner of Chlorendon Park, now called - Clarimaon, which taketh his 
name thereof; a Park of that largeneſs and biggneſs that it exceed- 
eth any Park in the Kingdom, 1t hath a Churchoorera over with 
Ivy in the North part thereof next Cloren, which thereupon is now 
called Ivy Church ; and it we give credit to a late Poet, the Park 
had twenty groves 1n it, each of them of a mile compaſs, and with- 
out any ſophiſtication it had a houſe of the Kings within, but lons 
ſince dilapidated; it doth now belong to the right honourable 1/+/- 
liam Earl of Pembroke Lord Chamberlain to his Majeſtie, whoſe heart 
is as large and liberal as the Park is-wide; who being at this: time 
Chancellor of the Univerſity of Oxford, obtain'd of his Majeſtie a 
Prebend in Chriſt Church for the Doctor of the Chair the Kings 
Profeſſor in Divinity for ever, and alſo gave two Halls, and pro- 
cured two portions of tithes for the other two Profeſſors of Law 
and Phyſick. 

This Conſtantius embraced the Chriſtian faith, and married Helena 
daughter to King Coy! that built Colcheſter, by whom he had Conſtans 
te the Great, Gar removed the Empire to the Eaſt, built Conſtants 
nople, promoted the Chriſtzan faith, relieved the diſtreſſed eſtate of 
the Chriſtians, called divers general Councils, and eſtabliſhed the 
peace of the Church about 320. years after Chriſts bleſſed Incar- 
nation, *nd was the only renowned Emperour of the world. 

But to return to Mlcheſter, which was fituated in the North-eaſt 
part of Oxfordſhire within one mile of Caer Birm, now called Brrcefter, 
a neat Market Town, well frequented, and full of honeſt rich tradeſs 
men ; built at firſt by B:rinus Biſhop of Ger Dor, which Beda called 
Dorcinia, and Leland Hyaropolts, now called Dorcheſter. 1n Oxfordſhrres 
taking hisname of the waters it ſtandeth upon, ſometimes. walled as 
bout and Caſtell'd, but all now ruined and gone, a round hill there 
{till appearing where the ſuperſtitious enſuing ages built Brrinus a. 
Shrine, teaching them that had any Cattle anuſs to creep to that 
Shrine for help ; ſuch. blindneſs poſſeſied them then, that they _ 

C. 
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' . the Commandments of God afide to follow their awn Traditions, 
and yet ſo blind are their poſteritie, that they praiſe their doings. 
Birceſter ſometimes a walled Town tho' no ſteps thereof appear 
now; which Bzrimnus built to withitand the key a. of the Danes 
and other Pagans. And this one thing is worth the obſerving, that 
whereſoever the Britazns built a walled Town, they gave it the name 
firſt or laſt of the word Caer, which 1s derived of the Hebrew Kr, 
and fignifieth in the one and the other language a wall, and where- 
ſoever the Enghſh coming in found the word Caer in the name of any 
Town, they tranſlated it by the word Cheſter or Ceſter, which was the 
{ame to them as Caer to the old Britams, As that City upon the Hriþp 
Sea-fide which the Brztazns called (for the eminency thereof ) Caer and 
no more, until the Romans planted Legions there, and then it be- 
an to be called Caer Legzon, which name 1t ftill retameth with them; 
the Englzſb called it Cheſter upon the like emmency, and fince, be- 
cauſe it ftandeth upon the Welt - part of the Kingdom it; came to be 
called Weſtcheſter. So Caer Gloyn, which took his name either of Clax- 
dius the Emperour, (which 1s the _—__ opinion) or of the beauty 
and brightneſs thereof, which the Brztazns call Gloyn, which I think 
rather they tranſlated it Glouceſter. Caer Branon, built by the Noble 
and renowned Captain Brennus after his name; they, upon fome 
other occaſion of the Withes and Wirges there growing in the Sea- 
vern faſt by tranſlated it Worceſter or Wirceſter, Caer Birin Birceſter, 
Caer Allefte Allcheſter, Caer of Egypt the great and only famous Town 
of Traffick in all the world, formerly called Memphrs, and Carre in 
Greek took their names by reaſon of the walls, tho' it appears not 
to us who firſt ſo named them; many of the Bratzſb local names 
have much community with the Greek names, which is ſuppoſed to 
be by Cayneus and his company that came in with Brutus, and after 
his arival poſſeſſed Cornwall, and gave name unto it which it ftill re- 
taineth, as received Hiſtories have delivered unto us. Caer and Garth 
are proper to many Eaſtern languages as well as to the Britzſh ; for 
example, to the Hebrew, Chaldee, Syriac, Arabuk, Armeman, Egyptian 
Tongues, &Cc. 
| Brrceſter aforenam'd built by Biſhop Brrinus ſome fix hundred and 
fourty years after our Saviour Chrifts bleſſed Incarnation, 1s at this 
day a very good Market-for all manner of Cattle, and well fupplied 
with. all kind of trades but no Corporation, and it 1s the richer there- 
by, for that ſuch as be in debt row En need not ſhunn it, neither 
are any polling Officers to draw fees and ſconcing money to enrich 
themſelves a; | to 1umpoveriſh others, which maketh a Market Town 
flouriſh ſo much the more, Yet in Bzſter T can obſerve nothing me- 


morable, but a fair Church for the ſetting forth Gods glory, and the 
ruines 
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rumes of an old Abby, now the houſe of Sir Richard Blune or Sir 
Charles his ſon, deſcended from the honourable houſe of the Barons 
Meantjoy and the Earl of Devonſbrre, the ſubduer of the Rebel Tyrone 
and his complices in Jrelard, in the latter part of Queen Ekzabeth 
and in the beginniwg, of King Fames his moſt happy reign over Great 
Britain; the land of the ſaid Blunts butteth upon eſter on the 
Eaſt, Amerſdon the late ſeat of the Dentons, but now of Sir Thomas:

On the Weſt it hath Wenelbury or nd Orfer (in which parrh it- 


ſtandeth) and on the North Bzeſter and Cheſterton, a {mall yillage- 
that ſprang out of the bowelgof Allcheſter, keeping one part of 
name of Alchefter alive in it ſtill, late the lands of the Baron Norris: 
of Rzcot in Oxfordſbzre, the laſt whereof was Viſcount Thame and Earl- 
of Berkſbzre, in whom alſo it died. 

The place where Allchefter ftood is now a ploughed plat of 4 
that ſt111 (nevertheleſs) retaineth the name of Alcheſter to this day,. 
fituate upon Akemanſtreet-way under the foot of a woody hill called” 
by the name of Gravenhill, where the. yulgar fain great treaſures tou 
be hid : neither is their conjecture alltogether improbable, ſeeing- 
it was uſual when they went to-battle to hide their treaſure in the 
earth, witneſs the many ſtone Cheſts found in hillocks and heaps of- 
ſtones in the Mountains of Wales and other places in our fathers days, , 
and the manner was in thoſe days to bury them richly ; and the word 
> apr telleth us, it took his name of Grayes there. made. after. 
the field. 

It happened to Alkhefter much like to Allchnd by Boroughbrige in 
Yorkſhire, which was a famous City and 15 now a mum plat of ground: 
eared and ſowed, and butfor the two pyles of ſtones ſet up-n the- 
tigh-way which they ſay was the breadth of the gates thereof :  and* 
the like village of Ac{erazgh at the foot of it, which .retaineth = 
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firſt ſyllable of Alchnd in it; there were no manner of tokens to lead 
us that it was a City, yet when they digg or plough deep in wet 
weather in that field, they oftentimes find pieces of gold of three 
pounds a piece, as the underſtanding men of thoſe parts aſſure me; 
but whoſe Image and ſuperſcription it beareth, /gnoramus, Neither 
will I ſtand to ſue out a melius znquirendum until I ſhall light upon 
one of thoſe pieces; but return again to Alcheſter, which fandeth in 
the very heart of Atemanſtreet-way, one of the four great ways that 
parteth the land of Brz:tazn ; our Chronicles generally call it Ermin- 
ſtreet-way, of the Brats/h word Arminth, becauſe it crofſeth moun- 
tains, and weylays places for the better direftion of Travellors; 
thoſe that call it Akemanſtreet-way, ſay, that it took its name of 
them that being full of ache and aking, made it their way to the 
hot Baths in Somerſetſhire for eaſe of their pains, where this way 
hitteth upon Menazpp hill, in old Records called Munedupp or rather 
Moinedoppe, that is the many knolls, and ſo Leland calleth them M- 
neragia out of the mines there found in great abundance. Some digg- 
ing 1n our days for mettal lighted upon a grave or a vault acheden 
a hillock, wherein lay a man in rich Armour well gilded, having 
two viols of ſome kind of liquor laid by his head as it were pro 
viatico, the one bearing the colour of gold, as if it were: ſome kind 
of potable 'gold, the other of a more reddiſh colour as if it were 
ſome YVinum Philoſophicum, which that age had a skill of; but whoſe 
grave that was :(except it were the grave of Congerus as (afgr ave call- 
eth him, or Congellus as Barons \tileth him, who was ſon to one 
Conſtantine Emperour of Conſtantinople, that betook himſelf to a pri- 
vate life thereabouts, and gave name to Congersbury) cannot con- 
jecture, and no inſcription was found upon him to give any di- 
reCtions ; only a grave Miniſter Mr. B:rd Parſon of Wenelbury where 
Allcheſter is, aſſured me, that himſelf had ſeen the viols and ſome 
part of the Armour. King Eapar alſo that ſtiled himſelf Monarcha 
totius Britannie, and King Athelſtane in whole time Guy the renowned 
Earl of Warwick ſlew the Daniſh Giant Colbrand 1n a 1et combate) are 
ſaid by approved Authors to be buried in ſome of W:tjkrre hills, 
tho Wincheſter Church challenge Edgar, and Malmsbury Athelſtane, 
which is much more credible ; but howſoever this may Gere to Con- 
firm my former aflertion of Gravenh: that they buried their Princes, 
Peers and Nobles in hills, making ſome monuments of earth or 
{tones heaped up, to put poſterities in mind of them, and buried 
them alſo as coſtly as the times would ſuffer, and their abilities 

would afford. 
The ground where Allheſter ſtood was neither too fat to make it 
foul, nor too lean to make it barren, but reaſonable fertile, well 
meadowed 
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meadowed about it, and waſhed with a ſweet little current of water 
that floweth out of two little heads arifing ſome three or four miles 
off, there about Somerton a Lordſhip of Sir Richard Farmer Knight, 
waſhing the f1des of Frankford the land of R:chard Waneman Eſquire; 
Stratton Audley ſometimes the lands of Baron Audley, of whom it 
took the addition of Aualey, but now the lands of Sir Rzchard Bur- 
lace a religious underſtanding Knight ; and Lanton appertaining to 
the Dean and College of Weſtminſter, whoſe worthy and | honourable 
Dean 1s at this time Doftor Wlkams, defcended.of the ancient houſes 
of Coach Wilhan and Penrhyn, Blhop of Lincoln and-Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal of England, a man of no leſs magnanimity and juſtneſs in 
his place, than he is of place and power. | 

Another head ariſeth 'about Bucknell and Caversfield, the lands of 
Thomas Moyle Eſquire, and waſhug the'heart'ot the 'Townof* Brfter, 
taking into his company. a lively ſpring called (rackwel,, that ariſeth 
on the North fide and runneth full South, being arched and vaulted 
a good way into the ploughed lands, mecteth the former brook. a- 
bout Ahemanſtreet-way, and lightly waſheth: the walls:of Mchefter, 
and from thence running down along by the skirts of the neat For- 
reft of Barzwood, beholding afar off :the ancient Towmof Brit, wn 
ancient and old Records called Brenhely of Bra the hill 1n which it 
ſtandeth upon, and Hely the ſalt Wells then about it, whereof the 
Brines beneath it ſeemeth to continue the memory ftill: a Town 
well graced with many fair houſes and good buildings, and the beſt 
Yeomen of anyone Town in the Shire, delicately fituated upon a 
fertile fruitful hill in the midft of the Foreſt, and blefſed with all 
kind of commodities, as Corn, Hay, Graſs, Wood, Herbs and Roots, 
| Wells and Springs, that the earth can bring torth in the upper parts 
of the earth. And the earth within ſerving for the beſt brick and 
allearthen. veſſels, andthe ſtones for lune, of any one place again, 
whereof will follow great want to all the: Countries, and to the 
Unwerſity of Oxford the Eye of. Chriſtendom, (af--the Channels of 
Thames be not ſcoured to fetch theſe things from foreign- and' re- 
mote parts, beſides the want of building Timber) infinite damage ; 
when the Foreſt is put down, and the wood deſtroyed. It were there- 
fore much-to be wiſhed, that the Univerſity were either able: to buy 
t, or otherwiſe made capable:to exchange other lands with his Ma- 
jelty for the ſame, that the woods and under-woods might be ſtill 
maintained there. 

It is generally received that Bri1 was one of the ſeats of King 
Ludd, Ludſwell, Ludflad, Ludgarſall, and now Ludgarſball, '{ceming to 
continue ſome part of his name, and to make proot-of the ſame; but 
howſocver it had a ſtrong _ the raines. whereof ftill appear 
Siſl -. near 
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near the Church there. It appeareth to be very ancient by the Re- 
man money there found. 

About the Year of Grace 914. it was ſpoiled by the Danes in the 
days of Edward Senzour whoſe Mannor 1t was, againit whoſe incur- 
ſions the ſaid Edward built the Caſtle of Buckingham, and another on 


the other fide of the River over againſt it, at a place they now call- 


the Hermitage, both which are now buried in the earth, but are 
ſufficiently revived in the luſtre and favour of their moſt Honou- 
rable Lord George Earl and Marqueſs of Buck:ngham, whoſe reſplen- 
dent fayour fortifyeth their Corporation of Buck:ngham, better then 
the Caſtle walls whilſt they ſtood. But to return to Br:l, it ſtandeth 
on the topp of a fair hill in the upper end of the Vale of Alesbury, 
which taketh his name of Ay/ the brow of the hill; and the Saxonjb 
word Bezrig which is a Borough, put to it, the fatteft and beſt ſoil of 
all the Kingdom, invironed on each fide with this goodly Vale, a- 
bounding with all kind of commodities, and having a goodly prof- 
pet twenty miles every way, ſaving the Chinner fide where it 
reacheth but twelye miles, and ſo paſiing down between Muſewell 
and Borſtall, the ſeat of Sir Fohn Dynham Knight, of the line of 
Lord — Lord Treaſurer to King Henry the Seventh, by Studley 
Abby, late the land of Sir Fohn Crook Knight, and now of his Sons, 
to the great fat Common of 0ttmore, that in Winter 1s nothing but 
a Sea of waters, there to meet Allcheſter brook, and to' condutt it 
along to Charwell, to be both incorporated into {fs at Oxford, where 
1 will leave them; and now ſpeak of ſome Monuments found in the 
midſt of that plowed field Alchefter, which till retaineth that name, 
tho the City be gone. In the midſt whereof one Fynmore a hus- 
bandman of Wenelbury, ploughing very deep lighted o_ a rough 
round ſtone, which being digged out was found to be hollowed 
within, and ſeamed and cemented together, and being opened, there 
was nothing found therein but a green glaſs of ſome three quarts, 
full of aſhes cloſe Kopped up, with lead over the mouth, which war- 
ranted it to be Urns or burnt aſhes of ſome great man ; for tho the 
manner was then among the Pagans to burn all their dead bodies 
inſtead of burials, yet in thoſe troubleſome times to have ſuch an 
Urns hollowed in ſtone, happened to none but to ſome great man ; 
as now in theſe halcion days of peace wherein we live, it happeneth 
not to all but to a few to have Tombs, Epitaphs, or Statues: Iike- 
wiſe muſt we judge him to be ſome Pagan, becauſe urned, and ſome 
great man (moſt Iike Carauſts) flain hard by, that by laws of Arms 
might by right claim his interring, according to the cuſtom of the, 
times, and becauſe in thoſe tumultuous times ſo well Urned, that he 

might compare with Alexander the Conquerour of the whole world 

for his burial, Magnus 
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Magnus Alexander parve non uffiit urne, 
Tho' Alexander all the world had got, 
His aſhes would not fill a little pot. 


Which may ſerve to bridle the cancred greedineſs of worldly minded 
men togather riches, and eſpecially to lye in wait for blood, thereby 
to raiſe themſelves in the world, tho thereby they lye in hell like 
ſheep -— 7apmaS ſeeing themſelves and all at laſt may be bedded 
in a glaſs. X 

Another obſervation I gather herehence, that as the yg 
were Heathens then, (and cruel perſecutors of the Chriſtians) ſo their 
Lieutenants, until Conſtantius Chlorus came in, were for the moſt part 
Pagans, and howſoever Carauſius was favourable to the Britams being 
then: Chriſt;zans, and wellbeloved of them, and by their help at- 
chieved-great things at home and abroad, that his name grew fear- 
ful to the Emperours themſelves, which may eafily be proved, ſee- 
ing Maximianus Herculetus, Dioclefian's aſſociate in the Empire ,' was 
conſtrained to come into France in perſon to withſtand his ; 
yet I cannot colle& except it be out of the P. in the inſcription up- 
on his Coin, which may: fignifie Ps, that he was a Oren, and 
therefore ir is the more probable that he was Urned, and that that 
was his rna, 

Ve of Allefus, tho' in his ations he walked not like a Chriſtzan, 
in i-cking and ſhedding his Maſter, King, and Cefar's blood ; yet for- 
almuch as he hath the figne of the Croſs in the creſs of his Coin, 
which figne was then ſo odious, that none but Chriſtians did ule it. 
I perſwade my ſelf that he had received ſome glimps of Chreſtzanzty ; 
but the Britains generally and even in the uncivileſt parts thereof, had 
received the Chriſtian faith long before that time, as Tertullzan ſpeak- 
eth, Britannorum loca Romans macceſſa fidem Chriſts receperunt, That 1s, 
thoſe places of the Britains where the Romans never came, (meaning 
oo nk and Mountanous parts thereof) received the Chriſtian 

aith, 

What Pagans meant by ſaving the aſhes of the burnt corps, I can- 
not conceive, except by the inſtinct of nature (out of Plato's Philoſo- 
phy) they had ſome glimmering light of the immortality of the 
Soul, or expected Ao Begzatla to the ſame aſhes again. | 

In the forefront of Allcheſter, Alletus for his better defence built 
a Sconce or Watch-tower, the ruines and rudders whereof ſtill ap- 
pear in a plain plat of meadow ground, now the ſoil of Thomas 
Moyles of Caversfield Elq; lately deceaſed; but formerly of a Knight 
of the name of Maund, where, in our days have been digged much 

Sil 2 Roman 
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Roman money, brick, tile, and pavements, of curious wrought tile 
of the biggnels of ſix-pence, being delicately laid there, (belike it 
was ſome inward hollow: place which the Romans called Ty/lantcum) 
the Country people call 1t-ſtill very properly; Rully or : Kula, yet 
without any knowledge of what it meaneth ; for Alla 1s a diminu- 
tive of Runa, which cometh of Rzo to ruſh, that as Aries was a kind 
of Engine to batter walls withall, ſo alſo the Engine Rela was Broad 
headed like a plongh ſtaff, which thereupon 1s called Rellum, and 
ſerved to beat off the enemies from' the. walls thereof;- the: Engine 
therein kept giving name to the Tower, as 1s uſual in the Roman 
phraſe, by a Hewes called Metonon:ma Contimens pro contento. But to 
leave Rulla to be further treated of by them of further knowledge 
in Antiquity, and to' make: known where Alcheſter ſtood. ' It was 
nine-miles from the Univerſity. of 0xfora, a mile ftrom:Barſter, ſeyen 
miles ſhort of 'W/oedſtock the Kings Mannor, famous ,fos.the\goodly 
fair houſe of the Kings, the: Preſence and/Privy Chamber whereof 
are paved with Alabaſter, where Queen Elzabeth of ever happy me- 
mory was kept priſoner a-great part.of Queen Mares reign. . And 
famous alſo for a fair Park of Red Deer and Stagg, walled all about 
with a'ſtone wall, where throngh runneth a ſweet-current of water, 
but beſt'knowr' fora curious Labarinth that Henry the Second made 
to hide his fair 'Roſantond in, when himſelf; warred in foreign parts, 
the ruines whereof are till to be ſeen againſt the Court gate, and 
called Reſamonds Bower to this day. This Park was made by Henry 
the Firſt, and ſaid to be the firſt Park in all England, the care and 
keepmg' whereof is at. this time committed to. Philip Earl of Mont- 
gomery,. the firſt that ever had that title in-that place ; for the Fown 
of Woodſtock 1s a good Market and a Corporation, and more graced 
with the birth of ancient Learned Chaucer and Doctor Caſe, than with 
any Monument of Antiquity within it. 

For Allcheſter there is not one ſtone left upon another, what hap- 
pened to Troy happened to it, as it ſtood in Plough Hundred 1o 1s it 
all ploughed oyer, and Corn doth 'grow where it ſtood, as4n this 
Rhythme. 


In Oxfordllire by Gravenhillood, 
Stood Allcheſter ſo farr and good, 
Alle&tus Walls are brought full low, 
Where once they ſtvod now Corn doth grow. 


And as Alcheſter was built by Allettus, 1o was it poſſeſſed by Conſtan- 
#ine, Domitzan, and many other Roman Governours, whoſe Coin were 
found therein. 


One 
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One George Maund of Cheſterton atoreſaid Gentleman, took me a 
piece of money there found, bearing the piture and name of Con- 
ſtantine who was ſecond from Allefus, on the right fide thereof was 
this inſcription, Conſtantinus Auguſtus, and on the other fide the por- 
traifture of a Caſtle, having the Sun and Stars in cheift above it, and 
ſome word on the Coin by the hide of the Caſtle, to my judgement 
it was Galiztas, It 15 the arms at this day of the Caſtle of Walzngford, 
the Kings Mannor, which was tranſlated to the honour of Ewel in 
Oxfordſhire ; Sir Wilkam Knowls Baron of Greys and Viſcount Waling- 
ford a religious honourable Counſellor of State, having at this day 
the ordering thereof, under his moſt excellent Majeſty King Fame, 
whoſe days 1 beſcech God to make as the days of heaven, and his years 
as many generations, and let his tongue cleaye to the roof of his 
mouth, that faith not-Amen to it. oC: ag boats: 

This Coin, beſides the ancient name of Wallngford, Wallenford, ap- 
proveth it to be very ancient, and to be a walled Town before Con- 
ſtantines time, or otherwiſe he had not given the Caſtle in his Coin. 
Another piece of braſs money bearing ho name and ſtamp of Domz- 
czan Aug, Germa, was found in Allcheſter by the ſame Gentleman at 
the ſame time, which, together with a piece of the mouth of the 
glaſs wherein the Urna or burnt aſhes were kept, he ſent me this 
year 1622, And ſo leaving Alheſter, I return to Alle#zs the builder 
thereof, who (as it ever happened to blood thirſty and:deceitful men) 
had no ſooner obtained the Crown and Empire, that he ſo much 
thirſted after, but Fortune, that before made him her dandling,, now 
as a reyenger of wickedneſs began to frown upon' him; and to re- 
quire at his hands the cauſeleſs and innocent blood. that he had ſhed, 
and from the height of honour where ſhe had raisd ham, threw him 
down headlong to verifie the proverb, Elevantur ut graviore lapſu ca- 
dant. And or ever the Crown was warm upon his head, tidings came 
unto him, that Conſtants Chlorus was coming in with a *puiſſant 
Armyto take the morſel from between his teeth, which: ſoon after 
he did. And as Alefus came in by blood, ſo: he ended his days by 
blood ; where obſerve, that ſuch as lay ambuſh for blood are at laſt 
like Grus taken themſelves, and end their days in blood. 


Neque enim lex juſtior ulla eſt ; 
Quam nects Artifices arte perire ſua. Engliſhed thus, } 
In Natures book there 1s no law 
That is more juſt and good, . k 
Then that blood thirty guiletull men; 
Should end their days in blood. 
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But whilſt theſe things were a doing, Dzocleſian and Maximian re- 
ſigned their places in the Empire, and betook themſelves to private 
hves, Maximian to live at Millan in Italy, and Diocleſian to live at 
Nicomedia i Bithinia, as you may read in Barontus, Anno 404. and 

antius obtained the rule of Great Britain and ruled peacefully, 
and married Helena the Uaughter of King Coyl, who built Colcheſter, 
which keepeth part of his name ſtill in it, by whom he had Conſtan- 
tine the Great that bleſſed Emperour, that refreſhed the diftreſſed 
ſtate of the Church, ſettled the peace thereof, aſſembled general 
Councils, ſuppreſſed the Arians, and promoted Chriſtian Religion 
throughout the world:* who was firſt {aluted Emperour in Britazn, 
( ſome of whoſe money were found in the walls of Allheſter) who 
having; three Sons Conſtantinus, Conſtantius, and Conſtans, whom he 
left behind him to rule Britamn, and ſent Conſtants to govern France, 
who gave name to the City of Conſtance there, Conſtantine his eldeſt 
Son he left above the R/zne to keep Germany in order, himſelf went 
forward towards B:thtma, where he diſcomfited Licinws, and return- 
ing to Greece built a fair City at Bizantwm, calling it after his own 
name in the Greek language Conſtantinopolss, that 1s the City of Con- 
ſtantine, which name in memory of him till it retaineth of us Chri- 
ſtians ; but of the Mahometans and Turks it is called Stambol, wherein 
nevertheleſs they keep the two middle ſyllables of the former name, 
but mach aq. Helen allo his mother accompanied him up- 
wards ſo far, and from thence took her voyage to Feruſalem to ſeck 
the Croſs whereon Chriſt ſuffered, and the place where he was bu- 
ried, both which they ſay ſhe found ; and returning homewards left 
a Caſtle of her name in C/icza, another in Spam near Callaczum, which 
now we call Cales, and firſt ariving for treland which was but a ſmall 
cut from Spain, and thence making for the North parts of Britazn, 
which now we call North Wales, landed at Aber Segont near that fair 
walled Town which now we call Carnarvon, where Conſtans her grand- 
child had built a City, ſome part of the walls thereof are yet ſtand- 
ing, ſome calling it after the name of the River Caer Segent, others 
after his name Caer Conſtans, others 1ay that at ſeveral times it carried 
both names; but now 1t receiveth generally the name of Hengaer the 
old Town near Carnarvon, which arifing out of her ruines,now drown- 
eth her light and glory. 

New Carnarvon, Beaumariſh and Conway, with their three fair 
Caſtles, were built by King Edward the Firſt, Father to Edward 
. of Carnarvon, 1o called becauſe he was born therein, in whom the 
principality of Wales was firſt annexed to the Crown of England: 
King Edward the Firſt his leathern money bearing his name, ſtamp 
and picture, which he uſed in the building thereof to ſpare _ 
Bullion, 
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Bullion, were fince I can remember preſerv'd and kept in one of the 
Towers of Carnarvon Caltle, and his Statue is ſtill upon the great 
Gate of the Town. 7 

At that time King Edward found in that old Town the Leaden 
Crown, the Sword, and other monuments of. valiant King Arthur, 
(the lower and mirror of Chivalry) who, the better to invite all the 
Worthies of the world to his fide, created the Order of the Knights 
of the round Table in honour of Arms, whereby he became not 
only renowned, but followed and admired: of all brave high ſpirited 
Knights, Captains, and Commanders ; out of which Order the moſt 
honourable Order of the Garter (in the. days of King Edward the 
Third of England) took his beginning, as the moſt judicious Duke 
of Lenox a gracious temperate Senator well —_ The honou- 
rable Order of Taſſons, Annunciadoes, and St. Michaels, in foreign parts 
taking their riſe, in imitation of the Garter ; but to let this paſs.on by 
the by, and to return to _ Exward the Firft, who afſoon as He 
had found theſe furnitures of King Arthur rejoyced much, and made 
great account thereof, as the furnitures of the worthieſt Souldier in 
the world, And for King Arthurs Signet, Sir Fobn Price affirmeth to 
be kept at Weſtminſter : and Leland hath alſo deſcribed it ſo perfe&ly, 
that if it were loſt, yet it might remain alive in his writings.. 

In the bowels of this old Town Caer Conſtans, theres a little Chap- 
Foun ſtanding, anda delicate ſpring of running water faſt by, both 

ring St. Helen's name, in memory of her landing- there; and from 
the gates of this City (where 1s both a croſs way and alſo a Croſs of 
ſtone ſtanding in Bivio between the two ways) ariſeth a great-cawſey, 
of hard rom. Hu ſtone; for ſuch- is the nature of thoſe ſtones that 
they will not wear away :- the way on each fide being worn out knee 
deep, which the Inhabitants call Sarn Elen lueddaw, that is St. Helen 
the powerfulls cawſey, and. runneth Southward, through. the rockey 
ragged ftraights of the Mountains, even to-the parts of the 
Kingdom. But before follow this way any further, the fight: of 
the high rocky Mountains: called Rzvel, between Carnarvon and the- 
upper parts of that. Country call: Lyn or Llam, as it were a- paxcell 
of plain ground beyond thoſe Mountains) preſenting themfelyes ta 
my view, put me in mind of an occurrent worthy to remembred,, ** 
that freeth a great Prince Gourtigern King of Britam, who. for his de-- 
fence againſt the Pa#s and other Northern Nations invading this: 
Land, ſent for Hengeſt.and Horſa valiant. warriors of the. Saxon Na+: r 
tion in Germany to come to his aid, who- aiming at their. own ends: **? 
more than his good, came without delay, did valiant ſervice againft_ 
the Pi#s and: diſcomfited them ; and then perceiving the. land to -be- 
fat and good, and abounding with all kind of commodities. far. __—

fit and for pleaſures that nature could afford, caſt in their heads to 
make themſelves Lords of the Land, followed Gourtzgern in his vices, 
firſt filled him with wine, then gave him Rygwen Hengeſts daughter 
rather. tobe his Concubine than Wife, (who was then married) and 
ſeeing him to pamper the belly, provided Him and his Nobles a 
drunken feaſt, and by a ſecret praCtice flew his Nobles, and enforced 
him to yield: to hard conditions, to make them Lords of the beſt 
and greateft part.of the Kingdom ; humlelt retireing to a City that 
he had built in Radnorſhire in Wales, called after his name Caer Gour- 
tgern, where the injurious times not contented to {trip him of the 
Royal Crown and dignity, and to confine him to the out borders; 
and being not able to deprive him of his lite, killed him in his name, 
laying heavy imputations upon hum, (as is always the manner of in- 
ſolent vi&ors' and willtull depravers) faying that he and his City 
were burnt 'up by lightning from Heaven, where 1t is more like (as 
will hereafter apnear) that he ſet his City on a hght fire ike a wie 
Captain, that his enemies might not be relieved there, whilſt him- 
ſelf fled up to the Mountains ſome fifty miles turther, as our Chro- 
nicles mention to' a place called Garneth, which place we cannot 
find out except it be Garnethwen, a little above. Carnarvon, or at the 
foot of the Mountain Rzvel,” 'where he. made his abode, died and:was 
buried, ' as 'may- be proved by 'the traditions of the Elders , the 
Songs of the Bards, which were all the written Monuments of thoſe 
times ; his grave there lately found, his name left in the hills and 
paſſage thete, and ſuch like Monuments of him thereabouts ; for 
Gourtigern being put to his laſt refuge, planted himſelf beyond the 
Mointain of the Rzvel, towards that trat of ground called Llezm, 
having the Mountain at his back for a bullwark of defence, there 
being no more paſſage over it than one, which to this day 1s called 
Bulch Gonrtigern, 'that is Gourtegerns paſlage, and that ſo' narrow that 
three earnot come up 'a front, ſo that with a tew he might repella 
great many; and "if he found himſelf over-matched, then might he 
betake himfelf to Sea on the one hand and the other, and it the e- 
nemy were afore him by Sea, and landed to.annoy him, then he 
might/ fleeg@o the- height of the--mountains at his back and eſcape 
them ; this conimodious place did Gourtzgern chooſe for has laſt re- 
tuge, where byall likelyhood he died. And befides his paſſage 4till 
retaining” His riame there, a place being there called Bedn Gourtigern 
his grave, which was a hillock raiſed and ftones heaped up after the 
manner of burying the Princes and Kings in thoſe times ; the Inha- 
bitants of the pariſh of Llanoyhayarn where his grave was, for bet- 
ter proof of the-triith thereof, aſſembled themſelves together, digged 


down'that heap of earth; and removed the great heap of ſtones, and 
i0 * 
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in a ſtone cheſt found the body of a very tall man, for his ſhinn 
bone was of an ell long, as a grave Miniſter Mr, ugh Roberts, who 
isa landed man in that pariſh, a certain man of his word, and a 
careful preſerver and ſearcher of Antiquities, informed me upon 
his knowledge, theſe being found out there fince his Majefties moſt 
happy coming to the Crown of England, and moſt of the ſearchers 
yet alive to verifie it, are better proofs to free this dead Prince from 
a diretul death, than the ſlanderous imputations of his enemies to 
maintain 1t; and his bones there found are better teſtimonies for 
him, then all their bones can bring againſt him for being burnt up 
with Iightning at Caer Gourtigern, But in my return back again to 
St. Helen s cawley, I caſt my eye upon a nook of land bordering up- 
on a narrow mouth of the Sea called Abermenay, where the River of 
Conway Segont and other leſſer brooks give-the {r:/þ Ocean the meet- 
ing, called Llanwaglan, where, at the building of a new houſe in our 
days appertaining to Thomas Glynne of Naulley Eſq; digging but a 
little way into the ground, they found ſtones bearing the very co- 
lour of Silver or Tinn, which gave many ſuſpicion to think that Sul- 
ver Oare might be taken up there, if 1t were ſearched tor, as well as 
in other parts of this Kingdom, as Moynelath, Mazlor, Iſa, and. 
other places. 

And now, fince my foot ſtandeth upon St. Helen's cawſey, by the 
gates of the old Town aboye Carnarvon, 1 will follow it upwards 
into the craggy Mountains, and trace 4t out until it come to Caer 
Garon where 1t endeth, ſome fix miles higher into the Mountains, in 
a narrow ſtraight between the nooks of two great Mountains, the 
one called Mynith Mawr, the other Moeleilio ; the Country le 
ſay that Conffans was ſlain by a Savage Man, which they call Azamn 
in reſpe& of his wildneſs ; but all Writers ſay it was Megnentws Ta- 
porus, as will appear in the words following, and they will demon- 
ſtrate in a manner the place where he was buried, calling it ua 
mab, that is the ſons grave, calling it ſo by an excellency Bealz y mab, 
that tho' every ſon be mad yet not many ſuch ſons, and therefore 
by the ſon's grave they mean the great ſon or Grandſon of the great 
Empereſs St. Helen. And the Rock againſt it where the wild Sayage 
lay in ambuſh for Conftans, whom he flew coming in the rereward 
of the Troop, and fled there for his refuge; they call the Caſtle 
Kiamn, that is the wild mans Caſtle. I like not of their opinion who 
ſay, that C __ was flain by Gourtzgern aforenamed, for there was 
very near a hundred years difference between their two reigns, and 
many ſucceeded between them, what Conſtans ſoever that was Gour- 
tgern did depoſe and deprive of his life to get the Crown; 1t cannot 
be this Conftans, fith ſo many reigned between them both, _ 
Trttt tho 
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tho' ſome of our Chronicles ſay, that afons was ſlain in Spain, yet 
that may bea miſtake pardonable in thoſe times, when Hittoriogra- 
phers did not obſerve time and place ſo narrowly as we do, theſe 
places being then leſs known than Spam, through which he came 
to Jreland, and with a ſmall cut oft the Sea to the harbor of Caer 
Conſtans his own Town, and therefore more like to be buried in 
this place, where ſo many things are that continue his memory till, 
as his grave which they call ſtill Bed{z y mab, a ſtone ſtile faſt by 
called to this day Cafndha Beal: y mab, the high Srowdon hills which 
allufively they call the Brit:fh Alps, and was called formerly (of the 
coldneſs thereof) Rzrr:, upon the great outcry they made upon his 
death, was called Warddfa, corruptly Waddfa, that 1s the place of 
the outcry, and ftill keepeth that name; a place ſome mile or two 
further where they ſate down to make lamentation for him, they 
call Cadarr r Ocharn, that 1s, the ſeat or chair of lamentation, where 
they ſay that all the train fate down to mourn for Cnſtans his 
death, making doleful lamentation, like the lamentation of 1jrael 
for Fofiah, or the lamentation of Foſeph and the Egyptians for Faceb: 
and as the Egyptians called the place where that lamentation was 
made Abe! M:zraim, that is the lamentation of the Egyptians ; 1o 
the inhabitants thereabouts called the high hills Szowdon, at the foot 
whereof they made their outcry Widdfa, and the place where they 
{ate down to mourn Cadazr r Ochaim, which names they retain to 
this very day. 

That Magnentius that flew Conſtans 1s firnamed Taporus, and was 
the ſon of a Britain, and afterwards uſurped the Empire for three 
years, over Brita, Galka, and the adjacent Iſles to the fame. In 
Anno 1616. my ſelf being in thoſe very places, and calling to my 
company all the ancient and underſtanding men thereabouts made 
great and diligent enquiry 1f any could ſhew me the place of (_ 
hs grave, or whereabouts it lay; for that the general voice and tra- 
dition of the people ſaid it was by a ſtone tile, notoriouſly known 
by the name of Cafudhabed y mab, that is the ſtile of the ſons grave. 
And a Free-holder (the owner of thoſe lands) ſhewed us long blew 
tlatt ſtones being then in the ſtone walls, which his Grandfather 
digging ſtones thereout to repair that wall, lighted upon ſome kind 
of grave whereout he had thoſe long ſtones; but upon the freſh 
perſuit of that enquiry, ſome half mile further or better in the high 
way fide, by the great Lake fide called Llynn Tartheniby, the con- 
duction of one that a little before digged a ditch there, where his 
mattock ſtruck through croſs a grave of blew flatt, the beſt ſtones 
that the Mountains could afford, but whoſe it was no body could tel! 
us, Except that it were Conſtans's grave. It was of a great length, and 

ſomewhat 
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ſomewhat ſhallow in the ground, but bones I could find none, and 
being {o near the upper cruſt of theearth where air came, it was no 
maryail, tor they muſt needs putrifie ; my {elf did ſee this grave and 
thruſt my riding wand into it. 

I. But whoſoeyer was buried there, it ſeemeth he was ſome great 
perſon, that they provided him a kind of Tomb. 

24, That he was a Chriſtian, or elſe they had not buried him, and 
Tombd him, but Urned him, as that which was found at Alcheſter. 

34, That alſo he was buried before there were any Churches in 
thoſe parts, or elſe they had not buried him in the Mountains. 

4. And laſtly, that he was no malefactor, for then they had not. 
Tomb him, but rather thruſt a take through him, as the manner 1s, 

From thence this cawſcy runneth up into the Mountains, leaving 
many marks of ſome great furrow, as Croysford an unlucky way feem- 
eth to retain in it ſo much, to Harleygh, and ſo down through Wales, 
Herefordſhire, Gloceſter ſhire, Somerſetſhire, and TR till it come 
to old Sarum, which ſeemeth to take his name of the cawſey Sarn, 
the daſh above taken for um,. made it be called Sarum.  DoQtor Maj- 
chett in his Poem of it calleth it Sarona, and Pompey making it Sor- 
biodun, and the Saxons coming in, in their language call Searnsburgh, 
all which draweth nigh the etymology of Sarn; and the Britams 
uſed to denominate = Towns as ſtood upon cawleys to bear part 
of the name of Sarn in it. As Stony-ſtratford that hath a forced way 
to the end of it, {ſanaavara, and by the River of Conway upon the 
like cawſey, the hamlet above it is called Taly ſarn, and another 
place in South Wales is called in like manner Taly ſarn, of the cawſey 
Sarma, Sarnſey, now Garnſey, by turning S into G ſeemeth to come 
herehence. Some derive Sarzsbury of Cefars-burg, and for that caule 
they give the black ſpread Eagle upon their gates at Wilton, the Shire 
Town of Wiltſhire, and the chief houſe of the noble Earl of Pem- 
broke, formerly called Elendun, that is Elen's Town, for 1o 1 judge it 
to be derived of her name that dwelt faſt by, rather than of the 
River. Alon or Alanone, which cometh not ſo near the word, At 
which Town, or at Chloren, or at old Sarum, being before Guns were 
invented an invincible hold, it is moſt likely St. Helen at her return 
did remain as well for her better ſafety, as alſo to be near the South 
Seas, to expect daily news and tidings, as well from Conſtantemne the 
Emperour and the Eaſt parts, as alſo from her nephews his ſons 
from the Weſt parts, viz. Germany and France, where 1 leave her 
ſately guarded and conducted to her own Country, and will walk 
up the Downs to behold the great ſtones ſet up in a round compaſs 
upon the top of a high knoll near Ambrosbury, the-late noble Earl of 
1ari{-rd s houſe, whole Lady and widow Lodowick the noble Duke 
Tect a of 
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of Lenox, by the mediation of his moſt excellent Majeſty, married, 
a vertuous Lady, endowed with goods gifts of grace and nature; 
preſenting themſelves to my view, require I ſay ſomewhat of them 
before I put an end to my ſtory; upon the height of the plain be- 
tween the River Avon and the River Alon, both which Rivers wa- 
ter the fair City of new Sarum, and: part themſelves through every 
ſtreet of that City; ſtandeth theſe goodly monuments of ſtones 
reared up an end of a wondrous great height, and a great [tone at 
the top of every two mortelled into both the other, which plainly 
proveth that they are not as they fable (Giants ſtones) fetched from 
Mount Kgrel in treland by Merlyn's art, but made out of that cliff 
over againſt towards old Sarum, the colour of which blew clay they 
ſtill repreſent, and being ſcraped but with a knife, a man may dif- 
cern this clay cemented with ſome other glewy ſubſtance, as plaiſter 
of Paris and ſuch like, erected not in memory of thoſe nobles whoſe 
Tombs in heaps of earth appear ſtill thereabouts, ſlain by Hengeft 
there treacherouſly when he called his Son in law Gourtzgern, and the 
Britams to feaſt there, but for a trophic of ſome memorable victory 
thereabouts obtained, as Necham the Poet ſayeth, by Uter Pendragon, 
or as other ſay by Arthur the valiant, and to that ſeemerh the ancient 
Bard Thelrehnus to allude, but Necham's verle is this, 


Uter Pendragon molem tranſucxit, ad Ambr1 
Fines de vitto viftor ab bell means. 
Uter Pendragon brought theſe ſtones 
to Ambrosbury coalt, 
For Trophies of his Victory, 
Had on the Pagan Hoſt, 


To be ſhort, as the pillars in the village and field of Borough Brig 
in Yorkſhire are made marble, and ſaid to be reared at the recon- 
ciliation of Elydure and Archigallo or Aurygallon, as the hiſtory of St. 
Atdanes calleth him, the ſon of Morudus the King that was devoured 
by a Sea monſter which he fonght withall, or rather as I ſhould 
take it, theſe pillars were ſet up at the reconciliation of the moſt 
renowned Britains Belinus and Brennus, of whom we read in our 
Chronicles, that having drawn great Armies to the fide of a River 
ſuch as that River Eure is, being ready. to give each other battle; at 
the earneſt labour and mediation of their grave Mother were recon- 
ciled and accorded, fo is it moſt likely that theſe pillars (like the 
Drvint pacts in Scotland) were reared thereupon and made of made 
Marble, which art then Jouriſhed, tho' now it be not praiſed. King 
Arthur that lived about that time and was acquainted with regia 
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of Trophies after his victory, had againſt the Caledon Britains reared 
alſo the like Trophie of ſtones mortertiſed one into another, as ſtill 
appeareth at the toot of Caledon Foreſt, and 1s called of the Inhabi- 
tants Arthurs oven or Arthuxs oval rather, that 1s, his triumph after 
the viEtory there obtained. And as theſe ſtones on Ambrosbury hills 
are the only mirror of England, {o are the other of Scotland; but for 
the ſtones of Stoneage, two ſtrange things are reported of them : The 
firſt, that if they be rubbed and water thrown upon them, they wall 
heal any green wound or old ſoar. The-ſecond, that tho' they be 
not many and ſtand round like a Coronet, yet they cannot be num- 
bred; but I will leave both theſe under a mel:us inquirendum to be 
further examined by them that ſhall make proof thereof. And ſo 
leaving Conſtantius Chlorus buried at York, Conſtantine his ſon at his 
Imperial ſeat at Conſtantinople, Conſtantinus his fon in Germany, Con- 
ſtantius in France, and Conſban, ſlain by Afagnentizs and buried (as is * 
very probable) in the Mountains of North Wales, and St. Helen re- 
turned from Feruſalem and the Eaſtern parts, as the 'only mirror of 
women for her travails, (except the Sarcaſtan Perſian Lady that Sir 
Robert Shirly married and brought through all lands with him into 
England, who was there delivered of a ſon, his Majeſty King Fames 
being his God-father at the Font) to reſt quietly at her Cities of 
Sarum, Chloren, and Elendun, and to expect tidings from the Eaſtern 
parts, and Conſtantinople : 1 will put an end to my hiſtory,

So that it is an 
evident miltake 1n the late ingenious 
Author of 42 /ntrodut7ton to the Fliftry 
of England, that William the Conque- 
rour endeavoured to aboliſh two antient 
forms of Trial uſed among the Saxons 
with great Reverence, even during their 
Chriſtian _—_— — Theſe were the 
Trials Ordeal and of Camp fight. p.246. 
— Both theſe ſorts of Trial this King 
abokſhed as unchriftian and unjuſt, and 
reduced ali cauſes to the judgement of 
Exzuals, or of a Fury of twehve Newb- 
bours, and by tegal forms, þ. 249. 
When 1t is certain, the Trial ft 
hght or Ducl, was no cuſtom peculiar 
to the Aug/o-Saxons, but 'was the 
practiſe of moſt Northern Nations , 
eſpecially of the Franks and Aormans, 
and was indeed introduc'd by #7/ham 
the Congaeror,not found here as an ant- 
ent ulage,much leſs aboliſh'd by him. He 
made no one order to cancel or to re- 
ſtrain. 1t, but "made #n expreſs Law to 
licenſe and authorize it. Before the 
Conquelt not one Law or one Example 
of this practiſe, but after the Conqueſt 
ſome publick Laws, and 'very many 
Precedents.

Zjz. im the 
caſe of Simon Low and Fohn Arme 
Plaintiffs, and 7 homas Paramore De- 
fendant, for the Mannor and lands 1n 
the Ifle of ZZarze near in Ant. 
Of the. former kind, the laſt Example 
was in 6. Cay. I. between Donald Lord 
Rey Appellant, and Dawd Ramſey 
Eſq; Defendant.

tho' he would not reduce the annual 
payment, yet he ordered the railing of 
it as often as the neceflities of invalion 
or of expedition did require. It was 
ſeverely exacted and augmented by 
William Rufus. And in = reign of 
Fen. I. 1 was computed- among the 
Kings ſtanding revenues. :'The next 
lucceflor King Stephen promisd by 
oath on his Coronation day, that this 
Danegeld ſhould be for ever remitted, 
Hen. Hunt. p. 387. From which gue 
ſome Writers have dated the expiration 
-f this tax. Yet it ſeems rather to have 
continued upon extraordinary occa- 
lions, till it was abrogated by time, or 
rather ſwallowed up in tallage and 
Parliamentary impoſitions.
